Gentleuen, 

We have examined your Accounts for the year 1873, and have found them to 
be correct, with the following exceptions : 

2. We have disallowed the charges described in the accompanying list for the reasons 

stated against them, and we are unable to certify to the 
receipts noted in the margin, in consequence of the following 
eircumstanccB. No account or jinrtieulars of any kind 
are furnished in reference to the item marked A, which we 
understand represents net collectioiis, hut we have no 
information as to the character or amount of the charges 
deducted. According to the debenture registers, the amount 
of item B should have been Us. 53G, and the difference 
apparently has been made up in the present year, 1874, 
There are no ticket account and works register, by which may be tested respectively the 
correctness of the items marked C and D. The item E oaunut be agreed with its relative 
charges. 

We have not completed the audit of your Store Accounts, partly because they were not 
furnished to us in time, and partly in consequence of the examinatiou requiring more time 
than was expected, and wu will not now report upon them, except in regaid to a lew questions 
which it is desirable to consider at onou. The Store Accounts are more elaborate than they 
need he, us the issues are in sm.Tll quantities according to daily rcqnirenienfs, and uro valued 
with reference to their cost price in naeh case. The issues, moreover, in some instances, ore not 
direct to the indenting departments, hut through other depots,—a system which only entails 
double accounting. The accounts may be simplined hy registering separtitely, according 
to qii.atitities, the supplies made to each department, the values being computed on the sum 
total of the month. These separate registers will facilitate the jrreparation of the monthly 
transfer bills, while the ligures entered in them can readily be conibiued lor ledger postings. 
Lastly, there should he agreement between the 8tore Accounts and the corresponding headings 
in your principal Ledger, and for this purpose the arrangements recommendetl in our last 
AniJiial licpoit might Itu carried out, and the halauces verified by an aunual stocktaking on 
.'fist December. It is not uee.i-ssary to examine every article in stock. It will be sufficient to 
test llie accuracy of 25 jicr cent., provided the articles are selected at hazard, and without 
comiiiuuication with the officers who have to deal with them. Tiie transfer hill should exhibit 
only the qtinnlity ami value of stores supplied, such extra charges as coolie-hire, &e., being 
drawn on separate easii vouchers, 

4. It is also our duty to bring the following matters to your notice. The Asses-sment 
Bo >k does not afford a siiffieieiit cueek upon the uollectiou of city rates, as we have already 
lirouolit. to your notice on ]ireviou8 (lecasiuiis. The city rates become due in January, Afiril, 
.lull', and October of each year, hut the largest collections arc not generally made in tho.se 
iiioiitli.s. There is no list of outstanding bilks on account of these rates with which the 
c'lrrespoliiling Ledger halaiiees may he com{)ared, and tlierc appears to bo no check on the 
ahaii-nieiits at 2 per cent, giaiited lor prompt ptiymeni of the water-rate. The statisties of ( 
iitcoine aiid expenditiiro, which wc recommended should he kept up, and which were 
C'lntnenceii with your sanction, arc not continued. The adjustments on aecountof the Sinking 
I'uml relating to your dchenture delii could not he made in the Ledger of 1873, in 
e;)iise(|iieuce of tlie Trustees nut Laving furnished in time the icturns required from them, 
but ibese .•'eturns liavc since beeu received, and show that the necessary investments were 
duly made.

—The following Statnto relates 
to India, and is hereby published i'ur general information :— 

37 Vic., Chaptes 3. 

An Act to enable tie Secretary of State in Council of India to raiee money in tie United 
Kingdom for Ire tervice of the Gooernmeat of India. 

[30th Maech 1874.] 

Whereas the exigencies of the public service in India require that the Secretary of State 
in Council of India, should be enabled to raise money in the United Kingdom on the credit 
of the revenues of India : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 

1. It shall be lawful for the Secretary of State in Council of India, at any time or 
times before the thirtieth day of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-nine, or, if Parliament be then sitting, 
before the end of the then Session of Parliament, to raise in the 
United Kingdom, for the service of the Government of India, 

any sum or sums of money not exceeding in the whole ten millions of ponnds sterling, 
and such sum nr sums may be raised by the creation and issue of bonds or debentures, or 
capital stock bearing interest, or annuities, or partly by one of such modes and partly by 
another or others.

This, added to the Ils. 7,99,000 allotted up to the date of last precis, makes 
a total allotment of Ils. 8,40,500 up to the end of May 1874. 

The requisitions made by the various districts for the month of June 
already exceed Ils. 1,60,000. 

The committee have written to the Chief Commissioner of Oudh, and the 
Chairman of tho North-Western Provinces’ relief committee, 'to the effect that 
it has been held that subscriptions raised in England are intended to relievo 
famine not merely in Bengal, but in whatever part of India such relief is needed; 
and that in this view the committee will bo glad to consider requisitions made 
upon tho funds at their disposal by relief committees in Oudh and the 
North-Western Provinces. 

In a letter of the 15th May 1874, the Lieutenant-Governor accepted tho 
offer of the central committee to take on the charitable fund at their disposal tho 
entire expense of charitable relief under tho heads (5), (c), and (d), of the 
committee’s notification of the 4th March. Airangements have been made 
accordingly. Heading (5), it may bo remembered, iiuludes persons receiving 
gratuitous relief, who are ])hysically unable to do work; heading (c) those who are 
doing work; and heading (d) those who, though able to work, are precluded from 
laboring on Government works by reason of their social rank or caste feelings. 
Instructions have been issued by the committee, both officially and demi- 
I officially, that cases of persons deserving relief under heading (rf) should be 
liberally considered and dealt with. It is the obje(!t of the committee to do 
something beyond tho bare prcsen'ation of life, which is tho duty which devolves 
upon the Government. They have directed that a supply of clothing should 
be given out to tlio destitute before tho rains set in ; but, beyond this, they have 
not suggested any particular method of affording assistance, because they 
think it Itest to leave tho mode of affording such relief to tho discretion of the 
local committees. But they have expressed a desire that such assistance, when 
deserved, should be given liberally, and have announced that all reasonable 
applications for funds for such purposes will be favorably responded to. 

The Manchester committee, while ^rwarding £10,000, telegraphed that the 
sum was to be spent “ for purchases Government cannot meet.” The mail 
.shewed this to bo in accordance with rules passed at the Manchester meeting that,; 
“ the funds already or hereafter to be raised in Manchester ought not to be 
used as a substitute for those means which Government is bound to employ to 
meet tho crisis in India, but should be devoted to purposes which Government, 
by the general rule of distribution, cannot meet.” 
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The new arrangement seems exactly to comply with the wishes of the 
Manchester subscribers. The Government takes upon it the very heavy task 
of supporting bare life. The committee undertake to do more, to afford relief 
to those whose lives the State saves, and to do so with a degree of tenderness 
and liberality which cannot bo expected in the distribution of State funds. The 
committee, therefore, expect that the Manchester subscriptions will now become 
available for use. 

The sum of £10,000 has also been received through the Lord Provost of 
Glasgow, the money to be “ applied for the relief of such as Government aid 
will not reach, or to supplement such aid where insufficient.” 

This sum also will be available, on the principle mentioned in the previous 
paragraph. 

Replies to the committee’s calls for bi-montldy accounts and statements of 
persons relieved have not been, as yet, received for all the districts. 

The committee will therefore submit their accounts in the pr4ciB for the 
current month, drawn up in a new and much more complete form, which has 
been approved by the Government of Bengal.

2. It was resolved that, os Baboo Ram Riinjun (/hnckerbntty, zemindar of Hetampore, 
shows great generosity in the relief of his ryots, arid of the poor generally, particular notice 
of his proceedings be taken in committee, with a view to their publication for the information 
of the public, and for an example to other zemindars.

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STATEMENT OP OBJEOfS AND REASONS. 

1. It is generally held that, on the estahlishment of Mayors’ Courts in Calcutta, Madmii 
and Bombay, under the charter of IS Geo. I, the Statute-law in force in England in the year 
1726 was introduced into the Presidencies so far as it was applicable to local circumsfancos. 

2. Under the qualification contained in the last jiart of ^is prii{x)sition, Luge classes of 
Statutes are obviously excluded. Tlie Statutes, for instance, dealing with the subjects of 
Advowsons, Bankruptfcy, Bastardy, Clergy, Commons, Dilapidations, Elccdions, Excise, Forests, 
Police, Poor-relief, Sewers, Tithes, and the qualification of Sheriffs were clearly framed with 
reference to the special conditions of England, and have never been dccinml itpplicahle to .any 
part of India. Other Statutes, such as those relating to Coroners, Crimes, Executors, Jurors, 
Justices of the Pejice, Ijottcrics, Oaths, Pleading and Riotous Assemblies, have been rendennl by 
recent Indian legislation unnecessary and therefore inapplicable. Otliers again, which form 
the basis of the English law of real property—such as Uie Statutes of Entails, of Subinfeu¬ 
dations anil of Uses—are clearly applicable to the pixjperty of Englishmen, though not to the 
property of Hindus or Muhammadans. But there remain .some us to which differences of opinion 
may and do exist. If we inquire, for example, whetlicr the Statutes relating to Maintenance 
and Champerty are in force in Calcutta, whether a European can be arrested here on a. Sundiiy, 
or what law regulates distresses for arrears of rent exceeding a thousand mixies, wc at once fall 
into doubt and dilficulty. It is true that, in the absence of any declaration by th(! legislature, 
the Judges of the late Supreme Courts and those of l.he present High (Courts have cxcrcisnl the 
function of dc'claring what Statutes shall he deemed in force within the local liniifsof their 
ordinary original jurisdiction. But, in the first place, the Judges have made such dcelarationa 
in comparatively few instances; in the second jdace, tlicir dccisioTis have not always been 
reported; thirdly, it may l)e doubted whether their declariitions have always laid down the 
most convenient rule; and fourthly, the rulings of the Judges of one Sn])rcme or High Court 
are not binding uiion or always in accord with those of another. 

3. Even in cases where a Statute certainly oiKjnites in the Presidency Towius, i t is not always 
clear whether it apiilies to all the inhabitants or only to Europeans. Thus cv<;ry one agrees that 
the Statutes of Elizabeth relating to Fraudulent Conveyances arc in force in CaleuUa, Madras 
and Bombay; and in Ciilcutta, the late Mr. Justice Norman (2 Ind. Jur. O. S. 7 ) lield that 
they applied to Natives as well as to Europeiuis. But in Madnm, Sir Adam Bittleslon seemed 
to think, in a lase reported in 6 Mad. H. C. Rep. 474, that they applied only to British subjects 
other than Hindus or Muhammadans. 

4. The result is a great amount of uncertainty as to the Statute-law in force in the Presi¬ 
dency Towns, and this not merely in rare instances, but in matters of not infrequent occurrence. 

5. Two Bills published simultaneously with this, and relating to Distresses and to 
the Sheriff, will, when passed, remove many doubts as to the law applictiblc to the subjects 
with which they respect.ively deal. 

C. There will remain, however, many aneient Statutes as to which it is desirable that the 
legislature, in consultation with the learned Judges of the Presidency High Courts, should 
expressly declare cither that tliey are, or that they arc not, in force in (Jalcutbi, Madras and 
Bombay. This, shortly, is the object of the present Bill. It declares that some forty Stiitutcs 
shall, subject to the tests of applicability which have always prevailed, be deetnrtl to apply to 
all places and persons in the Presidency Towns. These inelude Magna Carta; the Slatutes 
Be Dimu) and Quia Jimptoren; the Statute of Uses; the Statutes relating' to h’rauduleut Convey¬ 
ances ; the Habeas Corpus Act; the Bill of Rights and the Act of ScttlemenU li> then 
expressly repeals all other Statutes passed before J 727. 

7. Some of the Statutes inserted in the Schedule have been so inseiteil for caution’s 


sake, but with considerable doubts as to whether they are of any praertieal use. Such arc the 
provisions of the Statute of Frauds relating to trn.sis of baud; the SUtiite 4 & Tj 'Will. & 
Mar., cap. 16, relating to frauds by mortgagors effi.ebd by eoueealment of pritir ciiarges; the 
Stet. 10 Will. Ill, cap. 22, giving the bentilt of (onlingcnt remainders to poslhiimous 
children; and the Stat. 4 & 5 Anne, cap. 3, relating to waiTantics. Then; are also three Statutes 
conferring jiowcrs on the Admiralty Court in case of pinuy, as to which it is not known 
whether (bey are still of any use or are Bii])etsided by modem legislation. Tlitw are the 
28 Hen. Vlll. ciip. 1.5 ; the 11 WiU. HI; c.ap. 7, and the 8 Goo. I, cap. 21. 

8. Among the repealed Statutes arc those whieh ndale to Champerty and Maiiilcnanre, 
eight in number. It is not intended by the rejx'al to alter the law on this sidjj<iet, and a 
cautionary el.ause [sec. 2, cl. (c) ] lias been inserted acomdiiif/ly. It is certain that. I be law appli¬ 
cable to transaetion.s to whieh the names of Champerty aud Maintenaiiee an? still iqiiJicd, has 
drifted away from tlie Slatutes; that numerous traiisivitioiis falling wit bin the s<?o|io of the 
Statutes are perfectly lawful, and that the decisions have in modern times been rcstcil more 
and more on tlie brood prineipje.s of tlie Common L.-.W, ei; ' have turaiHl on the (piostioii wlietlier 
or no the inqieaelied transaction is unriglitcous, uiiconwicut.oi s, and against iiublie jsihcy. The 
law in the Mofussil on this subject appeare to be in a very ftlieieat and reasonable statx', 1 hough 
^unaided by the Statutes; and the iame law prevails !u the Presidency Towns. See the cj,so 
of 6'rrtvc V. Amirlamoyi l)usi, 4 Belig.

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BENGAL FAMINE. 


NINETEENTn SPECIAL NARRATIVE OP THE DROUGHT IN BENGAL, 
PROM THE 29th MAY TO 11th JUNE 1874. 


Thk Lieutenaiit-Govomor (Sir Richard Temple) writes from Monghyr 
on the lOtli Juno the following account of the Tirhoot district to lie included 
in the present narrative:— 

“ During the last fortnight I have visited Tirhoot, traversiug the district 
from its souSi-easteru to its western hordtjr. I have conferred with all the 
principal European officers in the district, with some of the European non¬ 
official residents, and with many of the principal natives. Many relief circles 
and suh-cirdes were inspected.” 

“ As Tirhoot is hy far tho most important of the distressed districts, and 
has to boar the brunt of tho present trouble, some account may appropriately 
be given of its condition during the first ten days of June.” 

“ As regards the weather and tho crops of Tirhoot, the month of May has 
been against the district. The drought was great—water was only to be 
reached at double tho usual depth below the surface. Tho supplementary 
coarse grains sown in February withered in tho heat. Tho wheat crop was 
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in many places indifferent. The fruit of the mango groTes, so abundant in 
this district, failed to yield the usual sustenance to the people. The indigo 
production is marred by one of the greatest failures known in this generation; 
and but littlo was done for ploughing or sowing the rice for next harvest. 
June, therefore, opened ominously. But now the preliminary showers have 
fallen, in some places abundant, in others scanty; m some parts towards the 
south their coming was so long delayed 'that a certain proportion of loss at 
next harvest was thought incviteble. By long-established agricultural 
practice, the extensive depressions in the surface of tho ground ought, by 
the beginning of June, to have young rice springing up, but are this year only 
beginning to be broken up. Countless patches of ground, which ought to bo 
filled with plants of rice ready for transplantation, have this year almost nothing. 
Thus the want of the April and May showers has caused way to be lost for 
next harvest, which can hardly be made up in full. The rains, however, seem 
to bo coming; the industry of tho peasants is stimulated to the utmost; and 
the next rice harvest may yet escape any serious diminution.” 

“ On the other hand the poppy has flourished, and tho opium yield will be ' 
favorable. The tobacco crop, too, has proved a source of wealth to the southern 
part of the district.” 

“ Still the losses which have been superadded to the destruction of the last 
rice crop, combined with an apparent possibility of some deficiency on the next 
rice harvest, have produced an effect on the grain trade; have caused much 
timidity among tho dealers in advancing grain to the cultivators, or in pro¬ 
ducing it for sale in the markets; and have rendered private rice an almost 
unobtainable article. Great as the losses have been, low as the private 
stocks may have fallen, one cannot believe that tho rice markets would 
have been so empty as we found them to be before we opened sales of 
Government grain, were it not that the holders of grain apprehend losses 
yet to happen, and keep whatever they have in view of such eventualities.” 

“ It is to be remembered that in Tirhoot—unlike other districts—there is 
no early rice, and but a small September rice crop, and but little Indian-corn. 
In the eastern and north-eastern parts of the district, where the distress 
would be worst, there is nothing, save some coarse grains of inconsiderable 
quantity, to come in till the great rice harvest of Uecember. In other districts 
fears arising now might haj)pily be dissipated by August, while in Tirhoot 
they could not bo removed till the end of autumn. This consideration enhances 
the gravity of the situation in Tirhoot.” 

“ As regards the condition of the people of the poorer classes, the 
improvement in their appearance in full two-thirds of the district is 
declared by all witnesses to bo marked, and tho change fur the better is the 
most perceptible in those parts which were in the outset most tlireatened with 
distress. Since tho middlo of March last, at least one-quarter, often one-half, 
sometimes even three-quarters of the people have been receiving assistance 
from Government in some shape or other, which assistance has, in the majority 
of cases, amounted to maintenance. Ilundreds of thousands of persons 
(literally) who came on relief in March last in a thin and weak state, have 
recovered from tho depression; are now in at least an average physical 
condition, and are as well as they ever would be in ordinary years. It is this, 
perhaps, which may have caused a supposition to arise that these poor creatures 
have been too well cared for. They have been properly fed, that is all. We 
could not do less than feed them properly, as wc undertook to rescue them 
from what must have ended in starvation.” 

“ Still, however, persons are frequently met with in such a degree of 
emaciation (such severe distress is sometimes unexpectedly encountered in 
places previously believed to bo beyond the reach of danger) as would prove 
the peril from which the population at large has escaped, and which would 
again threaten it if any circumstances were to interrupt or weaken the adminis¬ 
tration of relief. It is, as I believe, the fact that in many thousands of 
instances relief was afforded only just in time to save life; ana that in many 
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hundreds of villages the relief officers arrived only just in time to prevent 
mortality; If this be so, then looking to tho narrow border which separates 
preservation fipm destruction, can we reasonably doubt that there must have 
been some cases which terminated fatally bemre the arrival of aid ? If the 
people had been ready to ask for aid, our officers might have had some 
opportunity of acting in such cases. But on the contrary tho sufferers were 
too often disposed to die in silence, and to this day. with all our elaborate 
organisation of relief, there is the danger to bo guarded against of destitute 
individuals remaining unobserved. The metaphor of ships sinking in sight of 
port is terribly applicable to emaciated persons lying down to dio in the very 
midst of a relief system.” 

“ I have beard much oral evidence of tho sickness and mortality, and tho 
sad scenes in consequence, which occurred during 1860 in those parts of Tirhoot 
where destruction of the rice harvest had occurred. Tho area of such destruc¬ 
tion is known to have been very much larger on the present occasion than in 
1866. The prices in Tirhoot of rice, 9, 8, oven sometimes 7^ seers tho rupee 
during the hot months, were as dear, or dearer than they were in 1866; and 
the dearness began in many places at an earlier date than in 1860, and this, too, 
notwithstanding tho fact that tho relief operations are on a much larger scale 
now than in 1866. From this consideration some notion can be formed of the 
mortality and its attendant miseries, which must have prevailed in Tirhoot 
during tho spring and summer of 1874 but for the relief operations, and 
which would still prevail during tho summer and the autumn if those operations 
were to bo relaxed. The sad occurrences which, as we hope, were limited in 
1866 to a comparatively few places in Tirhoot, would, in 1874, have happened 
in many places, and would nave increased more and more till they spread 
over perhaps half of this extensive and populous district.” 

“I have enquired much as to the number of deaths which may bo 
attributable to starvation. As is well known, tho authenticated cases are very 
few. It seems certain that such clear cases of this sad description as could be 
embodied in official returns are rare. Even if all the deaths in tho numerous 
field hospitals—which deaths are medically attributed to various causes—wore 
deemed indirectly attributable to want of food, still the number would be 
statistically inconsiderable. And inasmuch as Tirhoot is fortunate in having 
a great number of well-informed and independent witnesses scattered all over 
it, who must have stated all they knew, it seems equally certain that no 
considerable mortality can have occurred in any part of tho district. But that the 
available statistics can show all tho deaths from want of food, is, to my mind, 
incredible. The patience with which, at the first, numbers would pine away 
without resorting to any authority, and the manner in which individuals will 
do so even to this day, convinces me that some must have died of hunger of 
whom we shall never hoar.” 

“ My predecessor. Sir George Campbell’s view on this matter was expressed 
in March last to the following effect;— 

“ ‘ In times of scarcity and the curly stages of famine, it is totally impossible to distinguish 
deaths accelerated by scarcity and bad food from natural deaths. The Lieutenant-Governor 
has not the least doubt that among a reiy poor and ludplesa population, such as exists in 
North Tirhoot, many people die when food is dear who would not die, or would not die so 
soon, if it were cheap. He believes that there have not been deaths from direct starvation 
among healthy adults ; but from what he saw of the people about Bahera, and some of 
those on the works near Durbhunga, he fears that among such a population a good many 
old, weakly, and sick people must have succumbed to iusuflicieDt nourishment.' ” 

I entirely subucribe to that view. I am as unable as he was to state any 
number. But 1 believe that if it could be exactly known, it would bo found so 
extremely small as not to afl'cet appreciably the death-rate among tho large 
population concerned.” 

“ L(K>king to ^ the circumstances, however, and to the numbers receiving 
some sort of relief in Tirhoot (over 1,100,000 on Ist Juno, besides tho numbers 
receiving aid indirectly as purchasers of Government grain), I hope that some 
work of humanity will be found to havo been gjpiomplishod in this district up 
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to that date. But there remaias the anxious question whether that work can 
be successfully sustained during the trying months yet to come ?’* 

“ In respect to the organisation of relief, I found the circlea and sub-circles 
into which the wholenjountry is divided to be in complete working order. And 
such working order implies that every village, and the, majority of houses in 
every village, are brought under relief inspection; that those who are unable to 
labor have tickets entitling them to subsistenco; that those who are able to 
labor are emplo) od on digging the village tanks on piece-work, and are paid 
in rice; that enquiries are going on village by village regarding the cultivators 
who need advances of grain; that the village grain-dealers have a supply for 
retail of rice obtained from the Grovernment stores; that the joyt ryot, or head¬ 
man of the village, lias a supply of rice from tho neighbouring granary for the 
disposal of wliicli he is accountable; that there is a sub-dc})ot of rice in every 
sub-circle comprising from ten to fifteen villages, and a depot for every circle 
comprising from ten to fifteen sub-circles; that arrangements are being made 
for regularly conveying rice from the depots to the villages during tho flood 
season by carriers, by bullocks and jionies, and even by canoes; that in every 
circle there is a poor-house for the worst cases, and a field hospital with native 
medical atlenJants; tliat every sub-circle has its native oflicials, and every 
circle its European officer or its sujierior native officers.” 

“ In respect to relief-laborers, the number returned is 910,037, tho largest 
yet seen in this district. Wo may, indeed, hope that this may prove to be the 
highest point, and tliat during the month of Juno tlie number will decline, 
as agriculture and other private employments may afford subsistenco after tho 
falling of the rains. Great numbers have already gone, arid will yet go off to 
the fields. But in ease any sliould linger on tlie relief-works, while they might 
be better engaged jirivatcly, orders have been issued to discharge all such 
persons, and to afford every encouiugonient for tho transfer of the laborers 
from the works to otJier ocieujiations. i’Jio works will, however, be kept open 
for all who cannot otherwise obtain employment so long as tho weather shall 
permit. If is to be (?xpected that the rains will soon entirely stop tank-digging, 
and even impede road-making. This, however, is the very season when the 
men thus thrown out of work will be able to obtain private employ. If any 
should fail in this, they will be cared fur under tho circle system just describcu. 
At the worst, they w<mld come on charitahle relief, hut any augmentation of 
this form of relief (already so large) is to he deprecated; and there is the 
fear that persons discharged from relief-works hiay try to resort to the 
public bounty. Orders have issued to guard against this possible abuse. Still, 
fcvciv during the rainy season, there will he intervals of time when ])eople 
cannot obtain employment either on relief-works or in private en\ploy. Some 
of these may have to be adniitt(!d to charitaV)le reliel'; others will, it is hoped, 
be able to suj)port tlicuiselves by wliat they saved from their earnings while on 
the works. J t is very j)robable that lai’ge numbers have thus saved enough to 
smstain themselves during such intervals, and orders have issued to provent 
those who are thus comparatively independent from claiming further relief. In 
the dispcrjsing of such liberality as that wliicli lias been dispensed, some abuses * 
are practieially iiievilable; but this is all the greater reason why vigilonco 
should bo e.’cercised against all those abuses of tho State bounty whieli can 
be foresoon, lii my last nari’ntive (25th May) I stated that rates of pay for 
piece-work, which had Ikmui ajipropriato in April, wore becoming too liign under 
improved circumstances in May and June, and that a reduction would be 
undertaken. I am glad to find, on the spot, that this is being carried into 
cfliect without difliculty.” 

“ As regards cbavitablc relief in the Tlrhoot District, tho number of tho 
recipients is nov returned as 100,477. Of those, many would even in ordinary 
years bo subsisting on private charity; this year, however, they would be 
foodlcss, as the donors, being thomsclvos in difliculties, cannot give. Many 
again belong to the better castes, even to tlie Brahmin caste. Special enquiries 
arc being made to search out village by village all those who are pining in 
hunger at home, and from pri4i or fear ore deterred from seeking relief. Tho 
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fear among some castes of being included in the same category with the 
paupers is such as to lead them on towards extremities. While craving aid, 
they will ask that they may pay a little, or be debited with part repayment, 
in order to avoid being elassea as recipients of gratuitous relief. In very many 
places women are set to work with spinning and weaving, cotton being supplied 
to them for that purpose. The Tirhoot Brahmins constitute a well-known and 
numerous section of that great castij, and numbers of thorn are suffering, and 
will yet suffer more and more, that sort of distress which it appears to be the 
object of the charitable subscrijition fund to relievo; distress—borne, perhaps, 
with false pride, but still with fortitude—enough to straiten them sorely 
but hardly enough to threaten that immediate danger which State charity 
undertakes to obviate. Orders have been reiterated to treat these cases accord¬ 
ing to tho generous and considerate intentions of the subscribers.” 

“ As regards advances to the ryot c.ultivators, there has been, and 
still is, fear lest this class, the most important class of the cominunit)', should 
incur lasting impoverishment from using up for immediate subsistence that 
which they ought to keep, namely, their seed-grain, and the little capital of 
their husbandry—which result, if now allow’ed to happen, would leave evil 
traces in the district long after this crisis shall have passed away. The men 
have got their land, their-implements, their cattle, and their own power of 
labor, but they have not food till n(;xt harvest. Ordinarily there are dealers 
whoso business it would be to advance grain for food, but often—perhaps 
generally—they refusn to do so this year, because tho prospect of next crop is 
not assured. Hence the need of making to the cultivators advances of Govern¬ 
ment grain repayable hereal ter. But as all (jultivators are not in need—as many 
still have small private stores—it is important to make systematic enquiry, 
village by village, in order to discriminate real from simulated necessity. 
Such enquiry is being conducted, and it is already seen that the number of 
really deserving applhiants is very considerable. It is better that the advances 
should be made by the zemindars; and many of the large landlords are doing 
BO. But where tho zemindars are l)etty jmoprietors (and much of the land in 
Tirhoot is minutely sub-divided) tho advam;es, if they are to bo made at all, 
must be made by the State. In all these cases, however, tho principle is borne 
in mind (as laid down in the Governor-General’s letter of tho IGth December 
last) of inducing the zemindar to become security, or to allow tho land to be 
virtually pledged, in addition to such security as the cultivator himself can 
offer. It is hoped that a large j)art of the advances will be thus covered by 
security. Many zemindars have already agreed: more, doubtless, will yet agree; 
and I hope to be able to state ultimately that most zemindars, great and small, 
have done well in this matter. The number of cultivators in 'Th'hoot under 
advances of grain for food will be considerable, but it cannot bo stated as yet.” 

“As I have elsewhere stated, it is on tho efficiency of tho system of advanc¬ 
ing grain for food that wo must partly rely for preventing the consumption 
of seed-grain. 'J'ho ryots still possess some seed; tho dealers certainly possess 
much, though tliey defer disposing of it to the last safe momi'ut. Assistance 
is lx)ing rendered by making cash advances to cultivators for purchase of seed- 
grain ; by exchanging Government food-grain for hxial seed-grain, which 
latter is afterwards sold to the ryots; by imjmrting Government seed-grain 
from a distance.” 

“ As regards tho sale of Government grain, it lias just been stated that 
there is no private rice in the markets of two-thirds of tho Tirlioot District; 
private stores there must be, but they are not brouglit forward, and whether 
they will he, depends on the coiu"8C of the rainy season. At present the local 
traders say that they have notliing to sell, and that they will not attemjd to 
import until tlu! rising rivers aiford water-carriage, land-carriage being too 
expensive; they will not promise to do so oven then. The ordinary course of 
trade is the reverse, namely that of exportation; they have rarely or never tried 
importation; the prices down south, whence rice might bo obtained, are too 
high to yieM profit to an importer to Tirhoot; they w'ill be glad to buy whole¬ 
sale from Government, and with that stock to make some profit by retail. Ope 
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may pass from mart to mart in Tirboot, and receive from the grain dealers, 
great and small, this almost stereotyped reply. One may ask the grain merchants 
at Patna, which is the p’eat mtrepdt for Tirhoot, they will say that they have 
not, as a rule, imported, and do not intend to import rice from the. soum-oast. 
They do import other grains from the north-west, hundreds of tons daily, 
and hope to go on importing until the Indian-corn of Behar shall come in, 
next September. This north-west grain they send daily across the Gauges in 
quantities; they will send more still when the navigation of the rivers 
becomes easy; the grain will go all over the southern half of Tirhoot, as far 
as Mozufferpore and Durbhunga; whether it will go beyond that to the more 
distressed parts they cannot say; probably not, it never does go ordinarily.” 

“ Moanwliile the markets in two-thirds of Tirhoot ore destitute of rice, the 
staple food of the people. Therefore, sales of Government rice are being 
opened, under the rulcjs explained in rny narrative of the 11th May, throughout 
the sub-divisions of Durbhunga, Modlioobunnee, Sectaraurhcc, and a part of 
Mozufferpore, and are very much resorteil to by the people. But orders have 
been reiterated that such sales will be suspenued immediately on the arrival of 
private supplies, and that the trade bo informed accordingly. I believe that 
every frader must by this time know that if he will import groin, the field 
which the Government is forced to occupy temporarily will bo at once 
vacated for him.” 

“ In the remaining one third of Tirhoot, the Sub-divisions of Tajporo and 
Hajeeporc, and half the Sub-division of Mozufferpore, sales of Government grain 
have not been opened.” 

“ As regards the allotment of Government grain for Tirhoot, 4,200,000 
maunds, or 154,411 tons, tluj question at once arises, will it bear the depletion 
to be caused from .June to Detiomber by all these outgoings, for paying relief- 
laborers in kind, for feeding the rcci})icnts of charitable relief, for advances of 
food-grain to cultivators, for sales to the public ? Up to cud of May about 
642,000 maunds or 2;>,000 tons* only havB been expended, and tliis is but a 
small portion of the whole, and is less than w’as expected originally. The 
amount cf)mprises I'egular issues only as expenditure, and does not include 
loss or wastage. But then the numbers of persons on relief up to the end 
of May—

somewhat exceeded the estimate of distress (1,000,000) on which the 
allotment was made. The cause of the excess over estimate is the aggravation 
of distress in tlie tract immediately to the west and north of Mozufferpore. 
The above numbers will, we hope, decrease during June; but that will be more 
than counter-balanced by the development of advances to cultivators and sales 
to the public. All the local officers believe that the expenditure of grain will 
be very great during June: their estimates show an expected consumption of 
1,147,00(1 maund.s (42,095 tons) in the 'I’irhoot district during this month. 
The progress of the gi-ain expenditure will be watched till the beginning of 
July, when the allotment will bo reconsidered. Under any circumstances, there 
will be enough for some time to corno. If there should bo any prospect of 
deficiency in the autumn, additional supplies can be brought in by water- 
carriage.” 

“In regard to all the circumstances of I'irhoot, it has been' determined to 
despatch to that disf riet before the heavy rains set in six and a half lakhs of 
maunds of rice additional, four and a half from tlie reserve at Calcutta, and 
two from supjillos that could be spared from neighbouring places, equal to 
about 24,000 tons. 'J’Jio total allotment for this district, originally about 
164,000 tons, will therefore now be 178,000 tons.”

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Sir Bichard Toiuplo writes from Monghyr on tlie 11th Jane, the 
following general remarks to he included in this Narrative, in continuation of 
his special remarks regarding the Tirhoot district:— 

“ During the fortnight the rains have been abundant in the eastern half 
of the distressed districts; and sufficient, though long-dolayed, in the westem 
half. The river Koosee, running into the Ganges north of Blmgulpore, may bo 
taken as the approximate, boundary; to the cast of the river the agricultural 
prospect is very good; to the wosl, not so good. iin[)rovoineut in the 

weather has infused energy into husbandry, and has somewhat raised the local 
grain markets from tlie condition into which they were falling, without 
however, essentially lowering tlie general range of prices.” 

“ I am not able to state precisely the amount of Governtnent grain expended 
up to the Ist June, nor to correct properly the figures given in my Narrative 
of the 25th May. It is difficult to get a timely return from so many granaries 
scattered in remote localities. But it will probably be found that up to the 
middle of May the quantity expended was less than that estimated {50,000 
tons). The best return tliat can at this date bo made up, shows 57,000 tons 
expended up to the last week in May (though not up to the last day of May). 
This figure cannot be put forward as absolutely correct, but it is the best that 
can be given at this time of writing.” 

“ During the last days of May, however, the expenditure from most dep6ts 
increased rapidly: tho payment of relief labourers in kind had taken effect: 
the sales of grain had been largely opened; the cultivators had been receiving 
the grain advances authorized after enquiry. These cause.s continued to 
augment the expenditure during the first days of June, and will, as the local 
officers believe, still continue during this month. Pistimates have been obtained 
from these officers of the expenditure from the last week of May to tho end of 
June. I havo had tho advantage of discussing with them on tho sj)ot some of 
the most important of these estimates. 'I'he result of these estimates is that up 
to the let July 150,402 tons in all are oxpechid to be expended. The state¬ 
ment means expenditure, and does not at all include wastage or other losses. 
This figure must not be regarded as more tlian an estimate. If tho actual 
expenditure shall prove less, then the fact is so far to the good as regards our 
preparations. If it shall be as much, or more,, then it will put our preparations 
to the test. For, even after the 1st of July, there are, for the most impor¬ 
tant of the distressed districts, five months of distress yet to come, beginning 
with July and ending with November.” 

“ As is well known, in most parts of Bengal and Bohar, new crops will come 
in during September, aflbrdiiig relief in some of tho distressed districts. There 
are many distres-sed localities, indeed, where ndiof may he hoped for earlier than 
September. And this may naturally convey the idea that the general distress 
will, in the main, be over in Se\)tember. Such is not tho case, however, as 
regards North-Eastern Tirhoot,—by far the most imjiortant area of distress— 
and some other parts of Chumpamn and North Bhagulporc. No substantial 
improvement can happen there till tho end of November or beginning oi' 
December. If, therefore, 150,000 tons shall jmove to have been actually 
expended, the balance of su})plics will not bo more than what wc ought to have 
for safety.” 

In my narrative of tho 25th of May, th(5 number of persons receiving 
assistance in some shape or other from Government or fi-oni the charitahh' 
public was estimated to be upwards of 2,500,000, whicli number was expected 
to increase daily. A more precise calculation on the 18th May had given tho 
number at 2,224,965 persons. 

“Tbo present narrative shows 1,797,768 persons on relief-works, and 
307,505 persons on charitable relief, or 2,045,273 persons in those two categories 
alone. But, as shewn in the lust narrative, there arc two otlicr categories of 
persons who receive assistance, namely, those wlio purcha.so, and those who 
obtain advances of Government grain. On the 18th of May tlieso were 
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estimated to comprise 820,000 persons. • the Ist of June they would com¬ 
prise very mucli more. And this consideration would bring the total from the 
2,045,27‘3 for the first two categories to nearly throe miUions for the whole 
four categories during the first week in June. I will not, however, attempt 
an exact figure in a matter where exactness is unattainable. Wlion large 
quantities of grain pro sold wholesale to ho retailed, it is impossible to say 
precisely how many persons will receive assistance from such sales.” 

“ Still the matter is one that has to be examined every fortnight by the light 
of the best calculations which wo can make. And during the first week of Juno, 
if we could know the average daily expenditure of grain, we might arrive at a 
calculation of the number of jiersons receiving assiistanco. Such assistance is now, 
with but few exception.^, afl’orded in grain. Now, out of tho 150,000 tons above 
estimated up to end of June, 99,000 tons were estimated for the last week of 
May, and for tho whole month of June, say S8 days. This, at | seer per head 
per diem, would give 8,889,,526 persons receiving assistance daily, which 
number is above tho number, 8,500,000, estimated by mo in March last. The 
present estimate of 8,889,526 persons would include all the four categories, 
and all persons of <;very sort receiving assistaticc. It is not, indeed, free from 
doubts, especially in regard to this, that many of those who purchase in June 
may be layins in sonic sujiplies for June. If this be so, then tho calculation 
may jirovo to bo somewhat too high.” 

“ We shall soon have the means of correcting these calculations, but now 
that the elements of sale and advance enter into the computation, we shall 
hardly advance beyond a calculation, and shall not be able to present an 
absolute statement of fact. Meanwhile, so far as is known at this time of 
writing, the number of persons receiving assistance appears to bo as high as the 
highest for which provision was made in March last, namely, 8,500,000. It has 
never been expected or affirmed that all who receive assistance would be abso¬ 
lutely maintained by Government. But as the jirovision had to bo made on 
an estimate of the numliei s likely to require it, it was necessary to reckon those 
who would buy, or w'ould obtain advances of grain, just as much as those who 
would receive in kind either wages or subsistence.” 

“ Looking to the suppliers of Government grain now in situ, or in reserve, 

I am still hopeful that there is enough for such emergencies and requirements 
as may be reasonably anticipated at present. But I have not met any I’esjion- 
sible officer of any grade who thinks that we have more than enough.” 

“ Tlio expenditure of so largo a quantity of Govoniment grain must be 
accompanied by a sj'stem of special accounts conducted by selected officers, and 
for this arrangements have been already made.” 

“Regarding private trade, 1 have said that the dealers in the interior of 
Tirhoot will not imjiort grain until the rainy'’ season causes the rivers to rise; 
and that they- are anxious to take Government grain and retail that. In South 
Behar, on the banks of the Ganges, and in the Sarun district generally, there is 
much private trade in grain ; even in the "I’irhoot bazars there is still some barley, 
coarse millet, pulse, and a litt Ic w'hoat. But the ,suj)|)ly on a market day is speedily 
exhausted, and theie is no hope that private stocks will be replenished from 
outside until the rivers rise towards the middle of July'. The source from 
which private trade draws its supplies is chiefly Northern India; there are many 
indications from Serajgunge, Pubna, Goalundo, Julpigorco, and even Dacca, 
that Bi'iigal Proper has, at present, very little surplus rice to send into Behar. 
Haiipily tho surplus of other grains in tho Punjab and North-Western 
Provinces appears to be groat, and on an average 800 tons a day’’ are received 
thence by rail at Patna.”

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“ Tho prices-currcnt reported for the 0th Juno, show that by that date some 
of the markets of Bchar and Northern and Eastern Bengal had felt the effects 
of tho favorable rain of the previous week. Prices have cheapened materially 
during the fortnight in Hungpore, Pubna, Julpigorce, and Mymensing; in Central 
and Western Bengal, prices arc as dear as they were a fortnight ago. In seven 
out of the ten districts of Bchar, the price of common rice is now appreciably 
cheaper than it was a fortnight ago. In tho other throe districts of Behar 
prices are unchanged.” 

“ Instructions have been reiterated to the local officers in all the distressed 
districts to suspend tlie sales of Government grain, wherever sufficient supplies 
arc brought in by trade, and to inform all traders accordingly.” 

“ At the present time there is beginning a transition from one stage of our 
operations to another. If the rains shall happily continue, the relief laborers 
will gradually leave the works, and go to the fields. Every co-o|)eration is 
afforded by tlic relief officers by contracting or closing tho works, wlKU-evcr and 
wliencver agi’iculturo or other private employment aflbrds remunerative occu¬ 
pation. Tho expedience of avoiding economic disturbanco by r(!storing the; 
people as soon as possible to their normal condition, is (juito understood. Vigi¬ 
lance will bo exercised to prevent those relief laborers who have saved from 
their earnings during the hot months, enough to support themselves during tlio 
rainy months, from c,oming on charitable relief, or receiving other assistance. 
But when that which has been heretofore the hardest part, namely, the manage¬ 
ment of relief works, shall have diminislied, the supplying of the empty markets 
with rice, until trade brings up supplies, or tho next crops come in, and the 
advancing of food to the cultivators until they can reap tho fruits of their 
industry, will come into greater prominence. Perhaps also, tho administration 
of charitable relief will expand. But whatever be the phase, whatever the 
proportions of tlic affair, I am sure that tho officers of all grades, in all branches 
of the administration, w’ill evince an unabated spirit of devotion to the humane 
cause in which they are engaged.” 


The reports fi’om all quarters on this subject have been most satisfactory 

and encouraging, and with the exception of parts of 
Mon^iiyr,* liurdwaii, Mianapore, Balasore, 1 oorce, 
and the Mudhoobunnee Sub-division in Tirhoot, tho latest returns show an ample 
fall of rain sufficient for all requirements, and no excessive fall has yet been 
reported. • 


2. The reports as to the ])rospccts of the coming crops are generally excel- 
, ... lent, and except in those parts mentioned above,

where insufficient rain has lallen, a more than 
average harvest is expected. In the few places where no rain had fallen up 
to tho latest dates to wliich returns had been received, there is no cause for 
alarm, as there is still ample time for sowing. 


3. Prices have remained generally steady, and on the whole seem to be 

rather inclined to fall than to rise, especially in the 
' distressed districts, where there has been an almost 

general fall. In Burdwan, Hooghly, and Howrah, in the Bm'dwan division, a 
slight rise is reported. In the other three districts, there has been no change. 
In tho Central districts, prices have risen in Calcutta, tlic 24-Pergunnahs, 
Nuddea, and Jessorc, and a fall is reported in Rajshahye, Rungporo, Bogra, and 
Pubna. In tho Eastern Districts there has been a slight rise in Backergmigo, 
Chittagong, Chittagong Hill Tracts, and Tipperah, and a somewhat greater rise 
(from lo seers to 141 in Noukliolly. In Fureedpore, Mymensingh, and Sylhet 
there has been a tall. Throughout the whole of Bchar and Chota Nagporc,

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prices arc easier, except in Monghyr, the Sonthal Pergunnahs and Man- 
tooom, vvliero they are stationary. In Orissa there has been a slight rise 
in Cuttack, prices remaining as before in the other districts of the division. 

4. It has been stated in previous narratives that seed-grain for the next crop 
‘ would, for the most part, so far as Government or 
See -pram. officers could foresee, be forthcoming from the 

stores of grain-lenders, landholders, and cultivators. Some of the ryots would, 
it was supposed, have insufficient means to purchase seed, and advances of 
money were made to them for this ])urposc. At the same time there were 
apprehensions that in parts of Mudhoobunnee, Durbhunga, Ranmuggur, and 
Soopole, there might be lack of seed-grain. Further experience has confirmed 
these views; the ryots have produced or obtained seed-grain sufficient to sow 
an unusually largo breadth of early (September ) rice, and every one seems 
confident that seed will also be forthcoming for the late (December! rice crop 
everywhere, save in a few particularly destitute tracts of North Beliar. For 
these tracts the Government has bought—

The Julpigorce seed was sent to Soopole in North Bhagulporc. At first 
there was little demand for it, but during the last fortnight, since the rain 
fell, the ryots have become anxious to take it at the rate of 15 seers per rupee, 
The remainder of the seed has been distributed—

The last consignments of seed-grain left Calcutta on tlio 27th May, and it is 
all now on its way to the depots wlicnce it is to be distributed. 

5. The quantity of seed-grain bought by Govermnent for distribution, is 
thus small in reference to the large area of distressed countr)’’; hut looking to 
the comparative smallness of the areas when^ occasional lack of seed was 
()X])Octcd, the Licmteniuit-dovojrnor deemed it unnecessary to lay in a larger 
supply. No urraiigeiiicnts were made to supply seed-grain to Dinagepore or 
the rest of the Itiijshahye Divisions, as those tracts were believed to possess 
sufficient Huj)i)lies of their own. During tlie tour ho has just taken in North 
Ueliar, Sir Richard Temple learnt that landholders and cultivators were them¬ 
selves in some eases f(;tching seed-grain from a groat distance, and that in 
Tirhoot, at any rate, no giuioral complaint had been beard that seed-grain would 
bo wanting over any considerable area. 

G. The usual note t»ii the niovcincnt of food-grains will be found in 
. , , , . , Appimdix A. "I'lie returns ol‘ grain iraiwrted to 

boliar sliow an increase in the upward traffic from 
Howrah of 2,829 tons, and a decrease of 3,47G tons in the downward traffic 
from the Noith-Wcstern Provincses and Punjab, fis comjiarod with the returns 
of tlio procf'diiig fortnight; but, as sliown in Sir Richard Temple’s remarks, the 
decrease is probably only temporary, and wo may expect to see, shortly if 
not an increase, at least a return to the former level of imports. 


7. Tlie ruin that has fallen in the last few days has gi’oatly improved the 
Nortii Tiriiont prospocts of tlio wopst parts of this district, though 

in Mudhoobunnee there is said to be a great deal of 
land which has still to be ploughed. In Scctamurlieo the prospects of the crops 
arc very good, and they have greatly improved in Durbhunga. Sales of grain 
to the public arc necessarily almost universal, as private trade seems to have done 
little or nothing for this part of the country, and supplies were short everywhere, 
excejit in Sectamurliee, where they seem to have been fairly abundant. In 
Durbhunga and Mudhoohunnee almost the only stocks of grain, except those 
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in tbe Government golahs, are small stores held by private persons for their 
own consumption. 

8. The condition of the people, to judge by the results of an inspection by 
Dr. MacDonuell of a considerable number of persons in the receipt of charitable 
relief in Durbhunga, as compared with the statement quoted*Lii tlie 17th narrative 
as showing tho'Condition’of laborers jon relief-works at the end of April, has 
materially ini])roved; but in order to’ estimate the great advance show'n by the 
results given in the later returns, it must be recollected that they represent the 
state of the most distressed section of the poj)ulation, while Dr. Birch’s 
observations wore made on those actually laboj’ing, though at that time 
the separation bctw('.en ablo-bodi(!d and weakly recipients of relief had not 
been so carefully made as has been done since. The following figures show the 
results of the two inspections:—

The Additional Commissioner, Mr. Metcalfe, considers that Dr. MacDonnoll has 
adopted too liigh a standard, and that, as companid with the usual state of the 
Tirhoot peasantry, the results ought to be even more favorable than those 
given above; and’ ho is ])robably right, as the low average physique of the lower 
classes in Tirhoot has been noticed in the annual jail reports, and remarked on 
by independent observers. 

9. The prospects of this district hav(^ materially inii)ro\'(!d ; land is being 

prepared, and crops sown everywhen?. In Hajec- 
south firhoot. porc, distress had increased considerabl}^ before the 

rainfall, and it had been found necessary to institute relief circles and increase 
the number of reliel-works; and though no s('vcro suffering had been ('x- 
perienced, yet nund)ers of those newly arrived on the W'orks looked thin 
and pinched, owing to an insuflicient diet. In the Head-Quarters Sub-division 
sales of grain to the public, have been found to be iie(;(>sstiry in the east, 
owing to the insufficient supjdies in the bazars. The w’estorn tracits and Taj- 
j>ore and Haji})ore have rec(!i\ cd sufficient supplies from the Patna trade, about 
1,00,000 maunds (nearly 4,000 tons', being imported weekly into the district. 

10. The condition of the people continues much as before, while future pros- 

iKuds continue to be most hopeful. Private trade is 
riminiiurun. vciy active in ilit^ trohindgiinge and Dhaka Sub¬ 

divisions, to which grain is conveyed bj' the Giinduk, and it ha.s consequently 
b(;en found ])ossiblo to restrict the sah^ of ()ro^■(;rnmeut grain within very 
narrow limits, only a little over 2,200 maunds having been sold to the public 
and to labonrs up to date. In the rest of the district, siqiplios have been 
shorter, and sales have been found to Ite neees.sur 3 '. 

11. This district continiK's to he well sup])H(ul with food, but the laborers 

increase on the relief works. ’J.^ho cuuse.s of the 

gr(\at demand for labor have been exiduincd in 
})revion8 nari'-ativcs, and need not bo repeated here. Ilaiii lias fallen everywhere 
since the date of the Collector’s narrative, and now that cultivation 1ms 
seriously begun, a diminution in the crowds on the relief w'orks may be looked 
for. An attempt was made to draft a number of men from the disti’ict works to 
the Soano canal, where they would be able to obtain higher pay at piece-work 
rates than they could got on the district works, but tliongli a considerable number 
consented to go at first, yet they afterwards refused, liaving taken into tlu'ir 
heads the idea that the alleged demand fur laborers for the Soane Canal wa,s 
merely a pretext for getting them out of the district, and then shipping them off 
to the Mauritius. 

12. The rainfall in the three districts of the Patna Division south of the 

G auges has been sufficient fi ir ] dougliing, but sowings 
South Uniuir. liavc Dot yct bcgun. These districts are always later 

than those to the north of the river, and sowings are not usually made befijre 
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the middle of June, so that the prospects are still very good. The bazars 
continue to be well supplied with grain, chiefly through importations firom 
the North-Western Provinces. These average 1,50,000 maunds a week in 
the Patna district, and the Shahabad returns also show an active trade. 

13. In this palti of this di\dsi()n, prospects continue to improve, and the rain- 

Biinpiiporc Division. fall, wliiclilias been general except at Buktiarpore* 

Tracts Mutu of tiio Ganges. in the Mongliyr district, is said to have been sufficient 

to give every prospect of a most favorable sowing season. Distress is confined 
almost entirely to the southern part of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, Buktiarpore, 
and a small tract near Sheikpoora, also in Mongliyr. Relief measures appear 
everywhere to bo adequate, and there is no anxiety felt by the authorities or 
the people. Private trade is said to be reviving in Mongliyr. 

14. Rain has also been plentiful in those parts, c.spccially in Pumoah. The 

sowings of the autumn crop have been completed, 
Tracu north© the nnges. and tliosc of the lato ricc crop are in progi’ess. Pros¬ 

pects arc everywhere most favorable. During the period covered by the 
Collector of Purneah’s narrative, there was a sudden outbreak of dacoities and 
grain robberies near Kissengunge, a jilace well known for the turbulent 
character of its inhabitants, and a jianic, accompanied wth riots arose among, 
the jicople owing to a sudden rise of prices resulting from the cessation of imports 
from Julpigorec, in which district distress had appeared. The panic was allayed 
by sales from the Goveniment golahs, and the oilenders against the law have 
been arrested and iiuuished. In no case did it appear that crimes were 
committed under the pressure of want, as all those arrested were hale, hearty 
men, in good condition. 

Private trade has generally been active exccjit in Soopool, but sales of 
Goveriimont grain have been found to bo necessary in I’lirneah as well as in 
Soopool. In the latter tract tlu're is said to be little or no grain except that 
in the Governmont golahs, and tlie sales there have consequently been very large. 

15. The prospects in all the districts of this division are excellent, and up to 

„ .. , . the present time the promise of the coming year’s 

ajB n ije nimoB. crotis is everything that could be wished. Still 

pressure is being felt in some districts, especially in Dinagcporc and Rungporc. 
In the former district ])rivatc trade is doing very little, and the people are 
almost entirely dependent for ijrcsent supplies on tins Government golahs. In 
Rungi)ore tftide is acjtive along the I'eesta and Durlah, but in the west and 
north no fresh supplies are being imported. In both districts large sales of 
Government rice have been found necessary, and must in all probability bo 
continued. The health of the })coplc is generally good, and cholera, where it 
previously appeared, had abated. 

16. The district narratives of the Deputy Commissioner of Julpigoree and 

Coouh itcbar Division. Commi,ssioncr sliow au improvement in tlie district. 

JnipiKorLf. q'ljQ Commissioner has satistiisd himself that the relicf- 

W'orks and organisation will bo quite suflicient to cope with any distress that is 
likiily to arise. The only part of the district about which he now feels any 
anxiety is South Boda, where the people already seem to have suffered 
Bomcwliat, and to have nearly come to the end of their rosources, but 
arrangements have been made ibr advancing grain freely to the cultivators, 
and relief works are being increased. The prospects of the coming crop 
ai'c excellent, and it is now calculated that only 50,000 maunds of Govern¬ 
ment grain will be wanted for the district instead of 1,00,000 as was 
at first calculated. A panic, arising from the distress in the adjoining 
parts of the district, led to grain riots and robberies in Mynagoori, where no 
mstrosB has been experienced, and where none is exiiected to occur. Tho panic 
was taken advantage of by the bad characters of the country, who are some¬ 
what notorious for their turbulence, and it was not till a small detachment of 50 
men was brought down from Buxa to Mynagoori that confidence and order 
were fully restored.

„ . T)-. - in Jchannbad, Burdwan, and in the westofthe Midna-

in other ])arts of the country, and all present anxiety about the coining crops 
had not therefore disappeared. Cholera is prevalent in Burdwan, Miduaiiore, 
and Baukoora. *

There is nothing to report about this district oxccjit that distress docs 
not appear to be increasing, and that the prospects of 
the coining crop are good. 

The reports from this division arc improving. In no district is the 
condition of the peojile at all (u-itical cxcejit in 
Manbliooin. There, lib(ir.al advances of grain have 
done much to relieve distress, and wliat remains is ainjily provided for by the 
relief works wliieli have been opened. Cholera has somewhat abated, and 
the prospects of the coming eroji are good. In Palaiiiow, the Coinmissioner 
confidently exiiects that in another luoiilh there will be an end of distress in 
that part of the country, and measures are being taken to reuiove the laborers 
from redief works to their ordinary agTicultural work, where their help is much 
wanted. « 


20. The transport of grain has now almost actually ceased, excejit In so far 

„ , . as is necessary to keep the minor golalis stocked fi-oni 

,o Knim. tlic luigor stoi'e-liouses. 'i'he only districts where 

large quantities of grain have; been received during the fortnight have been 
Tirhoot, the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and M.anbhooiu. In tlie fir.st-iiamed district, 
Major delvantzow has kept up his veiy large average to the last, and nearly 
80,i)00 niaunds (somewhat over 1,000 tons) of grain, exclusive of engineering 
tools, fodder, treasure, and (lovcrninent stones, have becMi daily sent off on carts 
from Bunkar Ghat. The transport is exjiected to bo completed, and the golahs 
fully stocked by the loth .June. In Manbliooin, considerablo diiliculty has been 
experienc:(!d, first fi’om the cholera, and atterwards from the floods in the 
Daiuooda, as boats (,*ould searccily be procured, but ('ajitain Grant has success¬ 
fully overcome all liindranees, and ex])<'ct.s to complete the carriage of the 
whole allotment within the next few days.

I'here has boon an increase in almost all districts except Chuinpanin, Purnoah, 
and R.Tjshaliyo. In the two former districts the decrease has been considerable; 
from 44,122 to o8,9;32 in Purneah; and from 1,46,285 to 1,29,034 in Chuin- 
jiarun. In the liajshaliyo Division, though there is an increase in the numbers 
as compared with those re|H)rted in the last narrative, yet it is probable that tJiis 
increase is more apparent than real, as the returns for the fortnight arc much more

complete than those previously submitted, ^^he present returns certainly show a 
considerable decrease from the total of 209,635, reported in the seventeenth 
narrative. 

22. Oil the whole, tho tendency is undoubtedly to a decrease in the number 
of relief laborers in those districts where there has been an abundant rainfall; and 
as tho accounts of the last few days show that there are now very few places 
where enough rain has not fallen, it may be fairly hoped that each succeeding 
narrative will show a decrease in tho nunibors on relief-works. Strict orders 
have been issued that laborers are not to be kept on relief-works where held 
labor is available ; and advances of grain are being everywhere made to ryots 
to enable them to feed their laborers, wherever food-grains are scarce. 

23. In July, and the early part of August, in the interval between the sowing 
and ])lanting of the winter crops and the reaping of the autumn crop, a considerable 
number of laborers will probably return to tho relief-works in Btjhar; but in the 
Rajshahye Division, where the early rice harvest is much earlier than in Beliar; 
we have good ground for trusting that if tho prospects of the early rice crop 
continue to bo as good as they are at present, distress will begin to decreast 
by tho end of July or the beginning of August. All accounts agree in statiTig 
that the areas sf)wn with early rice and autumn cro})s are much greatei 
than iji ordinary years; and as the districts, as a rule, export ricio in largf 
quaiftitics, and as the pi’oportions of the autumn crop vaiy in ordiTiary yean 
from one-oighth of the whole food-area in Dinageporc aiid Moorshedabad 
to about one-fourth in other distric.ts, the yiidd of thi.s crop (night to furnlsl 
an addition to the food-sujiply, sufficient to maintain a considerable percentage 
of the population till tbo main rice crop is reaped. 

24. The annexed statement shows thc5 numbers employed in each distric 
on relief-works, witli details of those working under publ ic works and cirelo officers 
as far as they can be gatliered from the returns received. Also, details of tlu 
numbers employed on task or piece-work, and on daily wages, aro entered foj 
those districts whence the information has Ixjon received ; hut tlio returns, ii 
will be noticed, arc still imperfect, and by no means reprcsimt accurately tin 
real state of things, cspoeually in tlio Kajshaliyo Division, whence returns arc 
almost ivliolly wanting, tliough it is known tliat iiicce-work has been introducec 
and generally enforced througliout liuiigpore and Diniigijporo, tho two districts 
where the largest numbers of laborei's arc employed. In Bogra it is apjdiet 
to the able-bodied men, but not to the women and children, of whom there art 
very large nunibors on tho works.

2S). Of the laborers employed under districi ofScers and cn^'ineers, about 
three-fourths have been working upon roads, and, as those are more wanted in 
Bengal than in other parts of India, the iiuprovcniont in the communications, 
resulting from the largo amount of labour expended, will, there is every reason 
to hope, add greatly to the resources of the country ; while the tanks that have 
been dug and repaired and the improvements effected to the iiTigatiou channels 
and village roads by the rtmiaining labor Avill provide against a want of 
water, which Avas beooniing a subject of complaint in many ])arls, and increase 
tho fertility of the soil and the comfort of the pcojtle. 

20. Out of the whole 00 miles of embankment, 01 liave been finished ; 10 
X'ppcr Oumiuk and milcs having bccu Completed during tho fortnight; 

ligh k'vd canal in chuinpiinin. SO that the woi’k lius probably ccascd by this time, 
and the engineers will be able to concentrate all their energies on the high level 
canal. On this work the centre line has been marked out uj) to tho 08th mile, and 
1,283,000 enbio feet of earth-w'ork have been excavated. Considerable numbers 
have left the work since the rainfall, and the demand for labor is sjud to have 
abated. 


27. Tho works are progressing, bnt labor is reported to be decreasing in 

Arrah, owing to tho rainfall, Avhilo in the Buxar 
diAusion tho soil is said to liave become so hard 
from the long drought, that the more weakly laborers could not excavate it, and 
have conseijuontly left tho canal for other works.

These returns show an increase in tlie recipients of cliaritablo relief in all 
districts except (Jya, Slialiabad, Purneali, Dinagcipore, Bogni, aiicl At anbhoom ; 
but in most districts tlie increase is not more than might naturally be expected. 
In Bhagulporo and Uajshahye the great increase is more aj)parent than real. 
In the former district the returns tor the last fortnight were very imperfect, and 
a truer line of com])ari8on would he the returns for the previous fortnight, 
which showed a total of 7,4:1J5 persons receiving relief. In Rajshaliyc, a 
eonsidorablo number is shown as receiving charity who ought more properly 
to be entered as laborers on relief works. 

30. The return printed in the appendix shows that a total number of 3,026 
_ . . emigrants have been sent up to date to Burmah. 

'™‘ Out of these only 957 came directly from the dis¬ 

tressed districts, and not one single emigrant from Tirhoot has been vet 
registered.

To—All Coinniisgionera and Magistrate-Cnllectore in the dietresecd districts of the 
Rajsbahyo, Patna, and Bhagulpore Divisions. 

The Lieutenant-Governor lias recently received information that there are 
large stores of grain at or near some of the tailway stations in Northern India, 
most of which is intended fur transmission to the famine districts. 

2. It is probable that much or most of this grain will find its way into 
the less distressed districts on the banks of the Gauges, where Government 
grain is not being sold to the public. But some part of these supplies may 
yiossibly reach some of the more distressed tracts. The Lieutenant-Governor, 
therefore, desires to draw the attention of all officers to Buie (g) of the 
instructions to relief committees, which provides that “ sales (to the public) 
should be stopped as soon as the local trade receives sufficient supplies, and 
any competition with the local trade should be carefully avoided.” 

3. If, therefore, any intending importers ask what is to be the policy of 
Government, they should be told that if they bring in sufficient supplies to 
any market where Government sales arc going on, those sales will cease in such 
market from the date of the actual arrival of tlic supplies until “a serious 
deficiency of supplh-s” is again apprehended. The action of all Magistrates 
and sub-divisional officers must bo in accordance with this principle; where 
sufficient supplies come into a market, Government sales therein must be 
stopped, but they must be resumed when apprehension of serious deficiency 
again arises. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor must leave it to the discretion of Magistrates, 
and sub-divi'ional officers acting under the Commissioner’s orders, to decide 
when “ sufficient supplies” have been brought into any market or tract where 
tlicre was previously a serious deficiency. The range of prices will bo one 
among the several tests of such sufficiency or insufficency. The requirements 
of the poorer and middle classes must always be borne in mind; and it must 
not be forgotten that the sales of Government grain to the public is one of the 
means for giving the people the benefit of the arrangements which the 
Government has made for averting the consequences of the scarcity.

1 n.AVB the honor to submit the following narrative for the fortnight ending Saturday, 
the yOlh instant. 


A.— State or the CorjnnY. 

‘J. Tl'.cre is still an abundant supply of all sorts of food-grains in tho several bazars of 
this distrii^l, and no deficieucy is reported from anywhere. Tho now grain from the North- 
Western Provinces and tho Punjab, ns well us rioo from Ijowci Bengal, is being freely 
imported by tho private traders; tho amount of importation during the fortnight ending 
23rd instant being 3,02,240 against 3,40,959 shown in the last narrative. 

3. The Bubjoct. of tlio block at tlio Po.tna stations has roooivod my best attention during 
tho fortnight, and with every one doing their best, as they nro at present, I hope we may tide 
over the rush without any great hindrance to trade or ineonveninnoo to the imblic. I spent 
the whole of the forenoons of tho 28tli and 30th instant at those stations,—on the first occasion 
in company with Messr.s. (’orhett and Meurs,—and on tho second with Captain Wallace, Messrs. 
Batchelor, Fox, Thomas, Ccu'hett, iiTid Moars, and am glad to bo able to report that great 
improvements have hoon made since the despatch of my last narrative on the 17th instant. 
Tn the first place, many <'f the ohsti'untions to tho north of tho lino at the Patna city station 
have been removed, so that new there is itiiieh more room for oeolies to pass in or out with 
their loads, and one of_ the slides or shoots has been put up on tho bank to tho south of the 
lirie, several others being in course of construction. Tho new siding between tho city and 
ghat stations, though by no means com]ilete, lias been brought into use, and up to 
yesterday two trains, composed of some 49 carriages, had been unloaded there, and at 
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the time of my last visit I saw the traden engaged in removing their goods by means 
of pack bullocks. It was a matter for discussion os to whether Mr. Corbett had done right 
in making use of the siding when it is still in such an incomplete state, or whether it would 
not have been bettor for him to have left it perfectly clear to allow of Mr. Fox the more 
easily getting on with the earth-work. Taking everything into consideration, I am of 
opinion that Mr. Corbett has acted rightly, for, though no doubt in its present state the 
merchants are put to some difficulty in removing their goods, I think they would rather 
undergo this inoonvonkmce than have themJeft in the waggons without the possibility of getting 
at them; besides which, it must be remembered that the siding is entirely composed of new 
earth; that the rains are not far olf, and that when they once commence, till the earth has 
hod time to settle, which it will take some little time to do, the siding will be of comparatively 
little ase, as a cooly with a two-maund bag on his head, would have oonsidorable difficulty 
in getting about, even if he could get about at all, so that I think Mr. Corbett has acted 
wisely in making use of it the first minute he can, even in its unfinished state, and letting 
the work of completing it go on at tho same time. With the view of rendering the Itoilway 
Company all tho assistance in my power, I have stopped tho relief and local fund worfa in 
the vicinity of that ]»art of the town, informing tho laborers that they can get plenty of 
employment at the station, either under Mr. Pox, in making tho siding, whore all hands could 
bo employed, or under Messrs. Bird and Co., in removing the bags, where only the strong and 
able-bodied would obtain employment, but where they would get better wages than they do 
on tho roads. I am also issuing a notice on tho mahajuns, warning them how close the rains 
are uj»on us, and how necessary it is that they should moke every endeavor to remove their 
groin from tho stations before they set in.

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5. The sub-divisional oflScer of Behor writes: “ On account of an insufBoieut fall of rain 
up to this (Into prices ore still stationary. It is expected in all quarters that there will be a 
fall ns soon as the rains come down. T1»g markets are full. People are only waiting to see 
whether tliey are to expect another year of scarcity or whether things will take a better turn.” 

6. AVe had no rainfall at the sudder station during the fortnight, but very slight 
showers were reported from some parts of the interior, not enough, however, to enable 
cultivators to commence on their agricultural labors. Bain is now much wanted, and tliorc 
appears to be every chance of our soon having some heavy bonks of clouds making their 
appearance nearly every evening. The choena crop on the ground is now being harvested. 

7. No ease of misery or starvation was reported from any port of the district, with the 
exception of the following, from the Dinnpore sub-division. The sub-divisional oflicer says: 
“ the death of a girl, of about 8 or 9 yoors of ago, is reported to have occurred in the town of 
Old Dinaporo on the 23rd instant It appo.irs that the deceased was begging in the street, 
when, on arriving at the shop of a tnicv at 7 o’clock in the morning, she sat down and suddenly 
died. The body was taken to hospital and a pmt mor/rm held. The liospital assistant stated 
it as his opinion that the deceased died from starvation, and in this opinion l)r. Tuson concurr¬ 
ed. He said ‘ starvation and exposure.’ The name of tlie child is not known, and she was 
apparently without relatives in the jdace. Tlii.'i is quite un isolated ease ; there arc no signs 
of distress in this sub-division, and fewer beggars arc lu?rc now I am told than usual.” 

8. Burring tho above ease, the condition of tlio jieople is as good ns stated in my last 
report. There arc plenty of relief works for them, both jiublic and jirivatc, everywhere, so that 
those seeking it can alwa)’s obtain labor. With the eoniinencemeut of agrieultm'ol operations 
I havo reason to ho}>e our anxiety regarding the ]>eojile will cease. 

0. 147 persons wore registered during the fortnight as (unigrants for the Natal Oolonv, 

whereof 42 belonged to this district, 72 to (iya, (i to Shahabnd, 4 to 8arun, and 23 to other 
districts. 

10. One case of grain-rohhory was reported duiiiig tho fortnight, in which a man of tho 
Moosahir caste, in the Masourlioo thana robbed one ^oukho<! Koormee of lO seers of wheat and 
gram; he was arrested on the sjiot ami has been sent up for tj'ial There were only three case.s 
of tlieft, all of a petty nature.

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18. Having therefore only some 18,000 maunds of Govommont grain left in the 
district, I do not wish to part with it nil at once, which I undoubtedly should do, were I to 
give it instead of money wages to the laborers on all the works, and what I propose doing 
therefore is, to keep a strict watch over the rates prevailing in the bazars in the vicinity of the 
different works, and where I see them rising above the means of the people then supply the 
Government grain to those willing to purchase it, either through the shopkeepers deputed to 
the works, or to take it in lieu of money wages, "^ith this object in view, I have, during the 
past fortnight, directed the Deputy Collector of Behar to commence selling the Government 
gpmn on four of the works in his sub-division, and os soon as my salt officers are reb'evod of 
their present duties of despatching grain to Tirhoot, 1 will commonco in the some way in 
the Sudder and Dinaporo Bub-divisious should nocessity arise. By this means, I shaU be 
able to eke out the small amount of grain left to me (which 1 hope, however, will be quite 
sufficient to meet all my requirements) till I can see what the prospects of the bhodoi crops 
are lik^ to bo, and till the works on the different roads ^oll have been brought to a stand¬ 
still. These proposals will, I trust, meet with the approval of Government as did those 
ooutoined in my previous narrative of selling to banios in the different villages in the 
vicinity of the works, which approval was conveyed to me in Government letter 
No. 319—T.P. of the 22nd instant.

.3. The table of food-grains imported, which will be given nnder beading C, shows that 
the decrease of importation is so very slight as to call for no special remark. 

4. The pricc-currnnts show that though rice in some places is dear, other grains are 
cheap, and .as long as this is the case, there is food for all. The prices remain firm. The 
Anrungahad snb-divisiunal olficer remarks that the decrctise of importation is owing to a 
scarcity of carts. The canal olTicers and opium department have during the past fortnight 
been engaging all the carts they can lay hands on. 

.5. The Deputy Magistrate has had some difficulty in procuring carts for bringing 
5,000 maunds food-grains from Bihta. All the carts in the vicinity of the railway are reported 
to have beei; taken by the Magistrate of Patna for transport of cattle-lodder to Tirhoot, and a 
large number of independent cartmen have proceeded north of the Gauges to make their 
fortunes there. 

G. The sub-divisional officer of Jebanabad reports an increasing scarcity of rice; but, 

as 1 have already mentioned with other grains at the prices 
marginally noted, there is no cause for alarm. 

•towar !!! !!! ir. 12 7. In Nowada the markets remain fairly stocked. At 

uli™'™"'. 16 B market, (lobindpore, prices arc slightly higher than in 

the rest of the sub-division. There is as yet no cansc for 
interference. Boad-work with Ooverumeut grain is to be bad in the immediate vicinity of 
this village. 

8. In the Sadder sub-division there is no change, the importations being 2,082 mannds 
against 2,030 maunds of the previous fortnight. 

9. It is somewhat strange that the sale of Government grain to the public in the town 
of Gya should not in the slightest degree have influenced the market prices there. 

10. 1 consider the order directing these sales to have been highly judicious, and it 
shows that such sales, if arramred so as to exclude traders, afford material assistance to the poor, 
and in no way injures the legitimate trade of the grain merchants. 

11. The further my inquiries go with respect to the existence of a sufficiency of seed- 
grain in the district, the more assured 1 feel that there is no cansc for anxiety on that score. 

12. Seed-grain is the one thing that agriculturists of Behar do take some forethought 
about. The orders of Government authorising tlic exchange of food-grain fur seed-grain has 
been well disseminated, and it is not unreasonable to suppose that if seed-grain were scarce, or 
that the tightness was so great as to compel its being brought into consumption, some applica¬ 
tions at any rate for the exebangu would have been made with a view to obtain food for 
consumption and to preserve a portion of the seed-grain in stock. 


7 
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13. I may farther point oat that in a district like this, in which a greater portion of the 
rents are paid in grain, the self-interest of the landlord combines with that of the tenant to 
ensure a supply of seed-grain being preserved, without which the main crop on which they 
live and pay their rents and revenue would not be secured. 

11>. Daring the last week there has been very slight rain throughout the district at 

1 d'v'sion < "07 different times, as per margin. The roinfnll in Nowada 

... ’I* was not especi.illy reported, SIS it fell ou three different ocoBsions 

. 's® in very small quantities, V,,V, Mr, and"V'.,V 

. ■ 15. More rain is very mueh wanted. What fell in 

Nowada has been suffioient to set all the agriculturists to work in ploughing, and some have 
already sown rice, llain is also required fur the transplanting of murwa throughout the 
district. 

16. With the esceptioD of a little cotton, checna, and sugarcane, there are no crops now 
in the ground. 

17. 1 am happy to be able to continue to report that the general condition of the people 
remains good. 

18. The number of persons gratuitonsly relieved has somewhat increased; but this 
is mainly owing to the house-fo-liouse search within the municipality of Oya and the exertions 
of the deputy supervisors and others who, under instructions, send iutu relief-houses those 
who arc fit subjects for such relief. 

19. No cases of misery or starvation have been reported. With all the arrangements 
that have been made and the care wiib which these have been promulgated, such cases can 
scarcely occur. 

20. Grnin-lliefts or robberies have not increased to any appreciable extent. Crime is 
reported to have increased slightly in Nowada, but elsewhere it is, if anything, below the 
average. 

21. The alleged distress reported in paragr.'iph 17 of my last narrative on the confines of 
the Patna district was promptly inquired into, first, by a head constable; and secondly, by 

the Siib-dcjmty Collector. The rcftort was clearly shown to be 
utterly wiihout foundation. I may inentiou that the prices 
of food ruling in the adjacent bazar were as per margin. 
W'ilh food at these prices it is difficult to conceive the exis¬ 
tence of general distress.

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S4. It entirely resta with the officer in charge of the works whether this is or is not 

^ected. 

25. Daily payment is more popular, becanse, with no regularly organised or proper snper- 
vision, the system was abused, more or leas, by every duffiidar and laborer employed. 

26. The laborers worked or not at discretion, and with the small number on our works 
the system was unsuitable, and certainly nothing could be more unsatjsfuctory or inconsistent 
than the results. 1 have therefore adopted os a general rule, and have accordingly instructed 
oflieers in charge of woVks, that all able-bodied men are to be offered piece-work at remunera¬ 
tive rates, a distinction being made between professional eartb-eutters and those that are 
not BO. 

27. These rates are 50 per cent in excess of the ordinary rate at ordinary times for pro¬ 
fessionals. The rates for non-professional laborers will be from 75 to 100 per cent, in excess 
of ordinary rates. 

28. That those who are not able-bodied, and excluding those that arc invalids, sickly, 
emaciated, &c., who are proper siibjucts for charitable relief under clause B or C of Central 
Committee’s Instructions, should only be employed under the daily payment system ; and as the 
number flocking to the works is comparatively small, and as there is so little demand for 
labor amongst the poorer classes in this district, I trust that this rule may be allowed to 
stand. 

29. ’Where there arc large masses of laborers and great distress, such as exists in 
North Uebar, I fully understand the necessity of giving laborers their choice of systems, but 
I sabmit that this state of things happily does uot apply to this district. 

30. The daily average of laborers cinplnycd during the last fortuight is 2,861 as against 
2^081 of the previous fortnight, showing an increase of 780 laborers. 

81. The increase is owing to the Bela, G-obindpore and Pnraya Roads having recently 
been started. 

32. Arrangements arc being made for the payment of laborers in Government grain, as 
directed by Government orders marginally noted. 

NoiSoi’aahiikm I** Bceordaiice with suzgestions from the Commis¬ 

sioner, contained in a circular forwarded with bis No, 121F. 
of 21st instant, 1 have made the arruiigemenls I am about to detail. 

31'. 1 may mention that these arrangements have already been put in practice on most 
works. 

35. I k is desired that on each work Government grain should be available for the laborers 
employed on the works. This is effected eiihcr by a tritder consenting to take food from the 
goWiis and sell it on the spot to lahorr'i's only, he receiving remuneration in the shape of i seer 
grain for each rnpee’s worth taken, or by the employment of a bunniab servant on each work 
to weigh and sell on behalf of Government, tiie biinniah being paid by a monthly salary. 

3(i. Tliu first course 1 have hitherto been able to I'ullow is by fur the least complicated, 
and practie.illi tlie simph-sl and best. 

37. The trader pays for tite grain before be removes it from the golah, and all that 
remains is to see that he sells to laborers only. 

38. The laborers are paid in iitce, the greater part of which they exchange for Govern¬ 
ment grain. It is far better tliat any surplusage over and above their daily requirements for 
fond should be iii piee and nol. iu grain, thereby enubliug them to iudiilge in a few condiments 
and luxuries, which make tlium coutcuted, us also to put a trifle by for tlie approaching 
agricultural season. 

39. As regards contract work, we should hardly be morally justified, having onco entered 
into a contract for money payment to change this into direct grain payment without the 
consent of the contriieturs. But practically this is effected by selliug Government graiu on 
the spot at rates slightly favorublo to those obtaining in the bazar.

F. —Charitable Eeliee. 

52. As directed in Bengal Government No. 3216, dated 19th May, I propose to give 
a detailed account as to what has been done, and what spent up to the 30th May in charitable 
relief under headings b, c, and d. 

53. This may be concisely done by a reference to the accompanying atatement. It will 
then only bo necessary to explain in detail how the charitable intentions of the subscribers to 
the relief fund have been interjireted, and how the funds have been applied. 

54. It will be observed that by far the largest expenditure is under heading b. This is 
to bo expected. 

55. In the first instance houses of charity were established at the sub-divisional head- 

(Sy„. quarters, us per margin, where th^ could be efficiently 

Nowadii. supervised, and care taken that the funds were nronerlv 

_ 50. Buildings were erected or obtained, cook-houses 

i.‘Btablislied, and a suihcicnt staff of servants employed to ensure properly cooked food bein" 
jiuueliially distributed. 

57. The opinion of native gentlemen and the medical officer was taken as to the 
quantum of fond it would be desirable to serve out daily to the recipients. This was fixed at 
fi ch. rice and 4 eh. dal, and salt. To those who were thin and weakly an additional meal of 
i seer satboo was provided in the evening. 

58. Subsequently it was found expedient to vary the food. Wheat-porridge, sathoo, and 

such like, were occasionally given, orders being issued that rice and dal should never be given 
less than twice a week. ° 

69. Subsequently as scarcity increased, it was found iiccessary to increase the number of 
Riiinwiiv ’■e'icf-houscB. Gratuitous relief was accordingly admin- 

RuliiKunic'. iftcred at the centres marginally noted, in addition to those 
Kwi.i«)iiibii. already established. 

aiw uugKui. go guii.divisional officers have all taken a heart¬ 

felt interrat in providing for the poor, and have spared no personal exertions in adding to 
. their comforts; and by constant attendance at the distribntioii of food, have effectually put a 
stop to any attempt te serve out short rations under heading 6. 

61. Professional beggars, persons who from age, want, illness or other causes arc found 
incapble of earning their livelihood by manual labor, arc the classes that have been freely 
admitted into these houses of charily. It is satisfactory to be able to state that the greater 
portion of these admissions have been lepers and iirofessional beggars. In Jehauubad which 
was the last to be established, there is a large preponderance of non-professional in’digenta 
but these are mostly aged and dccrepid persons. Oases of weakness from starvation are 
exceedingly rare. 

62. These houses of charity arc being resorted to now in greater numbers, in conso- 
qnonco of the exertions of the dejiuty suiiervisors and others, who are' travelling over the 
country for the main purpose of seeking out all eases of distress and sending them in for 
charitable relief. 

63. Medicines have been freely supplied for those that are sick, but these are but few. 
There is no doubt that hud these instiiutions not been provided, hundreds would have died 
from inability to procure the necessaries of life. 

64. Ki lief under heading c has been extended more in the Sadder sub-division than 
elsewhere. A fight is always made to obtain relief without any quid pro quo. This, where the

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meuB of employment is all that is required, is obvioasly wrong, but it requires no little 
patience and persnasion to bring abont a commencement. 

65. Belief under this head, e, has hitherto been confined to spinning of cotton, weaving 
of cloth and twisting of grass-string. These are all of the lightest possible labor, and it is 
surprising that relief in this shape has not been more sought after. 

66 . I have now authorised sub-divisional officers to start and include under this head, 
light labor ganj^. These will consist of a class between the incapableq and the able-bodied. 
They will be paid in uncooked grain, and their employ ment will be to do petty earth-work 
repairs, filling up holes, raising’, straightening, and draining village paths, and such like. 

67. Under heading d, two purdanasheen ladies in the Anrungabnd sub-division were 
ascertained to be pinched for food. Their cases were at once enquired into by the Deputy 
Magistrate, and relief afforded. 

68. A staff of native officers has this day joined at Gya, who will be employed in a 
village-to-villago visitation, searching out incapables, those wanting work, and those who, for 
different reasons cannot earn a livelihood by manual labor. 

69. These officers, in addition to the deputy supervisors already employed on this work, 
are provided with funds to relieve any immediate cases of distress, and all cases that they 
discover will be brought to the notice of the sub-divisional officer and of myself, or the parties 
will be sent in according to the circumstances of each case. 

70. I think it right to state here that 1 do not anticipate any large expenditure under 
heading d. Belief in these cases will, as a rule, be granted in grain and not in cash. 

71. 1 am satisfied that all my subordinate officers are actuated by but one feeling, and 
that is to carry out the charitable intentions of the subsuribers to the fund to the best of 
their power; to see that these funds are humanely and legitimately expended; but that while 
they will spare no exertions to ferret out and relieve fitting objects for relief, they will not 
countenance any misapplication of funds with the expenditure of which they have been 
entrusted. 


G.— Financial Results.

74. Government grain was sold to the public at the four sub-divisional head-quarters for a 
few days under the Government circular No. 2950—S.B., dated 6th May. On receipt of 
the Commissioner’s circular No. 102F, dated 15th idem, explaining that these sales were only 
to be where specially ordered, this was at once stopped. 

79. The Commissioner’s sanction to sales of Government grain to the public at 
Jchaiiabad was accorded, the high prices of rice there being precisely the same as at Gya. 

76. These have since been stopped by me, on finding that though rice was high, other 
grains were comparatively cheap throughout the sub-division.

■ A.—State oe the Covnthy. 

No scarcity of BUj^dy in the markets is reported from any part of tno district; the 
Abuttdancp or Bcowity of Bujtpiy in tiic hoKars appeux to he snlhcioiitly stocked for all local 
ba«aM. I'tHpiii'cmentB. 

A reference to Appendix A will sliow the kinds and prices of grain soiling at the cliief 
Kinds and rnn" “f e™'" distiict. Ill the Axmh sub-division there has 

onii or mor- spindtiiHi jirinciiaii maria. been little Variation ill the rates since the date of the hast 
narrative. The same rcmiark will apply to the Buxar sub-division. 

In the Sassemm sub-division prices are, on the whole, easier than they were last fort¬ 
night, exhibiting a slight riw in Chonnary only. 

In the Bhubooah sub-tlivisiou pricies in all the markets are generally steady. The Suh- 
Divisionol Officer remarks, in regard to the two last-named sub-divisions, that “the small 
imports in proportion to the ])opidalion do not .accoimt for the steadiness in prices. It is 
olear, tlinreforc, that private stocks ore being brought into the market. Hitherto there have 
been no signs of a famine of food in either sub-division.” 

There has been ii slight shower of rain in the ueighbourheod of Axrah on Sunday liwt, 
and a fall of hail about 3 miles to the north-east of the 
“ town. 'J'ho weather has been, unsettled and threatening. 

Li the Buxar sub-division, in tlie eastern part of the Bhojporo perguuuah, down south 
from Hooraraon, a good shower of ruin fell, and ploughing has eommeueed. 

There has boon no rain either in tlie Sasscram or Bhuhooah sub-divisions; it is anxiously 
looked for. 

The cheena crop is being rapidly harvested. The boro rice in the few places where it 
has been jilanted has tunicd out a good crop. Tlio mango 
crop is on the whole ]iromising, although not so good na it 
was originally reported. 

The condition of tho jjeqilo remains much the same as 
lost rejmrted. 

No eases of misery and starvation have been brought to light. Sraall-po.\ is still 
prevalent, but not in an aggravated form, nor more extended or serious than in ordinary 

years. 

There have boon six coses of thefts of gr.iin; in one cose 24 maunds of rice are reported 
to have been token; in tho other cases tho amount stolen was under five maunds. 

No robberies have been reported. 

B.—Eemek Works. 

In Appendix B will be found full particulars in regoxd to all tho relief works now in 
progi'OBS in the distriot, and the number of laborers employed on each. 


Bute of the crops. 


Condiljun of the people. 
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A oomiuiMiiftmont lias been nuule during the fortnight to sell Goyemment grain to the 
lebomrs on relief works; and ae arrangements have now bemi completed, this system will 
come into full mid general operation during the ensuing fortni^t. 

In the Arruh sub-division payments to coolies (class II) in grain instead of money 
(exoeptiug oul)’ 1 pioe eaoh, which is given them for wood, oil, &o.,) was introduced last week 
oil the relief work on tho'Kaemnuggur road; this week it will be introduced on the Sohar and 
1‘eroo roads. , ’ • 

In the Buxnr sub-division arrangements have been made to sell Government grain to the 
laborers employed on the roods fnim Souepa to Siixaya and Doomraon to Bikmm. 

Under this head Mr. EjTe remarks: “During the week ending the 23rd May, I travelled 
through the entire llamgurh jurisdiction, and tested the measurements mode in view of 
excavation of old silted tanks ns a relief measure. I have selected— 

First. —The Sisomida tank, on the road from Ttanigurh to Nonon. 

Second.- The Dooindooma tank, south-east of Nonon. 

Third. —The f)opreo tank, north-r!n.st, of llamgurh. 

Fourth.- Koolheria tank, east of llamgurh, on tlie Koodra River. 

“ The estimates for tliese works will be submitted next week. I arranged with the zemin¬ 
dars for the halting of the laborers cither on the work or in the contiguous village, at the 
zemindar’s cost. Bnnneahs (salary 0 per month) for the sale of grain to the laborers wore 
nominated at naoh rillage, uud agreements taken from them. Existing buildings for minor 
depots were selected at Nonon and at Bedamun Chuck. I hod wished to soleet a relief work 
of the same kind (viz., tank,) between Uoorgawulti and Kuraranas.sa to the north-west. A 
slight sun-stroke, however, com]>elled my retura on the 23rd to Mohunia bungalow. I 
accordingly dejmted the llamgurh Supervisor, who had up to that time accompanied me, and 
knew what was to be done, to select a tank in the country named. Ilia report has not yet 
been received.’’ 

I’aid salesmen are now emplnyixl on the Hatta and Dimmli road. Tliey have been 
arranged for at the four relief works in the Ramgurh jmisdiction, and will commence opera¬ 
tions the eiisning week on the Jehanabad and Bhubooah road, the Jehanabod and Biiroon 
road, and the Jeliunahad and Tvhirne road. The work on the Akborpore and Judonathporo 
road has been eomjiletod, and also on the Chennary and Mulliiiore rood. There is a small' 
sum over in the former, and luoiiosals J'or a continuation of both roods will be shortly sub¬ 
mitted.

The importa¬ 
tions have not been so limge lately ns they were a short time ago to the stations in the Arrah 
and Buxar sub-divisions.

“ There has thus boon a decrense of market imports into Sasserom and an increase into 
Bhubooah sub-division duriug the fortnight, as compared with tho previous some period. 

“ The transport for 2,'),()00 mauuds of groin to bo delivered from tho North-Western 
I’rovincos at Zumuuiah, Buxar, and Doomraon, has been waiting for some time at the 
points of debvery. Some of the groin has airivcd. In ease of the transport means nt my 
dis 2 iuBal being uisulilcient, I have thought it advisable to apply to the Deputy Collector of 
Buxoi' for assistance, which ho has kindly jiromised to give. I hope to have the entire 
consigumeut stored before the rains sot in.” 

D.—S’lOKAfiF. OF Government Grain at Eei.ief Works. 

The arrival at Zuiuuniah of 1,000 niaunds of grain and at Buxar of mauuds 823 seers 24 
is reported for storage iu the tlassoram and .Bhubooah sub-divisions. The former is in 
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transit, the latter was received onlj on the Slst Ifaj. No other gram has been reoeivoi or 
Ftored during the fortnight under report.

A.—Stats of the Copktst. 

2. Cool east Ts'lnds and banks of clouds have modified the intense heat prevailing 
during the fortnight ending the 16th of May. The currents of air still guide the rain 
toYfards tho Nex)aul Tetai, ■whore there hwbeeu a oonsideroble rainfall. The rise of tho 
Knmtah and other riveTB attest this. The low hill ranges to tho north have been 
olooxly visihle, a sure criterion of heavy rain. Slight showers have fallen in many plooes 
■within ont territories, hnt not sufiioiont to so.ak tho giound. Still tlie agriculturists have 
ventured SoVing in many places, and young rice seedlings arc sprouting along our northern 
frontier and in jairts ns far south ns Kumtoul. The lower lands in the mom northern truots 
have all been plougbcsd. For tlie blnuloi crops there has bcou iusulhcient ruin. Tho 
prospects of rain sinoo the morning of the 2Hlh have lessened, and the sky hod up to 
yostorday again assumed the hruzeii look of tlie ■warmer mouths. There is a very marked 
difforoneo hetweeu tho country south of Ivumloul and the more northern tracts. The 
southern soil is drier, while the mango oreluirds hear scarcely any fruits.

(i. From Narnyah re^mrls ai'c thfit in all directions jdemghing ha.s eommeneed, but not 
to tho extent that is jHMpiiirel. Itaiii itdl iibiiiiduutly all over the sub-division last Sunday ; 
there was again ruin on the night of Mhiiliii'sebiy. Mr. Meesl.'V writes: “ 1’his rain ought to 
have sent tho peoplf' to tho fields more than it has dotio. tins time thi' land rpc|uir('d for 
the inuin prop should liave been broken ui), w'liiob has not boon done.” 'I'lic liberal rates aro 
keeping bsiek the cult ivatoin i'roTii the fields. I liud that women and ebildmu cuu do enough 
w'ork alone to more tliun keep them. 

Tho women can easily cam two auiias per diem. The luattc'r of oultivation is getting 
serious, and 1 would solicit instructions on tlie subjeset. From Seetamurbeo tlie mports am 
that there has been a good downfall of rain, most favorable to agricultm'al operations. In 
this sub-division it is ro|)oried that tbo mliof labomis have loft their works to go to tho 
fields to jilnugh and sow. liidian-eorn, rice, ko'wiieo, sharaa, marwa, have !ill been sown. 
In plac'es the tllian sowllings n.re ready for transpluuting. To the south-east and south-west 
tho rainliJl is ciileulated hotwajeu 34 to 6 inchos, as tho land has been thoroughly soaked. 
Fmm l‘oo]n’oe the narrative shows that at pmseiit agrieultunil jirnspccts aro fair. A fall 
of y'. on the‘.i'lth and |„ fiirthor south has driveu the agriculturists to tbo field. Avery 
largo ]iro]i(irti('ii of llio bmds have been ploughed. To the north of Poopree the Indian-oom 
is coming u]> strong, about ,} of the cjv'p having lx;on sown. In phices rice seedlings are 
re.ady to bo Iransplauti'd. Tlie siunmarj’, 1 lieu, of the.so mports is, that if the pmsont rain 
is sujiplemoiilcd b_v a further fall. Hum is every ])ro!3pf'ot of a good bliadoi harvest. Narnyah 
gro'ws no binulni, and llicn; is tbo ]irospoct of only moong .and marwa. About Ihirbliunga, 
Ijube^Ta and (Jiuigdab Iho soil is still too dry to allow of sowing, or, indood, much ploughing, 
in Iho eliiir lands.

State of Diatriet Orain Stores. 

8. There are Htill extensive jmvate stores, ohiefly <jf dhan seed, but the holders per¬ 
sistently refuse to dispose of them till the rainfall is sufficient. The stereotyped reply oi the 
holders to the agriculturists is this : “ When I see your chances of crop in the moisture in the 
ground I will open my stores, and not till then.” To my question (o one of these mahajuns 
a few days ago, “ Are you not afraid that your constituents hy tiiMng advances from the 
Government stores may bo able to do without your seed ?” the reply wsis, “ The Government 
may or may not recover its advances. If 1**1 oso mine I lose ever}^;!!^^. I can only advance 
when I see a positive assurance of at least a return of my advance. I give these details 
because I believe they show the principle on which private stock-holders work. Feeding 
the agricultural population between harvests is with them a profesBion. The grain is their 
capital, not to be lent except on the security of a good in-coiniug hiuwost. The grain stock 
is gonorally seed available both for sowing and husking, and hence it, is net in famine times 
there is always seed available as soon as the rainfall pindicts a possible harvest. 

9. In iSeetomurhoe and I’ooprce, where there has been rain, there are no real complaints 
of want of seed. 

10. To the private grain stocks in hand no additions are being made by private 
importations. Salt and Indiaii-cnrn are now coining in, but for the latter there is now but 
little demand. The groat demand is for rice («) for consumption, (/<) for payment of agricul¬ 
tural labor. 

11. The agriculturists who strill may have.home stocks and money are purchasing the 
Government rice to pay for lield labor, and the labonsrs working on relief works are buying 
for daily consiimption. Of the rice sold there a jiort is for (he jirescnl, stored, but the greater 
port consumed. These t wo clas.sca, then, ore in no immediate want. As agriculture draws 
labor to the fields, the grain now going into homo store will again 1n.i brought forward.

The condition of these two classes at pi-osent chiefly ocenjiy the local officers. Neither 
have homo stores for consumption, and the former have no grain to pay for field-labor; without 
Government aid both must perish. 

14. Amongst the agricuK urists there has hoen much transfer of the little propert,y they 
possessed, and tliough (hoy will be able to get seisl from mahajuns to sow, without grain 
ailvanccs they cannot got on. 

If dim) is a fair bhiuloi horvest they will, whore that crop succeeds, shortly hotter their 
condition, but in pcrgiuiui.'h Allaporc, whore the lands are ehiefiy rice lands, wo may expect 
to have a large portion of (he population on our hands, at least till the end of September. 

IT). The iunonnt of money that the w'orking classes have laid by is very considerable. 
To those wlio have not bene(i(ed by our works advances arc the great question. All classes, 
whether well-to-do or poor, are willing to take money. Such advances have been stopped. 
"Wliere pecuniary aid is leally required, it is given in pre.seuts debitnblo to the charitable fiinil. 
In some of the ciivlos the ollicers are taking village by village, imd sparing no labor to osi'or- 
toin the families whose■'‘’onilition requires aid.

II 
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Condition of the People. 

17. No disease or siokness is reported, save a mild tj'pe of small-pox. Tboso on chari¬ 
table allowance ore equally as healthy os the more ablo-bodied. 

18. In his report Mr. Magrath writes. “The only people who cause any great 
anxiety ore the people from Nepal. About 600 of these como daily to Ijodanyoh for cooked 
food, and return at nigfit; they are in a miserable plight. 

19. Destitution is (if the increasing nuntbers on relief can be taken as a sign) 
increasing. 

I find in my visitations a better class of persons, Brahmin widows, &c., seeking relief. 
At first charitable relief was confined to the kuUars, i. e, the beggars, and to the weak and 
aged of both sexes; then the weaker amongst tlie laboring classes came, and now we have 
the widows and others who ordinarily through shame reject charitable relief. 

20. As regards the condition of the classes, I annex here a statement of observations 
made by Dr. MocDonell. These figures also represent the worst jiortion of the population, vis. 
those on charitable relief. I give the figures as tho j'csult of medical observation, but my 
own view is that too high a standard has boon fixed fur what ropresouts tlio normal oonditiou 
of the people of tho tracts :

21. Sectamurhee is imdcr the medical charge of Dr. Gayer. I have not received any 
percentage of the underfed and emaciated, hut tlie Suh-divisional Officer writes; I have 
travelled dm-ing the week to Shewhur, Amwah, Miispa, Bhugwanpore, Ourha, Dumra, 
Itogoimtty, I’uueliorc, and Miihynd circles, with Dr. Gayer, and noticed tlio condition of 
tho people generally as pretty fair; but hero and there emaciated children were to he seen. At 
NarainporeandKoarec, two ehildron fell under observation, one of whom, though he had been 
six weeks under treatment, showed no signs of improvement, 

Tho men sotm working on the roads scomod able-bodied and in condition, but there was 
a vory smidl jiroportion of women to he seen employed by tho Public Wor^ Deportment, 
which is luiiinly owing to the introduction of tho contract system. In places I saw women 
working with the spade. 

B.—Ebuef Works. 

22. Within the last fori,night a change of system in paying the laborers in groin in 
lieu of money has bcci> stariod, and wherever tried, and the Sub-divisional Officers liave 
given thoir attention to it, it has been carried out successfully. The Soetomurhee Magistrate 
reports arrangements an; being miidc to carry out tliis system. Tho plan of groin payments 
is more popular than that of paying in pice, and there is less room for peculation. At 
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Shewhiir, Djre Clinpra, Gtirsha, Dhoolalieo, and Bcotamurlioe oirclcs, I have noticed pay¬ 
ments m^e in grain suecessfully. In Mudhoobnunee the Magistrate stiU clings to alternative 
No. 1, viz., payment in money and the erection of buiinealis’ sliops adjacent to each wwk. 
Mr. MaOTath writes: “ I have not issued positive orders to pay in grain, os I am apprehensive 
of its eimaosting my stores too quickly. In Iturbhungn grain payments have been introduced 
on all works, and money pa 3 rment 8 liavo ceased. In the Mabonibdpore circle tlie ohnugc 
has been partially piade, .and is by this time completed. ]u tlie Warisnuggur and 
Hyaghat circles the change is still partial. In Uhundar grain pajTnents are in abeyance, 
pending the deputation of Mr. Cornish. In the llnthce Kub-division grain payments have, 
it is reported, bwn introduced everywhere, a.s also in Ilussunpore. In the 1 losowta circle it 
had been introduced on three tanks only. Uefore tlic next iiairative the change will have 
been completely made.” With this change tlie abolition of t he daily-payment system on 
roods and tanks should cease. It is far better that the weakly should receive groin as 
charitable relief, than collect in crowds to do no work, as is still notably Iho case in the 
Motipore circle, and I would submit this matter for tho orders of Government The 
following statement shows tho nninbcrs stiU seeking work :—

24. In my last narrative 1 reported the success which had atteiidwl I’undit Adjodea 
Fershad’s etforts to induce the poorer class of Br.ahmins to work. This month 1 have t 
report that Mr. A. 0. Mm'.kort,ich, at Muddehpoora, has boon equally successful. In this circl 
there arc upwards of 140 village works under tho cirolo olllccr ; grain is supphod to all thos 
works tliTough tho jeyt ryots, who jiurchoso from tho golahs and supply tho p<!ople in thei 
villages. It is perhaps invidious to mako distiiirtions wlicro all are working so wol 
ably and zealously, but tho Muddehpoora villago system scorns to mo lobe working imdc 
Mr. Mttokertioh’s arrangomonts aflmirably. Besides Brahmins there are also llajputs at work 
and the numbers, which commoncod at 30 male imd 11 females, with 4 ebildrcn, oio gradual! 
increasing. 

C. —Ttianspokt ok Pool). 

25. Tho transport operations in Eastern Tirhoot arc now fast drawing to a dose. Th' 
actual amount still to be delivered is small, and tho operations will have boon successful! 
brought to a closo by tho 15th June. The Durhhunga out-golahs liave been supplied hi 
the agonoy of tho coolie corps, uudor Licuten.ant Dickson, of tho Bombay Staff t/'orjis 
Betoms aro being received from relief oQiceis of tho moons by which tho Bub-golali! 
will be supplied during tho ruins.

Coruumption and Orain-saJe*. 

^ 26. On the important point of sufficiency of stocks, the Sub-divisional Officer at 
Mudhoobiinnoe ■writes“ I do not think the grain will more than just lost the 
required time. In Jhungharpur Ihore is a consumption of 1,200 maunds daily, and 
the relief officer calculatqp his slock ■will not lost heyoud the lOlh of Soptembor. The stock 
in the Butwa circle will probably last only eight weeks, as the sales are from 1,100 to 1,900 
maunds per ffiem. In the Motipore circle the consumption has only been about 3,000 
maunds, but the sales are increasing. In Knchra the sales are about 7,0li0 mannds per week, 
and at Oomgaon 14,000. The sales at Mudhoobnnmse itself are not aoeurately given. 
Mr. Magratn calculates his probable daily consiiniption and sabs at 259 tons a day, and he 
*’P®f''dato8 on tlie possible necessity for a further* allotment here- 
ve * mauD a. after. The sales all along our frontier are very brisk, but I 

anticipate that a part of the demand now mtule on the Mudlioobunnce golahs willtransferred 
to Seetamurhee. There is a very gniat demand for Oovemment grain everywhere, and sales 
are restricted by the difficulty of weighing oil' more than a eertain number of bags per diem. 
Every encoumgement is being given to persons of all classes to jnmhase, and the supervision 
over the golahdors is almost daily. At the piincijial granaries some of the picked Native 
Cavalry Offieers have been placed in ohargo.

These figures have 
been reduced mrtly by drafting persons to their own circles, partly by striking off persons 
who really did nut requii% relief. Upwards of 600 persons from the Terai have sought relief 
in this circle. , _ ‘ 

In theNarayah circle the number of persons on eharitablo relief has now swelled to 17,125.

To—The Off^. Secy, to the Govt, of Bengal, Scarcity and Relief Department. 

I HAVE the honor to submit my narrative of searcity and relief in the Ilajoopore, Tajpore, 
and Sudder Sub-divisionk, for the fortnight ending Saturday, the 30th May 1874. 

A. —State of the Couhtett. 

In Hajeepore Sub.division the bazars generally have been suibcicntly supplied, but in 
thana Mliowah prices arc running high, and there is an undoubted deficiency of grain. 

2. In Tajpore Suh-division prices have fallen. The sub-divisional officer remarks : " The 
tendency of prices to fall, noted in my last report, has thus declared itself clearly daring the 
past fortnight. I should derive more satisfaction from this state of things could I report 
increased activity in the local markets. This there has not been. Indeed the sale of Govern¬ 
ment grain across the Gunduck has had a distinctly depressin? effect on some of the neighbour¬ 
ing markets. Rice has virtually disapiwared from the Sarmistipore hazar, and a very active 
tr^einthe Bibbutpore market opposite Uawsera has been damped. I believe traders are 
getting rid of their stocks quicker than they otherwise would have, and are limiting their 
prospects. In Bihhutporc the traders I talked to wore evidently disclined to speculate much on 
importation. Rice supplies are not plentiful at the small markets in the interior; Government 
rice finds its way into consumption here, thongli not sold at any phicc in the sub-division. 
I know as a fact that carters, working at Durlibunga, import Government rice thence on their 
return journeys, though of course not in huge quantities.” 

3. I am not aware of the extent to which Government grain has of late been sold in 
south-western Durbhunga, but ray general experience leads me to question the correotness of 
the above views. As reported in paragratth 21 of my narrative dated Gth ultimo, I found on 
a recent tour that vendors of Government grain in Sectninnrliee persistently refused to sell to 
villacers of the Sndder Sub-divisiou, and considering how very severe distress has bceu in 
Durbhunga Snb-division, I should have expected a similar policy to prevail there. In the 
eastern and north-eastern circles of the Sndder Snb-division private importations, such as they 
were, have not been checked by sales of Government grain ; and in the western circles 
such sales have been followed by increase of private trade. Do what we will, there 
mast still bo ample room for private trade, and with the exception of carriage, there is no 
matter about which private importers can have any right to coniplain. It is too often 
forgotten (hat when Government entered the field there was, comparatively speaking, no 
such thing as an import trade in grain, or vested interests of grain importers in this district. 

4. In the Sudder Suh-division, scarcity of grain is very great, and it is only the system 
of small retail sales which I am obliged to maintain at jiresent, t'hat prevents a too rapid expen¬ 
diture of Government grain. 

5. Tlie subjoined statement should show the kinds and prices of grain selling at some 
of the principal marts on .SOth ultimo ;—

6. The rainfall during ttlic fortnight was as follows :— 

Hajeepore ... ... ... ... -lO

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Over a small tract in the Toorkce circle (Ifi miles north from Mnzuffcrporc), there was a 
fall on Ist instant of about one inch rain, and the weather is now very unsettled and cloudy. 

7. Tho sub-divisional oibcer of Tajpore re{)urt8 thata great deal of raarwa, sama, 
kownec and kndo have been sown" and that " the dhiin wants rain badly, it being in many 
places very bnokw'ard, and in some getting burnt.'' 

In the western parts of the Sudder Sub-ilivision, the crops are reported to be “ as bad oa 
they possibly could be," owing to want of rain. In the north, some of the lands have been 
sown, and in.iny have been cultivated, bn* there aro still considerable tracts of low rice land 
lying untouched. The makui lands have been nearly all prepared, and will be sown on 
the first good fall of rain. 

8. During the fortnight I have been over the greater part of the ll.ijeepnre Snh-diviaion. 
Though there is not at present any thing like distres.s anywhere, there aro indications of 
pressure in the Mhoweb thaiia jurisdietion. Several of the laborers whom I saw on the 
tank-works in Sh.aporc circle (-6 miles north-east from llajeeporel wiwo lean, and had 
evidently been living on a lower diet than usual; and I have no doubt, that, but for tho 
opening of the relief works, they would soon have become very thin and weak. Most bud 
run through their su])plics of grain, and there were few who wen; net dependent on tho works 
for their support. The Shapore circle is the only part of the suli-division in which there is 
reason to apprehend severe dist ress. Here the ruhhee crops failed, and t he high prices of grain and 
comparatively large number of laborers on relief works, show that the failure is already being 
felt. In the Chutwara and Singhya circles, (1(> miles north-cast and 12 miles north, respec¬ 
tively, from Hajeepore), there is a growing demand for employment, but in tho rest of the 
sub-division, the. relief works are very pcxwly attended. 

9. The Tajpore officer considers that the majority of vho laboring class are in good 
condition, but that “ the petty cultivators .are much pinched.” The latter, however, will not 
go to the relief works. “ It is not only high caste men’’ writes Itlr. VVaee “who decline to 
work, hut koirecs and koorners, and such like; everyone wants aiivances, and the applications 
are generally for money and not for grain. Mr. Dalgleish, of Uiilsing Serai lately offered 
some riee bought under advance to some ryots who professed to he, and he says seemed to lie, 
distressed. He demunded repayment in money in easier limes at thi‘ rate of 11 seers to the 
rupee. They declined liis offer and begged for money. Mr. Wacc is now more anxions about 
the eastern part of his sub-division than about tho country lying further west. 1 have only 
myself seen so much of lire sub-division as lic.s between Sltajiorc and Poosuh, and in that jiart 
the condition of the (leople, and the stale of the crops, apjieared good. The Manager of 
Doullec Factory, however, considers that distress is near at hand in his dihat. 

-10. In the Sudder Siih-divisiou there has been no marked e.iiunge in the condition of 
the people, except in the ISelvandIt and Uajkhand eiicles, which T have lately visited with the 
Commissioner. In the fonper circle we saw several very ciuaciafed cliildren who were said to 
be in receipt, of charilahle relief; and though there is much distress, and many relief works 
have been opened, the attendance of laborers is very small. In rny last narrative I noticed the 
unpopularity of relief works in this circle, and 1 have now, with the Commsssioner's per¬ 
mission, directed Mr. S. Jackson of the Opium Department to relieve the present ineiimheut 
of his duties. 

In Hajkliand circle, the number of laborers bus eiioriiiously increased. It now amounts 
to 22,00U persons, or about otic-lbird of the total population of the circle, and the sales of 
Oovernmciil grain exceed tiUO mannds a day. 

11. No deaths from starvation have been reported.

14. ■ In Hajce)jore Suh-divisiun, payments of wages have been made jiartly in money and 
partly in grain, but Mr. 'J'lite has now arranged to make grain-payments everywhere. In 
Tajpore Sub-division, graiu-])aymente are made on ail works in the I’oosah circle, and aho 
on the JiUyarpore and l.iulsing Serai road. On tlie Dclwara road, a buunialr has been 
appointed to sell Government grain, and on the remaining works wages are paid in money. 
Mr. Wace is strongly opposed to selling Government grain on all his works, believing that 
such a course will discourage private importations, and he would prefer to pay bunuiuh.s for 
selling their own grains on out-of-the-way works; hut us Government grain has been imported 
for the special benefit of our laborers, I have declined to sanction such an arrangement. I 
think Mr. Wuoo is inclined to over-estimate the effect of our sales on private trade. If there 
is a really serious deficiency of grain in his sub-division, the effect on private trad|;^i our 
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feeding Kome 6,000 or even 20,000 laborers out of n pdpnlation of 640,000 souls must be quib 
iuappreRiable ; but if the dcfiuiency is suinl], there is no peculiar advantago in stimalatiii^ i 
petty import trado that roust expire with the dtsappearaiiue of i'amine. Many intelligent 
natives believe, that with existing carriage resources. Government and private trade togethei 
cannot import sufficient grain for this district, and one of my circle superintendoiits knows i 
zemindar who holds 40,0<M) maunds of grain and refuses to sell, openly boasting that his timi 
will yet come for making a handsome profit. Looking at the enormous.private importationi 
by rail and river into Shahabad and Patna, it woiSld seem that the more enlightened anc 
enterprising dealers foresee large demands tliat cannot be supplied by Government in the Behai 
districts. 

10. In the Sadder Sub-division, grain payments have been introduced on many workf 
and are being extended to all as rajiidly as possible, liut if the number of laborers continuci 
to increase at the rate of 2,000 or .‘5,000 a day, or even remains at its present figure, I greatlj 
fear that with grain payments, grain advances, and sales to the pulilic, our supply will noi 
last for six weeks.

The quantity of Government grain disposed of daring the fortnight, in detailed statement! 
shewing tlie quantities of grain jiaid in wages, sold to laborers and the public, and expended it 
charitable relief, are given in the Apiunidix. 

18. Good pnigress has been made in most circles towards filling the sub-golahs in eact 
group ; but us these biiildiugs have been construclicd to hold only 200 maunds, it will la 
necessary to replenish them frequently. No difficulty is anticipated in forwarding supplic! 
regularly to the sub-golahs. 

19. In the circles administered by planters, the grain will he stored only at factoriei 
and out-works, as with the rcsourees at their command, they can easily arrange for keeping uj 
a constant snpi)ly of grain at the relief works. 


E. —Advances. 

20. The making of advances still proceeds too slowly, though there has been ai 
improvement of lute in the Sudder Sub-division, where Its. have been paid away 

The matter is a very difficult one indeed for young officers to deal with, as they have no loca 
knowledge, and so many uttem}>tR are made by designing persons to obtain loans improperly. 

The liajccporL* oflieiT writes on this subject; “ There seems to be a general impressioi 
throngbout the sub-division, that Government are prepared to advance money indiscriminate]} 
to any one who asks for it. 

“ In most of th(! eases into which I made enquiry, the applicants were either insolvent, oi 
wanted the money for their private us(!s. The vague expression “ to benefit my ryots” i! 
invariably used, but 1 have not ns yet liad any plan proposed to me for the carrying out o 
this benevolent plea. I have hitherto refused these advances, and am disposed to continm 
doing BO untiil 1 see what (iffect the sale of Oiivernment grain on thc! relief works will have on tin 
market; and in any event 1 would prefer hereafter, if it should be found necessary, advancing 
grain to deserving ryots, to advancing money which would witli great difficulty, if ever, bt 
realised. I think the works we have opened will benefit the classes in need of help, and 
although the small malicks may be pinched, they hardly come under the category of those wc 
are bound to relieve, and after all their pciitioiis are one and all for tiiemselves, and not foi 
their ryots.'" The Tajporc officer reports that all the jietiLions he receives arc for money 
which he is not competent to advance, except for fhe parehaso of seed-grain, and of this then 
is no want. lie is of opinion that “ directly r.ain f ills, and there is any prospect of a goot 
bhadoi crop, money will be forthcoTniiig for most peojiie from the usual sources'” 

As the circumstances of the Hajeepore and Tajp.ire Sub-divisinii.s are widely different frou 
those of the Sndder Sub-division, 1 trust that the action of t hese uifieers may not be oousiderei 
ill-advised, and that they may be allowed to use their own discretion in selecting the time fu: 
making advances.

The Hajeppore Suh-division hns now been formed into seven circles for relief purposes, 
each of which, cseepling Hiijeepore itself, has beeu placed under the manager of a factory. 
With the Ooniuiissioner’s approval, a salary of Us. lUO per montli has been allowed to two 
manaoers of small factories, and also to two assistants in other factories, and an assistant on 
Rs. 100 )icr inoatli will be placed under Mr. Tutc, who hhnself administers the Ilujccpore 
circle. For each planter’s circle an establishment has neon sanctioned on Its. lUU per 
in onth. • • ^

In the extreme south of the sub-division there is no probability of distress, and 
consequently no circle has been formed in the. jurisdiction of Mohwar outpost. 

23. fjharitablo relief is given at the. head-quarters of each circle on every Sunday at 
5 F. M., and each pauper receives a week's supply of food. 

24. Of the recipients of charilahle relief in the Ilajecpore Sul)-division it appears that— 

Two-thirds are professional beggers and persons hitherto supported by private 
charity. 

One-third arc persons reduced to distress through failure of crojis. 

25. In the Tiijporc snb-divisioii the relief organisation consists of 4 sub-committees and 
0 relief circles under management of planters. The names of the circles are Dhollee, J itwar- 
pore, Ilarsitiiipore, Shaporc Undi, and Dulsiugserai. The question of salaries and establish¬ 
ments has not ret been settled. 

26. In the Sudder Sub-division it has liecn found necessary to snb-dividc the sudder 
circle into two parts. Mr. Warde-Jones retains charge of one portion, which will still be 
called the sudder circle ;aud the otiier under tlie name of the Cliajun circle (8 miles .south-west 
from Mozufferporel has been phuicd under the charge of Mr. Kavaiiugh. This, 1 hope, is the 
lust change that 1 shall have to report in the organisation of circles in the Sudder Sub-division.

Narratiee of Scarcity and Jielief in iheSarnn DMrictfor the Fortnight ending Ihe'iOih MaylSTi. 

A.—St.vte of the Countky. 

Aliuminncc or Scarcity of Supply in the Bazar. 

WHn.E private tawle has been more active than over in tlie Sewan sub-division, there 
has been a heavy falling off in the importations at Itevilgiinge, which have decreai^ by 
nearly one-third; but os there are about a lakh of maimds of grain stored there, this may be 
due to the market being over-stocked. Tlie bosars in tlie interior have been generally 
sufficiently supplied. 

2. In the snddor sub-division, during the fortnight, the imports were, at llevilgunge 
59,800 maunds; at Dooteegimgo 5,401 maunds; at Maliamjgimgo 1,271 maunds; at 
Sutterghat from Cliumparun 390 maunds ; and at Panahpore from Patna 2,080 maunds. 
The exports to Tirhoot and Chiunparun amoiintofl to 5,828 and 3,330 maunds, rosjsxjtively. 

3. Mr. Hmlsou writes as follows from Mushriikh:— 

“ I have no reason for siyposing that there lias been any falling off during the post 
fortnight in tho supply of food in tho bazars; but 1 have been too much occupied with the 
arrangements for distribution of tho Govoi-urannt groin to make personal investigation into 
this matter. Some time since, I heoi-d that tho prices fixed for Government grain, as well as 
the more fact of its storage, had caused many of the bunneolis to shut up shop and cease business, 
reserving their stores of grain for the time when the flovoniment supplies should be off the 
market. 

“ The Head Constable here, however, tells me that tho commencement of distribution 
of the Government grain has, on the contrary, caused a presont abundance in the markets, os 
the bunpeolis have biought in their stocks hastily, feiu-ing they would be left on their hands ; 
and such ryots as had stocks intendod for sale havn also contributed their storo. This latter, 
however, would not amount to much, us in the most well-to-do parts of the sub-division 
there were not more tlian two or throe ryots per vilJago who posse,ssed such stocks, and the 
stocks did not e.xeeed oil an average 10 or 20 maunds. The Hcnxl Constable tells me that 
since the advances of grain coramciicod, the bunneohs have lowered Iheir prices, and that 
‘oosna’ or ‘ jowshana’ chaul, which used to sell at 15, 10, 10 J, up to 17 seers the kuteha 
seer, now sells at 18 and 19 seers.” 

4. Tho following is Mr. Wright’s nccoimt for tho Sewan sub-division:_ 

“ Reports from all quarters state that tho bazars continue to be well supplied by private 
importations, which are stilt on the inoreasn. During the fortnight, the private importations of 
food-grain at Siswan, Dmrowlee, Sewan, and Gathani, amounted to 08,183 maimds. This is 
very satisfactory indeed, and shows that the private trade of tho division is fully capable of 
supplying the wants of the people. Traders state that importations will increase mure with 
the setting in of the rains. ’ 

5. Mr. Hodgkinson makes the following report under this hearl, with respect to tho 
Hutwah Raj:— 

“ No actual deficiency of the food-supply has yet boon reported in any jiortlon of the 
estate. Importations ore wing on, but only on a very small scale, from Goruckpore. The 
groin imported is principally barley. ”

7. On tins head 1^. Hudson reports as follows :— 

" From time to time I have come across instances of ryots iiflporting grain for their own 
use, with the proceeds of the oart-hire earned in Government transport of grain. I continue 
also to meet occasionally the pook-bullooks of petty bunneahs from the intmor of the sub¬ 
division ; but Mr. Exshaw of Bala is decidedly of opinion that at the time of the commence¬ 
ment of relief uperations there were no stocks of grain in the Bussuntpore thana at all; and 
that but for the institution of the relief works, the lowest and poorest classes of people would 
have died by hundreds. ” 

8 . And the following remarks of Mr. Uodgkinson, respecting the stocks in the Hutwah 
Estate, may be quoted 

“ The distribution of advances has afforded an opportunity for making enquiries from 
individual cultivators os to the stocks wliich they have. In villages which consist wholly or 
principally of high lands, 1 judge that the ordinary cultivator has still a good month’s supply 
by him; while in the rice villages the stocks ore otmost entirely exliausted; mahajuns and 
thiocodars, however, have still not inconsiderable stocks. I believe that, taking the sub¬ 
division OH a whole, the aggregate stocks in it (unsupplcmontod by the grain imported by 
Government and the Baj) would have boon quite sufficient to lost till the middle of July.” 

Rainfall. 

9. There has been no rainfall diuring the fortnight in the sudder sub-division, but 
in portion of the Sowon sub-division there was a good fall of rain on the 25th. Mr. Wright 
reports: 

“ During the }%riod under report, clouds have boon hanging about and a strong 
east wind has been blowing ohnost daily ; but with the excejition of a small heavy shower 
on the forenoon of the 25ta instant, there has been no rain. The rainfall on the 25th was 
not general, but was confined to thonaa Burragoon and Burrowlce, and the north and east 
portions of thana Sewnn. There was light drisriing rain at Durrowlee on the 24th, but not in 
the jurisdiction of any of the four outposts of that thana. A slight shower of rain is at 
the present moment falling here at Sowan.” 

10. And Mr. Uodgkinson writes : 

” About half an inch of rain fell at Hutwah on the 24th May, but the fall was very 
partial.” 

State of the Crops. 

11. Bain is urgently wanted botli fur iho crops in the ground and to admit of 

sowings for the bhodoi and aghanoe crops, and I am happy 
yciitorii»y a fall moment of writing rain* is sotting m, 

which I trust may be general throughout the district. 

12. Under this head Mr. Hudson writes ;— 

“ The ryots will sow everywhere on the first; fall of rain. The first crop sown will 
bo marwa, kodo, sawon, and rice fur transplanting, called jarhan jariya, and berar. 
Tliis last-named erop, and also marwa, is already found sown in some places 
where the ground is low and has rotoinod some moisture. Choena is to be seen every¬ 
where in different stages of growth, but for the most part only in the immediate vicinity 
of villages and tolahs.” 

13. Mr. Wright report.s as follows :— 

“ The rain of the 25th has been of immense benefit to the young crops on the ground 
in the part of tho country whoro it fell, but elsewhere the crops are suffering very much 
from drought. Tlie crops in Biuragaou and Burrowlee thonos have now twice, although at 
a very long interval, had the benefit of a good rainfall, which the crojjs in .Duirowloo and a 
portion of Suwan have not received. Agricultural operations, however, are not backward in 
any of the ihanos, and os soon os the rains set in, which cannot now be far off, sowing the 

a . that rcmiiin to be put down and transplanting such as have germinated in nursery 
will be vigorously carried on. A good deni of kodo and other seeds have been sown 
dry in anticipation of rain, and these in places whoro the rain has foUon will now no doubt 
spring up qmckly.” 

Mr. Battray in his report says that " rain is much wanted, and till its fall there will be 
very little demand for labor in tho fields. Baddy is in a forward state, and only awaits a 
few diowers for transplanting.” 

The Bub-Deputy Collector, Baboo Bajkiriiore Norain, in reporting on the crops in 
thana Sewan, writes os follows:— 

“ The condition of millet, ns well as sugarcane, has changed for the worse since my 
lost report on the subject. 'I^e groat heat and total absence of moisture in the land have 
bem, os a matter of course, injurious to the crops * * * * The wells often fail and irriga¬ 
tion cannot bo carried on satisfactorily. * * * * Ciotton has now been gathered, and the plants 
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are being rooted out and fields vacated and prepared for future use. As tliis is the season for 
sonong kodo, sawan, &c., they are being sown in suitable fields, much more in the northern 
part of the thraa, whbre there has boon a heavy shower of min yesterday (2Sth). It 
raped heavily in the northern part of the sub-diviBion, and has done much good to every* 
thing, and has contributed much towards the preparation of fields as well as towards sowing 
kodo, rahar, &c.” r u o 

Of thana Burrowleo, in 'a report just raeeived, the Sub-Deputy Collector says that “ the 
state of crops in geneml appears good iu all parts of this thmin. Millet has not suffered so 
much from the western wind in this part of the sub-division os in the el.akns of Sowau and 
Durrowloe. The reason appears to be, that tlie land in this part was too moist (on account 
of the abundant rain of the 27th April last,) to suffer from tlio drj-ing etfeefs of the wind. 
Again, the rain of tlio 2otb instant also has been sufficiontly heavy in almost all ]tart8 of this 
thana, and has done immense good in all matters of agrietdture. Kudo, marwa, and sawan, Ac.j 
are now everywhere being sown; young paddy plants in deej) cliours, where they have been 
■ovm, look deep green and pleasant. In short, every f(Kid-crop standing is thriving and 
giving hopes of future good. The fall of riun has done incalculable good, and the threatened 
famine now appears stojiped in progress.” 

14. Prom Ilutwnh, Mr. llodgkinson makes the following report:— 

“ In some ports where rain fell on tlio 24th May, makai and other grains have been sown; 
but the area of sown hand is very small yet. The clicona is coming in, luid is a very fair 
crop in most places. It, will form a material addition to exist iug stocks,—probably not less 
than a ten days’ supply for the whole jiopulation. Sugarcane is generally a fak crop, but in 
some places requires rain sadly.” 

CowUtion of the Pcoptr. 

1.5. With the exception of tlie Bussuntpore thana, where distress is undoubtedly greatest, 
and seems to be telling more and more upon the people, there oro no indicatious of any 
matiwial change in tno condition of the prxiple bej'ond such as are alforded by the increasing 
numbers of people coming on our bauds for assistanoo iu one shape or another. 

1(>. Mr. Hudson writes as follows of the people in the Bussuutporo thana:— 

“ The condition of the people in the Bus.suutiiore thana is, in my opinion, considembly 
inferior to that of the people in this one. I infer this from three characteristic circumstances 
which have come under my obsc^rvation, viz.— 

(1) That about one-third of tho whole number (ns I am told) of the laborers on the 

relief works nra cultivatiors; that is, ryots possessing a plot of laud which they 
have boon obliged to desert. 

(2) That a large proportion of the said laborers are seen at a glance to belong to tho 

higher castes; whereas hero it is quite rare to sec B.ajpoot8 or Brahmins amongst 
them. 

(d) From the number of badly-fed and emaciated persons whom I have so<}h amongst 
the laborers iu Bussuntpore thana; whereas 1 have hardly seen any upon me 
relief works bore.” 


17. Tho Sub-Divisional Officer of Sewan makes tho following report;— 

“ Prom tho reports received from tho different quarters of 1 he ilivision no serious distress 
appears to have shown itself luiywhoro amongst tlie prsople. Ample provision has been made 
to roliove all distress amongst those who are fit recipients of charitable relief, and the poor 
laboriim classes find work in the fields or at Government relief works. 

“ Tlio Sub-D(muty CoUootor, Baboo Ilajkishore Naraiii, writes, under tliis heoil, tliat 
the condition of the people (in thana Sewan) is not bad as yet; no one has died of hunger, 
nor has any one been found fasting for three or four days at a time. I’rice of food is doily 
growing higher, and is causing (Ustress to aU; rubbec grain iu tho hands of poor farmers 
appears now to bo exhausted, and the majority of that idass are now borrowing money to 
Bupimrt themselves. 

“ Of tho people in thana Burrowlee ho saj's—‘ The condition of tho people is very good, 
and there is hope of its being bettor by and bye.’ 

“ Mr. Eattray states that ‘ reports from tho relief circles ore favorable, so far that no 
serious distress prevails, and no deaths arc known to have occurred from starvation. • ♦ • 
The poor of ovj^ village find ample employment on the public roads and tanks. In tlie 
relief cirdes visited by mo, including Ibo Hewan relief circle, I have noticed no alarming 
distress. Tho relief moosures iu band are keeping the poorer classes iu food, and undoubtedly 
many from starvation.’ ” 

18. And Mr. Uodgkinson writes thus:— 

“ No marked change has taken place in the conditiop of tho pcoiilc. wit h tho exception 
of a few individual cases (which ore invariably relieved when discovered), principally among 
“ -' beggoiB: the population scarcely prescuta any difference in physical axipeoranoo 


to other yeais.’^ 
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Knotm Caset of Misery and Starvation. 

19. Mr, Hudfion writes oe follows under tliis head:— 

“ No coses of starration ore known to have occurred, hut many oases of demi-starvation 
(as above reported) have come under my observation. Miserable and revolting objects are to 
be seen amongst the pensioners at every relief centre, and persecute me doily here. But these I 
believe, like ^ thepoor,’^' are always with us,’ and furnish no special indication of the existence 
of distress. Most of these are oases of incurahlr ifrctehrdnesa, such indeed being their stock-in- 
trade, nor could they b^restorod to the outward semblance of well-being by the utmost efforts 
of charily. Here, however, I must not fail to note, as an indication of the poverty of some 
olasses of the people in Bussuntpore thona, that when at Bala Factory, I saw about 20 boys 
and women, in the early morning, engaged in grubbing up and sifting the surface soil on 
the spot where the payments of coolies hod taken placo the night before, in order to glean such 
few fioattored grains of rice ns might have been spilled in disfaibution.” 

20. And the Manager of the Hutwah Tlaj, Mr. Hodgkinson, reports thus:— 

“ A death was reported by Mr. Itoid, of Maninrali, of a professional beggar, who had boon 
in receipt of gratuitous relief in the shape of cooked food for a fortnight. The death had no 
doubt bmn accelerated by previous starvation. It does not appear that the person belonged 
to any, village in the sub-division.” 

21. No other specific coses of misery ox starvation have been reported. 

Graiu-fhefh or JinhherieK. 

22. There have been twelve grain-thofls during the fortnight. 

23. Mr. Hodgkinson ■vnites under this head:— 

“Mr. Buskin has informed me that an unsuocessful attempt to break into and stool rioo 
from the Sroopore store-houses was made about a fortnight ago by a niunher of persons, none 
of whom were identified. It is suspected that some of thorn were factory servants.” 

24. A report has boon received that at one of the embankment golahs the persous in 
charge wert; removing the Government grain across the river, and selling it with the view of 
purchasing other cheaper grain in the market, and appropriating the dift'erence. The matter 
IB under enquiry. 


CovditioH of any Special Teach. 

25. As apparent from previous portions of the narrative,* it is more and more evident 
that the Bussuntpore thana comprises the worst tract in the district. There are, however, 
large quantities of grain stored there ; odvances to the cultivators village by rillago are in 
progress; spinning relief is largely afforded to purdah women ; and when the village relief 
organusatiou is thoroughly completed, it is hoped that the distress may be coped with even on 
the closing of the relief works which have so long kept large numbers in these parts from 
starvation. But it is trusted that the work on the new rood from Bussuntpore to Sewan 
may still be carried on during the rainy season, and afford employment to many who oaimot 
be expected to find continuous occupation in agricultural operations. 


B.—Belief Works. 


Propress of Itelief Worls. 

2G. The annexed statements show the relief works in progress, and the number employed 
thereon. The mean daily number employed dmring the fortnight was 22fi,137, and the number 
on the last day was 219,314. The returns have been received so late that there is now no 
time to analyse or comment on them; so merely the figures are given. 

27. Under this head Mr. Hodgkinson writes:—“ I’aymeuts in groin have not been made 
direct to the laborers yet; they will be oommenced from the Ist June. But a considerable 
quantity of the gi’oiu shown under the head of ‘ soles to public’ has been sold to bunneahs, and 
through them found its way into consumption amongst those employed. Tlie distribution of 
grain advances has entailed niion me and my staff (now reduced by the illness of Mr. Boileau) 
Buoh an ixnnionse amount of additioual work, that 1 have hitherto been unable to oiganise 
any of the prescribed systems.” 

Collection and Despatch of Laborers for the Soane Canal Works. 

28. Arranpfemonts had been made for the despatch of 10,000 laborers to the Soane 
Canal Works, and it was thought that there coidd be no difficulty in sending the whole 
20 ,000, when, owing to a mischievous report set on foot by some one, that the laborers were 
all to be shipped to the Mauritius on pretence of being engaged for work in the Arrah 
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dUtriot, a panic set in amonc thorn, and all suddenly declined to It may be that the 
attempt to induce to go in whole famiUcBniay have engendered suspicion amongst on ignorant 
and distrustful body of’ people, and every ollort is now being made to get them to leave on 
the terms olTorod, singly or not, ns they like. Still tho result has hitliorto been unfortimate. 
During the rainy soason, T hope, we may be more suotMssful. Another circumstonoe, which at 
the present time is against- tho scheme, is that the Noonnoonlis, or pitifussional 'digging class, 
have been, and are still, hard at work all over the district, manufacturing soltpetro; and os they 
earn considerably more than they would \n the canal works, it wi^ bo difficult to persuade 
them to go until tho rains put a stop to their present occuputioii. 

State Emigration to EHtii<ti Burmah. 

29. There were 41 emigrants in the dopflt, and (hoy were all dospatched to Calcutta 
on the noth May. Orders have now been received to discontinue fm-lher recruiting. 

C.—Tkansport of lAxin. 

30. Under this head, Mr. Hodgkinsua reports thus rogawling the Uutwah grain 
supplies:— 

“ I regret to say that the transport; of llaj grain has not been going on satisfactorily, 
owing to tho siiurcity of available carts. But an officer has been deputed to Itovilguugo, who 
will, 1 trust, quickly succeed in dospatdiing tho grain accumulated there, either by oorts now 
or by boats which will conic up the Daha on tho first fall of rain. Tho accumulation 
mainly oiises out of tho uppixipriation by CJovonimont of the greater part, of tho carriage on 
the East Indian Ilailway. Mossi-s. Hiliomo, Kilburn and Co., from whom tho llaj rice was 
principally purchased, being only private traders, have (.iKiroforo boon unable to get consign¬ 
ments of grain sent off ragularly, and on two occasions our transjiort operations wore 
brought to a temporary close, owing to there being no grain at Itcvilgungo to bring in. Not 
only has this entailed delay, but it has lust us carts which wore woi'klng for us, and which 
went over to other parties when we could no longer give thorn employment.” 

D.—Storagr of Oovernmrnt Qiiain. 

Distribution and Er/ienditurc of the Gorernment Grain. 

31. There having boon still further changes in tho distribution of the Government grain, 
a revised statomont of the uUotments as they now stand is nppondod ; receipts and expen¬ 
diture of Government grain are also shown in this statement. To meet, at least, to the 
extent po.ssible, tho demand for grain in thana Chiqira on acf'ount of the relief laborers, the 
entire quantity now rommning at llevilgungo has been ordered to bo detained there, 
and tho balance remaining to bo transported at Singhui (Ih&t has boon diverted from 
Bala to Gurkha. This closes oil transport ojierations, and none too soon, as tho rains appear 
to have commenoed. 

Gradual Expenditure from Gormimeiit Grain Stores, and possibitlt;/ of more Grain being 

actnull;/ rnjuired. 

32. If sole of grain to tho relief laborers is to be maintained, more grain will oortaioly 
be requirod for tho Chujim and Manjhoo (hainis, as without, it it will Ixi impossible to make 
groin advances to the ryots. As in those two tlianas alone there? may possibly bo (10,000 
maunds roquu'cd to bo advanced in this way, and with tho limited stocks available it seems 
very unadvis-able to crijqdo our rosouraos at the outset by disposing of so muGi grain to the 
relief laborers, I would ask that fm-tlier sales or payments of grain to relief laborors in 
these thanas may be stftpjied .at once. It may lx? said that more grain might be diverted 
from other places, but independently of the impossibility of forosciiiug whether all the 
grain may not be wanted in tho places where storad, it would bo u business of great 
difficulty now to transport it. 

E.—ADVA>r('F.s TO PnivATE Parties, and tiikir Results. 

33. There have been no money advances during the fortnight, except for purchase of 

.O', i> o.nufc, seed-grain and plough cattle, on which acx?ount Its. 732-2* 

• BmkImi Kb. 2.108 for land improvn. p , , _ .t.„. 

ment, making up the total on Uiib account has boon advanced. The gram advances to ryots are siiown 
to Kb. l,<'G,7ii. in tho annexed sttitoment. Though these advances are only 

just commencing, rapid progress wth the projjoration of the villago lists is being made in 
most ports of the district, and it is liojiod that the allotments for each village will bo 
completed and the orders on the golahs be in the hands of uU ryots requiiing advoucos by 
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the end of ihia month at latest. The Government orders have h^n received to make 
these advances of cleaned rice at 12 seers for the rupee, os far as possible, so as to avoid 
to some extent the incentive offered to tlie people by the extremely favorable rotes fixed 
for other sorts of rice to speoulate with the Government grain. What effect this has had, 
or will have, on the number of applications for advancx>R, cannot yet be stated, but it is not 
believed that the necessity of taking rice at a higher rote will deter those really in need 
of such advances from applying; though it is possible that olijeetionB may bo rois^ to the 
use of cleaned rice at all, on the ground of the coarser kinds forming the ordinary diet. 

34. Mr. Hudson repoi-ts os follows n'garding advances:— 

“ I have commenced the vill.ago distribution of the Government stores of grain, and 
hope to have got well through with it, before the setting in of the rains shall have rendered 
Impassable the linos of transport. Advaiieos for land impnivement are now stopped, partly 
owing to the near a])proaeli of the rsiins, and pnitly owing to the pressure of work entailed 
by the village distribution.” 

35. The following report is submitted by the Sub-Divisional GtFicor of Sewan: — 

“ During the fortnight advances in grain have been made by me to zemindars to assist 
their ryots to the amount of Its. 500 only. 1 Inive made no advances in cash. As Mr 
llattray has been in Sowiin for nearly the whole fortnight, jiiuiics requiring advances have 
been referred to him, and during ihe fortnight ho has given ord(>r8 to 121 applicants for 
advances in gruin to the amount of 5,!t49 mauuds 3() sew’s, valued otlls. 15,359-4-0. 

»****• 

lie has also given Its. 200 in cash for land iniprovemcnts. Mr Itattray reports also that grain 
advances have bcoji mailo to ryots hy the (Circle 01Iic.<'r of Karhala to the amount of 20 
maunds, and by tins Cii’Go OHicer of Mairwah to tbo amount of 02 mannds.” 

“Mr. D. N. llcid, in charge of tlic Suddowali circle, is making extensive advances to the 
ryots in his circle on tlic joint security principle. I am un.ahle to state the quantity of 
grain to be given in advances for which he has issued orders, as his report has not reached 
me. The accompanying statem<mf, liowuver, shows the quantity of grain acluidly given out 
from tbo Ihirrowloe gulah in eomidiaiice with his ojtlors. 

“ No advaTi(!es liavc! as yet been made by Mr. Tlattrny or myself to whole villages on the 
joint Bc(!uri1.y principle. Li.sts, village by viUago, of ajtphcants requiring grain advances 
are being projaircd, and us soon as they lU'e read}-, advances will be made.” 

Mr. llattray rcjxjrts as follows regarding the jircparation of thc.se lists:— 

“During the past fortnight, every endeavour lias boon made by mo to hasten the pre¬ 
paration of tbo village lists of applicants for grain advances. Dorms and instructions arc now 
in the hands of every Circle Otiicor, and T am glad to be able to report that the -work is pro- 
gi-cssing favorably in the majority of the circles in this relief sub-division. I have been 
able to visit the I’cliet circles at Mairwah, Housopiili, llajipurwali, and Dlianowtee. Mairwah 
lia-s the largest number of villages allotted to it amongst all the cireb's plaited imder my 
siipi.Tvision. 'J’lio menilx'r in clnirge, llaboo Ibibban Hingh, is aetively interesting himself in 
tlu' management of his circle. Tlic iirejiaratioii of vUlagi' lists has so far progressed in the 
llliagar and I.Soiisojtali cintlcs under t.he direct, charge of luljacent thvile Otliccrs, that there is 
no longer any necessity for the ajiyioiiitmeut of sjieeial olfii’ors to the oliarge of these two 
circles. Owing to tlus inability of Mr. J’roiidl'oot \o look after the management of the 
Hohiignib circle, the jircjinratiou of the village lists in Unit yiart of the sub-division is likely 
to bo delayed, liiiboo llikriuiiaject Dube, zcmimbir of Ihikulori, near tSoliagrah, has been 
asked to arteept the management of the eirile. His reply has not been rewivod j'ot. Very 
few rilluges have boon allotod to the Sohagr.ah circle; consequently the work, when once 
started, will not take long in eomplotiou.” 

Mr. llattray has been directed to a.i)poinl a special olfieor to tho charge of tho 
Bohagr.di circle if Baboo Bikvamajeet T.)iibc docs not a<;ccpt the management at once, so that 
no delay may take jJace in yircqiariiig the village lists of tliat circle. 

30. Mr. llodgkinsou makes the following report, under this head, with rospnot to the 
llutwah llaj:— 

“ A large quantity of grain li.i.s boon given out in ndvances to ryots, and orders for a 
very mnob larger amount issued. As soon as it was known about Hiitwuh that advances 
were being given, my iK.niae was Ixiscigcd by villagors, who came uninvited ; one 
day at least sonu; T.tKid or ,‘<,iiU0 ryots collected. Tho advances are being made 
village by village. Itiitc.s are fixed for each village to attend ; and each ease is then 
gone into. Giders have been distributed to nearly 200 villages at Hutwah alone ; and 







* Embodied in the abstract dii^iel return. 
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Tho plan of village relieff alluded to by Mr. Battraj been and is being adopted 
elsewhere in other parte of the district, and is no doubt the beet system. 

41. Mr. Hodgkinson writes as under:— 

“ The attendance of the villagers affords on opportunity of making the fullest onquiries, 
village by village, as t8 the persons requiring oharitable relief. The monthly allowance is 
distributed through the putvraree to persons unablj^ to oome for.it from infinnity or caste 
prejudices; and cotton for spinning is given out m the same way. I regret I am unable to 
state tho exact number of persons receiving relief under clause (ef), os no separate list of them 
has been kept. I will endeavour to supply tho information desired in my next fortnightly 
narrative. 

‘‘ Village cirtles have been roughly sketched out in Bhorey, Marur, and Dhobowl; and 
I intend to visit this portion of tho estate at once, 'and definitely moke the necessary arrange* 
incuts to put them in working order, os well os to organize a system for the payment of tho 
relief laborers in grain. 

“ Owing to the extremely small size of the villages in this part of tlie district, one 
Village Superintendent can easily look after 20 or 25, if not more. The niunber at present 
receiving charitable relief is sliown in the annexed table:—

I HAVE the honor to suhmit the fortnightly nanatiTe of scarcity and relief for the 
fortnight ending the 8dth May 1874. * 

A.— State or tee Oountkv. ‘ 

During the post week (23rd—3Jth) there has been, I am very glad to be able to report, 
a most opportune fall of rain, which was more or less general throughout the district. It has 
been of immense value, enabling the cultivators to prepare their lands and sow paddy, 
marowa, sathi, and maize. This rain has also saved tM grass which was being rapidly 
burnt up, compelling cattle-owners to feed their animals, on the leaves of ti^. The 
country, which Wore the rain hod assumed a brown and bumt-up appearance, is now 
becoming green again. 

In me Motihareo Sub-division (No. 1), owing to the quantities of Government rice 
thrown into the market, the state of the bazars seems more favorable than it was a month 
agd ; wheat and maize, wliich had disappeared os articles of food, ore now being offered but 
find no purchasers. Even the Qovernment stores of these grains ore refused, Oldham 
says, though offered at one seer less than the current bazar rate. Bice is sought with 
general eagerness, and has now been issued in quantities sufiloient to make it very fairly 
abundant. Private im]>ortations have not yet reached os far as Segowlie. 

Regarding groin in stock, Mr. Oldham states “ that there are few, even of the persons 
laboring on the works, who have not somo little store of ‘ ashar’ or barley. The zemindars, 
largo farmers, and mohajuns, and most of the well-to-do cultivators, still hold stores; there is 
not the slightest reason to apprehend a deficiency of seed-rice of which there ore large stores 
in many places. It is thought that the supplies of maize seed are shorter, but nothing 
like general anxiety on the point is expressed. The mahajiin’s stores are still tightly held 
up, as they acknowledge, till rain gives them a ohoneo of opening them safely and profitably.” 
It had rained in a partial manner all the past week, beginning on the 23rd. The shower, 
however, hod been veiy partial, and Mr, Oldham states that there is still a largo tract of 
the rice-growiiig country north of the Sikrnwah which has hod no rain to speak of. llo 
says. “Generally, however, sowing-rain has fallen and douo much gfood. The millets 
(oheeua and kodo) are now lining largely resown in areas not ready for rice or maize. 
Bice has already been sown in considerable quantities, and there has been enough rain 
in a few places to give a good hope of its germinating.” 

On the Nepal border very heavy rain hod fallen. 

It is the tract immediately south of it that has not had enough. As to the condition of 
the people, Mr. Oldham says: “The condition ofthejxwple continues so for satisfactory, 
that is, all in w'ont are provided for. The number of recipients of charitable relief is decreasing. 
The inspoctoia report that on each successive tour they find fewer and fewer ticket-holders, 
and that former recipients have recovered sufficiently to join the works. The poor-house 
inmates are now only 06.” No oases of bad distress had been found amongst people of the 
respectable clitsses, tliough diligent enquiries hod been mode. Coses of emaciation on the 
works are still fewer than tliey were, and the work-people ore generally thriving. The 
poorer cultivators are still the class that is feeling the scarcity most. Tlie present position of 
the people is thus descrilied by Mr. Oldham : “ A portion of the population has benefited 
decidedly and directly by the scarcity. This comprises not only those whose services have 
had to bo sought for in connection with it, but the bunniahs and holders of grain into whose 
hands tltc large sums spent on works ultimately come with this portion subtracted, the rest 
of the population are all feeling tho scarcity from the well-to-do cultivator, whom it compels 
to tho utmost frugality, descending through the poorer cultivators, who ore so reduced and 
pinched that the cfiects of the scarcity have told perceptibly on their persons, down to 
the pure laborers, full half of whom are working for bare life on the relief works, and who 
would die by thousands were those works closed for a week; many of these people have had 
to subsist in years of plenty on one meal a day, and in this exceptionally neuthy season, 
find no difficulty in thriving on it now. Food is their only object, and till rice became 
procurable in the bazars at its present rate, all but the old amongst them used to^rumble 
loudly at tho Sunday dole of pice instead of grain, saying that they hod done so long without 
salt and condiments that they did not want them then.” 

No further cases of misery and starvation have come to light, but the whole sub¬ 
division, Mr. Oldham says, “causes incessant anxiety and nee^ constant watchfulness. 
The needs of the northern portion, which I have always regarded as the worst off, and in 
which most works have been maintained and the greatest attention concentrated, have now 
been I believe fully gauged, and its condition is improving. In the south Shikranah tract, 
on the contrary, in which the “ rubbee” crops were fair, and which had not had so much 
attention paid to it, there has been almost a r^ upon the works within the fortnight, and this 
has been the more unexpected, as there was heavier rain here than in parts of the north section, 
where the laborers are beginning to leave the works in large numbem.” 

This account of the oonmtion of the people is on the whole satisfactory. Now that 
rain has fallen, and there is every prospect of a continual of moisture, the mahgjuns will 
doubtless commence making advuoes to the ryots. 
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In ihe Uliaka sub-division (No. 3) Mr. Kilby reports that there is no change to chronicle. 
The bazars continued to be supplied from Bevelguugo, Sahibgunge, and Chopra, and as 
far as he has ascertained, the trade is even more brisk than it was during t^p previous fort¬ 
night. This Mr. Kilby attributes to the fact of luany more carts being now available, as 
the Government importations have ceased. The Titurca and Mecr{)ure circles, which had 
hitherto been considered the best off, have showed signs of distress; and more relief works 
have in consequence, been started and the dithoulty met. 

The fact shows, however, ns Mr. Kilby says, liow dependent iho people aro on tlie relief 
works, and that constant vigilance is necessary. The Government riite has been given to 
the laborers at tbo rate of 12 seers per rupee, but tho public at 10 to llj. Arrangements 
are being made to distribute mixed grain in lieu of rico to the laborers every third day, 
as it is found to bo deteriorating. 8mall-pox has decreased in this sub-division, and now 
thot rain has fallen, will probably disappear. Tho health of the pcojile is on the whole remark¬ 
ably good. Tho rain had been pretty general; about 1 inch bad fallen 

In tho Govindgunge sub-division (No. 3) Mr. Woekes rejiurts that rico still continues 
very scarce, and that in most villages the ryots have now consumed, it is boliovod, the 
whole of the mbbee crop. Some of tho ticcadars aro said to have stores of groin, 
though much smaller than usual; this they aro holding book to pay their laborers for work 
done in the rains. Tiiore had been two heavy sbowore of rain which had fallen over the 
greater port of tlio sub-division. It was greatly wanted; “ not only had tho millet and 
indigo boon scorched up over an enormous extent of country but sbrubs, bushes, mango and 
even jack-fruit were withering.” The condition of tho people, Mr. Woekes says, “ has visibly 
oiiangod for the worse, they begin to crowd on the relief works, and village works have been 
opened in oonsoquonce in the worse trsicts, and advances of grain made to the cultivators (itt 
seers per man) pending larger advances ” A brisk trade, however, is going on in maize and 
gram. In a few places, such as Kessariah and ouo or two other largo marts, grain is stored, 
and this is now finding its way into tho markets. Fears ore entertained as to the supply of 
maize-seed, and sned-rioo is much wanted. 

From the Bettuih sub-division Mr Samuells reports tliat good accounts have come in 
from all tlie circles; there Inal boon two falls of rain, and it W'as raining when he wrote (lilst). 
Ho says: “ Tho first fall of rain did not reach liottiah town, and passed over Lowria without 
results. At Lowria, however, and at Dokraha Lulsoriah, and all down the banks of tho 
river, the fall ranged from 1 to'2 inches. Its effects were pereeptiblo at once in tho dimi¬ 
nution of the number of kodolce-wallabs on the roads. The fields are being rapidly 
prepared, and I have heard no oumplaiuts of difficulty in procuring labor, nor have I reason 
to believe that there is any general scarcity of seed-grain. Isolated cases there no doubt art!, 
and it is with regard to these that 1 should like authority to buy on behalf of the 
ohoritablo committee, say lUO mauuds for distribution through circle officers to the 
•very poorest classes. Wo arc not authorised to buy seed-grain, and the people who 
have no seed-grain to exchange for food-grain are the very people I wish to assist; to give 
them money would not mend matters, as they might in some places have a difficulty in buying.” 

To meet ificse cases Mr. Sumuells has purchased iOO mauuds from Mr. Gibbon for 
immediate distribution, and charged the same to the charitable fund. 

The bazars ore, Mr. Kamuells reports, well supplied through the local trade. The 
bunnioh's storos of rico uro foiling, Mr. Snmuolls thinks, but other grains aro plentiful. 

The general health is reported to bo excellent, aud the condition of the laborers on 
tho relief works could not be better. 

From tho Ilamnuggur sub-division (No. 5) Mr. Howe reports as -follows: “ Therg has 
been rain during tho past week, heavy in fJie north north-west and central part of the sub¬ 
division and comparatively light in tho oast. A severe stoi-rn is also commencing as I write; 
ploughing has every where eommeucod.” No change in tbo condition of tho people is reported, 
but there had been a steady iucruaso in tho number resorting to tho relief works, the daily 
attendance being now 31,880. 'flio rain had not ns yet drawn many from the work.s, but 
when onoo tho rains fiiitly sot in, a largo decrease may be expected, ns must of tho laborers who 
aro cultivatora also will return to their fields.

In the Moteeharee Sub-division, the works on the frontier road have been closed in order 
to leave a reserve for tho rains, and the laborers have been divciiod into two large t.anks in tho 
noighbfmrhood, which will give lull employment till the end of Juno. In the south of the 
sub-division, two now reserve works have been opened, and work lias also been supplied by 
the I’ublio Works Department on tho Idoti'chart'O to llettiah road, and on two tanks by its 
side. It was hojied that the high level canal would have fiu'iiished work by thi.s time in tliis 
eub-division, but it would seem that there is little prospect of the work Iwing started for 
some time. 

tSIs is much to bo regretted, as although siiffiDiont work eau bo foimd, it must ncceasarily 
bo of a loss productive character than is expoeted from the canals, and is certainly not so woU 
supervised. I have oddresseil tho Engineer on tl'e subject, and ho])e that the work may bo 
commenced soon. Mr. Ilnndcock, tho Mxocntive Engiuoor of East Uhumparuu, is gradually 
absorbing all Mr. Oldham’s road-work under his suporvision, and by the end of tho month, 
will have assumed chargo of all tho roads except tliroo. 

The system of grain payments described in tho last narrative, has been introduced on all 
the works in this sub-division. The only change mado is that, instoiid of ilie HrF.t-r)la.?s which 
receives 18 chittacks per head, cont.'^Iuinr all male adults, only those who bring their tools 
are assigned to it. All other adults, mole or femalo, are inoluded in the sccond-cluss, and get 
12 chittacks each. The third as before.

In Bub-^ision No. 2 (UhaU) the numbers on the works are increasing, os also where 
wmentB are mode on all works in grain. Nos. 1 and 2 of the three alternatWes (Oiroular 
No. 2853-S.li^ dated 4tli May) were tried, and the latter proved the best system as it in¬ 
volved, it was found, less peoulation; no difficulty was experienced in getting bunniahs to 
sell on all tho works. ' 

In tho Gobindgunge sub-division, tho food supplied is aU Government groin. Tho con¬ 
dition of the laborers is said to bo‘fairly good.’ Payments are made with measures made 
of bamboo. The rate is generally as bellow—

In the Bettiah sub-division, the system desoribed in the last narrative of supervision 
through local agency has been largely extended, and Mr. Samutdls says with considorahlo 
bouetit. He is entiBed to much credit for working it out; all payments are made in grain. 
Mr. Snmuells speaks very highly of tho way he has bceu assisted by Mr .lamos tho Assistant 
Engineer in introducing groin jiayments. He says: “ I cannot sjieak too highly of tho un¬ 
tiring energy of Mr. James, to wltose efforts it is solely due that payments in groin have 
been started on all roads under his department in a marvellously short time. I have much 
pleasure in stating that at this monienl all laborers on every road, tank, or village road in this 
sub-division are paid in grain.” U itherto diveit paymonis iu grain were not universal, only 
because tbo jiennission to ado])t the altcrnai.ivo of eutortaiug salaried buunialis and local subsi¬ 
dised traders on tbo works, bad bceu taken advantage of. It willtlmsbo seen that tho Govern¬ 
ment orders on tliis suhjeet were not iiiieiitionally overlooked, hut on the contrary wero 
carried out to tho letter. I notice this, hcc.anso from the tenor of some telegrams lately 
received, it would seem that Ilis Honor the 1 .ieiitenaiit-Governor was under tho impression 
that his orders had not been carried out in this district, tmd more cspceitdly iu the Bettiah 
Buh-division. I trust this explanation, and that submitted by Mr. Samuclls, will satisfy 
His Honor that this has not been llio case. 

Prom Ramniiggur Mr. Howe reports on this bead ns follows:— 

“Payments in kind have boon introduced oil almost all works, and to n great extent 
task labor also. The first alternative ((Jii-eular No. 2^.031, has for somo time been in force 
in this sub-division, hut on ilio whole it docs not work satisfactorily; so great is the demand 
for Government rice that tlio huiinlahs ai'o often tempted to sell heforo they come to the 
head of tho work, and therefore it was only with fbe utmost dtlliculty, and by constant 
personal supervision, that our laborers could obtain supplies near the work. Tho setiond 
course is I think more complete, as payments ciui ho very rapidly made, and as peoulation 
under that system is almost impossihl". I am thornforo taking steps to introduce it, and have 
20,000 sine tokens made, .as jinper tiekels are often lost or destroyed. Meantime, in order to 
give immediate effect to the (Jovernment orders, I adopted tho tliird plan named in para¬ 
graph 3 of tho eircular (jiioted, and this has proved very successful. IViynieuls in kind have 
boon made up to 1,047 maunds during tho fortnight. In some few places the ticket system 
has been inti-oduccd. This system is now iu force at Il.aniatar, Bugha, Kampur, and on ail 
tho works under the Public Works Department near liamuuggur. I regret that Colonel 
Bouldorsou reports that there aro diflleuUii s in tho east, and that the peojde do not readily 
take to the ohango, hut every effort is being made by Colonel Bouldcrsoii, and I trust that 
very soon the sy.stem which has suceecdod iu every other pai't of the suh-division, will lie 
found applicable to tho east also.” 

The condition of tho laborers, Mr. Howe says, ooutiuuos good. 


C.—TaA^si'oiiT OF Gk.\tn. 

Tho Government cousignmenfs have been finally closed. Private importations into tho 
Dhaka suh-diHsion continue to go on briskly, hut some of tho mahajuns, Mr. Kilby says, 
seem now to hositato to import, they say their profits are so small, and that as sucl largo 
(juantities of Covernmeiii, grain aro being exjiondcd, tlie demand is not so great os it was .a 
short lime ago. The haxars aro well supplied with all kinds of grain, and prices liave 
fallen. 


■ I).— Stokage of Giiain. 

All the suh-divisions except Dhaka and Gohiudgnuge liave their full allotments. 

These two suh-divisions ai'o short, iu eouHeiiucnco of a discrepancy having occurred iu 
tho oocouute of despatehus and receipts of Government grain. This has been reported 
separately. 
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Sales to tile public are gfoin" on briskly in the Motiharoo, Bettioh, and Itamnuggur 
Sub-divisions. In the Qobindguugo and Ilhaka Sub-divisions, private importations are 
taking place; sales of Govornineut grain are therefore mere limited. Mr. Oldham reports 
that he lias removed all restrictions on sales, but only by the most peremptory iujutictions, 
tbe native olhoials having the greatest objection to the sales, on the ground ‘‘ that the stores 
which might serve for another year of famine are being expended.” This accounts for the 
soles at Norkatya and Segowlio, both of which golahs are under Mr. Oldham’s immediate 
supervision, being the largest. 

Mr.' Oldham explains that his statement of consumption of grain up to date exceeds 
considerably the grand total of his lost statement, and of the weekly returns foiwarded to 
Government, all of which, owing to non-receipt of returns, changes of establishment, and 
other causes, were more or less erroneous. The statement now submitted shows the expendi¬ 
ture up to date correctly. Sales of (jovernment grain at tho two frontier golahs of Adaporo 
and Kutkenwa, which in my last narrative 1 reported had been defen-ed, have now, under 
the orders recently received been opened out, and a consignment of ;{,00() maunds have been 
moved up from the reserve golah at llamgurwa to replenish tho supply at Adaporo. In tho 
Itamnuggur distriot the roallotmcnt of grain directed by tho Commissioner has boon carried 
out, and storage room for 25,000 maunds of seed-grain is very nearly ready. This will bo 
apportioned in tho following manner;—

Sales to tho public, Mr. Howe reports, have done much good and are rapidly increasing.

In tho Motiharee sub-division, the only advancers now being nindo by the relief officer 
are made ill gniiu, and for tho support of poor cullivaloi-s ilui-iiig (he ficascui which has now 
eoniuiencod. 8o far, tho amount advanced has only boon 2,5 !<• niaiiiid.s to zemindars on Ihoir 
personal seemily for distribution among their ryots; but tho following arraugemouts have 
been made to ex tend this description of relief. 


The sub-division lias been ajiportionod as follows :— , 

Ixt .—Villagers lield by the Hcdiuli Uuj, farined or direct. 

2ai/—Villages similarly liold by Habu Durga i’er-^ad, zemindar of .Modbubnn. 

—Villages held by (be zemindars of I hcjojuitpore, in tlio south of tlio division. 
Alli —By tlio Motiliaree, Tirkalia and llamgurwa indigo eoneerns. 
bth —A v(>vy few ineonsiderablo freebolds, sejuft'ately settled, and resumed villages, 
not 5 j)or cent, of the whole. 


Mr. OUlbam ri)porl8 with regtu'd (o this distribiilion as lollows;— 

“ As regaixls the Beltiah villiiges, wbelher bold direct or in farm, Mr. (iibbon has 
given me power to advanoe up to maunds of grain for wbicb the Maharaja 

will be .seuui'ity. Mr (iihhon, with whom I am aKogelher in .aeeord, wishes only the 
poorest eiiltivalors to be advanced to, and those who have projierty available, to bo 
loft to help tliemselv(‘8. Tin’s they bavo made no signs of doing yel.. The men who are 
most ehimoiirous for iidMuieos, arc those who tender bamboos and trees in seciirity, while 
they utterly decline to sell them ; never bavo these materials been so dear, and tho diffioulty 
in getting them has been invariably (be cause of delay in juepariug storage room. Cows 
and calves, tliougli pleutil’ul euougli, aro most ditlieiilt to proe.nre, and a money-lender who 
had over women’s ornainonls in pledge to him best yc.ar, lias not reiroived one-foiirtb of 

that number this year. I am now iidvaueiiig in tlio Bettiab luj by moans of tlie village 
panebayats already organised (reported in the fortnightly naiTativo for (he fortnight ending 
the 18tli April), aud my relief inspeetors; and at tho same tiino in villages belonging to 
petty proprietors by tho same ageney, and on tho projuietors’ seeiirity, tliongh hitherto tliis 
has been ditllcnlt to get. Tho amounts advaneofl are to he made over in gross to tlio 
pauehayat members, who will give reeeipts for tliem, and underliikn their distributiou. I 
Lavo not yet received any returns, but fiperations on this system have already begun.” 

Tho other two largo native zemindai’s aro not residmits of the suh-divisioii, and have not 
respondo,d fully to Mr. Oldham’s call. Baboo l.liirga i’ersad has liowi ver done a gi-eat deal 
for the relief of his ryots in an in-ogular and epasrnodie way. lie lias given largo iidvauees. 

Tho three indigo concerns have already given large advances. 'I'he Motihai'oe conoorii has 
now taken 1,5(10 maunds more for distribution to tho ryots, ;i.iid Jtuingurwa 1,000, with an 
intimation that more wall be wanted. Over Hs. 17,000 worth of grain lias been expended in 
advances by tlio Tirkolia concern, and the manager lias roeomnicuded the proprietors to opply 
for a further advance from Government for this purjiose. jMr. Oldham is making urraiigo* 
meuts wjth the sub-deputy Opium Agent to disti’ibiite 10,000 maunds through Uio Opium 
agency, aud this is also about to bo done in the sub-divisions of Bliaka aud Oobiudguugo ; 
large advances will be made in this way during the ensuing Ibrtniglit. 

The advances will bo made on the joint security of tho res]ieetablo men and officials of 
each village, wlio will bo rospousible for tlie return of the amount which they will give to 
the })ooro8t cultivators. 

As tlie Opium Bepaitmont have agents in almost oveiy village, this plan will be very 
effective and easily worked. 

Ill the Bettiah sub-division, although tho returns sliow no grain advanced to ryots, yet 
this class has received large advances in money and grain both from native aud European 
land-ownors. The European residents have received upwards of Ks. 25,9(10 from Govern- 
meut for this purpose in this sub-division alone, the greater part wliich has all been 
distributed. The bctlLah raj has distributed grain in oue way and auotlier to the value 
of lls. 2,09,090. These advances have been all made on good security, every rosjjcclablc ry'ot 
it may be asserted, has received an advance. 

“There remains” (to quote Mr. Samuells) “ those wlio ore not respectable, or wlioso 
holdings are not sufficiently substantial to admit of loans luing made tbercoii. To expect a 
landlord to advance f.o a will-o-the-wisp is scarcely fair. T’liis slmuld bo done by tlio 
committee, and charged to charitable relief; these men are for the mi.'St part now at work ou 
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the roads’V-“ thej oomo under olaas 4 Oironlar No. 48T.F., and the amount adranoed to them 
should be' looked on as a dharitable advance under heading d of the committee’s rules.” 
The loss maj be estimated, Mr. Samuells says, at 20 per cent. He oonsidera that during the 
rains the system of charitable relief should be largely extended and stron^heued by 
advances, niaSo merely on a promise to repay, and made without formality. He promises 
to take this up at once, %nd would have done so before, but his time and attention has been 
so entirely taken up by payments in grain. 

From Ramnuggur Mr. Howe reports as follows under this head 

“ The benefit derived by the people from advances is now becoming very appparent. 
1 have during the last fortnight visited the north and north-west, and have made very 
careful enquiries. In tuppehs Bajpur and Sohurgh, Mr. Gibbons’ arrangements are excellent, 
and have done much good. Mr. Gibbon has made large advances, not os tuooavee but 
as payments for wood, cut and brought from the jungles by the villagers. This has enabled a 
large number to obtain a livelihood, and when the real strain came, when prices reached 
famine rates, and severe distress began to sliow itself, ilie remedy was comparatively easy. 
The opening of sales, and enlarging of our works afforded sufficient relief, for the main 
body of the people had sufficient to fall back upon. Thoro oro 10 villages in this tuppeh, 
where orwing to irrigation, a good crop was obtained last year, and in which no relief was 
given or required. The remainder (00 in number) lost almost their entire crop. The tuppeh 
may safely, however, bo left to itself, as Mr. Gibbous’ arrangements, and our relief works 
appear amply sufilcieut. 

“ The people show loss auxioty than elsewhere to receive advanu<.^s, and whore the 
semindor’s provision is sufficient, Government action is not called for. Sales to the general 
public have restored confidence; our works have supported, and will support for some time, 
a largo number, and Mr. Gibbon is prepared to make advances as loans should this be 
required. Loyond, therefore, continuing our works, and keeping a careful watch, nothing 
further need he done in this tuppeh. 

“ Coming next to the Tharoo tuppehs of Camparun and Dane, the advances made 
under tho Raja of Ramnuggur’s seourity, have amply provided for fhe former which 
Bufiered very much; 1,100 maunds of grain have however been distributed among tho 
assomees, and from local enquiries I find tho condition of the people of this tuppeh much 
improved. I think they will now without difficulty manage to tide over tho present season. 
In tuppeh Dane, advances have boon fewer, as there was a better ei op owing to irrigation. 
I have not visited tho Raja’s khas tuppehs in this circle i.o., Jamoulce and Changaee, 
during this fortnight, but finm reports received from the Tehsildars, the largo advances made 
hove considerably improved the condition of the people. In Uamgir also, largo advances 
have been made by Colonel Bouldorson under the Raja’s security, and I now feel no auxioty 
for any of these tuppehs. llcforc tho rains fully sot in all advances will be completed. It 
will then bo a question whether special advances will have to bo made for those ryots who 
now labor on our works, but 1 think that our previous advances will benefit a large number 
of this latter class, and tluit therefore advances to those who now live by labor, will be 
comparatively small. 

“ Enquiries on these points arc being made. In tuppeh Batsarah, largo advances have 
been made. Mr. Eiddian (tho circle officer who has joined during the fortnight), is now 
engaged in completing cortaiii enquiries, after which advanoos for this tuppeh will also be 
closed. 

“The only part of tho sub-division where the question of advances remains a little 
unsatisfactory, is in tho south east, i.e., in tuppehs Deorar, Chanki, Gopala Busta, Bulthur, 
and Sathi. 

“ In these the procedure under Circular No. 48TF, has been adopted, and considerable 
advances have boon made. Tliese tuppohs have suifered very much, the etitire crop almost 
having been destroyed. Mr. Gibbon uos made some advances which proved very timely, 
and helped tho people at a most critical period. But they wore insufficient, and now 
Mr. Gibbon is only prepantd to advance to those ly’ots, who come under clause 4 Circular 
48TP. Under these circumstances we arc noting under the Circidor, and making advances 
to the other classes of ryots. I tnist these advances will soon bo complete<l, and that I shaR 
in my next report, be able to record that these important tuppehs have alw been fully pro¬ 
vided for. 

It will be seen from this review, that the oohdition of the cultivating classes has greatly 
improved, owing to the rapid progress made in tuocaveo advances, and that tho only tuftpehs 
where they have not yet been fully completed, are those in the south-east of the sub-division. 

F.— Chabitabi.e Ekijef. 

Mr. Oldham reports that Circidor No. 321G—S.R., of Ifith May only reached him the day 
before the despatch of his report; he is unable therefore to give the accounts thereby required. 
All the accounts under this head are being kept distinct and separate, and there ^1 be 
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eTentudlj no difSoulty in ooUeoting them from the diffoient dishuning eounes. Ift. Oldham’s 
system is as follows:— 

“The whole area of the sub-division is eoyered by ten relief oentres <Jf which two are 
entirely voluntary, six assisted by paid agents on small salaries as inspectors and dorks, 
md the remaining two supervised bjr Government officers, being in fact all the villages not 
included under tho voluntary supervision portioned oif into two ^ups. lie two entirely 
voluntary bodies ale the Motihareo towu committee, and the Kurmawa committee whieh 
provide for a group of fine villages looked after by their own semindars. The* former 
works on a throughly effidout systnm, maintaining a hospital, a poor-house, and the 
homo relief suggest^ by tho Central Committee. The Kurmana Committee consists nearly 
of the louol semindars who have undertaken, and are actually seeing that none of the inhabi¬ 
tants in the villages under them suffer from want. In the other eight circles relief is 
administered in a uniform system. Tho village officers aro charged with tho duty of report¬ 
ing all cases of distress, and their action is supervised by the paid uffieers, as well u at 
irregular and longer intervals by the committee members and myself. In the cases of 
pople who, from infirmity or other social position cannot move from their homes grain 
IB sent to their doors, while others aro rolieved by monthly tickets at tho centre itself. ’ * 

In the Dhaka sub-division, Mr. Kilby reports that the inspectors and sub-inspeotors 
have settled down to their work, and begun to know what is wanted of them. Application 
for cotton to spin contiuncs to bo mode, and cotton has been procured from Bevelgungo. 

Mr. Weekos reports under this bond, that tho distribution of relief continues to go on 
smoothly. Bs. <9,322-12 have been expended in cotton relief but difficulty is exficrieuoed in 
getting sufficient cotton. Mr Weekes has had to send long distances to other distriots for it ‘ 

From Bamnuggur, Mr. Howe reports that the system of charitable relief described in 
former narrativo continues in force, and no change has been found uecossary. 

Pauperism is I am glad to say not on tho increase. The number receiving gratuitous 
relief still amounts to about 2 , 000 . Kvoiy effort is mado to provide for cases under heading 
d, and to carryout tho views expressed in circular No. 3153—8.B paragraph 3. A good doid 
has been done, and the operations arc being extended. 

The information called for in Circular No. 3210—S.B. of the 10th May has not been 
supplied by tho relief officers, tlio circular having reached them too lato to enable thorn to 
include the figures in their rotums. They have been requested to furnish it as soon us 
possible.

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I have brought 500 maunds from Burheya station (that neighhonrhood hating been 
saved by a plentiful rubbee crop) to Buiriarpore, for transmission to Khurruokpore, for the 
use of ue relief •centre there, and another 600 maunds to be substituted for o^ payment at 
the Khagarria works; and in this way all the grain in the golahs situated in places I now 
winmtlBr safe w^ be brought by degrees to the two fod of distress. 

E.—Advances to PRiyATK Parties* 

In the Bukhtiaipore circle Bs. 3,850 in cash had been advanced to 13 zemindars and 
jagirdors before the orders about grain advances wore received, and since then 258 maunds 
of grain have been advanced to 17 zemindars, and 200 maunds to 119 ryots. 

In Begoo Serai the zemindars ore holding bock from taking advances, but the ryots are 
only too glad of them. Mr. Wilkins is working this well, and I hope before the posting 
of this report to have some figures to submit showing how he has progressed. Mr. Currie is, 
I know, making these advances in large numbers every day, and I hope also to receive his 
figures befdre closing this report. 

In the sudder station 1 have advanced 600 maunds to six landowners. 

r.—C aritable IIemkf. 

Mr. Mansnn has, during this fortnight, closed the Chupraun poor-house, and drafted off 
the deserting objects to their homes, supplying them with village-relief tickets. 

The relief centres in Begoo Serai are working well. There is a large increase in the 
numbers relieved at Begoo Serai itself, which the Sub-Assistant Surgeon in charge of the centre 
reports to ho caused by the pressure begmning to be felt by the lower classes of the town and 
neighbourhood, and also by on influx of distressed Tirhootoes. These latter must be fed up 
and sent back to their homes os soon as practicable.

3,850 in cash had been advanced to 13 semindais and 
jagirdors before the orders about grain advanoes were received, and since then 258 maunds 
of grain have been advanced to 17 zemindars, and 200 maunds to 119 ryots. 

In Begoo Send the zemindars are holding back from taking advanoes, but the ryots are 
only too glad of tliem. Mr. Wilkins is working this well, and I hope before the posting 
of report to have some figures to .submit showing how ho has progressed. Mr. Cume is, 
I know, making these advances in large numbers every day, and I hope also to recdve his 
figures befdre dosing this re])ort. 

In the Budder station I have advanced 000 maunds to six landowners. 

F.— CARITABt.R KkMKV. 

Mr. Manson has, during this fortnight, closed the Ohupmim poor-house, and drafted off 
the deserving objects to their homes, supplying them with viUago-ielief tickets. 

The relief centres in Begoo Serai arc working well. There is a large increase in the 
numbers relieved at Begoo Send itself, which the Sub-Assistant Surgeon in charge of the centre 
reports to be caused by the pressure beginning to be felt by the lower dosses of the town and 
nmghbourhood, and also by on infiux of distressed Tirhootees. These latter must be fed up

I iiAVK the honor tp anhmit this the fourteenth Fortnightly Narrative of the Bhagnlpore 
District. The Collector himself is away at Soopool and has directed me. to write the Narra* 
tive in his absence. 


A.— State or the Coontey. 

2. At head-quarters and over a larze tract of country, on the 25th May, we had a 
rainfall of 1'48, and during the past week 58. Soopool and Narridiggur had falls of '88 and 
*60, respectivoly, on the 28rd and thereabouts ; there was also a heavy rain at Bhnttaneah, 
but Soopool had no rain five miles to the west. A good shower fell also at Birpoor and 
Bhecmnuggur in the north. Throughout the fortnight rain has fallen all over the Soopool 
Sub-division, and Mr. Smith writes that “ there has been quite enough for all current 
agricultural operations.’' 

3. The Banka Deputy Collector writes very favorably of his sub-division. They still 
want rain, but in the north and west it has fallen plentifully and the rynts are hard at work. 
With the exception of a few cases of cholera at Kutooria the health is good. There is no 
charitable relief worth .speaking of. 

4. Mr. Martin from Muddehpoora reports the condition of the people good. Prices 
remain stationary. They have had slight rain, and ploughing has commenced. The 
“ Moong ” (dall) will soon be ready, and the low land paddy is promising. As the bullocks 
of the country are wanted for ploughing, the carriage of grain is very difficult. In Mud- 
dchpoora itself all the allotment is stored, vi^., 1,68,000 mannds; of this up to the present, 
9,534 maunds only have been sold or disposed of. 

5. The people, he says, arc now beginning to require advanoes in order that they may 
be able to go on with their cultivation. The Group SuperintetulentB are making the neces¬ 
sary inquiries. The present works seem sufficient to keep off all distress. 

6. The Soopool Sub-divisioual Officer reports the condition of the people to be good, 
having much improved. Of prospects he cannot speak decisively. Some think the crisis is 
over, while others ossert the worst is to corac. But in the worse case he believes the prepara¬ 
tions to be ample. There arc no cases of starvation, and the very poor have been sufficiently 
relieved. 


7. Bice is only quoted at nominal prices, but murwa and other grain is plentiful from 
12 to 14^ seers. Whether the people have stocks in hand seems still an open question. 

8. In Simrahi Circle Baboo Bam Shunker Sen reports the bhadoi crops to promise 
well, but the aghaui to be not much sown. The cultivators waut seed, and he has managed 
to purchase lUU maunds. Moong is ripening, and other crops are in a fair condition. 

9. Of the seed-grain for Soopool, 9,0()U maunds had arrived; the people refused to buy 
10 seers the rupee, but Mr. Smith expects a rapid sale at 15 seers as now sanctioned.

B.—Belief Wobks. 

12. 1 annex a statement of relief works under the Public Works Department, and also 
one shewing the works done by the Durbhunga Court of Wards, exclusive of road from 
Durbhunga to Singhessnr, on which about 2,00U people are employed as reported by 
Mr. Smith, but we have no returns. There has been a large falling off in the ndmber of 
laborers employed on the latter works, probably owing to the work being done by contract 
daring the last week or so. The average for the whole fortnight is over 7,000, whereas the 
number on tlie last day was but 4,410. 
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13. With reference to Government Circular No. 144T.F., dated 5th May, I give a Hat

14. Ill almost all the works unilor the Department Public Works and the Circle Officers 
the piece work system is now in force. In some of them the laborers arc paid entirely in 
grain, and others partly in grain and partly in cash, and ou others again (I suppose a lew) 
wholly in cash. 


C.—Tkansport op Graiv. 

15. Of the Blmgulporc station (which is the only important one in the district) the 
imports of the last fortnight are loj.'iTS maunds, and the c.vports 11,957. Nearly all the 
exports were wheat and oats for Howrah, and tlic imports, e.\eept about 2,000 maunds of 
rice from Bengal, were wheat and grain from up-country. 

16. Nearly the wlndo of the grain for this di.strict has been transported. Mr. Hen- 
nessy has engaged all our carts he can get to carry seed-grain up to Tirhoot, but this has 
become a dillioult task as all the cattle arc wanted for ploughing, 

D. —Storaoe op Government Grain. 

17. The annexed statement will shew that nearly all our grain is stored—seven lakhs out 
of 7,33,000 of our allotment. We have only about 20,000 mauuds more to storo which I 
expect has been already done. 

18. In Soopool 18,000 maunds arc being removed into group villages and will be under 
Group Superintendent. 

19. Tn the Soopool Sub-division 1,00,447 mauuds have been disposed of up to the 
23rd May, 82,180 being sold to the public and laborers. 

E. —Adva.s'Ces to Private Parti ks. 

20. No advances have been made to private parties. Ks. 500 have been sanctioned for 
helping ryots and ordered to be paid in gram. 

R—CiiAiUTAiii.u Remep. 

21. Of the 23 centres opened in Soopool, 16 have been closed, and the few pfcrsons 
attending therein have been put on house-to-huusc relief. lu the remaining 7 centres, 456 
people are in receipt of cooked fond. Of the circles for which figures are given, 1,287 jicrsous 
are on tho honse-lo-house register of the Bongong (’irele; ou that of Ekar Circle, 5,194 
persons, to whom 1,208 maunds are issued monthly; aud 3,513 on that of Soopool, who 
receive 1,017 maunds monthly. Weaving and spinning relief very popular, but no figures 
are given. 

22. Baboo Ham Shunkcr Sen reports that the relief houses are shunned, pcojilc think¬ 
ing there is a design on their caste, but the " Sirkor ’’ is in great favor, as it is believed that 
money may be had on the mere asking. 
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23. The average number relieved daily at.6 centres in the Simrahi Circles with cooked 
and uncooked food is 404. Tiie number relieved under the bouse-to-house-ticket system is 
324. that by Cotton spiniug 921. and by weaving 34. 

s 

24. In Muddebpoora spinning and weaving relief is in full ojieration; large numliers 
of persons avail thcniselrcs of this kind of industry. About 700 people have been helped by 
bonse-to-housc relief. 

25. We arc still unable to give all the accounts prescribed in Government letter 
No. 8216—S.R.. dated the 19tli May last. 

26. The Soopool ones will be prepared immediately under the personal orders of the 

Collector.

27. Muddehpoora was sent .'5,000 out of the 20,000 received from the 
mittee. Their accounts up to the present stand thus : —

30th May 1874. . f »

A. 

I have, during the past ten days, visited myself every relief circle in the district. Every¬ 
where the crops are looking well, ])articularly in the north, where there has been a most 
beneficial fall of rain. In a few villages near Kushba Amour, the hail and >vind has done 
considerable damage to the kauni and the mangoes. In every thana it has been brought. 
to my notice, and I have myself seen, that a much larger area th.an in other years has been 
planted with bhadoi rice. The late niins have enabled people to hoe and weed thpir fields. 
As evidence of the distress in Kiishha Amour, Dengrah, and South Kishengungn, I may 
mention that in some villages complaints were made to me that the ordinary laboring class 
were obliged to go on our works because the owners of fi-lds could jiot aflbrd to pay hired 
laborers, and hod to weed and hue and plough their own fields. 

Sufri.v OF Food in the Bazaes. 

Notwithstanding the large sales of Government grain, there has, in my opinion, been no 
falling oil of private trade. 1 am constantly iiv the town, and at every visit find the traders 
as busy os ever. In my lust niuTative I said that Mr. Rattray had reported that “ private 
importations were rapidly ceasing, making way for tloverument rice.” I added that his 
impressions wero formed from what ho saw in the neighbourhood of his golahs, as I was 
satisfied that private trade could go on side by side with Government sales. I thought then 
that he was wrong in this opinion, and what I have since seen confirms my view of the 
uuostion in that sub-division. 

I have this fortnight seen in Kudbnh as many pack-cattlo as over bringing grain up 
from Sahebguugp, and 1 have seen it sold in the tifits. I was at Dengrah ghAt a few days 
back,'and learnt that about fioO mauuds of rice had been taken by private traders northwards 
across the ferry on that daj’. Since prices havo risen at Kishengungo, complaints have been 
made by residents in I’urncah, that the traders of that sub-division wore buying in Pumeah 
bazar. 

Lieutenant Coles, lelief superintendent of the Rudder, reports that at Mathour hat, 
10 miles from Pumeah, up the Ganges and Uarjoeling road, he found a number of petty 
traders selling rice at 10 seers for the rupee; ho reports the same of other hats. On 
Saturday, ou my way from Kudhah, I mot traders going to and coming from market with 
private grain. In order to prevent any oloshinir with private trade, an arrangement, first 
commenced at Kushha Amour, lias been made to sell at centres ou days other than hAt days, 
is being carried out throughout the district Government grain, however, finds its way to 
nearly every moiket. 


Condition of the People. 

The condition of the people has improved in every circle except in Kishengunge and 
Bahodoorgiingo, whore, up to within the last month, importations from the Moriing and Jul- 
pigoree kept the markets plontil’ully supplied. After the supply I'rom tho north began to faU, 
the people were in great distress, and thero was a rush to get employment upon our works 
and to buy grain from our stores; tli^eople seemed seized with a panic; dnooities and grain- 
robberies were numerous. I visited Kishengunge and Baliadoorgunge myself, and directed 
that the sales from the Government golahs should l)e made by paid mooses at the ditl'ereut 
minor gololis; tho traders in tho bazars wore encouraged to turn their attention to importing 
^m Furneah, and advances, which some of them took, wero ofl'ered to them. 

Baboo Ramolinnd Betya, agent for llae Dlmnput Singh, who has done muoh for his 
ryots in Kudhah, has bought some Govenimont grain in I’limoah, which ho will send to 
Daliadoorgunge for sole to his ryots. Mr. Craven, the sub-divisional ofiicor, has aiTceted a 
largo immhor of dacoits and rioters, many of whom ho has convicted and punished. Captain 
Kuyvott, tho District. Superintendent of Police, has gone up with some extra constables, and 
reports that the country is now quieter, and tliat the robberies Imd all boon coiumittod by hole 
and hearty men, and that in no case did the oifonders appear to bo in want. Kishengunge 
has alway been notorious for the lawless oharaoter of its inhabitants, and a number 
of bad oharaoters have been recently released from jail. 1 have called upon all these 
to furnish security for their good behaviour. 
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Lieutenant Carnoo has arrived to take charge of the sub-division ns relief sub-divisional 
ofiioer; this will leave Mr. Craven time to look after its oriminal administration, and to restore, 
soon I hope, complete order. 

The anneied memorandum shows the inorease in crime. 

B. 

Mr. Cordner’s return is attached; it shows a doil^ average of 17,404 laborers, being 
1,406 less than were reported lost fortnight. 

The decrease is principally on the lower Eoosi road No. 1, where the laborers have gone 
off to their fields. 

On roads Nos. 5, 9, and 10, wliere the old and infirm have, since the last report was sent 
up, been drafted on to the potty jeliel works, and on road No. 7, where u few oases of cholera 
appeared, which caused all the work-people to disperse to their homes, the native doctor 
and relief ofiioer went out and admiiiistcmd relief, rain fell and the disease soon disappeared, 
Und the Uistriot Engineer now reports that tlie numl>er of laborers is again increasing. 

On the big north road the number of laborers has increased from an average of 6,0.')8 
to 8,044 per diem. Except on the north road, to which, under special orders, the system has 
hot yot been extended, all the luboreie are paid in grain A full review ou the working of the 
system, which, so far as I have soon, is very satisfiutory, will be submitted with the next report. 
The number of laborers on the relief olIi(!ers’ works amomits to n daily average of 24,753, 
being an inorease of 11,490 over last fortnight’s number. A copy of return C is annexed. 

In the tlndder circle, the principal work is the Bisheupore bank, which, in the middle of 
the most distressed villages in tliis ]tart of the country', affords work to 1,987 persons daily, 
mostly women and children. lu Kushba Amour, Mr. Gouldsbury has .30 works, affording 
employment to 8,355 persons. I reported in my last narrative that women •were working 
here with the hoe; from the last report, and from what 1 havo seen myself, I find that they 
continue to work satisfactorily and willingly. In consequence of the near approach of the 
rains petty repairs to village roads are being planned, such as can be carried ou in any 
weather. 

In Bahodoorgunge and Kishengungo there has been a great demand for work. 
Mr. Bertelsen has eight roads in hand running all through his circles, besides a few tanks. 
Baboo Itnjanee Nath has more tanks than roads. Work being opened at 30 villages, two most 
useful tanks have been nearly finished by the light labor ticket-holders on the Ganges and 
Baijeoling rood. 

Mr. llattrny has all along had ample work in hand. In Kishengiiiige .sub-division, 6,360, 
and in Arrareah 6,990 persons are employed. On every one of our relief works payments 
are made in grain. I huvo seen them made in the ICisheiigunge and Eusliha Amour cirolos: 
the people are all made to sit dowu according to their villages in gangs, and if their tasks 
have been done they got their daily dole served out. 'I'ho task imposed is in all oases light, 
and it is only the incorrigibly idle who nannot get through it. Eight women do 100 oubio 
feet of earth-work in Kushba Amour; in Kishcnguuge, a little more. 

C. 

In consequonco of the demand for grain for Julpignreo and Kishongungc, transport opera¬ 
tions have boon got in full work again. To supply tlio 50,ooo mauiids to Julpigoreo 

maunds liavo hern sent olf from Bongrah; 10,090 maunds are now m route from Pumeoh ; 
5,000 have been sent from Kalef^agungo, .and an order for (),0li() sent to the Naib of Hoda ou 
Gowaljxikhur which is closo to Ids frontier, and 5,000 maunds are to go ou I'rom Eishengunge, 
which will be rcpleulsbed from Kudbub. 

Ill consoquenoo probably of bad weather, the Muldah boats liavo not been arriving 
very fast latelj'. I Lave heard of two bouts having been lost, hut tlio oouteiits wore in each 
case recovered. We have been working pock-ponies in the Sudder cirela to fill the minor 
golah,s.

Mr. Gouldsbuty has in this been most energetic; be has not only gol his 17 minor 
golahs stoolced, but he has distributed a few maunds to nearly every Tillage in liis circle, 
where it is kept in the custody of the headman. ,

I annex a copy of my district relief return for the moutii, which shows a daily averagu 
of 21,000 persons rclioved, after deducliug those shown as relieved by sale of grain. 

In the Sudder cirele Mr. Coles Las included in the persons relieved by uncooked food 
those who oamo to his centres for relief under the ticket system. 

Mr. Rattray has not yet fully introduced relief hy ticket or hy spinning and weaving, but 
he has been so very liberal in his goiiuml advances, that the necessity for this more special 
kind of relief has not been felt. 

The system of advancing to village communities on their joint bonds has been worked 
duefly in the Sndder, Arrareah, Dengnih, and Knshba Amour circles. In Bulrampore, acting 
on my order that so long os he found the village people ready and able to buy grain he 
should not advance to them, Mr. Meiklejolm has not taken any bonds, but a few have been 
taken hi Kisheugunge and Bahadoorgunge. Last week 1 a-scurtained that in Kusbah Amour 
and Deiigrali, where there had been tlie greatest failure in the croj), the pieople had nearly all 
been supplied with nn advance, with wliichthoy could, without having to consume their seed- 
grain, keep themselves and their field-laborers in tolerable comf‘I't. I also saw that there was 
too great a rush for advances, that many persons applied for them, and in many cases got them, 
who ought not to liave had them; and (hat tlio time of the relief oflieer, who ought to be more 
actively engaged in looking after real relief work, was too much taken up in listening 
to exorbitant demands and in settling disputes among villagers as to win* should bo and who 
should not be cutitlcil to sharo in the village allotineut. 

I also began to fear lest our stock of groin, for whieh there was a daily increasing 
demand for wages on our relief works and for purchase, should fall short; I therefore oixierod 
that no more advauccs should bo given, and that sales in small and limited quantities by 
salaried moodies, soattered in greater numbers over tJie country, sh ulil be inoroased. The 
annexed table show's tlio quantity of grain sold and !i<lvan<!ed during the fortnight nio 
village gTouj>iug has now been in a way tijiished all over the district in 1 lengrah ; and in Kushba 
Amour it has beeu very comjilotely e.irried out. In Kissongunge circle tlie arrangements 
appear good, and will no doubt bo soon placed In working order by Mr. Cnruac, w'ho proceeds 
to-morrow to take charge of the sub-division. In Hahadoorgungo Mr. Beitlosen has arranged 
to havo 17 groups, but has not been able, owing to press of work in such a largo circle, whore 
distroBS has been more severely felt than w’os anticipated, to allot to each by name the })rupoi' 
number of villages, and to instruct tlio Siqieriutondents in their duty. In Arrareah 
Mr. Rattray has arranged all the villages in his sub-division, viz , 746 in 89 groups; these 
groups I have divided into four circles, under the assistant relief oflicers, Gown Chnnder 
Mookerjee, the Sub-Deputy Collootor, and Gour Sahai, whom 1 liave nominated as inspector. 

The groups are in ohorgo of the h' admen of the villages, whose principal business will 
be to attend to the distribution of grain according to tickets given by the relief oflicor's 
assistauta.

If to the number of persons who according to the abstraor. from the daily relief return 
referred to in the first part of this Hcction, which shows a daily average of 21,000 persons in 
receipt of charitable relief, be .iddcd 14,200, tlie number employed on the Department Public 
Works roads, we have a total of 3o,20(). 

The total quantity of grain disposed of by the sale to tho public and advances' during 
the fortnight is 63,707 mauuds. 

It is hard to say how many persons relieved are represented hy this ; Mr. Ilattr-iy estimates 
that the quantity of groin winch he has advanced, vi/,., 30,o36 maunds, will ho divided among 
18,708 households—toJting & persons to a In usehold, tiiis will give relief to 93,840 persnnB. 

The annexed table shows iho working of the native dorters. Dr. Picachy, the Civil 
Medical Officer, is now making a round of tho circles. IIo visited Kudhah with me on Saturday, 
and found everything working well; he is now going up north.

I HATS the honor to submit a narrative for the fortnight ending May 31st. 

I have received reports from Deoghur, Bajmehal, Jamtara, Kuuaahit, Dendua, Benagarhia, 
and Qodda. The lost only came in to-day. I have not heard directly from Saltanabad. 


A.— Statb 0? THB CooKTay. 

Grain has’ absolutely failed nowhere, but it is quite clear that in many places we have 
been barely in time with Government aij} to save failure. 

Sahebgunge is well supplied; plenty of food can be had at a fair price. In Bajmehal the 
price of rice went up to 7 seers. Mr. Stewart brought the price down to 9 seers by importing 
and selling from a Governiyent store. 

Rice is said to be very bard to get down the bank of the Ganges from Rajmehal. The 
reports are from Englishmen who ought to be able to import, at all events for their own 
coolies. Some traders in the Daman have imported from Sahebgunge maize, which they 
previously exported from Bario. It is plain enough that this export of grain was pure waste. 

Mr. Stewart says about BajmehalThe real cause of the derteiency was the inability 
of private traders to import rice with any chance of being able to sdl it at remunerative 
ratra.” This is an obscure sentence, and the matter wants enquiry. 

In Gudda prices are high, and rice is very high, but among five markets quoted by 
Mr. Grant, the following is the line of cheapest food:—

This cannot be called bstd for a distressed district. 

Both in liajmebal and Godda people are said to be looking well. Mr. Stewart does not 
wish to start charitable relief; Mr. Grant has already begun. Mr. Grant believes that as the 
native store of food lessens day by d.ty the people are being pinched more and more, and 
that they are now sufl'ering great distress. I shall give some rea.«ons later on to show that 
the facts reported by Mr. Grant would support a more hopeful lookout than his. 

Mr. Wilmot says food is getting scarcer in Deoghur. He has searched out so-called eases 
of half-starvation with great eare; be has reported them minutely, aud 1 agree with him in 
thinking them all rather favorable signs than otherwise. If nothing worse than the worst 
of them has occurred, the sub-division is well off for the times. 

Prices are rising, and peo])le are becoming very anxious. There, as in the district 
generally, there is an inclination to cry out to the Government to give help. This feeling is 
very infectious; it has come aittoss our border from Manhhootii chiefly. 

In the south of the district prospeuts now are a good deal worse than anywhere else. 
I have already described this tract; it is about eui in equal parts by the Ajay river, and 
one-third of it. lies west, and two-thirds east of the chord-line at Jamtara. As I have already 
said, it has been neglected by everybody. In Oi;tubcr the Jamtara officer was removed 
to settlement work. The police were left there against orders, beotiusc 1 was ofraid to remove 
them suddenly in the face of scarcity difficulties, with no superior officer on the spot. 

The farthest parts of Pabia are more than 50 miles from Duomka by a bird’s-ilight 
across the Ajay, and the more, with no road. 

A fortnight ago Mr. Smith went to Jamtara, giving np all other work to manage relief. 
His report shows a bad state of affairs: people arc thin and wretched, none are said to 
have died of actual want of food, hut the poor people are all very badly off. Mr, Smith 
says—'" the appearance of a great many people who flock to our works is very bad indeed; the 
signs of want of food show plainly on thorn,—men, women, and children are equally emaciated, 
some so mneh so that I have made them over to the native doctor for sick diet. Again, 
one day it was reported by a chowkeedar that two persons were dying; I sent off the native 
doctor at once, and found that two children, aged 10 and 2i, were suffering greatly from want 
of food, hut they had been relieved by the village mnstajir before he arrived." 

Mr. Smith has been giving charitable relief in Jamtara. 

Within the lost fortnight we have an immense accession of strength in officers. 
Mr. Hand bos taken charge of relief operations in Jamtara; sub-deputies are at work in Nala 
and Kundahit, and a caiioongo in Jamjuri; I have also turned the Deputy Inspector of 
Sobools into a relief officer.

'We have lately got a supply of 13,000 manndg of rice to Jamtara,' which has been 
distributed between Jamtara, Kundahit, and Nala.* Useful clearfng of old tanks has been 
started; the poorest people are being relieved gratuitously; while work is given to all who can 
and will work. This part of the district has thus been caught not a moment too soon. There 
is now breathing time tu settle on the next step, which I shall do under orders of the 
Commissioner. * 

Nearly the whole of the past fortnight 1 have been in Doomka. I went to Noni for 
I wo days, and then sent Mr. Birch there. The zemindar of Nagwan has promised to obey 
orders in everything, and has engaged to take Ks. 5,000 advance from the Government to 
help his tenants,—they arc mostly Sontbals, and are averse to dealing with him. Mr. Birch 
reports badly of the ryots' prospects, but neither he nor I saw any signs of present want 
anywhere; they are noisy and clamorous for help, and say if they don’t get it they must eat 
their seed-corn. The eastern part of Hendua belongs to Rajah Nilanund Singh; his naih has 
sent a message that he wishes ail the ryots to be left to him, hut he wants to borrow Rs. 20,000 
irom the Government. 1 am in doubt whether the strict order to mode future advances ouly 
in grain applies to advances for the improvement of estates or nut: I expect an answer daily 
from the Commissioner. The west of Hendua belongs to Baboo Udit Norayan Singh, of 
Nagwan ; beyond saying he would like to borrow, he has done nothing yet to help his people, 
he says they won’t let him. I have licard no bad news from the Daman, and all the people 
who come from that side look comfortable; in fact, there uie no miserable people coming into 
Doomka yet from any quarter. 

The chowkeedars of Moliammadabad came in yesterday. The pergunnah is 20 miles 
lung and lU wide in the widest place; it lies immediately south of the Uanibahal hills, north 
of Beerbhoom, and east of Knndaliit. Tne chowkeedars all looked wed and hearty; some of 
them who had been dispossessed of their land this sowing time were loud iu complaint, but 
there was not a word oi anybody starving. There had been rain in the cast about Rajbuudh, 
and plougliing was going on, and a little dhan bad been sown. In the west they were still 
waiting for rain, 

This pergunnah of Mohamtnadabad I had always classed with Kundahit and Dari 
Malleshwar. In Benagarhia 1 w’as told Mohammadahad was in a worse plight than Dari 
Mallcshwar, and Mr. Dawson said the Moliammadabad crops were im bad as any in his beat. 
I know the bard times must lie felt there, but nothing like the cry has come up that has 
come from Kundubii. I iiave bad no special report from Sultanaliad; but I have heard 
incidentally that things arc looking better there than was feared some time ago. 

The weather has changed all over the district. The change was long in coming, and 
is slow now, but undoubted. 'We had very few storms and very little rain in April and 
May, though iigbtnin<: was iiniisuallv fatal. Ploughing was Innu delayed. At Doomka for 
the lust teu days clouds have been gathering and clearing; Uiuuder is frequent; some good 
sliowers have fallen. Tne hot. westerly winds iiavc long ceased, and now the sky is black 
with clouds, and it has just stopped raining. In Rajmelial Mr. Stewart, thinks the rains have 
set in steadily. There has been a little rain in Deoghur; none yet in Uodda. 

Sinuli-poz is bad in many places, and cholera has broken out often in widely 
distant prts, sometimes very fatal over a small area, but never settling down badly on auy 
one considerable tract, or lasting long anywhere. I hear of no lever except among Bengali 
clerks and our servants. 

Food-thefts arc not increasing, they seem more nnmerous in and about Doomka than 
anywhere else; but we have had three dacoities at the two ends oi' Mohammadahad. 

Beggars are wonderfully few. Lepers, cripples, and blind men come for co]>per or rice, 
generally on Sunday; but I can .safely say that, judging from the bodies of the people I 
have seen, 1 should uever have dreamed of scarcity. The short crops wc saw in November and 
Deeember, the cessation of rain, and what I hear, are the sole grounds for believing iu tlie 
scarcity. 

I know now that in Kundahit and Jamtara there arc many people whose bodies show 
signs of want of food, ibnugh I have not seen them. But this fact remains, that Manihari, 
North Rajmehal, Snltanabad, and Benagarhia cried out long before Kundahit and Jamtara, 
and that Jamtara alone up to this shows actual sigus of want. This proves that cries are not 
to be trusted. I suppose everyone knows this, but there is no harm in saying it. 

1 have beard of about 30,OUU inauiids of grain stored privately. I can only repeat that 
1 think the information useless. There must 'l>e so much more than wc shall ever know of, 
and BO many lies are told when qucslioiis are asked, that 1 think the beading might very well 
be struck out. 

The crops on the ground arc now hardly anything,—a little sugaroane U about all 







B.—I11UEF Works. 

The list of work is given separately with the daily average. Piece-work and grain- 
payments have been introduced wherever there is grain to pay, that is, in Bajmehal,* (iudda, 
and Jamtara.* 

In Benagarhia payment most be made in cash because the grain there in store belongs 
not to the Oovernment, but to a merohant who has bought it for cash from the Government } 
we oonld not give coolies orders on stores not our own. * 

The new road from Doomka to Mullarpore has been lined eu^ The Commissioner has 
stopped work on it.. The small Daman bonds are going on well enough. 

Payment in grain has been begun so lately that it lias not been found possible to discuss 
the system at length in this report. 

On one of our largest works, the Jamtara and Doomka road, grain had not been stored 
till within the last fortnight, and even now only to the extent of 2,009 maunds. 

At Katikoond we have no grain, and there never was any proposal to store there. I 
perfectly understand that we must pay iu grain wherever wc have it, but 1 have not 
understood so far that wo are to indent for such additions to onr original estimates as will 
enable us to pay in grain everywhere. 

C.— TRANSPOttT. * 

Our transport difficulties may possibly be beginning, up to this we Lave had. none; we had 
plenty of carriage, and generally short distances. Wc shall have to import more grain than was 
expected, partly on account of the orders to pay laborers in grain, and partly on account of 
the unexpected distress in Kundahit and Pabia. No part of the southern distressed tract is 
more than 25 miles from a railway, loop or chord-line. The Ajay is between the chord-line 
and Kundahit; from Saintia the More and another river arc between the loop-line and 
Muhammadabad. From Mullarpore there is no river iu the way, but there is no road. 

Prom Saiutia there is a good road to Suory and on through Nugar to Kundahit. Carts 
will now be dear and bard to get, a Sontbal who owns 15 refused to hire out one because tillage 
time is coming on. But there will be no very great difficulty in carrying what rice we want. 
My first batch of 30 Doomka carts left this to-day. We liave already got 4,(100 maunds of rice 
neroes the Ajay from Jamtara and into store at Nala. There is nothing to say about carriage 
in the north and east. 

D.— Storage. 

The Rajmebal rice has all been received and stored. Some of the Taljhari rice is at 
Patno, waiting for a wagon to carry it on, and the Patna rice is in the bungalow. 1 iielieve 
the Gedda rice is all stored; the report i.s not clear. I have heard nothing of storage at 
Sultanabud. In Jamtara there is room now for .5,00(1 maunds, golahs for 4,000 more are 
being made; the zemindar could give room for O.OOO if ri‘<niired. At Nala a golah for 2,000 
maunds is nearly ready. 

(l.^lahs are being mode at Kundahit. 4,000 maunds have been sent to Nala; 2,000 
have been delivered to the Public Works Department, for the Jamtara road; and 1,00() 
have been advanced to the zemindar of Jamtara. 

E.—Advances. 

There is nothing to report. 

' F. —Chauitablh Belief- 

About 100 persons a day are receiving charitable relief. 'I'he officer at Nula is also 
giving relief; particulars have not been received. Mr. Grant has expended in eharitable 
relief over 6 maunds of rice. Charitable relief is only just begun ; in the next narrative I 
shall have results to give.

I HAVE the honor to submit the fortnightly Divisional narrative due this day. • 

A.— State op the Codntey. 

2. Since the submission of the last report, the condition of the distressed tracts has on the 
whole continued favourable. The most marked feature of the fortnight under review has 
been the considerable rainfall by which the greater part of tho division has been visited. 
Accounts fronn all quarters agree in showing that heavy showers have fallen throughout the 
four districts, and prospects arc materially improving. The one exception is the Godda Sub¬ 
division of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, from which no rain is reported. The deficiency, however, 
appears to be local, A severe storm passed over the neighbouring tract of Moneebaree some 
days ago, and nnmberb of labonrors were leaving the works fur their fields. 

The Bukhtiarpore circle in Monghyr was still suffering from drought when the Collector’s 
fortnightly narrative was submitted, Imt Mr. Mauson has since reported the welcome full 
of a smart shower, and there seems to be every prospect of more. 

From tbe report of the Purneah District for tho week ending 4th June it appears that 
the rainfall at the Sudder Station amounted to 4T9 inches, and the Collector states in his 
diary for tbe previous wcu’k that heavy rain had fallen elsewhere and the crops were looking 
well.. 

From the north of Bhagulpore tho accounts are equally satisfactory. Mr. Kirkwood 
telegraphs on the 3rd instant “ torrents of rain during the last 12 hours,’’and his narrative 
received yesterday gives further partieulars. It may he gathered tlmt the whole of the 
distressed tract has benefited largely, though unequally, by the. weather of the last few days. 

The same remark applies to the division; a sudden impetus has heoii given to the cultiva¬ 
tion. liubourers are steadily at work in the fields, and in parts tbe relief works are showing 
B decrease in numbers. 

■ General Condition of the People. 

3. The general condition of tho people seems to be good. Prospects have decidedly 
improved of late, and there are no symptoms of iiieruasing distress in the tracts originally 
nSected. In Kissengunge, there seemed at one time to be serious grounds for apprehension. 
The price of grain had risen in parts to the extreme I'amino figure of five seers, and crime was 
greatly on the increase. Tiie Collector, however, visited the sub-division in company with 
the District Snperinleadent of I’olice, and it was ascertained that the various rohheries and 
dacoities reported were the work of old and notorious criminals, not of a starving population. 
Action was successfully directed against several of these cases, and the panic has, in great 
measure, passed away. The Collector is still of opinion that there is a decided deficiency of 
grain throughout the tract in question; but it i.s lioped that by the aid of advances the 
southern trade may be stiiunlated, and that meanwhile the measures of relief adopted mav 
prove fully adequate to meet the wants of the population. I may mention here that in 
addition to the special sub-divisional officer recently appointed by Government, two uaib 
tehsildars have been sent to Kissengunge for employment on relief work. 

In the Monghyr district the tract of country about Cbakaio was lately reported to be 
suffering from a sudden iiiercusc of distress, but since that time the Commissioner has had 
the opportunities of eliciting full particulars from Mr. Campbell, the Joint-Magistrate at 
.Tamooee, and he is of opinion that there was hardly sottii-ieni caii.se for the alarm. It appears 
that some 200 or 3U0 persons have collected about Siinult'dah where they have been receiving 
relief from Mr. I'oley. Mr. Campbell seems to have assumed from this circumstance that distre.s8 
existed in the surruundiug country, though he admits at the same time that his own special 
inquiries, and those of the sub-deputy, failed to support the assumption. It is stated that the 
]>eoplc nssemhled in Simiiltolah in receipt of relief came from eighteen specified villages. The 
Commissioner has directed an inquiry to be made with a view to their ideutifieatiuii. If the 
result be to show that the people in question do not belong exelusively to the villages speeified, 
but rather to the beggar population of the whole -sub-division, there would be no reason to 
anticipate eqnal distress throughout this part of the country where Mr. Campbell himself 
report* that crops were not specially bad. Incase the reeipioiits of relief do in fact belong 
exclusively to the specified villages, it will he ascertained whether there be any special 
circumstances to account for their eonaitioii. If it appear that the whole tract is likely to be 
affected in the same manner, immediate aetion will be taken. Meanwhile there is no reason 
to apprehend any failure ol lood sup[i' v, as Mr. Foley is in possessiou of a store of grain, and 
the place is within reach of the railway. 

With regard to the remarks mode in the fortnightly district narrative of tho Sonthal 
PerguDnahs concerning the state of the Deoglmr Sub-division, no details as to the distress 
tiierein referred to, have vet reached the Commissioner. An applieution for a supply of 7,000 
maunds for the town of Deoghur was lately made, and to this demand the Commissioner refused 
to accede without further particulars. A report has been called for. Reference was made in tlie 
last narrative to certain alarming statements which had been circulated ns to tbe state of the 
Sincrabi circle. Mr. K irk woo J has visited this tract, and it app'-ars from his report that the 
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oonntiy aronnd Feepra is in fact saiTerin** somewhat severely; the rest of the^oirole seems to 
be free from uy increase of distress. Mr. Kirkwood found the mana^ment of affairs very 
far from satismctory. He thinks more works should have been opened. The oTIcer in charee 
seems to have trusted entirely to the principal roads which the people did not follow up as the 
work gradually removed further away from Peepra. Measures have bSen taken to bring about 
a better state of affkirs. 

^eed-Graiu. 

4. The question of seed^grain still seems to be in a somewhat unsettled condition. In 
Fnmeah, where alarm was at one time felt, there appears to be an ample supply. The 
Collector came some time ago to the conclusion that advances of food made to ryots with the 
view of setting free any means they might possesH for the purchase of seed would he a 
sufficient measure of relief. Since then nothing further has been heard on the subject. 

In North Bhagulpore the people refused to purch.<ise at cost-price the seed brought up 
from Julpigorec. Mr. Kirkwood, however, seems sanguine that the whole quantity will tie 
gladly taken at the local rate of 15 seers. In connebtion with this point the Commissioner 
has noticed in the last fortnightly narrative of the Bhagulpore Division, a remark to the 
effect that Baboo Bam Shunkcr Sein had purchased 100 maunds of seed-grain for relijef 
purposes. It is not understood why the imported grain was not utilised, and an explanation 
has been called for. Mr. Kirkwood is now at Binerahi, and will no doubt set matters on a 
proper footing. *, 

In the Monghyr district there seems to be some difficulty iu the Bccd-sup])ly. Oaring his 
visit to Monghyr, three days ago, the Commissioner had an opportunity of ascertaining the 
latest views of relief oflicers on this point. They seem to be of opinion that there is a deficiency 
of seed in certain tracts, though it is to be procured in other parts of the district. Mr. Currie 
especially reports that it is impossible tu carry out the proposed arrangement of advancing 
grain to ryots for exchange in seed. Under these circumstances the Commissioner has 
directed the Collector of Monghyr to take the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor immediately 
on His Honor's return from Tirboot, upon the proposal now again brought forward to odvanoe 
in cash for the purohasc of seed. The Commissioner is himself opposed to the cash advances. 
He entertains considerable doubts as to tlie alleged deficiency. Beed is admittedly procurable 
in Kherukpore, immediately adjoining the distressed tract of Jamooce. Moreover, the distress 
iu Jamooee itself has so fur fallen short of general expectation. There seems to be even less 
ground than usual for trusting the outcry that ryots arc helpless in obtaining seed, and tlie 
Commissioner cannot but think that the grunting of cash advances in this cose would involve 
an unnecessary departure from tho declared policy of Government. 

rricca. 

5. A table of prices throughout the division is appended. 

The Commissioner has noticed iu the district narrative of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, a table 
showing " the line of cheapest food” in the Godda Sub-division. He would remark on this 
point that prices in Godda seem to him to be excessively liigli. Mr. Grant’s report shows 
the rates of rice at lielbadda, Ferozpore, Godda, and Patlierguma tu be from 7^ to 9 seers. 
In Marrow only does the price fall to 11 seers. Air. Grant has started charitable relief among 
certain destitute women and children, who h-ad collected at head-quarters, and it appears to the 
Commissioner that his action was fully warranted by the state of prices in his sub-division. 
According to the latest returns there ha.4 been a nunsideruhlc fall in the price of rice at Porneah, 
which is owing, no doubt, to the favorable prospects of the season. ' 

VlUtnje Groups. 

6. There is nothing important to note with regard to the state of the grouping system. 
The work is going on well everywhere, and no hitch or difficulty seems to have arisen. 

B.—Kki-iev Wouks. 

7. The condition of the relief works throughout the division is on the whole satisfactory. 
The Porneah district particularly shows a most gratifying state of ufTuii'S. Regular piece¬ 
work and payment in kind have now been universally introduced, and the system is working 
admirably. With reference to the question of payment, the Executive Engineer remarks, 

Payments to laborers in grain is now the established rule in this district. Just at first start¬ 
ing some of the laborers objected to the new system, but where its advantages were explained 
to them and that they would have no difficulty in disposing of what they earned over and 
above that required for consumption, they all agreed to it, and the new arrangement is now 
very popnlar.'' 

The number of laborers in this district, is increasing. On a few works a decrease is 
noted, but this is owing, no doubt, in part to tho absorption of sceond-elass laborers, and to the 
late runfall, which has given an impetus tu agricultural work. 

In Bhagulpore, the state of affairs is not altogether so satisfactory. Grain pwments 
are not yet universal throughout the district. Iu the case of works south of the Ganges, 
payment in cash cannot be avoided, as there arc no Government grain stores within reach, 
bat some other works are still under the old system, and an explanation has been called for 
by the special Executive Engineer. 


3Q 
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The number of laboren on a few of the worki showa a deoreaee. Tfaie is no doubt attri> 
butable, as elsewhere, to the rainfall and the absorption of the seoond-olass labor. 

In Monghyr where the state of the works has always been backward, cash payments 
are still very general. Measares have been taken to bring abont the more rapid introduotion of 
the new system. 

In t^ Gndda Sub-division of 'the Sonthal Pergnnnabs, Mr. Grant reports that the nnmber 
of laborers has risen from 8,000 to 12,046. In other parts of the district nnmbeis Anotnate, 
probably under the same inflnences as have been at work elsewhere. 

The introduction of piece-work is going on rapidly, and eecms to be generally snccessfal. 
Appended table shows the percentage of firtt and second-class laborers in eochdistrict. It will 
be seen from this that Monghyr is decidedly behind-hand. An explanation has been called 
for and the matter is under enquiry. The broad results of the fortnight under review seem 
not unsatisfactory. The percentage of regular contract piece-work laborers throughout the 
division is about 84. The second-class laborers now form only 5 per cent., and they are still 
being ra)>idly absorbed. Grain payment is being introduced on all works which admit of it, 
and where already introduced is becoming popular. The condition of the laborers is good, and 
the work seems to be sufficient to meet the wants of the population. 

Import and Enport. 

8. The annexed tabic shows the movement of grain under review.

Storage of Grain, 

9. A table is appended showing the storage of grain throughout the division. 

The throe Districts of Bhagiilpore, Monghyr, and Purneab have now been mapped out 
with a view to the rapid defusiun of food during the rainy season, if necessity should arise 
for replenishing the Government golahs. Suitable depute have been chosen in central positions 
on road or river, and it is hoped that a sudden call from any point could be promptly met. 

The special report upon this head called for by Government Circular No. 1838—SB, of the 
26th March, has lately been submitted. 

Sales, 

10. With reference to sales of Government grain, the Commissioner is glad to be able 
to report that no interference with private trade has os yet been observed. From all sides 
accounts agree in showing that in those parts of the country where Government sales are 
allowed, there is absolutely no private trade, or else that if trade does exist there is ample room 
for sales as well. In the Purneab District alone, as fur as the Commissioner is able to judge, 
does private trade show any vitality, and here the Collector especially reports that he &s ' 
observed Government sales and private sales going on side by side. The cheaper Government 
grain is a convenience to the poorer classes, while those who are well-to-do prefer paying a 
higher price for the food to which they are accustomed. 

Mr. Wilkins again writes from Begoo Serai to the same effect. The sale of Government 
grain has in no way interfered with private trade in his sub-division, and its results seem to 
have been most satisfactory. 

In a report just received from Mr. Kirkw'ond he mentions that “ some grain” is finding its 
way into the south of Soopool Sub-division from Monghyr, and that a few hundred maunds 
of wngal rice coming up the Koosee had reached Protabgungc and Belluabazar in the eastern 
part of the same tract. The late Government circular requiring officers to observe the rule 
of non-interference with trade will no donbt lead the Collectors to watch the state of supplies 
in this part of the district, and to stop the sales of Government grain if it seems right to do so. 

Advances. 

11. Advanoes^ are now universally in grain, and they are apparently becoming very 
popular. Mr. Currie writes from Luckee Sorai“ The ryots are crowding in for adwnoes in 
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gram," In North Bhagnlpore Bfr. Kirkvood reports that extensive advances are beingf made. 
An agreement has been entered into with Bjya Lellanand Singh, from which' it ia ho|m that 
mnch relief may be looked for. The Commissioner has arranged that the villages in the Baja's 
territory are to be inspected and a list drawn out showing the number of lyots and the amount 
of advance required. The list will be presented to the Sub-divisional Officer and an order 
issued on some suliiable golah. The ryots will attend in person to receive the grain, the Baja at 
the same time executing a bond and engaging to pay to 'Government the value of the grain 
BO loaned. It may now bo anticipated that advances will be required in considerable quantities. 
The late rainfall, as before remarked, has everywhere started cultivation, and the people are 
coming in for aid. No doubt many of the labourers on relief works will now leave their 
employment and oomc upon our bands for a different form of relief in the shape of advances. 

Ckaritable Relief. 

12. I have already had occasion to mention that the condition of the Godda Sub-division 
has induced Mr. Grant to start charitable relief in that part of the district. His operations are 
happily of no very great extent at present. 

In the district of Purneah the Government relief operations are going on well. Besides 
this Bai Luchmeputt Singh has signalised himself by his liberality in the distribution of food 
to the distressed population. During the fortnight under review a large number of persons 
have received daily relief at his hands. The Collector writes, “ I have much pleasure in beariug 
testimony to the good work done by Rai Luchmeputt Singh, and the active* ihterest taken in 
it by his agent Baboo Bam Chand Setya.” ^ 

In North Bhagulpurc charitable relief \w on a good footing and exhibits weekly mAe 
satisfactory results. The improvement noticed in the last divisional fortnightly report con¬ 
tinues to make itself seen. The poor-houses and centres arc giving way to better methods of 
relief. Mr. Kirkwood reports that 27,595 persons arc now actually on the household registers 
as against 24,QUO a fortnight ago. He looks for a further increase of 4,oUU daring the next 
fortnight, and anticipates ^ final total of no less than 41,0D5 before the end of the rains. 
Besides the system of house-to-houso relief by tickets, many other forms of relief arc in force 
and are doing good. 

In Monghyr the relief operations are on a comparatively small scale, but they are said to 
be sufficient for the wants of the population. 

Returns. 

13. Certain returns usually submitted with the divisional narrative have not come in. 
That showing the consumption of grain throughout the division for the period ending the 
8th June, the fortnightly poor-house return, and the abstract relief returns for the month of 
May, are altogether incomplete. Tiie Commissioner is therefore foroed to send in this report 
without them. He fears that it is hopeless to go on any longer trying to obtain accurate 
returns for the separate period dealt with by bis fortnightly narrative. Every effort has 
been made, but without avail. It appears to him that it will be better in future to submit 
the divisional, report without appending returns, as it seems impossible to offer anything more 
trustworthy than a mass of guess-work figures. The returns appended to the distriot narra¬ 
tives, and those submitted direct to Ghivernment by sub-divisional officers, will convey the 
necessary information, though it is greatly to be regretted that no later figures can bo sent 
in with the Divisional report.

Narrative of Scarcity and Relief in Moorshcdabad for tlw fortnight ending the 30/6 May 1874. 

I HAVK Iho honor to forward my narrative of soaroity and relief in the Moorshedahad 
district for the fortnight ending Saturday, the 3()th May 1874. 

During tho fortnight I visited Itumpore llaut, saw some of the relief works that have 
been going on in .the vicinity of the head-quarters of tho sub-division, and arranged various 
relief matters with the sub-divisional ollicer. There are a good many Sonthul villages in the 
west of this sub-division, and 1 have given directions that minor relief works in the way of 
repairs to village roads, &.o., be kept on as lung as possible. 

A.— Rtatk ok the Country. 

1. Abundance or scarcity of supply in the bazaar .—There is still a sufHcient supply 
of food-grain in tho bosuars and hilts of tho head-quarters' sub-division, but the 
stooks in the hands of .sellers ore by no means large, end require frequent replenish¬ 
ment. In tho Lalbag sub-division the rice supply in the bazaar at head-quarters is 
still Builioiont for tho requirements, but in tnnna lihodrihaut the supply is scanty, 
and the village shops are ill supplied. In all small bazaars in the Jungipore sub- 
division tho supply of rice is liecomiug more and moro scanty. In tho larger bazaars the 
supply is sufficient to meet the demand. Inconsequence of. tho scanty supply of “ Purbi” 
rice some enterprizing merohonts of Dhulian ore importing rice from Calcutta by roil. It 
is reported that difficulty is experienced in transporting the grain from Pakour to Dhulian 
in cousequeuoe of impressment of carts for service in the Bchar distriots. The sub-divisional 
officer has represented the fnatler to tho Extra Assistant Cummissionor of Maheshpore, within 
whose jurisdiction Pakour hcs. Tho Debar transport is, I believe, finished, and oaks will 
return very shortly, if not arrived already. It is to be regretted that no enterprizing 
merchants are to be found in tho Eoghunathgunge bazaar. A cargo-boat laden with “ Purbi” 
rice arrived here on tlie 27th instant. No such thing has been hoard of within tho last six 
months, owing probably to the bad state of the river. In the Itampore Haut sub-division the 
supply is scarce in the markets of Nulhatty, Paisa, and Khargrom, but in thana Bompore 
Haut the sooroity has not been very much felt. When at Azimgungo the other day, 1 found 
that the local merchants were importing rice, ohieily from Burdwon, Gooshkhora, and 
Manooor on the chord line. 

2. Kind awl price of grain selling at one or more principal marts .—Tho average 
priee of oommon rice in the Sudder sub-division is 11 ^ seers per rupee—not muoh diderout 
&m the price given in the last narrative, but sliowing an upward teudenny. It is 
dearest at Sorajgunge, Gowas, Jellingliee, Nowadoh, Satooee, and Kandee, and cheapest 
at Dowluttabad, beldangoh, and Sukteepore. Until very recently, rice was cheapest at 
Nowa^, in the south-east of the district, where both aous and amun of last year were fair, 
and the sudden rise in the price was, I believe, owing to the abrance of rain which made the 
prospects of this year’s oro]^ look gloomy. The late rain, which has fallen in Nowadoh as 
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elsewhere, will, I trust, bring the price down to a more normal rate. There is a slight rise 
in the prices el' wheat, barley, and gram in some station circles, being counterbalanced in fall 
in other stations. In the Lolbagh sub-division the best kind of rice is sold ut Jcaguuge at 
O J seers, and in the city at 9 seers. Common rice sells at these marts at 11 seers, at 
Bhugwangolah at I0|i^eers, at Bhadrihant and Sag^digheo at 9} to 10 seers per rupee. 
'Wheat is quoted at I!) seers, barley at 19 to 20 seers, and gram at 17 ^o 18 seers per rupee. 
In the Jungipore sub-division, in the Eoghunathgungo bazaar, the retail price of rice is 10^ 
to lOJ seers per rupee. At Shumshargunge rice sells at 12J to 13 seers. At Mirznpore the 
latest quotation is from 1 <» to 10 J seers per rupee. AtDowanscrai rice sells at 10 to II seers. 
It is dearest at Sooty, where it sells at 9^ seers. In the Uampore Haul sub-division the 
prices oro as follow:—

in ^fork ill the htiuiln of zemiininrn, traitern, ■eyuh, and othern .—It does not apjicnr that 
large quantities of food-grains arc still in the iiossession of most of the mah.'ijuu.s, zemin¬ 
dars, and others; hut I belicvo that the maliajuus have suflioieut in sioch to lend to 
the ryots, and some are doubtless holding gback tlioir stocks in uutlcip.itiou of a rise of 
prices. Tlie sub-divisional officer of Lalbagh reports that there is every reason to 
believe that the stock in the hands of the traders at llaluchar and Azimguuge is still 
considerable. There is a large amount of paddy stored at I’atibona on tho Ganges in the 
Bhugwangolah thaua. In thana Bhadrihaut it apjiears on inquiry that several traders 
have, comp.aratively speaking, large stocks, but tliat they hcsit.'ito to advaiieo to ryots. 
Advances of this kind natmully depend much upon the prospetts of tho crops, as involving 
the prospect of eventual rejiaymout. The lute favorable rains will doubi less have the eifect 
of causing the mahajuus to lend more freely. The snb-divisional officer of llauqioro llaiit 
appears to consider that the stocks are small, and I believe that thoy are very scauty in tho 
Khurgaou thana: but notwithstanding the eom])aratively large quantities tliat have been 
exported during tho past five months, the exportations from this sub-division by rail still 
exceed the importations. 

4. Eaiiifiill, if mil/. —There has been considerable rainfall during the fortnight under 
report tlrroughout tho whole district, as has been specially reported. Tho rain has been very 
beneficial to the standing crops of aoiis, nmun, siigaroaiie, mulberry, and indigo. Its 
utility in rejilenishiiig tho water-supply which in nearly all parts w.as V(‘ry di'ficient, and in some 
almost absolutely wanting, and in causing an innreaso in tlio pasturage for tho eattlo, cannot 
be ex-iggcnated. The rain has also, I believe, helped to some c>xtont to clinck the eoiirsi' of 
epidemic diseases, and it certainly has dispelled much of the gloom which overhung the 
prospects of the crops. 

0 . Stale (,/ the erojm .—Tho crops have passed through a most critical time, and their 
prospects arc now, 1 boliovo, overyw'hero favorable. Had the rain, however, which fell during 
the last week of May, been delayed for a week or ten days more, a largo proportion of tho oons 
crop would have been destroyed and the amnn seedlings would also have suffered. The relief 
sub-divisional officer of Kancli reports that tho rain, which appears to have fallen more copiously 
in the Bliurfpore thana than in other parts of the district, except j)nrhaps about Jungipore, 
has greatly improved the ])rospects of tho nous crop, most of which is now 7 or 8 inches above the 
ground. Harrowing .and weeding are actively going on. In tho south-east of the sub-divisiou tho 
outturn of this crop wonbl greatly relieve tho local markets. Tho siigarcano is also very promis¬ 
ing, and tho indigo w’ill probably yield more tluin usual. Tho mtllberry too has been oonsi- 
derably benefited. Throughout this sub-division there is the groatest activity among tho 
agricultural classes. Some of the amun has now oorao up. Tho til, however, will suiTorfrom 
the rain. Mncli of it is now being cut. The mangoes nave been injured, and many trees 
stripped by tho high winds which have preceded or accompanied tho rain. The Lolbag sub- 
divisiuual officer reports that at tho commencement of tliis fortnight tho state of the crops 
was very critical, llain was then absolutely noedod for tho young aous plants os well as for 
the amuu sowings and for indigo. The rain has however removeil all anxiety on the subject. 
It has ulrcafly invigorated the young aous paddy, and on all sides ploughing has oommonoed. 
The indigo and other crops on the “ dearah” lands h.as specially been benefited. Tho sub- 
divisional officer of Jungipore states that tho prospects of both bliadoi and liaimunt crop have 
been imjiroycd by the ruin. Tho late sowings of boro paddy have also been benefited by it. 
Tho sub-divisional ofliccr of Ttnm])oro Hfit roports that the outturn of boro poddy will be most 
probably fourteen-sixteenths of an average crop. Tho late rains have enabled tho cultivators to 
commence their agricultural operations, and have done much good to tho sowings of aous, tU, 
and sugarcane. In the cast of the Sudiler sub-division, where tho aous is tho chief crop, the 
plants, and especially tho cariy sown ones, were languishing on account of tho heat and lack 
of moisture; but tho crops in this part of the district have, for tho time at any rate, been 
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gavod by tho timely rainfalls. A larger area than usual has been sown down with the early 
rioB, and tho calamity of an almost total loss of tho sowings, with difBoulty in many oases of 
procuring seed for resowings, would have been very groat. 

ti. Conditio/n of tlw people. —Tho agrioulturiats have been much encouraged by the late 
showers. Mr. Jones, special relief officer, states that reports of distress among persons of a 
position above that.of tho ordinary oultivutors are becoming more common,either because 
disiross is increasing, or their aversion to opcopt assistance is w(||^ring off. There has not 
been, so for as my experience has gone, much aversion on tho port of this class to accept 
assistance, provided that tho assistance is of tho kind desired. I um inclined to believe that 
the distress among tho “ bhadra lok ” has been, and is being, oxaggorated, as I know that 
in certain cases it has been exaggerated wth regard to persons lower in the social scale. 
The average price of rico throughout the district during the past month of May has been at 
tlie veiy least 11^ seers per rupee, whereas during the same nionih of iSOfi (with which year 
tho present ono may well bo compared), the avorage price was 10 seers por rupee. So far 
therefore as the price of rice is a criterion of distress, tlie “ bhadra lok” must hava suffered 
moro in 1866 than in the present year, and yet very little was hoard of their suU'erings. 
I was not in this district during that year, but I have made very frequent inquiries in 
various parts of it, and nowhere bavo I been told that them was great suffering, still less 
that there wore any cases of starvation. Notwithstanding, liowover, th<^ lower prices of the 
present yoar there is a prevalent impression, whicii i.s jirobably not incorrect, that tho 
stocks in the district aro smaller than in l-Sdfi. Tho siib-divLsional oinoor of Jjalbag says 
that tho Inbonring olassos within the three thauas of the municipality do not appear to 
be in any distress, as they can ahvays procure employment. In tliana ISliugwangolah, 
though people aro not so well off .as in munieipal bounds, there appears to bo as 
yet nut little want, aud this want is specially on the part of persons who in ordinary 
years are supported by charity. This class of poisons are also suffering in the 
Bhadrihat thana, aud hero it docs ajqiear that the poorer r 3 ’ots are somewhat pinched. 
Their own stores are but very small, maliajuns refuse to .advance them grain, and 
tho village shops afford but meagre siiiqilics. As stated in my ])reYions narratives, the 
distress in tho eastern and Bouth-wcstcrii portions of Mir/ajiore, in the Jungyiioro sub-divi¬ 
sion, is greater than in any other ]tart of that sub-division. Next comes N.-AV. Sooty— 
Shumshergunj—which wa.s hitherto well off, and is now us bad ns tho onstcru portion of 
thana Sooty'. Tho number of beggars there is fast increasing, while the amount of private 
alms is diminishing. I have rccoramondcd that (here should be a f?ub-Committee at 
Dhulian for thana tShumshorguiij. 'I'ho iSub-Divisional tfflieer reports that tho condition 
of tho people has not improved, but rather become worse, since the submission of tho hist 
narrative. Tho late rains, however, have given employment to tho agricultural classes 
nearer their homos. The 8ub-J fivi.siouul Officer of llainporo Haul reports that the poorer 
class of jioople are "cucrally' in difficult circumstances. In thana Khargram it has been 
reported that the poorer classes get ono meal a day. aud that with difficulty. AVork 
for the able-bodied is supjilied on the Bailshabi road, and other minor relief works have 
been started. As parts of tho Xhargaon thana are away from the water-tracks, I h.avo 
sent a relief assistant with special instructions to visit the less known jiarts, and have request¬ 
ed the Sub-Divisional tffficcr to ja-ocecd .at once to make oin]nirics and observations in some 
of tho villages. Gratuitous relief in the sha])o of cooked food in some places and uncooked 
in othors is now given in many places in this sub-division as well as in other parts of 
the district. 


7. Actual Factu as fo any known eases of Misery and Hlarvaiion. —In the Jungypore 
Bub-divisibn a rumour was afloat that two cases of death from starv.afiou hud taken place at 
llobotali, in thana Sooty. Gn enquiry by tho relief assistant, the rumour has turned out to 
be utterly unfounded. The Sub-Divisional Officer of Ifnmpore liaut states that no cases of 
misery and starvation have yet come to his notico. 

8. Graiii-llicf/s and Jtohberics. —Six oases of petty fheft of grain, such as paddy, linseed 
and rioe, W'ero reported during tho fortnight in tho head-quarters sub-division. In tho 
Jungypore sub-division no case of grain-theft was reported during tho fortnight; though one 
ease of theft of a brass ve8.sol occurred, due, the Sub-Divisional Olficor reports, to scarcity. 
Since January there have occun'ed three dacoitics in thuna Mirzapore, of which two took 
place within five days of each other : tho Nowadapar.ah d.aooity on the iStli May, and tho 
Taokshok daooity on the 18th. This indicates the quarter in tho Jungyqmre sub-division 
where t^e distress is heaviest. There have been three gmin-thefts in the llamporo ll.iut 
sub-division during tho fortnight un<ler report. A comparative stuteraent of crime is onnexed 
which shows a very marked iuc: ease of crime in all the sub-divisions except LjiI bug. It 
will bo observed that Ihoro have boon no loss than eight daooities in tho fortnight, while in 
tho previous fortnight thero was only ono. This offence appears to occur by fits and 
starts, a period of freedom from its oocurrenoe being followed by ono in which tho offence 
abounds in various ])art8 of tho disf.riot. Many of these dacoities are doubtless owing to 
the pressure of high iirioes on tho bad characters of tho district, who prefer plunder to work. 

9. CotuUfion of any Special Tracts. —Oholora and small-pox aro stilll prevalent in some 
parts of tho sudder sub-division, but sboe the rain cholera has slightly decreased. Eovoi' is 
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said to bo prevalont at Sobtipore. Cams of small-pox and oholera still occur in tho City 
Moorehedabad Municipality. Cliolera appears in isolated oases in thanos Bhu^angola and 
Bhudribaut. . In the latter thanas mollpox exists in some villages to the north and north¬ 
west of Sagnrdighoe. The mortality has, however, considerably decreased. Cholera is 
raging in most ports of the Eompore Ilnut sub-division to a certain extent. The Sub-Divi¬ 
sional Oihoer of Jungypore reports that these diseases have abated since the late rain, and 
this has probably been th^case elsewhere.' Tlie extra Native Doctors who have been deputed 
to this district have beemsent out to those parts in which the ravages of disease appeared to 
be worst, and have given medical relief to many of the suflerers. 

B.— Eki.ief Works. 

The average number of persons employed on the several relief works is 4,143. The 
laborers arc generally in good condition; food id easily obtained except in the oases of a few 
works. Cash payments ore made at the rate of two annas per diem, except in the cose of 
one work, at whic^ the payment is mode at one anna nine pie per diem. The rates of task¬ 
work vary from two annas six pie to three annas per 100 ciibie feet. The workmen, os a 
rule, bring their own tools. A statement showing tho expenditure on relief works during the 
fortnight is herewith submitted. The orders contained in tho (iovernment No. 3369- 8 E., 
dated the 26th Mii}', will be carried out os soon os Government grain is distributed to the 
various works. It is now being sent to tho places where tho principal works are oarriod 
on, and supplies have been diverted to tho throe sub-divisions, and for the use of some of 
tho Eelief tSub-Committeos. 

C.— Transport of Food. 

It appears that 8,101 maunds of food-grain have been exported from the Eompore, 
llaut sub-division, and 0,636 maunds have been imported to the sub-division daring the 
fortnight under report. As before remarked, private imjwrtations are being made into the 
Lolbogh and Jungjrpore sub-divisions, at Aziiugunge and Dhulian. The stormy weather 
of the past month was unfavorable to imports by the Gauges in tho east of the district, 
and these fell off largely. 

D.— Storage ok Government Grain at Eei.ikf Works. 

Tho prescribed statement is annexed, with tho columns fiiled in as accurately os is 
possible, considering the recent arrival of tho grain and the unceiiainly os to its consumption 
as wages for labor, fur gratuitous relief, and for advances to semiiidars and ryots. Of the 
oonsignmonts hitherto sent, portions have been diverted and forwarded to various places in 
which it is required for these purposes. The oxpeudituro on rice by the various Sub¬ 
committees in gratuitous relief, has of late considerably increased, and there is reason to 
believe that this will be progressive, ns prines increase during tho ruins. I have therefore 
requested that the daily sujtply of 500 maunds of Government rice may be eontiuued for 
a week at least after tho lupso of tho filloen duys during which it wus ordered to bo sent. In 
some places arrangements for storage hod before been made, in others they arc now being 
made, and for works in the vicinity of head-quarters supplies will be sent out from the 
uentrol golah at Berhamporo as they are required. 

E.—Advances to Private Parties and their Eesiii.ts. 

There were 46 cases pending at tho end of tho previous fortnight under tho Land Im¬ 
provement Act in the sudder sub-division; seven fresh apjilications wore received during the 
fortnight. Out of the total 53,31 cases are under investigation; in eleven coses ordersforpay- 
ment have been made; in one cosn tho applicant has refused to take advance; in three oases 
appheations have been rejected, and in seven cases the securities tendered have boon found to 
be ittsuiUcient. A sum of Es. 2,823 has been advanced to fourteen parties during the fortnight 
under report. 

In the Eompore llaut sub-division, 249 applications fur land improvement have been 
received during the fortnight. Some of these have been sent to the polieo for enquiry, but 
no money has yet been paid to the ajiplicants. For tho applications filed in the previous 
fortnight, Es. 935 have been advanced fur the excavation and re-excavation of tanks. 

Man^ of these appear to have been made by ryots who desire advances on tho security 
of their jotes. The Sub-Divisional Officer has been informed that the duty of making 
advances to such rests with Gio zemindars, to whom advances could have been made, u 
neoessary, under tho orders of Govommeut. 

F.—Charitable Eelief. 

The statement prescribed by Government No. 1251—S.E., dated the 6th March lost, 
is annexed 08 regards each sub-division separately. There was a balance of Es. 844-1-1 
onlj[ at credit of the District Eelief Fund at tho close of the last fortnight. The total 
reoeipts during the present fort.iiight amount to Es. 28,471- This sum includes the grant 
of Be. 20,000 made to the Eelief Fund by the Central Committee during the past month, 
and a Ckivemmont grout of Es. 7,963, being the equivalent of private subscriptions in the 
district to that amount. The total expenditure from the fund during the fortnight has been 
Be. 12,701-13-6. 
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purinff the past fortnight a oook-house has t)een started at Gokum, and a leper’s 
hospital at llungamati; preparations are being made for the distribution of cooked food at 
Saktiporo. The registration of the blind, lame, infirm, and Irarous has been completed in 
the ^agcB under the Salew, Talihpore, Bharatpore, and Soktipore Sub-Committees. To 
these lists additions must necessarily be made f^m time to time. •Or. Jones reports that 
basket-making is noW a regular branch of relief work at Kandi. The system of granting 
small loans to ryots and ohowkeedars is beiii^ carried into ofieot. 

Jmgypwe 8ub~Dimion .—In this sub-division the monthly subscription promised up to 
date is Its. G9-8, and donations Bs. 82(i-8. The total receipts up to date amount to 
Be. 2,484-7-9, and the total expenditure during the fortnight is Us. 1,639-4-8, leaving a 
balanoe of Rs. 946-3-1. 

Daring the fortnight under report 13.6 persons received wages, amountmg to Rs: 35-18 ; 
three persons received doles of pice, amounting to Bs. 4, and 4,401) persons receive^ doles of 
rico weighing 8G maunds and 20 seers. 

In the Lalbogsiih-division, Boy Luchmiput Sing Oahadoor has given employment to 
the people of Mohimapore and the neighbourhood, by opening extensive works on a garden 
which he has lately purchased there Ue is also, I am informed, selling rice at the rate of 
13 seers per rupee to the pHrorer olosscs. 

The City Moorshedabod Municipality is employing extra coolies, and about T5 in number < 
have been ong^ed daily on an average. Tanks excavations and road repairs ore also going 
on in several parts of the suh-division, giving employment to a large number of people. 

The total amount collected up to date in tliis sub-division is Bs. 5,131-11-6, and the 
total expenditure Us. 3,5SQ-10-4, leaving a balance of Its. 1,551-1-2 at credit of the Sub- 
Divisioual BeUef Fund at the end of the fortnight under report. 

rarticnlars of the exp)enditure under hooding (rfi cannot be given in this narrative as 
regards the whole district, for it has been tho practice to make allotments of sums to the 
various Sub-Committees, to be ex})euded in the vai-ious modes of relief, without any speoifioa- 
tion os to the amounts devoted to each. Portioulars have, however, been called for from the 
Sub-Committees, and 1 trust to ho ablo to give information on this subject in my next 
narrative.

, A.—Statb opJKi'Jiv. 

The boro dhan has now been nearly all reaiind has turned out a very good crop • 
an unusual quantity of this si>ecies of rii» ham grown this year, every iivaUable patch 
of water having been turned to account. This is principally grown in the circles of 
Porsha and Churamon, and the produw will g to les.s('u prices and mitigate distress in 
those places. In Porsha it may be c,\]W'clcd to ly tbo market to the exclusion of Govern¬ 
ment grain for the next month. Tho solo of hoe wdl have only a local effect, and the fact 
of its presence in tlio market will not ali'cct prion distance ; for instance, in Biudol cirrie 
where im noro is grown. The bhadoi, 1 am gh say, is locking very well indeed, and! 
unless no rain falls between the pi*esent time au middle or end of June, promises a good 
return. 'I'he ahsenoo of rain diming tho early jf tliis month niised seriuiis njiprehensions 
in some places, for the plants in some tracts _ vhegnming to flag and look yollow; tho 
good fall of rain, however, whioh we have enjojuring tho last few days, has (mt an end 
to all an-viety, ami wo may now count, with lahlo eoulidonoe, on a 'good bliadoi crop 
being cut in the middle of August. A larger ith thou usual of this crop has been 
sown; in some places as muiih as one-fouVer the average, and there has been no 

want of seed or of bullocks to plough the laiidn lute rain has 

. ''' ‘ ‘ 
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WBoks, cirol6 t)ffio 0 r 8 will bo oblo to tost tho ^ghuidohobs of tbo outozr rcgftrdinff w&nt of 
btiUooks, and Bee whether any land is left untilled because the ooounier is unable to procure 
plough-cattle. The health of the people too has improved since the ndn fell. Cholera, as 
noticed in a former narrative, was at one time prevalent in some placei; it has now, however 
almost disappeared, and will, 1 hope, soon die out altogether. As regards the outbreak of 
cholera in Luskerhat, the circle officer reported ss a oundhs foot that thdugh the disease was 
raging in many villages, it had not attacked th^ doolies working' in the vicinity, and some of 
them living iu the affected locality. The Supply of_ grain throughout tho district is 
©voiywhere reported os not equal to the demand, and^ rice generally is not sold cheaper 
than 6 or 8 seers per rupee. There arc, hovever, still stocks in the hands of well-to-do 
rvflits and mahajuns, and these reach the ffiorkot in driblets. The deficiency in Ponha 
Carole has been met by the boro riw cojiing into tho market, and in Patiram, to a 
certain extent, by the importation of s fev hundred maunds of rice from Pubna, which 
was sola at one or two places for 9 an/ 10 seere per rupee. Tho appearance of this 
rice caused the officer in charge at Patiram. to stop sales to the public. 1 directed him to 
resume them, however, for our sales of Plrmah rice do not compote in tho least with the 
mahajuns’ sales of country rice, for every die who can afford it will buy the latter, even 
theugh dearer than what is supplied by tlij Government' sellers. It stands to reason also 
thot if it is no competition for us to jell at 12 seers per rupee, when the mahajun 
sells at 8,. H is less interference with ]s business when be sells at 10. At Tambuli 
also it is reported that, gaining oonfitfcoe by tho sight of the Government stores, 
holders of stocks are soiling, and thej price of rice has fallen to 10 seen per 
rupee at many of the hats. I notic^ h a former narrative that distress had been 
found to prevail in lhanas Habra and Chintaon on the oast side of the district, and it had 
been found necessary to depute an officer t^ to undertake charitable relief and sales of rice 
to the public. The charge is a very heavyiie, and almost more than one man could manage. 

1 was glad therefore to hear of the arrival! Mr. llajkissen Sen, appointed ns relief supenu- 
tendont of this district. 1 have appointed kn to the charge of that circle j tlie officer originally 
appointed, llaboo l^sonno Coomar, beingkocled to assist him, and manage relief operations 
under his direction. There is yet .anott circle to bo filled up. Tho major portion of 
Thakurgaon thana to tlie north is roi/od to bo in such a state that the appoint¬ 
ment of an officer to that quarter has boedo necessary. I leam that Baboo Joges Chander 
Mitter is on liis way here; I intend ! send him there ns soon as he arrives. In 
'Thakurgaon, as in parts of Bir^nge, ni os in thnnas Habra and Chintamon, there 
was a pretty fair crop of rice in many bees, quite sufficient, if not parted with, to have 
kept tho people until the next crop eamo. The rice however was not kept. Attracted 
by the high prices and tho certainty | a ready sale in the vicinity of relief works, 
the Thakurgaon villagers sold all, and hajis more than all they could spare ; the conse¬ 
quence is prices have risen, and there is a leral outcry that tho supply is not equal to the 
demand. 1 hear also that exactly the sa thing has happened in Julpigoree district, which 
' borders on Thakurgaon, and from whioli p j our supplies for llanisaiikoil, Uemtabad, and 
llindol were long drawn. The want in '1 lurgaon and, os 1 take it, iu Julpigoree is not of 
money but of grain, and this want must bbpidiod Irom our Government stores. I have 
sent instructions to commence golahs at 'll|irgaon, Kuliia, and Atwari, and have instructed 
Mr. Scanlan at llanisankoil at ouce to soiriino rioe to Thakurgaon for sale, and also to lot 
it be known that for the present paikars ailUiere who supply the liats of East Thakurgaon 
can buy from our Government gololis ^i/itlier more favorable rates to cover the greater 
exjtense of transport. The golahs at'lljrguon, Itiihia, and Atwari, are not for from the 
Julpigoree border, and will, I trust, sul to supply the wuuts in that direction, for of 
course dealers in that district will he allo\\|o buy what rice tliey require from our stores. 
When the rains begin, and tho roads heco^cayy for cjirt traffic, rice can be sent to Thokur^ 
goon up the Taugou from Tambuli by boatpil from thence, if necessary, by cart to Ruhia 
and Atwari, both those places being oii| high ro.id to Darjeeling. It appears probable 
that our stores will now have to be moved js.s, to a large extent, into those parte of tho 
district which we hoped would eseanltogcthcr. 1 fsjioctcd of course that tho 
surplus slocks of these places would beElable for the distressed tracts; but I did 
not expect thot the villagers would partlli their rice to sudi nn extent as to need 
help Ihemselves. During the last fortij Mr. Jones, the circle officer of Durgajmre 
has had to resign his post. Exposure to* ^un and tho constant worry and anxiety so 
impaired his ho,alth that, with much reljce, lie was obliged to ask to bo allowed to 
return to the station, and resume his own ajjtmeut of Superiniondont of rolioo. Mr. Jones 
has been in charge of relief works since hi jber, and Las shown great energy and zeal in 
the discharge of his duties, and 1 regret c:)oly ll;at ill health has compelled him to give 
up his post after having borne the biui^f Hio work so long. Mr. Pollen has te>en 
transferred from Kaliagungo to Durgapmjid lialioo Juggodis Nath Roy has gone to 
Kaliogunge. Regarding tho supply of P(t.uu, I am more and more convinced that 
Ihoro is enough, and more than cnoui all A cry was raised when tho time 
for bhadoi sowings came on, and oao officers wrote very despondingly on the 
fiubjeotf fasring ^ tbat mucL of tue laud I ji.ot be oultivuted ; and yot, though the 
Beafion for bhadoi can hardly be said to havfc passed away, there is already a certainty 
of one-eighth, if not one-fourth more than lijf this crop having >>een sown. The loudest 
complaints came from Durgapore, and Ihei only h^ quautilies of bhadoi been sown, 
but ^ousands of acres axe green with pllf aghani, or early winter rice, whioh is 
sown a little sooner than the hemanta, and p grown in the Durgapore ofrole. The 
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fact is, tho villagora having liad so much done for them, think they can got anything they 
want by simply asking for it; and as advances for seed-grain answer equally well to defray 
marriage expenses, and, it was imagined, could ho got witliout interest being payable, 
demands on that account were at one time plentiful. I am glad Oovenimeut have come to 
the resolution to make no moro cash advances; there is no g;oat lack of means in the 
oountary; the principal want is of grain, and that can bo supplied from our stores. Cosh 
advances ore always liable to abuse, 401' it is almost impossible to ascertain .that money 
borrowed is properly laid out, whereas advances of grain arc of no avail except for 
immediate use. 

B.—llni.iKi' WouKs. 

I subjoin a list showing tho works in Imnd in the vai'Ions circles, with number of men, 
women, and phildren on each, distinguishing, so far as my information goes, between those 
employed on piece-work and those earning daily wages. It will bo observed that in 
Durgapore circle there are now about 10,000 pereons at work, not counting tliose employed 
on some works made over a short time ago to tlic otliccrs of Jvaliagiingc and Chooromun. 
This is a great deoreaso on the number employed .at one time on the daily-wage system; hot 
it is a decrease that w.as to he (expected on tho introdiuition of a labor-test, which compelled 
those to stay away who came sinqily hoeaiiso they could draw pay lor doing nothing. I 
have every reason to holievo that many of the eoolic.s craiJoyed by Mr. Jones, just beforo 
I insisted on piece-work being introduced, made up small lioards of nioney that will enable 
them to live till tho bbadoi crop comes in, I have, however, re)iovtcd separately on this 
subject, and need not recajutnlatc : sidlieti it to say that I am sure tlie number (d’eoolies on 
tlie works at Ilurgajiorc will not mill'll e.veed the ]m'S*'nt total before they are all dispersed 
to their honsfes. Our number of laborers has now, T tliiiik, reached its maximum, and 
from this time 1 expect tho numbers to decrease, as tho pci)]ile n-turti to look otter their 
cultivation. I do not, think that any ti'oulile will be e.sperieneed in di-sporaing our 
coolies to their homes; nowhere have we any masses of laborers on daily wages; all 
able-bodied men are doing piece-work, and tlicir atteudaneo will gradually docre.-iso. The 
women and eliildren will not indeed obt.iin niueb croploymeid. a.s iigrieultural laborers, but 
there need be no dillicnilfy in doiiling with them ; tho roads will reiiuiie to he drossod and 
turfed, temporary bridges will lioie to he luit up, and petty repairs of various sorts c.vccuted, 
which will afford employment; the orgimisatibn for eliaritable relief, moreover, will have been 
completed, and tlie officers will be in a jiositioii to deal with dislvess. if it (■.\ists. As for the 
men, I am eoiiviueed tliat (tovnrnmeiit aro doing wisely in limiting their .help to grain 
advances: assLst.ance in tliis shape liowever will, I think, he required, and the attention of circle 
officers was drawn to tlio suhjeet some time ago. As some ceufu.sion and uucertainty appeared 
to exist, however, in tlieir minds as to the intentions of Government, 1 have lately issued 
a oiwular to tliein, in wliieli T have dcserihed the iiriueiples on which tliev are to work, as 
well as the action that 1 expect them to take in the matter, (ioveriimeiit, 1 h.avo told them, 
are prepared to assist the villageus by prertdiiig them witli food-graiu, and are prepared to 
do so in two ways. The m.avkets must In; kejit supplied freely with Government grain, so 
that any one who wishes to buy may readily supply himself at a eonqiarativcly choa]) rate. 
Sales from Goveniment golahs thernfovo must be made without limit oi' reserve of any kiud; 
the niore wholesale tho transactions are tho better, hhirther, besides securing that rice 
shall be obtainable ill the market fer those who can buy. Government are prepared to 
advance grain to those wlio are in jireseut want of fiitids, .au<l cannot buy for tlieir daily 
consumption ; to meet this want, advances niav he made to villages, in making such 
advances individual dealings should he avoided ; otherwise the two or three men of 
sabstanoe in a village will obtain tlieir own supplies separately, leaving the muss of the advaneo 
to be made on the unsafe securiti' of the ponrev ryots. Any village wanting an advance ran 
got it on the understanding that tho unnmiit asked for covers all demands for that particular 
locality. A bond for tko reiiaymeiit of the price of the riisi. ealeulated at the rate at which 
puikoi'S and dealers aro sup]ilied, should ho signed, and property jiledged as security; llie 
timo for repayment has not j’^et been fi.xed, but 1 asMinie it will not lie till after tho next 
winter crop has been g-nthored. As to securitj' for repayment, 1 have directed the mimdals 
and other rospoctablo villagers to bo first requested to hold themselves jointly and severally 
resjxmsiblc for the debt, pledging Iheir jiropeity as security; their names only will appear 
on tlio bond, they being eliarged with the jiroper dislriliutiou of 1 lie grain, and being outitlej 
to recover the individual amounts from their fellow-villagers. If tho respeet.ahio iuhahitauts 
decline, then the yximindar must he ajijiealed lo; if lie too refuse, then, if the grain is really 
wanted, it must he .advanced on the sueiirity id'Hio ryot's holdings and crojis. (kises.may arise 
in which it boconies iie(His.sary tojirovide grain where no soeiirityeaii ho given : in such cases 
groin must be given, not advanced, and treated as ehariliihle relief. A.s to emsli advances, I 
have all along told my oflicers that J depraeatedany lielyi being given in tlii- .slnqs^ and that 
until distinct iiistruotions to do so were received from Govei-ument, advauees in cash were not 
to be made. Advances of grain have Tieun made to some o.xtont, hut not in evoiy case, very 
wisely; for I find that Mr. 'i'woodle atT’orslia has made advances riqiayihle in laml. He has 
been forbidden to make any more, but of courso tlio ugroemeiits entered inin must bold good. 
The advances were nindb by Mr. Tweedio on his own I'esponsibility. nml without reyioiting 
tho action lie intended to take; and it was only on visiting liis eirelc during liis 
late tour that tho district grain officer discovered what had lieeii done. Mr. Tweedio 
was on the eve of mo.kiug. lq.rgo advauees in this way, for the ryots wore not slow 
to perceive tho advantages of borrowing rice when it is selling in the market^at 12 
seeis per rupee, aud repaying in kiud wheu it is very likely to he down to 2i or 28 
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seers per rupee: further action in this direction however has been stopped. I have suggested 
to my circle officers to inquire whether the villagers would he willing to repay the.advance 
in labor inateA of cash, <>., whether, instead of paying the amount entered in the bond, 
they would consent to keep a oertain length of road in repair, or afford a oontiagent of 
laborers to work free of charge. The proposition, 1 am told, finds much favor, and seems to 
me to afford a very feasible plan for keeping in repair these nules of road which Ve have 
constructed at no little espense. If Government '‘sanction my proposal, I intend to take a 
bond for the amount of grain advanced to any villag^e, and if convenient, enter a stipulation 
to the effect that instead of paying so many rupees, the villagers undertake to do certaia 
work, failure to perform the stipulated work rendering them liamle to bo sued for the amount 
of the bond. If advances are generally made on the security of the poorer lyots, I anticipate 
some difficulty in recovering the amount, for, in such cases the zemindar has a lien for rent, the 
mahajun prolwbly luis another for an old debt, and amongst these conflicting claims, 1 fear 
the price of groin advanced will often be irrecoverable; even in the case of mandals and respec¬ 
table villagers, obstacles will often be thrown in the way of Government realising their dues. 
To facilitate the realisation of those advances, 1 consider a short Act should be passed declar¬ 
ing the Government lieu to be prior to any other lien of a similar nature, and enacting some 
short and summary procedure for the occasion. Of the alternative modes of payment in grain, 
it was at first detemiued to adopt payment through moodles stationed at the roadside, and 
all the circle officers reported that they had cai'ried out the orders of Government. Mr. Fasson, 
at Bindol, has done so most tlioroughly, for his sales to coolies average a seer per head 
per diem for men, women, and children ; others again have not been so snocessAil. 
1 have therefore directed all payments for the future to be made in groin, the duffadar of each 
gang receiving the total amount due for his men, and distributing the rico as oaoh person 
has to receive it. Daboo Harimohou Chaud alone introduced the system of payment in 
grain instead of through moodies; and his having begun to do so was alluded to in the last 
narrative by the district relief officer, and seems to havo given rise to some misapprehension 
as to the action taken by me: the system has been introduced by Baboo Ilarimohon with 
perfect success.

A little rice still remains to bo brought into Ghoraghat, Tambuli, and Kaliagunge, 
but more than the total allotment has already been stored in the district, some of the 
golohs having received more than was originally intended. 

D.—STtniAon. 


I append a list showing the golahs in each circle, with the amount of grain stored in 
each. Sdes from our golahs havo been ordered throughout the district without limit 
or reserve, and officers report that grain is so sold. I am not, however, quite aati^ed 
that some restrictions on sales are not placed at some places; otherwise I cannot aboount 
for the large sales at some places, os compared with the small sales at others, the 
supply being now, I expect, pretty well equalised over the distressed tracts: a glance 
at the table will show this. 1 am tho more puzzled at this, looking to the large sales 
effected from our golahs at Dinageporc. The Sudder circle I never considored n specially 
bad tract, rather the contrary ; and yet hem our sales now average nearly 1,000 maunds 
a day. Much is of course due to tho fact of this being the head-quarters, and much 
is alk> due to the activity and intelligence of the grain officer. Baboo Harimohon Sen; 
but still takiug every thing into consideration, I do not understand why some of the other 
circles do not moro nearly approach oiu: standard of sales. At Patiram and Futnitolla the 
sales are said to have reaihed their maximum. I do not sec how this can bo however, unless 
rice is imported to a much larger extent than it has been : a few hundred maunds is a mere 
drop in the re(]uirements of those two circles. Elsewhere I export, the sales, if properly 
arranged for, will iucronso up to tho end of August, when, if there is a good bhadoi crop, the 
demand will diminish; the extent to which it will fell oil' depending a good deal on how 
for we have by that time got rid of our Burmali rice. If by August we are selling country 
rice, some of the better classes who 'do not eat bhadoi, as being coarse and now, will turn to 
tho Government stores for their supplies. The next fortui^t should show an increase in 
the sales at Birgungc, fur lately the circle officer there, under some mistaken idea of 
increasing the profits, has been selling Burmah rice at 10 seers per rupee, instead 
of at the price fixed by Government, at which rate of course people declined to 
purchase an unpalatable grain. Ho has been instructed to uso his dnscretion more 
wisely for the future. 1 hope also, during the next week or so, to have sales of Government 
rice efi^ed all over Tli^urgaon, and arrangements made whereby dealers in Julpigoree 
district can be supplied if they wish it. 

E.—Advanck. 

The subjoot of advances to villagers has already been touched upon. Several zemindan 
have lately como forward applying fur advances; they have been given to understand that 
advances in cash are no longer to be given except fur purchase of seed-grain. One somindoi 
has agreed to take grain; whether the others will do so or not I cannot say. 

P.—Chaeitable Bei.ief. 

The annexed table shows that there has been an increase in tho number of persons 
receiving charitable relief. The letter calling for a return of funds expended under heads 
b, r, and tt, of tho rules framed by ContmT Relief Committee, 'was not received in time to 
permit of the figercs being supplied in this noirative; they will be ready during the next 
fortnight. The amount of rice expended in charity has been shown in the grain return, and 
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l^pridea this only other fonn of relief is employing women in hoddn^ rice, spinning 
cotton, making gunny &o. The ^np system has not been fiwly mi^uoea 
here. The Minnte by Sir George CampboU, and the letters on the subject, haTffnmn duly 
circulated, but the offioen find groat difficulty in obtaining the serviees of men of sufficient 
stwding and education, or with sufficient leisure to aet as group suporistendent. A 
will oftm wilBngly enough look after the poor of his own villa^, and distribute rice, but 
will olneot entirely to go beyond his own* village; and I consider the system wUch is 
^erally adopted here the best suited to the requirements of the district, viz. to divide 
the droles into divisions, putting each division under charge of a paid inspector, who is not 
a local inhabitant. Every villwe again is managed and looked after by its own mondol; 
or, if the village is a large one, by two or three respectable inhabitants; the inspector’s duty 
being to go round and inspect the village lists, see that charity is not afl'urded to improper 
objects, and generally to arrange for charitable relief through the agency of the Ipcal author¬ 
ities. I have authorized the circle officers making small payments of three or four rppees a 
month to these village mandals as a remuneration for their trouble. It is remarkable, however, 
how many of them are giving their services willingly and asking for no remuneration 
whatever. The class of men to make efficient group superintendents is not to be found as 
a rule amongst our villagers, and I consider the above plan better suited to the people we 
have to work with. It sometimes happens that an intelligent man, ready and capaUe of 
acting as group superintendent, is foimd; such men arc m^e assistant inspectors, which is 
virtuuly group superintendents. We may expect an increase to our numbers receiving 
relief when the rotm-work is stopped, and the women and children are turned off. The 
drole officers however report that roey are prepared to deal with this increase; and, as I have 
pointed out, minor works on the roads will give employment to some.

The heavy ram whieh fell on tho 24th, 2ijth, 2()th and 28(h of May has dono ,an 
inmicuse deal of good. Tho dhan, whieh bad germinated, was much benefited. On 
tho !l7th there was no rain, and on tho morning of tlie 28tb, wliile on my way to Tonnore, 1 
saw enltivators busy preparing ojid sowing their lands ; but liy 9 o’eloek a m., a storm svverit 
over the country aocompaniwl by very heavy rain whieh stopped both the sowing and the 
preparation of the lands. The ryots who before wero praying for rain now pniyod that they 
might have no more for a timo at least, fearing that it woidd destroy tho seed freshly sown, 
and there is no doubt that tho heavy fall on the 28th did so to a eertfiiu extent; for it wa.s so 
heavy that a stream, which before the rain was barely up to my boree’s knees, was so swollen 
the next day that it was scarcely fordable. There have been sinee then some fine clear 
days, whioli following tho rain have given iireeisely the weather best suited both for 
finisliing tho plou^liing and propniation of land, and to Iring forward (be young rice plants. 
Only two applications for seed wore made to me wliile I was in the interior,* regardmg whieh 
I dii^tod Mr. Manisty, tho sub-divisional officer, to make enquiries; ho will provide seed if 
necessary. I observod, however, before the rain, that there wore boskets of seeds in many of 
the fields which were Wng prepared. The boro dhan has licen harvested ; the yield has boon 
fmr, but the introduction of this grain into the maibofs has not, I regret to say, improved the 
prire of common rice. Kam has been harvested in tho North i5hurin4 subdivision, and has 
yielded a good return. The worst feature of tho fortnight h.as boon tho sudden rise in prices 
in almost all parts of the district; this occurred in the early part of the foitnigbt. It was 
hoped that timely rain would improve tho prospects of the coming crops, aud ut the same time 
the price of food. The rain has, however, come in quite sufficient quantities to secure the first 
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result, witlioiil oftnoting the last, except in Nattore, and port of the North Bhurind sub-divi¬ 
sion. Importal ions have boon very slack. The time of year is not favorable to transit, and 
dealers do not nare to run the risk of losing their cargoes .in the present unsettled state of 
the weather. The condition of the people has not yet much changed for the worse in 
spite of the high priecs that have prevailed. There have been no oases of stm’ation, and 
nowhere have I seen or heard of such privation ns .would make its presehoe visible in the 
emaciated forms of its victims. There is no doubt whatever that the opening of poor-houses 
and the distribution of food both in return for labor and gratuitoudy, has averted such a 
result. lu the north of Pootea prices are high and relief is most sought for. Mr. Walton, 
who is in charge of a silk filatiu-e in that tluina, tells me that the people have been eating 
largely the sixds of water lilies, but this is only in addition to •other food. I have opened 
on additional poor-honso in this part, and intend to visit it immediately. Oheena is selling 
at 19 seers 8 ehittaeks per mpw in some of the Pootea markets, and mosh-kulloi at 
22 seers 8 dnittacks per nipee. The Distj-iet Haperiutendent of Police reports that “ coses 
of crime against property show no inei-eose disproportionate to the difference) in eircumstonoes 
of the three years compared. There ai'o only fifteen eases more reported in May of 1874 
than in May of 1872, which wa.s a year of plenty. There have been eight small thefts of 
food-nitieles during the fortnight, a number whhh is prebably not at all in excess of the 
proportion of ordinary years.”

I HAVE the honor to submit the fortnightly narrative for the period ending with the 
doth ultimo. 

. * A.— State ok the Coitntey. 

During the last week there has been a most bountiful rainfall throughout the whole 
of the district, with the oxeejitiou of Kallisubuk, wlicre it has not been suflicient. This rain 
has greatly improved the pros]K)ctB of the bhadoi on)p; in jiohit of bu^f , that uro[) will now, in 
all probability, turn out a very good one. A gi'oator extent of laud than usual has been sown 
with it this year, and nothing could Ito morn promising than ifs .T])j)Oiirunco throughout the 
t|nhole of the northern part of fho disti'ior west of the river Mohananda. I went over all this 
• part of the district last week, and found that bhadoi had been sown on every aviulablo spot 
of laud. In onlinary years, a good deal of jute is sown there ; this year, instead of jute, the 
laud is sown with rieo. Since the rain which fell on the 2.jl h, 2(ith and ‘2Sth, a number of 
the laborers in the Chanehul sub-division Inis left relief works to weed their fields; weeding 
will give perraanout em]>lopnent lo many of these men. Mr. lleily had to reduce the wages 
on some of the works, owing to the agriculturists being uuable to obtain labonrs for 
weeding. - 

In the Darin the boro dhan has hoen reaiied and turueil out very well, yielding os much 
as 17 maiiuds a beegha; hen? iibout half the land for hyinanta sowings has'lieen^])loughed up, 
and some of the laborers have left ndief works for idoughing. The price of rue has fallen 
eonsidornbly during the last week. This is owing to the rain having gnaitly im[iroved the 
prospects of the bhadoi crop. The following table will show the latest prices of rice and paddy

There have been sovenil c.ascs of cholera in the Darin; 77 deaths have been reported. As 
soon as the outbreak wiw rcjiorted to me. I sent a native doctor to the villages where the disease 
was said to have shown itself. 'I'he rain which has so ojiportuneh' fallen will probably put a 
stop to it. 

Comlitivn of xperiuI TracU. 

During the past foriuight the number of people gratuitously relieved in the Chanehul 
sub-divisiou has increased from IS.dofj to 28, t(il. The whole of the north-east }>ortion 
of this Buli-divisiou has been divided into dt) vilhago grou])s. The number of villages in each 
group varies from 7 to 12; at the cAuitre of each group a muudul, on its. 10 a month, and 
woighmati on Its. t, has been ajipointnd. In the Sudder OinJi-, it wa.s found noonssari' to 
form only thn* of these groups. In Gomastapore circle four such groups were foinned. In 
Shibgungo, none; iu Oonuistapore, 4 ; Total 4d. • 

In the Maldah Circle it does not seem uoeessar}' to foim any of these groups. A small 
centre was ojieued at Ivedijioor. 

There were tw'o deatlis from starvation reported during the fortnight, both iu the 
Chanehul sub-ilivision. One of the jiersons who died w.as u tthdi, who was on his way, 
with three others, from Jvudbah thana iu Durncah to English Bazar; he fell ill near 
Multipore, and was left by his companions, who retmued to their homo. Ho was found iu a 
dying state and fed in Multijiore relief wntre. but died soon after his having been admitted. 
There seems to bo no doubt but th.at the death of tliis man was’ owiug to liLs not having had 
enough to eat. The second case Wiis a man who crossed over from the iSouth.al I’ergnn- 
naliB at Futtehpore., This man hod been ill for the previous six luontLs, so his death eii.n 
hardly be attributod to starvation. 

B. —llEl.lEF WoiiKs. 

The number of persons employed on relief works is given in the annexed table. Those 
employed iu the Chanehul Bub-efivision aro not given hi detail. They w orked on Id reads and 
](»tanks; the daily average during the fortnight in that sub-division was 1,5IS against 1,784 
last fortnight. There was a great falling-off during the lost week of the fortnight. 

In the Bnddor sub-division the daily average was 6,7713, having. inereasod from 4,466. 
Thus the daily overage working in the whole district has increased from 6,247 to 8,621. The 
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daily OA'ornpo Bent in-direct to Government is wrong. Before tli 0 receipt of Government 
orders on tlie BVibjeet, I sent out orders to pay all the laborers employed on relief works j of 
tbeir- wages in kind and j in ensb. Since rocemug tbo ortlors 1 have ebanged the ])roportion 
to 5 and -t. The coolies do not like receiving so little ciwb. On one road neai- Gomnstnporo 
they left work in a body but returned after one day’s nbsonee. 

I allow <be laboi-ers uucleaned Burmab rioo at 14 seers for tbe rnpee. In tbo Depart¬ 
ment I’nblie Works cash is paid to tbo lals)^^ and grain sold to them tbrongb tmdiea. 
The total amount of rice sold to laborers under the Depaitment I’liblie Works and civil officer 
during the fortnight was 12,oo!) maunds 21 seers 11 libittacks, and the number of laborers 
employed was llt),:i!)7.

1,20,070 maunds were sent by boat to I’urnoah. Of tliis 54,000 maunds were sent by 
Mr. Livesay direct to Dnngra Ghaut, and a good deal of this has reached its destination. 
60,001 maunds were sent in huger bouts to Dumrail, to be sent on from there to Dengra 
in smaller boats. Most of those larger boats stuck fast between Mabloli aud Dumrail, so that 
only 2,500 maunds had reached Dumrail when J was there last Thursday. The river hae 
risen six inches siueo then, find Lieutenant Green has removed the snil^ ond other impedi¬ 
ments in the liver between Maldah and Dumrail, so tliat by lighting the big Iwats and 
sending on the grain in smaller boats, there is every ]>robahility of all tho riee reaching 
Dumrail by the end of the week. The wliole allotnicnt for tho Dinagepore district har 
been forwarded. Mr. Liv(\say is now, by order of tho llelief Commissioner, forwardhig the 
Dinngepore reserve, and will continue doing this ns long us the road remains iu fair order. 
Tho daily average sent off by boats from 17th to Gie 29th, on which date the boat service wat 
closed, was 2,718 maunds. 

The quantity transported by land eniriage averaged 1,300 maunds per dioni.

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sales will bo supplied from Cliillokhal; Durwani soles from the railway storas. I lUet at 
Burwani the Commissioner of Coooh Behar, and he o^ed to take the 10,000 mounds he 
requires for Buda mainly from the northern mlahs, so as to leave me freo to draw on the 
southern ones to I'eeoup my sales. At the head-quarter markets the supplies have only 
been half the usual quantity, and from Binngepore 160 maunds only have oome in during 
tlie fortnight. prfces are 7i seera the rupee. 

In Mohuig the opening of the public granaries at Meetapukar and Tblimgunge has done 
muoh to relieve distress; 1,400 muunds hove been sold in 14 days. The prices fell m the local 
markets, and the traders have now l)ogun to take passes to bring rice from Kallygunge, where 
they can draw their supplies cheaper than elstiwhere. In Pirgunge the system of passes has 
been veiy successful from the fii-st. It coincided with the almost total fimure of the Dinage- 
pore supply, and W'as most opportune. The relief officer reports that the rice thus brought in 
on pusses only 8U])plemonted (he deficiency of 8U]tply from other sources. A totol of 1,764 
maunds was thus brought into the marktits. In (loviudguuge the traders have hitherto drawn 
their supplies from the south, but are now turning their attcution towiirds Elallygungo. 

But while tlie western markets have thus failod us, the supply from the south luis muoh 
increased, and the Toesta trwle is very active, os is idso that up the Bhurluh, and the eastern 
thanos ore now wtU snjqilied with gi'ain at cheap rates, so that a speedy close of relief works 
there is anticipated in consequence of the orders for i>aying laborers in grain which are being 
now carried out. 

My importation returns shown total of 63,1)00 maunds, besides 14,000 local supplies, 
of which ;i4,00l) come from Hcrnjgunge and the south, and 30,000 from the north aud north¬ 
east (including Bhurl.ah trade). 

Sales h.’ve been continued at Snntanrari and Clilllukhal nl the usual rate of about 600 
maunds a day at each place, and stdes have been coninieiiccd at Al.aikurce in the Mahigungo 
di^isiou, but at present only 47 maunds have been sold there. My total sales to the public 
will be shown under heading C.

We have hod a copious rainfall during the fortnight (7 inches) the whole of which 
has fallen within (ught days. On the night of the 26rd we had a severe thunder-storm. The 
lightning stnick at tlu! foot of a tal tree on the race course, dug a aig-zag trench along the 
ground for 1,'i yards, and then hrauchod into two forks—one of which coutainod the trench 
11 yorrls further. At. the commencement the state of the (U-op.s wsis very critical; they wore 
withering' in every direction, hut now in most, parts the early rice is safe. In the south 
•Torindguiigo and I’irguugc! more riiinis wanted. About’one-fourth of tlicjlially rieo has boon 
lost, hut the late rain will go far U) save the aous jaiqicv in tlicw' thaHa.s. In I’irgringo the 
Mahomedans celebrated a second Mohurrmn in their joy at the rain, (lovindgunge is 
■Htill in a critical state. The relief officer is looking forward to the next foitniglit with gro.at 
anxiety, aud should not hciiyv rain fall ho aiitici]Kites a jirolougatioii of distiuss for two months, 
and may iictxl more ritte. 'J’his division prohaldy, however, prirtieijialid in the hbavy down¬ 
pour which accompanied the storm of the 37th. 1 was at Burwani, where it was veiy 

severe. It was (>qiiallv I'clt h(!n! and down the whole length 
soulhtoB<.gra.,as farasi hav., heard at present.* InAliiKire, 
Borabaree, and (dscevhere some oi tlu' rice has Isieb cut. In 
some jilai-tis unripe rice has been bronght to imirket, so eager were the people to sccunt the 
proceeds; and texvards the cost in Mahigiinge and Alijiore the rumour got abroad that the 
Governmout intended to take a considcrahlo jiortion of the ereji t.e roeouji the e.vpons<'R of the 
famine, aud fears xvere ontertainwl that the people would take to a wholesnlo cutting 
of the unrijic crop. Mvory effort, was made by Governniont ettieers and zemindars to dissipate 
these fears, and the minds of the people have now been again reassured. 

The condition of the peojilo is not wor.se, which is as much os can he said at this the 
most trying season of the sejircity. Many eases of distress st.ill cfime to light, and distress is 
spreading widely in Govindgungii, I’irgunge and Moluug, the only tlnreo thanos which are 
seriously affeoted by the famine. Mr. Bamant reports: “A man, his wife and child came to 
me at Kamdya for relief; they were so emaei.ated and weakened by starvation that they could 
hardly walk, but they are now doing wdl; they came from PaniJi Bihi thana in Bogra. 
The jioople who have been long employed on relief work are in faireoTidition, but some of the 
new arrivalR have a starved look.” So the Moluug officer writes: ” The distress is intense on all 
sides, and in many places the reduced aiijicarancc of the ryots too plainly shows that their 
struggle for life is very hard, and that, the iron grip of famine has at last boon laid upon the 
land”; and be instances a professional fakir, who lived on income received from his disuiplos. 
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and who in April Inst, thoT^h he applied for relief but refused to go to the roads, or take 
oatton-Bpinningforhis family, now came to get the latter relief, ad£ng that though for gener¬ 
ations no one of his family had to spin cotton for bread, none of them h^ ever before felt 
the pinoh of famine. Tho group system is being set on foot in tlie t]^e oircles above-men¬ 
tioned, Goviudgung, Peergunge, and Molung, not throughout, but in those parts only whore 
the aous is not extensively grown, and the ^ple vSl have to depend in a great degree 
on the omun erop. On rile Kamdya side, Mr. Domaut has personally inn^uoed the 
system, and drafted all the women and children into their own villages where they are 
working on vill^e paths, cutting jungle, Ac. Two hiiiulred women are employed at 
the gol^B in rice-husking. It is also about to be introduced into the south-east of the 
thnna and in ports of Pirgunge. Contract work has been introduced on all the roads. A 
number of the coolies left for a day or two, but all are coming buck again. In Pirgunge 
the system of piece-work is completely curried out. In Molung the relief officer has most 
successfully carried out my instructions reganling the removing of tho women and children 
to the villages. Ho has working (i,fl91 men against HI 7 women and 4()7 children, while 
558 have been drafted to viUago roods. This material reduction has been made in the 
number of those employed, and work is e 2 rtmoted in every case. Tho work done in the 
villages is to a great extent real work and useful to the piiblic. In Govindgunge the rates 
for subsistence have been raised by tho relief officer, in consultation with the Commissioner, 
from i seer rice and one picc ]H>r adult, and 1 seer and half pice per child to |. segr.rico and 
one and a half pice per adult and 4 seer rice and one pice children. I cannot but tliink that 
these rates axe unnecessarily high, especially in tho matter of the cash pajunout for wndiments, 
and tho aUowanue of rice for children. My former rates are still in use at ’Molung and 
seem sufficient. 

The question of advances is in iirogrcss of settlement. Prom Govindgunge I have 
no detailed reports; but the laborers on tho road will bo given leave and advances for about 
a mouth to plough and plant their amun crops, on tho same system that has been adopted with 
success in the case of the aous cultivation ; and as in Iho had parts aU the {xmulalion have 
come out to work this plan seems one best calculated to work well. Li Pirgunge and 
Molung lists ore well adviinced. Lists in 74 villages have been made in the former 
thaua and 4(i of the latter; but in these two thaiias the question depends very much on 
tlie prospoet of the nous erop. It it does not fail extensive advances will not be needed. The 
lists are being rapidly compiete<I, and some advances have been already mado in Molung. In 
one case, 280 raaunds liave been advanced to 100 persons on the joint security of the village. 

In Govindgunge there will bo need to advance money for seed-grain, I expressed my 
opinion to this elfeet in a previous report, and tho (:ommis.sii)uer has, in his visit to tho circle, 
reported osnenially on this subject,, and mado an application for sanction to advance tho 
money. There is sufficient need to be had for money, and the Govonunent rice is wanted 
for consumption, and cannot be advantageously exchanged for it. Tho Molung officer is 
making arrangements to etVeet exehango of rieo for seed-grain. It will be ueeessary to 
advauco for this puqiose to ryots in tho west of the thana in those eases whore zemindars 
have not provided for tlxnr ryots, and all arrangoiucuts arc being made for the purpose. In 
Pirguugo as yet no exchange has been made, but it is anticipated that seed-grain will be 
obtainable in the markets. 

In Sunderguiigo, Sadullapnre, and Mabignnge circles distress wntinuos, but supplies are 
good. There are still a number of ehildi'cn on the roads here, but measures ai'e in hand to 
remove them. Tlio uuiuhor under relief in these circles is comparatively small.

During the fortnight 37,0(K) maunds were despatched, including 
nearly 16,000 maunds sent to Dinagepore out of the excess quantity sent us. Only S,00v 
maunds out of the 10,000 allotted for Mymensingh have yet been taken away. The work at 
Kallygunge consists now of sales from the reserve there on posses to traders, and further 
supplies sent up to Chillakhal out of the same reserve to maintaiii the heavy sales we are now 
muiug a^ our different northern sale depots, tiomo slight amount of transport work is 
still remaming at I’anialghat in filling up Molung cUvision, and in despatemng lioe to 
Eishoregunge in ender to keep a sujiply for the soles about to be commenced there.

Ihmng the post fortnight the applicants for charitable relief have increased, and their 
wants have everywhere been supplied. From Govindgunge, however, where additional 
numbers were expected, it is reported there has been no increase as yet. 

A most sensible ohan^for the better ih apparent among tho people from the seasonable- 
ness of the weathw, and the bepnning of the new harvest; still there is no sign yet of tie 
expected diminution of numbers among those requiring charitable relief. They are 
temponnly on tho increase in the parts where scarcity and dearness are at present most felt. 

^ It is noticeable that there has been a falling off of attendance at the cooked food relief 
oontrtOw^For the fortnight ending. May 2nd there were d,987 recipients of cooked food in 
the Mahi^nge division; the nurnljers at present are 1,329. One new private relief centre has 
been opened at Boratoe in thp Kumargunge circle. 

Eight maimds of the^un thread have also been given out in that circle for weaving 
into doriee and 8atrinjgi«!li (mats and carpets). Any of tho thread not disposed of in thu 
way will be taken at the jail for manufactures. 

The numbers employed in light work cannot now he shown with any completeness, as 
the transfer from the roods is being gradually proceeded with, and the necessary returns have 
not been sent in by the relief officers. Endeavours ore being made to get the returns as 
accurate and complete as possible. ' , " 

Advances to poor jjeople with cotton or thread, or other materials, for charitable relief 
with employment, are now being mode partly in grain and partly in money. xf 

Tho returns hitherto submitted have, fi’om their incompleteness, imdcrstatod the numbers 
charitably relieved. From the reports, obtained too late tor incorjit)ration in the district return, 
more accurate information of the ijust and jireseut progress of charitable relief will be prepared 
for submission heroafter.

I HAVE the honor (o submit the fortnightly na-rrative of Bcardty and relief in this district 
which is now due. , , 


2. On the 13th May 1874 I arrived in this sftation, and began my duties as district 
officer. On the 2Gth May 1874 I assumed charge off the offiw of Magistrate and Collector of 
the district from Mr. Kelly on his being appoiutedVlfiiciating Judge of Rungpore. I have 
therefore been directly connected with relief operations'..liere during &e entire mrtnigbt. 

3. Mr. Bobinson, the Relief Commissioner, was in ttfie district for a good port of the 

fortnight ' 

4. tlondilion of the eootitry and people .—I have travelled good deil in the interior 
during the fortnight, and from ocular observation I am in a piositiun to say that in no 
place which I visited was the condition of the country or the people such as to cause very 

groat anxiety, although undoubtedly the great 
inflicted hardship 
and some hunger on the very poor. The 
price of food everywhere is high, as will be 
seen from the quotations noted in the margin, 
which represent almost accurately the bazar 
rates down to this day. Notwithstanding this 
great dearness, which must I'ause pinching to 
very many, I cannot say that I anywhere 
observed upon the persous of the people signs 
ol hunger or of deficient sustenance. Men, 
women, and children, have an appearance of 
being sufficiently nourished. Every where the village bu/.ars were adequately supplied with 
food, although at very high rates. The hftts are great institutions in Enslcrn Bengal, and on 
hit days one may sec almost the whole of the population of the iioighbouving villages oongro- 
gated either for business or plc.-isiire. Whorever I have been. I have found the people, with 
few exceptions, in their usual state, although it is universally said that if Gov^ment had 
given no help there would have been great distress. Nowhere have I observed any general 
depression. The hfits arc very fairly suppliod with rice and other food-grains. There is 
certainly no diflioidty in getting food for any one who has money to buy it. The very poor 
must he straiteued, but njeasnres for their relief are in full operation, and they have not been 
slow to take advantage of them, as w'ill t>o seen further on iu this narrative.

6. The state of the country has been further ameliorated by a most propitious rainfall 
of a total of about 4^ inches, W'hi(!h extended over threo days of last week, and seems to 
have been very general throughout the district. The young plants of the aous crop, both 
in the khiar and pali lands, were beginning to look a little pmrehed from the long drought 
wliich hod prevailed before, and undoubtedly the crop would have been very considerably 
damaged had this drought lasted for five days longer. Rut the hounteous and ample 
rainfall has removed all danger, and there is every probability of tho people securing a 
bumper aon-s harvest in tho mouth of August next. This will vastly improve tho condirion 
ol' large tracts of tho district, and will iuci'caso the food-supply of the whole. In those 
portions of the district where tliere is no aous (and they too ore extensive), it is to he 
feared that high prices will continue to prevail. 

6. The minor crops aro also doing well. Jute, mulberr}'', sugarcane, and sesamum, 
are promising very well. Tho bora rice and tho pulse called mug-kaki have boon out, and 
have yielded upon the whole an average weight of grain. 

7. Relief workii under the Exeeufire Enijineer .—The works under the Executive Engineer 

number forty and consist of 18 roads and 22 tanks, and I 
W'ouicn ... find that during the fortnight ending Kith May 1874 laborers 

t^Uldrcn. were engaged on every one of them. The total daily average 

Totd ... 37,117 of these laborers for the fortnight ending the Ifith of May 
- is us noted in the margin. 

8. On the ICth of May work had ceased on 18 out of these 40 roads and tanks. I 
much fear that the recent heavy rain, and the near approach of the rainy season, will compel 
us to stop our tank-works before any of them are finished. 

9. One of the great features in these relief-works is the small nnmher of able- 
bodied laborers whom one secs upon them, and the crowds of women (generally old) 
and ohildreu who meet one everywhere. The piece system is applied to the able-bodied 
men, hut not to tho women and children wno may be found squatted in thousands 
along the roads, and engaged (when they are, doing anything) in gently tapping the 
surface of them with hamhoo stioks. The little work they do is useful, for it smooths the 
tops of tho embankments which the able-bodied have thrown up. Although we cannot 
apply the piece-work system to women and children, it seems very desirable that we should 
mitlra them work a little more than they have hitherto done. They will be divided into 
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oonveniont gangs. Eaoh gang will have a certain length of road (well within theift strength) 
doily measured off to smooth by the operation of tapping, and will he re^uirad to do that 
duly task. It is however a work of great difSoulty to organise these swarms m women and 
ohildren. I am not at all sure that the best thing we could do with ^iiern is to turn them 
off, giving each a sppply of grain. However, if wo could get work out of them, the stronger 
of them will be very useful in smoothing tha surfaces of tho adeha roads. An endeavour will be 
mode to get some work out o‘f them, but I am not at all sanguine, of success. I have given 
orders that, in introducing the daily task, no groat pressure or nompulsiou has to be used. 

10. Mr. Clay, c.a, has boon engaged in turning tho feeblest of the old women off tho 

works, ond the result of his labor is noted in 
the margin. Each old woman got 20 seers of 
rice, and was sent with it off the roods into her 
village. Tliis form of weeding will be 
continued. ^ 

11. All those who ore turned off the ' 
works are entered in tho village registers of the relief oflieers, and they will not be lost sight of. 

13. On joining hero I took steps to carry into effect tho orders of Government to pay the 
laborers on relief works ingrain. On tho lCthMayl874I addressed all the uirclo officers 
on this subject, directed tho nioosuro to bo at once token in hand, and sent them a sot of 
simple riilos which I had drawn up. At first, fearing tho effect of the sudden iutroductiou 
of this novel form of payment everywhere, I ordered the grain payments to bo made on 
six only of the most important works; but on receiving more stringent cyders from 
Government, I ordered tho system to bo extended to every work in Ihe district 
There was necos.sarily soino little delay in getting so important a measure into 
working order; grain inohurrirs had to ho appointed, subsidiary golahs had to bo established 
whore necessary, grain had to bo carted off to many of the works. I can say tliat no time was 
lost. Mr. Clay and tho relief officers have been specially entrusted with the duty, so as to 
seoure its being siieoessfully carried out with the least po.ssible inconvenience to our 
laborers. I am now able to report that it is in full op.'.rution already on several roods and 
tanks, and in the course of a few days this will be tho ca'se for overy work in the district. 

13. I anticipate that one effect of tho introduction of grain payments will be to greatly 
diminish the number of laborers on our works, certainly of the able-bodied. I hear that 
when grain payments were introduced, tlie able-bodied left who were working on oortain 
portions of tho Dinagepore road. 

14. Hencelorth, by special orders of the Eeliof Commissioner, payments of laborers, 
whether in grain or money, will bo in the hands of tho relief superintendents of ciroles and 
under their general superiiitendenoo. Being nearer the works, they will bo better able to 
look after the supervisors than tho Executive Engineer. This and grain payments together 
will prevent or lessen those abuses which have to some extent been going on. During tho time 

•of my prodocessor four supervisors wore sent to jail. At present I have inquiries into tho 
conduct of three of them going on. Abuses were and are iuovitablo when work has to be 
done through tho agency of men of this stamp. 

15. Slarmje of Gorernmmt grain .—The completion of the storage of grain in tho remote 
interior golahs was a matter of pressing iraportauec, inasmuch as the rains arc near, which 
will make inland transport over our district roads almost impoiisiblo. To this therefore every 
attention was paid. Eortunatoly the exertions of my predecessor had succeeded in gathering 
a considerable number of carta, which greatly facilitated tho operation, Tho Deputy 
Collector, Baboo Madhuv Chundra Maitra, and the ministerial officers rendered valuable 
assistance. The result is that 1 am able to report tliat tho transport of Government grain 

_ from Bogmh and its storago in tho interior I'ro 
nearly linlshed. In the margin I app nd 
figures which give a short compendium of 
lit. what has been done. Those figures do not of 
— course include the amounts stored at tho 
MU*. Mil*. central golahs of Bograh, Shariakandi, and

IS as good as finished. There still remain the 
marginally noted golas into which ai’o to bo 
put 20,000 maunds rice lying at Nowgong in 
addition to the graiu now in them, (laptain 
Conolly was entrusted with this duty and 
sent to Nowgong. Unfortunately ho could 
not got carts, and was able to send away only 
about 1,000 maunds, when ho received orders 
transferring liim to another duty oomiooted 
with the inspection of golos. Tho Itoliof 
Commissioner is giving all possible aid in tho 
transport of this Nowgong rice, and 1 have 
no doubt that we shall manage it.

tho 39th May leornod from Captain Conolly what diffloulties he had in getting carte. I have 
already eent 4 way more than three hundred carts from this place, and hope to have a good 
many more o'ff in a few dnys. Lieutenant Hanki is at Nowgong doing Captain Conolly's 
work, and I think therp is every prospect that it will bo done. Many of the above golas 
are approachable only by carts. . 

17. Arrangements have been mode to send by boat a balance of 10,000 maunds still 
due to the central gola at Bogra from Chandanbasia. Tho iivors are already open for 
small boats, and one convoy has left Chandanbasia for this placo. The boat transport will 
cost about one-third of what the tran-sport by cart costs us. 

is. In order to provide against tho chances of fire, I have had another gola (able to 
hold 13,000 maunds) built at Bogra at some distance from tho former golas The new 
gola is already finished and ready for tho reception of grain. 1 intend to fill it with the 
rice which is coming in boats from Cliandanbasiti.

20. Snhs of (jrniii h I In', jiithllr .—I submitted a soliemo for tho F.ale of 

Government grain to tlie publi(! to tho Eelief ('omniissioner while ho was here, and lie has 
sanctioned it in all it? details. It is much tho same as llial. which has been sancfionocl by 
Govommout, and whieli has been followed in previous famines. Tho e.vtcnt of our stocks 
compels us to put oertaiu restrictions upon tbo.se sales, whicli, wliilo they will, 1 hope, prevent 
the exhaustion of cur golas, will not rob the measure of its v.aluo as a means of relief. 
Tho cheapest rate at which we shall sell to tho public is 12 seers for clean and 14 seers for 
mixed rice. At present wo aro selling a little cheaper tb.an the local bazars, at from 
10 to 11 piirkn seer.s i)er rupee aeeording to quality. The system of sales (which I need not 
minutely describe hero) is simple, and has ])rovcd itself to be practicable so far us it bos gone. 
We shall have sales at the golas, and sales by bunucahs in (be villages. Alrofidy wo have 

engaged several bumioalis, although wo are but 
beginning. 'I'liese sales will be carried on in 
all the six relief circles and over all the district 
under the immoiliuto control of the super- 
intonilents and their assistants.

Fortnightly Narrative of the Pubna Sadder Division ending the 30<A of May 1874. 

A.— State of thb country. 

The state of the country is somewhat worse than at the date of last report. Prices have 
risen, and tho prossuro from more high prices, is no doubt more generally and sevcroly felt. 
Tbo prospects of the future are, however, much brighter. We have had heavy rain during 
the post week, which has done much good to the aous crop. Though distress is general, it 
cannot be said that there is anything approaching to famine in any place. That stocks of 
rice are now &lling low, may be assumed from the considerabe rise in prices, and tho diminu¬ 
tion of imports. As such distress is likely to increase until the harvesting of the aotw crop 

47 
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commenoeB, tbe relief oommittee have applied for 10,000 isannds of OoTemment rioe for 
distribution through the suh-committees. Money is now in the hands of all the suVoommittees, 
for the purolv-se of grain in small quantities, to meet any oases of argent destituticm that may 
arise. No oases of actual emaciation have been reported, and the little siekness hOW prevail¬ 
ing shows oonclusively that the distress felt up to the present, has not been severe enough to 
affect the general health of the distriot. This is one of the most reassnring'faots in conneotion 
with the present sooroity and high prices. 

B.—Belief 'Wobks. 

The numbers employed in Chatmohar and Sujanagar roads are 438. Malanohi road has 
been just finished, and a new road from Badhanagor to Munshedpore via Maligaoha has been 
open^ lately. The numbers employed on that rood are 37. 

C.— Tsanspokt op pood. 

None. 


D.—StoRAiin OF Grain. 

Government grain has been written for, but has not yel arrived. The sub-committees 
hare been authorised to puruhaso and store in small quantities in order to meet emergent 
oases of d'stross,. and this has been done in some places. 

E.— Advances to Private Partirs. 


Sanction'has just been received fur advances to zoraiudars, but no advances have yet 
been mode. 

CAaritabk Udiqf .—Bice and dU are being given by tho sub-committees to the indigent, 
old, and sick persons who are totally unfit for rejief work. Tho number cannot now be 
ascertained from the sub-committee reports. No Annachattras have been established os yet. 

Financial —The private Bubscriptious, Bs. 7,8(i(l-8 have been promised up to 

date, of whieh only Bs. 4,<144 have been revised i measures ore now being taken to realise 
them shortly.

(A.)—Statp, of the Cocntrv. 


In my lost narrative 1 stated that tho gradual exhaustion of stores had produced an 
increased demand for rice, and tliat a series of storms had almost stopped tho supply by boat, 
the result being a scarcity of rico in tho bazars. IVo other causes contributed to prolong 
this dearth, a rise of prices in the marts outside this sub-division, and a general belief 
among traders tlint the current rates were only temporary, and would bo followed by a fall, to 
the injury of all who vontured to import. This state of things ooutinued during the early 
port of the pre.scut fortnight; during the last few days inqtorts have been large, probably 
about 2,900 maunds a day. Bice may now be hod in considerable quantities at all the 
principal river side hats, but it is selling at famine rates as the following table will show—

These figures show the retail prices. Wholesale purchases have been made at Bs. 4 per 
imperial maund in Sorajgunge, and Bs. 4-4 at Ullapum. The very bigti rate at Baigunge 
has attracted a good deal of rice to that mart, where it is generally scuroe, and no doum 
prices will fall there to 9 seers per rupee. At one time during the fortnight as much as a 
rupee was given for six pukka seers. 
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1 believe that the Btooks of two-thirds of the people are now quite exhauated, and that 
they will have to live by buying in, or what grain they gather until the aouB is threshed. 
There are no aooamulationB in the hands of traders. The sub-division is therefor^ dependent 
on its imports, and any oheok to these, such a» a week of storms, or a cyclone, would be 
disastrouB. • 

The rainfall during the fortnight has been 2'58 inches. It has done much good. The 
crops are backward about Koijure, but may be said, generally spoakiiig, to promise well. 
There are however some lamentable exceptions. Hail has dostrayod the flowers of tlie til in many 
plaoes, and seriouBly injured the young jute plants. The sudden rise in the river Jamooua 
has swamped minth low laud, not only on churs, hot also in the country. I know of about 300 
biggohs of flue crops thus destroyed at Jamerta, and 500 at Goitel, on the road from Ullapora 
to Taras. Along the rivers more e.vtensive damage has b(!eii done. Tlieso accidents would 
not occasion serious anxiety in ordinary years, but the case is dilfereTit when, os at present, 
the population has already been reduced to poverty atid rice is at famine rates. . 

I have mot voiy mouymen in an emaciated condition; .sonic of them cultivators working 
in the fields. Most of those who receive charitable relief may be classed us known coses of 
misery, which, but for our assistance, would hove led to .starvation. The most painful occur¬ 
rence reported during the fortnight, was that of a woman who gii,vo birth to a cliild unassisted, 
in a field near Jamtoil. I found her at the annochatra wlicn I hapjioncd to visit, it next 
morning, and she said her husband had deserted her, and that she was coming in from 
Ullaparu to mo for assistance when tivertnken by labor on the road. Of course shi ’received 
a relief ticket, wliich will enable her to get food at her own house during the faming 

The people generally are passing through a very critical period. 'Die majority of the 
cultivators in the two distressod tlianas are living on iusiiflieient food, but are comforted by 
the belief that the sufl'oringa will now bo short, as the kaon, til, jute, and aous crops will all 
bo partly', or wholly out in two months. All the indigent classes in the.se thauns are on our 
hands. In the other two thnuas, the paupers, that is the boirgars other than active fokeers, 
the women who live by husking rice, the old and sick poor, are in groa-t straits, ns wo have 
not introduced the village relief system in these parts. 'The di.stress of the cultivators is less, 
but still it is everywhere folt. At present the sale of mowha gives them the moans of 
subsistonoo. These thauas whore the omun crop was tolerable, have suflbrod the most from 
flood and from hail. 

(B.)—Relief Wouks. 

Ilitherto the ryots of Rhozadpore and Sernjgungo altogether refused to accept earth-work ; 
those of Kaigiingo and Ullapara hod taken to it very sjiaringly, only when it wa.s brought 
to their doors and they worn roducod to extremities. They argued that it was better for 
one of the family to die than for the whole to be reduced to poverty by nkaudoning their 
•cultivation, and moreover a cultivator in these parts loses social iM.tsitiou by working on the 
roads. During the presont fortnight some cultivators havo a.skcd for work near their homes. 
'Fho BiMison is too advanced for much good being done in that way, but 1 havo nevertheless 
commenendto open throe village Iracts, that I'rom ,IhouI to Ulbipavn, that from Kalgungo to 
Berahkolah. and that from Rlu^fadporo along the kluill to the Orosagur. The latter is jiurt 
of the jiostal track between Scriijguugo and Pubna. 1 havo also engaged to cut some noxious 
jungle at Jhoul. Wo have no return as yet of the number of coolies engaged on these roads. 
'The numbers engaged on the roads previously openeil are—

The returns for the Chandaokona road havo not been sent to me lately, probably they have 
gone to tho Public Works Dopartmont. My account of it showed I Tit laborers 1 wish the 
Uurrial and Goiloe uoolies would oomo into (.'haudaekoua whore really g.'od work is being 
done under competent supervision. 'The two tracts mentioned are in tlie remotest jian of the 
sub division and much of tho ability and honesty of the work depends on the mohurir in 
*ohargc. Hitherto coolies have been paid in coin. When the Govurument rice arrives this 
system will be changed. 

(D). —Storage of Government Grain at Rki.irf Works. 

A good deal of rice is oonsnmed at our relief works, but it is rice bought by tlie load 
committee, and its cost will, 1 presume, bo defrayed from the uharitable relief fuml, although 
a part of it has been advanced by Goveriimeut. 'fho enmiiiittcu ui Iis first meei,ing asked lor 
Government grain, but this request was not oompliod with. Thrown on our own lesonrces, 
we at first bought locally, either at tho relief liats which are themselves rice marts, or at 
Serqjgunge. We found by experience that these markets, thougli they bud been well supplied 
during ihe first month of tho famine were liu' le to bo exhausted; and flaring fur some days 
found great diflioulty in roeeiiug our tickets (a stoppage in the payment of wJiich would be 
baukriiptey in its worst form), we issued orders for cun.^iderable purehases wliicli, when 
oompleted, would give an adequate stock, making us iudcpciidciit and secuie. Prom 
Messrs. Wilson and Company a firm with u^tousive commerce with eastern districts, we bought 
1.500 maunds at Rs. 3-13 amaund, bags and packing included, and we ordered 3,000 mauuds 
on commisB on. Mr. Alexander agreed to supply 7,U00 maunds from Calcutta at As. 3-14, 
and two thousand mauuds of tills order has already arrived at Sorajgunge; the remaining 5,000 
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will be delivered in the ooune of the week at Ullapara and Boignnge. Af^ these arnmge> 
had been made, I received infonnation that Government intends to sand us 4,000 
mannds. '^e have therefore in hand, or immediately expeot, 15,500 maunds of lioe. The 
Government supply I propose to use only for annaohatras, i^vanoe to isamindars, and pay¬ 
ment of ooolieS. I will store at Serajgimge, where I have hired a godown capable of holding 
15,000 maunds. Two thousand maunds of rioe, locally purchased, will ‘also be kept in the 
same place. I mean to send 2,000 maunds to Taras, if the road continues open long enough to 
despatch it; if not I will send os much as I can to that place. The balance is being stored 
at lloigunge and Ullapara. Adequate arrangements for storage have been made at l^igunge 
and Ullapara. 1 requested the superintendent of the circle to see to the storage at Taras 
sometime ago, but have not as yet been informed as to whether these orders have been 
executed. 1 will go there myself next week and see that all arrangements are properly made. 
Carts have been engaged for despatch of rice. 

The.goloh at Serajguuge will be a Government one, and a clerk is required. Iwill 
appoint one on Its. 20 a month. Woighmon will also be necessary. 

With regard to the sufficiency of the stocks, 1 am unable to express a confident opinion 
until 1 see how the system of issuing graie, instead of cash to zemindar’s, works. It has not 
as yet been introduced, as the Gh)vcrnment rice has not arrived. I, however, expeot that the 
Governn^ent 4,000 maunds will be token oiT our hands in this way during the month of June, 
provided it comes to hand soon. The remaining 11,600 maunds will, I hope, lost us during 
Jime and July. We have at present about 9,000 persons on our relief lists, and may expect 
on average of 14,000 during those months. The allowance is 12 seers a month for an adult 
and 6 for a child. As.suming that half the ticket-holders are adults, this gives a monthly 
consumption of 4,(i5(l maunds. We have to allow something less than 1,0UU maunds for 
annochatros. Serajgunge is within easy access from Calcutta, and I may confidently say that 
we can always obt^ rice in time, if our present supply proves inadequate. 

(E.)— Advances to Private Parties and their Eesdlts. 

The landholders of Serajgunge have made a good use of this opportunity of lending 
money given by Government. Up to date Its. 43,007 has been disbursed to them on loan 
for assisting ryots. To-day I roooivod applications for loans aggregating Us. 11,610. The 
sum of Bb. 4,562 has been sanctioned, but not drawn from the treasury. 

Two questions will naturally be asked os to those advances; do tho ryots get the benefit 
of them, and will Goveminont realise the amount ? The first I can answer in the affirmative. 
Wherever ryots have complained that they did not got the monoy advanced, I found on inquiry 
that no real abuse existed. Either tho ryots wanted more than the zemindar thought could be 
safely lent to them, or they objected to the terms of the bond, or they found that only the 
favorites received. In no instance did 1 see occasion to believe that the money had not been 
lent to ryots. The realisation of tho money will no doubt give us much difficulty if we have to 
proceed as ordinary creditors. All those who have taken loans are in possession of land, but 
the title deeds they produce, such as revenue receipts, would by no means satisfy a conveyancer. 
Some of those who borrowed are embarrassed, and will make .every effort to procure delay, 
but I understand that Government is willing to take some risk in the matter, and to undergo 
some trouble hereafter. Tho change in system will bo made when Government rioe arrives, 
and may probably lead to a contraction in tho rate of issue of loans. I havo, hovever, to-day 
received an application for 100 maunds i'rom the manager of the Tagore estates, and I sent 
an order for the amount on the relief store, to be repaid from tho Government stock when 
it arrives. 

(F).—Ciiaritahle Belief. 

The committee is engaged in giving relief on tho village system. There are two superin¬ 
tendents of dries and six assistant Buperiutendents engaged in visiting each vUlago in the 
distressed tract. AH tho villages are reported to have been once visited ; those in much dis¬ 
tress to have boon inspected several times. On each visit tickets ore given to any persons 
found to be in actual distress and incapable of road work. If the ticket-holder, tliough unfit 
for rough labor, can spin, weave or twist jute, a clause is inserted in the tickets that the 
relief will be conditional on the performance of an allotted task proportionate to the applicants 
supposed powers. The number of these tickets issued is about 9,000. Those who take them 
are generally diseased, aged, or women having no immediate relatives to support them. 
When the relief system was introduced, those classes were in the distressed tract suffering so 
muoh from hunger and improper food, that after inspecting some villuges I was in serious 
apprehension of a number of dcuths from famine. I found many of them living oa pumpkins, 
and any uncooked food they could got without regular meals. Tho monthly allowonoe on a 
ticket is now 12 bocb of rice and 3 seers of d&l, given fortnightly. Half tickets are given for 
children. 

In addition to this relief given in uncooked food after local inquiry, cooked food is now 
supplied at fifteen places, under tho supervision of local committees, to emaciated persons. The 
number relieved under this head is not large; the average number fed, according to the returns 
received, being 182 at on annachatra: An annoehatra is also kept by Kaj I^okee Dabbya, 
a Brahmin l^y living near Toros, which is much crowded, the food there being good and 
plentiful. A zemindar at Katanga oontribntes 25 per cent, of the cost of the annoehatra 
there. 
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6. Mr! Lowis olio nras out last veek naar the Fnrueah border, and the ryots there all 
dedared they heard Government vas selling rice in Pumeah at 17 seers, and wanted to know 
when he was going to do the same. The total sales from the Dinagepore golah up to 7th 
June, amount to 3II,0(|U mannds, but I have no returns yet from distriM officers as to the total 
amount of their sales, a mistake which 1 hope to get corrected this vieek. A fresh circle 
is about to be opened at Thakoorgaon in tha north of Dinagepore, and grain is alre^y 
being pushed on there with a view of meeting the wishes of the Gooch Befaar authorities, 
but 1 have no fear myself of there being anything like famine in that part of the country, 
though the high prices of course create distress among the poorest dass. 1 have at this 
moment received a telegram from the Commissioner of Gooch Behar, saying that things have 
much improved at Julpigorec, and that the rice sent for him is to remain at Kaliygunge. 

11.—Relikp-Worrs. 

• 

7. These arc being gradually contracted, as laborers are being drafted off for cultiva¬ 
tion or under the group-system, an(^in a great many places the system of payment in grain 
will 1 think still further r^uce the number of laborers. 1 have a note from Mr. Damant 
this morning, in which he states that the group-system and .payments in grain are both 
working successfully in his circle, and he does not atiticipate any large decrease in the 
number of laborers on Recount of payment in grain whereas in the north-east of Rungpore 
across "the Teesta, the laborers at once left on payment in grain being adopted, and, 
indeed, ip that part of the country there is very little distress, 

C.— Transport op Food. 

8. This may be considered as over, practically, except perhaps in part of Bogra, and such 
alterations in the distribution of stocks from main goiahs as circumstances render necessary. 
The transport officers, Captains Conolly and Ker, arc now travelling about inspecting goiahs. 
The balance of the supply for Purncah is, however, still being forwarded by the Ma^nuddee 
routes 

D.— Storage op Government Grain. 

9. This may also be said to have come to an cud, subject to the changes aliove alluded 
to. Reserved stores have been, and arc being, pushed forward towards the J ulpigoree border 
to meet the wbhes of the Gooch Behar Commissioner. 

E. —Advances. 

10. None hare been made by me. 

F. —Charitable Reliep. 

11. This is being carried out everywhere. The group .>iy8tem ha.s been introduced in 
thanas Gobindgunge, I’irgunge and Moloug in Rungpore, and Panchbibi, Khetlal, Bogra, 
part of Aduindigec, (i.e., around Doobchuchecu), and Shercporc in Bogra, and in all the bad 
parts in Maldah. In Diuagci>ore the group-system has not been introduced strictly accord¬ 
ing to the Government orders, that is to say, lU or 12 villages have not been put in 
one group, with a man on Rs. 30 to Rs. 50 a mouth to look after them; but the Magistrate 
has preferred to put each mundal in charge of his own village, and to put the supervision of 
a certain number of these villages, 30, 40, or .50 under an inspector, who, agsun, is looked after 
by the circle officer. 1 have not as yet had time to go thoroughly into the arrangements he 
has made, but 1 will do so as soon as possible; and if proper su[X!rvision is really exercised 
over each individual mundal, 1 do not propose to interfere with the Magistrate's arrange¬ 
ments, but it is necessary that the supervision should be real and not merely nominal. 

G. —Financial Results.

I have the honor to forward the usual fortnightly narrative of relief opentions to tha 
6th instant. 

2. There has been no material change to report since the period of the last district reports 
whiob have been before Government. I am happy to say that the weather has been all that 
could be desired for the growing crop of early noe, and for the sowing and cultivation of the 
main crop. No change lu the stale of the people has been reported. I append a statement 
comparing the year 18U6 with the present one, and with the average of five intermediate yean; 
from this it will bo seen that in the dutiiats of Dinagepore, Rungpore, and Bogra, piioes 
range very much higher this year in 1866, while in the other four distiiots they may 
be said to coirespoud very fairlj ; also that while food was procurable in May of 1866 in all 
the distriois except Dinagepore and Rungpore at about double the ordinary prio» oad ia 
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those two distriots on better terms, it is now procurable in Dinagepore, Bnngpore, and 
Bogra onlj at three times the or^aiy price, which must be considered quite a fimine 
rate. The statement also shows that the time of highest range of prices has yet to come, and 
no very considerable relief can be expected before November. , 

Be{.i£f Works. 

3. I am not able to * report the result of the introduction of the rioe-payment system. 
It has been introduced into Bajshahye, where there was Government grain stored, and is 
being introduced into Moorsh^abad and Fubna. Until the returns of a week or two 
after its introduction ate received, its effect in thinning the number of laborers cannot be 
reviewed. 

TnANsroRT and Storark. 

4. There is nothing to report on this head, except that rice is arriving for Moorshodabad, 
and that I have authorised the Magistrate of Ihibna to intercept, if ho can, a port of tho 
10,000 maunds of rice ordered for SerajgunJ, fa use in the sudder sub-division of 
his district. It is quite desirable that he ^oiild do this, as I see by Mr. Nolan’s last 
narrative that his local purchases have been more exteusivo than 1 thought. The Central 
Committee have made a grant of Bs. .^0,000 to the Fubua district, a large portion of which 
was asked for to pay for the groin purchased locally. There is rice going forward for the 
Coadh Behar division from Goalundo, which -is to bo landed at Kaligunge. 'Aie small 
steamer mut Ada is available at Kalignnge for the Tocsta navigation, but^I have just 
heard of a fall of the rivers, and that she. cannot got beyond Fannial Ghat on the Teesta. 
The rivers must, however, soon rise now, and perhaps it would bn expedient to send 
on the Gooch Behar rice in steamers without lauding it at Kaligunge. This, however, 
is a question which must bo decided locally. 

Advancks. 

5. There is nothing to report under this head.

6. There has boon no sudden accession of numlmrs Hint 1 have hoard of. Doubtless, 
an increase mmst be expected in the present and two following months. The Calcutta 
Committee have signified their wish that assistance should be liberally given to the more 
respectable classes, os well as the destitute, leaving tlie method of distribution to tho disoretion 
of the local officers and committees, according to tho varying circumstances of oases. This 
desire of the Committee will be made known to all the officers concerned.

1. I HAVE the honor to aubmit herewith in original tlie diatrict fo^nightly narrativea 
for the fortnight ending let June, and requeat )hat 1 and District Officera may be furnished 
with printed copies of them. 

2. //oo^A/y—This report calls for few remarks. There has been heavy rain from the 
34t||} to tiOih ultimo in Hooghly, amounting to 3*74 inches, but it aeema that in the interior 
the rainfall has been leas. The crops are flourishing, and ploughing and sowing are going on 
briskly. It is reported that double the usual quantity of laud will be sown in Serampore 
with early nce-crops. Wherever one goes, it is evident that high lands, which are only 
productive in very rainy seasons, have been prepared for a crop. Mr. Pellcw observes that 
in soine villages which were severely visited by the epidemic fever in former years, there are 
necessarily individual cases requiring relief; but he believes that the rain will remove all 
cause for anxiety in regard to the agriculturists who are able to work. 

3. The compaiative number of pereons employed on relief works in the previous and 

current fortnight, as given in the Collector's report, are 
Cnrnntfoiinijcbt ... ... M7a entered in the margin. There was a misprint in my last 

nnou or nig narative of 5887 for 4887. The number employed on works 

executed from tuccavee advances has risen from 1532 to 1823. 

4. ^arge quantities of rice are being exported from the Hooghly, Chnnderuagore, and 
Mugra Bailway stations. The importations of Government rice had not commenced in 
Hooghly until the last working day of the fortnight under report.

6. I have little to add to Mr. Pellew's remarks with reference to the Government 
Circular order No. 3246—S. B. There arc a number of helpless persons, the relics of 
families which were almost annihilated vby the Bengal epidemic fever (now known under 
the misnomer of the Ilurdwan fever), which laid waste some of the finest villages in 
Hooghly during the last ten years. According to the late census statement 6, class 7, the 
beggars and paupers in Hooghly and Howrah were 5,7.')0 males and 4,269 females in number, 
BO that charitable relief is still within very moderate bounds in comparison with these 
figures. 

7. Bcerbhoom .—The report of the Collector is more cheerful. The rain has produced 
most beneficial results, and the Golleetor thinks that distress has reached its climax; and 
there has been a lull in the outbreak of robbery and dacoity, which have been the subject of 
my special report to Government. There has been also a downward tendency in the price 
of grain. 

8 The average daily number of persons employed on relief works was 10,374 during 
the current iortnight against 7,717 in the previous fortnight. The Collector states that the 
numbers have been somewhat reduced since the cliangc of weather, but the statement shows 
that the actual number of persons employed on tbc last day of the fortnight was 11,003. 

9. The exports of grain by Bailway amounted to 7,(124^ maunds, 1,000 mauuds of 
Government grain were expected to arrive at the Bulpore station on 29th ultimo. 

10. The total number of persons in receipt of daily charitable relief on 23rd May 
waa 9.803 during the fortnight under report against 5475 of the previous fortnight. A 
classified statement is given in the Collector’s Appendix Beturu V with reference to Govern¬ 
ment Circular Order No. 3216—S.U. According to the ctensus returns the beggars and 
paupers in Bcerbhoom numbered 4,310 males and 2,188 females, total 6,498, so that the total 
8,098 of the recipients of daily gratuitmis relief in rice is in excess of those figures. 

11. Bankoorah .—In this district also there has been a good rainfall, and the' Collector 
remarks that, wherens during the preceding week things looked very gloomy, there is now 
a change for the better, and the people seem more hopeful for the future. 

12. It is to be regretted that tlic talookdars and others are so reluctant to come 
forward to take advances lor their ryots. It is very clear that if advances are made direct 
to lyots the flovernment chances of payment are very small, as the local creditors of the 

, ryot will doubtless attach the crops bolore the agency that Government can employ can 
reach them. The only chance which Government has of recouping itself will be by the intro¬ 
duction of some procedure similar to that provided by sections 10 and 28 of Act X of 1871, 
the Uond-Gess Act, as I have already suggested demi-oificially. 

18, The daily number of labourers emidoycd during the fortnight waa 8,188 against 
2,947 in the previous fortnight. The Collector states that he ia procuring retnma of the 
number of labourers employed on private works, by which I presume that he refers to the 
works carried on by tuccavee advances.

14. Oovcrnment grain to the amount of 1000 maunds has been received during the 
fortnight, and is being judiciously utilized by tbe -Oollector and the Executive Engineer. 
The Collector has very properly sent on a second ooiisignment of 1,000 maundk to the relief 
of those parts of Manbhoom vrhich are more accessible from Banko^^rah than from PumliBi 
and he has indeutijd for further supplies for the Itankoorah district. 

15 The total number of persons receiving daily charitable relief appears to be 0,047 
gainst 8,U7S in the previous fortnight. The Collector has endeavoured to supply the 
information required by the Oovernmeiit,Circular order No. 3216—S. K., hut it cannot be 
pven with much accuracy at present. According to the census, the beggars and patfpers 
in Bankoorah numbered 2,444 males and 6^4 females, so that there are a large number of 
persons outside of this class receiving charitable relief. 

IG. Hurdwan. —The Collector has, as usual, submitted an abstract of the sub-divisional 
reports, with a few brief remarks of his own. The rainfall seems to have been general 
throughout the district, although less rain bad fallen in the Jehanabad snb-divisiofl than in 
other parts of the district. The Collector has offered a tolerably confident opinion on the 
state and prospects of the district in the final part of the 2ud paragraph of liis report; but 
1 think it will be safer to await the results of another fortnight before attempting to arrive 
at any definite conclusions. 

17. The statement of the daily number of persons employed on relief works shows a 
total of 14,178 f»r tbe fortnight under report against 8,985 of tiie previous fortnight. The 
Collector will be requested to give some explanation of this large increase. 

18. The export of food-grains from the district amounted to 27,887 maunds duringthe 
fortnight. The import of 5U.OOO maunds of Government rice destined for Manbhoom 
does not really concern Burdwan. Three thousand maunds of Government rice have been 
received fur the use of the Burdwan district, of which 800 maunds have been despatched to 
Cntwa for storage. 

19. In the district of Burdwan also, the talookdars appear to be averse to make use 
of concession G, for obtaining advanoes for their ryots ; and the Collector’s account of the 
disinclination of the ryots to combine collectively for this purpose is instructive. 1 would 
also invite attention to the statement that an application for an advance was made with a 
view to apply the money to the worship of an idol! The offer of the Government grain is 
apparently having a wholesome deterrent effect on applicants who are not really in absolute 
need of advances. To those to whom advances are really necessary, 1 would apply the same 
protection for the interests of Government as has been suggested in Bankoorah. 

20. Charitable Belief. —The Collector has made no attempt to give the information required 
by Ooverntnent Circular Order No. 3218—8.U The Statement No. 0 shows a daily total 
of 14,051 persons relieved against 14,169 of the previous fortnight, of these persons 8,200 
are fed at the cost of His Highness the Maharajah of Burdwan. The census returns^show 
tbe beggars and paupers of Burdwan a.s numbering 14,033 males and 4,997 females, so that 
the uuiiibcr relieved is well within the limits of the ordinary pauperdom and mendicity of 
the district. 

21. The narratives for Howrah and Midnapare will be forwarded as soon as they an 
received.

southern portion of the district. I find also firom police reports that in thana Eristonnggnr, 
coarse rice is selling 11 seers in the rupee. 

4. Information as to the kind and price of rice in the hands of zemindars and traders, 
l^c .—Same as in previous reports. 

D. if anf/. —At the sudder station and at Dhunyakhally, 22.miles to the west¬ 

ward, it rained ou the dates as per mai^n. The storm of the 
30tk at Hooghly was a very sudden and heavy one, 2*8(1 inches 
fell at the sudder station in less than three-quarters of an hour. 
It rained more or less during the fortnight in all the thanas 
of this district except in Huripal, where there was no rain. 
Generally, it may be said that the fall in the east was greater 
than in the west of the district. 

6. State of the crops. —Aous, or early paddy, and the seed- 
liavc been and arc being sown in a few places in all the thanas 
of this district. The late rains have done it good. It is reported that in thana Seram pore, 
about double the quantity of land which is usually sown with early dhan will this year 
be sown with it. But rain is muck wanted to keep it alive. In thana Hullagfaur, jola 
dhan, sown on the bank of the Hooghly, has been harvested; sugarcane, til, patal, ttchchhoy, 
kankur, jhinga, water-melon, pumpkins, &c., which were dying for want of rain, have been 
refreshed by the late rains. The ginger, onion, huldi, which have been sown, have mostly 
failed to germinate for want of rain. Lauds are everywhere being ploughed for the cultiva¬ 
tion of early and late rice. 

7. Condition of the peojjle- —I yesterday examined the country extending in a straight line 
for 22 miles west of Hooghly. Over a large part heavy rain had fallen, and ploughing and 
sowing both early rice and the seed-beds of late rice was going on. In some fields the rice 
was visible above the ground. The mango, jack, and plantain trees on either side were 
covered with fruit ripe or nearly ripe. 

8. From the large quantities of caster-oil cake manure being transported in carts 
from the banks of the Hooghly to the interior, and the large quantities being spread over 
the ground, it is clear that the condition of the peasantry generally is by no means desperate. 
Potatoes, mangoes, and mustard were being transported from the interior towards the 
towns on the Ilooghly, and the mass of the peasantry doubtless subsist on the profits of sneh 
trade and that in vcg<*tables, plantains, jack-fruits, &c. The road was lined with people 
going to and from the Ilooghly and (lhandernagore Sunday-market. Beyond 12 or 14 miles 
this trafiic naturally diminishes but does not cease. 

9. In some villages, speeially those in which fever has been severe, there are individual 
cases requiring relief amongst people formerly supported by the charity of distant relatives 
or rich natives, but who, hearing that organized measures of relief have been taken, have 
ceased to assist them. 

10. In certain villages also, where the zemindars arc poor, a certain amount of assistance 
to the ryots may eventually prove necessary, specially if a full suj)ply of rain be denied; but 
1 believe rain will remove all cause for anxiety in regard to the agricultural population who 
are able to work. 

11. Orain theft. —Five cases of grain theft have been reported—^two from Seramporc 
and three from Hooghly. Of the two reported from Scrampore, one is pronounced false by 
the Folioc, and the other, in which a burglar made his entrance by cutting a hole in the 
Wall, and stole away Ks- 5 worth of grain, is still pending with the Police. In one of the 
three reported from Ilooghly, paddy of the value of Us. 16 has been stolen from a granary; 
in another, eight annas worth of rice has been stolen from a shop; and in the third five annas 
worth of rice has been stolen from a kitchen. The thieves have not lieen traced. 

12. Condition of Special tracts. —There arc no tracts which can as yet be said to be in 
a specially distressed condition.

30. Separate chapter under Circular No. 3216—SJi., of the 19//, Mag.—The orders of 
Government were received too late to cuable me to obtain separate figures for relief under 
heads B., C., and 1)., from the voluntary unpaid sub-committees whoso agency is alone 
employed in this district. Moreover, no Government grain bus been received during the 
fortnight, and all relief has been in money. 

31. What has been done is as followsOver every ten to fifteen villages in the 
district a voluntary unpaid sub-committec has been entrusted with the task of 


* Tbcflo arc imtll Heraia fur the relief of traTellen. 
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searching out distress in any form and reporting to the District Committee. These Com¬ 
mittees generally proceeded to visit each village and draw up lists, in concert with respectable 
residents, of all by whatever cause or in whatever position who were unable to maintain 
themselves. 

Bi. According td their reports, funds were supplied to the local Committees for relief. 
Weekly reports and accounts were demanded and have been received with fair regularity 
from most of the Committees. 

83. Endeavours have from time to time been made to induce the Sub-Comj^ittecs to 
substitute relief under head C. for that under head Ji. Some Sub-Committees hat^'responded 
to these endeavours, but others allege their inability to do so. Considerate trouble is 
involved in giving labour, and hciiee there is a ditficulty. 

34. Until the 20th May it was not understood that it would ever be necessary to give 
separate figures under heads B., C., and D. 1 have now, however, ordered the distinction to 
be made in future, but it will take some time before the Sub-Committees, who are not, as a 
rule, accustomed to drawing up statements, will thoroughly understand the meaning of the 
orders. 

35. There is, however, little doubt that at least half of the men relieved and three- 
fourths of the women and ehildreii come under head 1). as explained in paragraph 3 of the 
(iovernraent circular, vis., “women, children, weakly people of high castes. Brahmins and 
others,, who from mishap or social usages arc unable to come upon the (ioverument 
relief works.” In this district, as has before been explained, a large number of persons— 
old wido^Ts, young boys, fever and spleeii-slrikeu jwrsons of both sexes and all ages— 
are to be found, the only surviving members of wliat were oiieo large families of fairly 
prosperous agriculturists, traders, and others, which have been broken up and ruined 
by the ravages of the Hooghly epidemic fever. In certain villages half the popu¬ 
lation are mure nr less in this eomlilion. They are unable to work projierly, they have 
given up their lauds or trades, and drag out a miserable existence by gradually selling ofl' 
their family goods. 1'he funds of the Coinmittee are freely spent upon sueb persons, 

86. it is, however, somcwliat dillittnlt to riistinguisli the more forlorn of these from 
the class of professional beggars, crippled and helpless poor of the lower orders, in which 
class many of them have long ttgo become mingled. 

37. The following remarks of the iiispeeiing relief officer on the condition of the 
village of Mandra will illustrate what I have stated above:— 

“ The recijiients of relief here htivc, with fitw exeeptions, if any, been suffering from 
malarious fever. It must he a matter of sutisfietion to the Pistriet Relief Committee to 
learn that the measures of relief work which they have organized have kept alive upwards 
of 100 people who, without such aid, would ere long have perished * * Nowhere, I believe, 
are so many deserted houses as in Mandra * Many a young man and woman are 
gratuitously relieved here, and I did not insi.st upon the Sub-('ommiltce to make them work 
which have hardly time and ability to do on account of fever ” 

33. It must be reincmhered that in this district it has been found necessary for several 
years past to supplement ))vivate charity by organized relief in tlm shape of the distribu¬ 
tion of money, food, clothes, anil stimnlunts. The effect of high prices was still further to 
diminish private benevolence and has thrown these siiirerers on the Committee's hands.

I HAVE the honor to submit my district narrative for the fortnight ending 30th May. 

A.— State of the Coostuy. 

Matters seem to have reached their climax, and witli the favorable change in the 
weather last week, there appear signs of a change for tlio better, indicated by a slight fall in 
prices, a more hopeful tono of public feeling, a lull in ll'o outbreak of robbery and daooity, 
whicli elianuitcriscd llic first ten days of the fortnight, and the re-apjicaranoo of a ohowkeydar, 
returning, like the first swiillow of summer, to his diakrau lands. I’anporism has 6eriou.sly 
increased during tho fortnight, and 1 fear cannot ho expected to decrease till the beginning 
of September, when, if the croiis promise W'oll, a heavy full in prices may be looked for us 
holders will be an.xious to dispose of tlieir stocks bid'orn the new rice comes into the market. 
I do not, however, expoet auy seriuus increase of jiaujinrism during the intermediate months, 
distress having now, 1 tliink, about reached its worst, and the renewal of agricultural opera¬ 
tions promising a turn for tlie better. Rice is readily procurable at the eurrout market rates in 
the principal bazars (rhlc appendix 1), though still scarce or unproenniblo in many villages, 
and, where procurable, generality sold one seer dearer than in the bazars. Four groin- 
robberies have oecniTod, hut no deiiih from starvation has lieou brought te light, and the relief 
ogency o 'ntimios to cope successfully with distress. Cholera and small-pox still prevail, 
causing a lamentable mortality, but shew some abatement in virulence during'the last f<jw 
days. 

B.—Belief "Works. 

Two new relief works have been oommenoed during the fortnight, viz., t’Aii oonstruotion 
of the Mullorpoie—Andee road (No. 21), and kuuker-cutling for tlt% Bulpore—Burool 

/ 
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road (No. 22); the numher of laborers on distrioff works of all kinds is given in form G. 
Sinoe the change in the weather last week, the numbers have been somewhat rednodd. 


0.—Tbansport ov Ghain. 

Exportation continues, 7,024^ maunds having been exported during the ‘fortnight 
under review ageunst 8,062^ maunds of the preo^ng fortnight. Simultaneously some 
imjgig^tion of rice frW Moorshedabad into the eastern of tl^ district is reported.

3. 1 had hoped that the. rain would have eUeapened tho food-grains, but tliere has been 
no change in consciiucnee. The 8\ipply is suincicnt in the greater part of the district. 
There was a temporary scarcity in the west of Chatua, near the borders of Manbhoom, W 
I was able to meet the want by sending for sale about 40 mannds of rice which had been 
hnsked by the women receiving relief and which was over and above what we required for 
gratuitous distribution. 

.4. 1 have been making special inquiries as to the supply of seed-grain. As far as I 
have been able to ascertain there is sufficient in the district to meet the requirements of the 
year, bnt there arc many ryots wliO have got little or none, and it may become necessary in 
giving advances of grain to cultivators to buy seed-grain from those who have more than 
they require. As a general rule, ryots keep their own seed-grain, and seldom trust to 
mahajuuB for its supply. 

5. There has been rain all over the district during the last week, more than inchea 
at head-quarters. Ploughs arc to he seen everywhere at. work, and in some places the aous 
seedlings are above ground. During the preceding week tilings looked very gloomy, bnt 
there is now a change for the better, and the people seem more hopeful of the future. 

6. The mahajuns and others arc now making advances more generally, but only to 
those who have paid up their debts. Most of them decline even to take advances from 
Government to supply defaulters, so that if we relieve those who really need it by advancing 
gram, our chance of repayment becomes very small; for the local creditors would doubtless 
attack the crops before we could, and thus leave the ryot without the means of refunding 
what he borrowed from Government. I have granted some applications from talookdara, 
but the general feeling seems to be that there is no use in throwing good money after bad. 

7. I am doing all I can to influence the talookdars in favour of their ryots, but in 
the end, I fear, we must advance directly to many. The western portion of tJiauna Chatua 
is in this respect as bad as Moheshra. Sonthals, who are notoriously improvident, being 
very nnmerous in that quarter of the district.

8. The granting of advances vill, however, be the cheapest method of giving relief. 

If the poorer ryots cannot cultivate their lands, we must support them for an iudcfiuitc 
period; and even though a large percentage of the grain lent be lost, it is better to place 
them in a position which will enable them permanently to support themselves than to 
continue feeding them from day to day. 

9. All apprehensions of a water famine have now ceased. 

1U. Distress is showing itself more distinctly amongst the manufacturing classes, a^» 
the higher castes are demanding relief in somewhat larger numbers. 1 have no doidj^^’tSat 
it is now well-known throughout the district that relief can be had wherever reeptt!^, and 
there arc very few, 1 think, who hesitate to make their wonts known in some way or other. 

11. During the fortnight under report 127 coolies with 78 dependents have been 
registered as emigrants for the tea districts. 

12. One grain dacoity has been reported from Bishenporc thanna. It appears to be a 
true case, but is of a trifling character, only lls. 12 worth of property having bwn stolen. 

1.3. 1^0 cases of starvation have been brought to light. 

14. The labour report shows a slight inerease in the number employed on relief works. 
This is due chiefly to the transfer of labourers to new roads, mentioned in my last report, 
having been completed. 

15. I have taken steps to ]>rocure the information called lor regarding the number of 
labourers employed on private works. Eight tanks have been reported as complete. 

Tk.\Nspokt or Food. 

16. importation both of cleaned and unhusked rice continues. Exportation is said to 
have become rather slack. 

Stokaoe or Govkunment Giiain. 

17. Delivery was taken during the last week of the first instalment of Government 
grain, vis., 1,000 maunds. 1 have selected four places for storage of large quantities, vis., 
at Mejia, Battora, Gungajulghatty, and Bankoora. The various relief centres will be 
supplied from these. The grain received seems to be all partially unhusked. Wc will there¬ 
fore be able to supply those employed iii husking with work in cleaning it. The cleaned riuc 
will then be used cither for gratuitous distribution, or will be sold to the labourers on relief 
works. Most of our roads arc being made by contractors, who arc bound uuder certain 
conditions as to niiuimuin rates, itc. The fixeeutive Engineer reports that he has made 
arrangements with these contractors to distribute to the lalmurers, at the rates specified, 
the necessary amount of grain. As the. works are constantly inspected, auy attempt at 
raising the price would be at once brought to light, and the labourers have in many places 
expressed their wish to have rice brought nearer to their work. We will of course erect 
golahs and deliver the grain at our own expense. 

18. The second instalment of 1,UU() maunds is being delivered at llanecgunge today. 
In cousequence of the urgent representations of the Deputy Commissioner of Maubhoom, 

I will send the whole cunsigumeiit to Baiporc. 1 have already asked you to indent for 
a further supply, which will, 1 hope, reach me before w'hat 1 have received is exhausted. 

19. Next report will give a regular statemeut as required, showing storage and 
consumption. 

AnvANcxs TO Private Parties. 

20. No further iiuiuirics have been made into applications fur tuccavee advances. 
The total sum actually drawn is Bs. 4'J,(i()l., and a further sum of about lls. .3,500 will 
probably be expended. As inquiries have bcim must carefully made throughout both, as to 
the security oflercd and the benefits likely to arise from each work, the act may be consi¬ 
dered, 1 think, to have worked very satisfactorily. 

21. Advances of grain have been sanctioned to the amount of about Us. 2,000, and 
inquiries arc being continued. 

Charitable Relief. 

22. Tlie numbers of persons receiving gratuitous relief shows a further increase, which 
would have been still greater had not a very close supervision been exercised over some 
of the sub-committees. Besides these, there arc 1,15.3 engaged in work for which they are 
paid by the sub-cominittecs. Nearly 900 weavers, &c., Iiavc received advances up to date. 

23. Special ucclion showing total amount of relief given, and He nature. —It is not 
possible without examining every register of every sub-committee to state accurately the 
total number of persons who have received gratuitous relief, but an approximation sufficieutly 
near the mark has been obtained by adding together the maximum number relieved on any 
one day at each centre. 'J'lie total thus calculated is l.I',li9, whereas the daily number now 
relieved is 9,047. The diflcrence is partly due to the fact that nearly all the sub-committee, 
at one time or other admitled to gratuitous relief persons capable of doing some works 
anch persons being suliscquently pn.litably employed. Sub-committees also, in many 
instances, relieved persons whom the inspecting relief officers afterwards struck off from 
the lists. Advances have been made to 880 persuus for weaving, spinning, &o.; 618 person 
have been employed in husking paddy; and 217 persons are employed in light works. 
One hundred persons relieved under beading D.

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pox still lingor here and there; that no deaths from starvation have come to notice up to the 
present time; that no grain-thefts have ooourred, and no emigrants have been registered. 

For myself I do not believe in the existence of any serious distress in Culna, .Every tost 
applied seems to negative it. Thus on the Buddipore and Boinohoe road, loc^ labor is 
eunply not obtainable; and the Executive Engineer tolls me that the *Buddipore somindnrs 
have to pay their coolies as much as 4 annas ^ day to induce them to work. Similarly Mr. 
MiUor teUs me the Moharajah had to stop work on his largo tank in Oulua for want of hands. 

The' Jehannbod sub-divisional officer states that tho weather has boon unsettled 
throughout the fortnight, but only '80 inches of rain fell at Jehanabud; that more 
rain is wanted; that rice is freely obtainable everywhere; that prices have slightly risen 
and now range from 12 to 15 pucca seers the rupee. That mohajuns still bold consi¬ 
derable stocks; that seed-grain is abundant and sells at about 22 soers per rupee; that the 
til, cotton, and sugarcane now on the ground will bo benefited by the recent rain; that there 
has been no deterioration of tho condition of the people ; that cases of cholera have been 
reported from the neighbourhood of Banknara, whither the Assistant Surgeon has gone to 
treat them; that no deaths from starvation have occurred; that one grnin-theft occurred, but 
it was not due to pressure of want, and that no portions of the sub-division are in a specially 
distressed condition, though coses of distress amongst beggars and the like turn up here 
and there. 

Now that five months of tho year ore over, and we are well advanced into tho period 
estimated to be that of tho greatest pressure, I think it may be asserted ■«’i<h some eonfufence, 
firtt, that tho alarmist predictions of those who, in the cold ■ft’oatlier asserted that all the 
stocks would bo exhausted by this time have been conclusively refuted by tho actual events; 
second, that the scarcity and distress of tho present year aro not nearly so groat as in 1866 j 
and third, that provided the relief operations bo continued on the present liberal scale, and 
provided the rains do nut again fail, there is no well-grounded reason at oU for apprehension ’ 
in regard to the future. 

B.—liELiup Works. 

3. These aro shown as usual in statement No. I. Tho llanoegungo sub-divisioiml 
officer says the number of laborers on tho two works in his charge is very small, 'uhich would 
show that those works, under tho present restrictions, do not any longer afford any just cause 
of complaint to private employers of labor in Itiineogunge. The Uood-bood Uoputy Collector 
has also two works in his charge, giving employment to over 800 men a day. The Cutwa 
Deputy Collector has seven roads in his ehurgo whereon work is now being done by about 
1,000 ooolies daily. Tho Culna sub-divisioiial officer is cairying on work on five roads, but 
the total number of laborers is only about 150. Tho .Tehanabad Deputy Collector has a 
number of Chowkedary Union roads on hand, employing some 350 coolies daily. All tJie 
other road-works are in charge of tho Executive Engineer. All the work done is paid for 
by the piece, the slight experience gained of daily wages having been eminently unsatis¬ 
factory. In the case of one work, tho cowrie iJau of payment has been adopted by tho Cutwa 
relief superintendent, who says it requires a grout doid of supervision. 

C.—Transfort or Food. 

4. lire fttilway returns for tho weeks ending Kith and 23rd May shew 27,887 maunda 
exported, and 54,.524 maunds imported ; but about 50,000 maunda of this was the Govern¬ 
ment rice brought to Burrakur for Matihhoom. About 10,000 maunds aro reported to have 
been imported into Culna during tho fortnight, and inniortations from Midnapore and the 
south still continue to be made into the sou&cru sub-divisions. 

D.—Storaoe of Governmem' Grain. 

5. ' Nearly 1,000 maunds of Government grain have been received and stored in one of 
the railway buildings ot Kanoo Junction, and advice of tho des]>ateh of about 1,000 maunds 
more for that place has been just received- Also about 1,000 maunds have been received at 
Burdwan, 800 whereof have been dospatebed to Cutwa for storage, and the rest has boon sent 
to Norigram and elsewhere. The district committoo have also stored rice at Burdwan 
and in Culna for their food depots. The Government grain has oome within the last 
few days only, and hence the statement required by Government letter No. 3369—S.Il., 
dated 26tb ultimo, cannot bo filled up os yet. 

E. —^Advances to Private Parti is. 

6. Advances applied for and Ranted under tho Land Improvement Act aro shown in 
Statement II, and those to aemindars and ryots under concession 0. cf circular 
No. 175—S.R., dated 17th January, and His Uonor tho Lieutenant-Governor’s Minute of 
20tL April last in Statement 111. Wo are not disposing of the appheatious of the latter 
class as quickly os could be desired, for reasons indicated below. The liaueegungo sub- 
divisional officer says these applications ore made in moderate numbers, hut there is 
great difficulty in getting the applicants to put them into a definite shape. The landlords, 
he adds, shew a marked reluetonoo to aid their tenants by taking those advaiiocs. In 
Bood-hood some 19 applications in all are under enquiry. Li Cutwa a great many applica¬ 
tions have been receive, as also in the Sadder sub-division. As a i-ule, tho talookdars will 
not advances of this sort. When urged to do so they make the excuse that their

rvots aro heavily in their debt os it is, ond if they wore to make thm further ^vanoes it 
wild he exceedingly doubtful ff they ever recovered them. Then in the ease of the ryots 
themselves, other difficulties present themselves. A very large number of applications is 
presented W single ryots for advances, bdt when they loom that advances cannot bo 
inoile to each man iridividually, and that dl the ryots in a village must take an advance 
together on their joint and common seourityj most of them draw bock, as those who 
are better off than the rest do not like to lisk their property to benefit their poor neighhopa 
This has prevented the ryots of oven the worst villages, such as Joykristopore, from taking 
advances I saw these men myself the other day and they were most clamorouarfor advanoes; 
but when an officer went to rauko the necessary arrangements, they drew back and said 
they would think aljout it. This result is satisfactory in one way, us it tends to shew that 
the need is not really so lu-gent os has been supposed; but at the same time I think 
•'Some concessions ought to be made, and I have therefore, on my own responsibility, and in 
autioipatieu of sanction, issued orders that when tliis objection is raised, it will bo allowable 
to make the advance on the security of those of the ryots who consent to givo a joint 
engagement and security to repay it, excluding altogether the dissentients. It is needless 
to say that a very considerable number of appliwitions are presented by persons who have 
not the slightest claim to such indulgence. In one case inquired into, the applicants 
admitted that they intended to a])ply the money to the worship of their Idol, Boghunathjee, 
and similar admissions have been made in other cases. The substitution of grain for money 
advances will have a good effect in cheeking applications of this sort. In some coses 
applicants, on learning th.it grain was to bo given and not money, have at once declined to 
take advances. 

F.—Ch-ihitaule Kkuef. 

7. The particulars of this and of tlie expenditure thereon arc given in statements TV 
andV. The relief of the distressed middle classes is efl'ected by liberal advances to weavers 
in all sub-divisions except in Culna, where the sub-divisional officer says they refuse to take 
thim, and by giving out poddy to bo busked and cotton to bo spun by the women. In 
Bood-bood, Its. 3f) worth of rice has been given during the fortnight to 134 persons of this 
class in the villages round i’otenuh, and money has been given in itahana Paros, Sliirroi and 
Sharool, &o., to similar persons, who will in future bo relieved by doles of uncooked rice from 
the'new food depots at Potenah and Sharool. In Cutwa, Its. 478 worth of poddy has been 
given out for husking .at home; and Its. 50 were advanced to the sub-committecs atlvetugram 
and Anukhona to givo aid to purdauisliiu women. Other women of this class have been 
gratuitously relieved in money or groin in Cutwa, and a few in Burdwan. But in point of 
fact, these classes of people do not require relief, excepting in Bood-boo<l and Outwa, and not 
there to any very groat extent. During tho fortnight a new food depot for the distribution 
of uncookt^ food has been opened at Noiigrom in Ahuudoghose, and others ore about to be 
opened at Gopinathporc, Potenah and Sharool.

In continuation of this ofRco No. 89—S.B., dated instaAt, I hATe.the honor to 
submit, in original, the fortnightly narrativ.e for the district of Midnapoie,. / 

2. The Collector has'not attended to the instructions (JOnveyed in paragnph 5 of the 
Government Bosolutioii of 25th April, in which he was informed that his reports tnight, 
with advantage, bo made very much more concise. There is the usual tendency on the part 
of the Collector to mpke the most of everything that can he represent^ as Stress; 
whereas, it is my opinion that, with the exception of those ports which have boon visited ly 
the epidemic fever, Midnaporo has had a season of almost uuparallolod prosperity. If 
there is no cessation of the rains, there need he no causo for any sort of anxiety about 
Midnapore on the score of exceptional want. 

3. The census for Midnapore gives the paupers and beggars of the district os 18,098 
males, and 6,273 females. The weavers in cotton are returned as 26,276 males, and 552 
females, to '^hom may ho added, 6,713 female spinners. 

4. The number of laborers, shown us employed on relief works during the fortnight 
under heading I), is 9,367; of whom, 5,348 are employed ou the ordinary emhankmont and 
canal works of the district, wliicli leaves only 4,019 who can ho properly descrij^ os 
employed on relief works. I’lio duil.y average jiumher of the n'-cipients of charitable relief 
at the food-depdts is only 464, and the number of weavers to whom advances have been 
made appears to be 850. If there is any ruliaueo to be pl.iced in figures, these figures do 
not indicate anything like distress.

I HAVK the honor to forward herewith the report for this district for the fortnight ending 
the 30th May. 

A.— Statk of the CoirNTJiY. 

2. The two weeks composing the fortnight have been very different in their influence 
upon the prospects of the district. During the week ending the ^3rd May, and indeed up 
to the 25th, tlie rain held off, and the continued drought led to reports of distress pouring 
in from ai! quarters. The chief need was that of work. Our system of relief roads has been 
arranged to afford relief wherever there appeared likely to be a mrjilm laboring population ; 
but the impossihility of cm-ying on the ordinary agricultural operations, combined with high 
prices, intensified the distress very much, and warnings came in from several reliable quarters 
among others iirom Mr. Bice, manager of Messrs. Watson and (Jo., in the western jungle 
mehals, that a crisis was impending, and unless work ootdd bo provided for the bulk of the 
population the worst might be feared. 

3. Fortunately the rain came just in time, and just in the places where it was moat needed. 
An inch of rain, more or less, has fallen over the whole of the north-west, and nearly as 
much over the north-east of the district, sutlicieut to enable all agricultural operations to he 
resumed, and to savo tho aous which had already been sewn. It has also been siifileient to 
raise tlio Cossye fully two feet, and euablo water to bo given to tho fields under loose to the 
canal, to whom the early and muddy water of the river is of grout value towards socuring a 
full crop. 

4. Tlie rain not merely gives employment to tho greater portion of tho population, hut 
also improves their credit with the maha.juns and facilitates the ])roeuring of loans of grain. 

5. 1 havo just returned from a six-day’s tour in tho thauas of liolbung, Gorbeta and 
Chundercona, visiting esiiGoiidly Garheta and Ghuudereoua. Both from reports of reliable 
persuns, and also from oxtvmining the people myself, I am fully satisfied that tho state of the 
northern portion of the district is this 

6. There is little or no risk of actual starvation unless we are again visited by a 
prolonged absence of rain, which does not soem probable, but there is much more pincliing 
and distress than in ordinary years. It is probable that the poorer classes in ouo-third of 
the district arc living on one meal a day, and will have to ooutinue to do so till the prospects 
of the now crop ore plainly good. There is ample food and ample seed in the disttrict, but 
many ryots have great difficulty in pnrohasiug the latter, and tho mahajuiis are very 
slow to make advanoes. I have hod several applications to advuuco seod to ryots supported 
by the Deputy Magistrate of Tumlook, and the Special Deputy Magistrate. 

7. The question is whether, under these oircumstanoes, any relief should be given. ^ If 
no relief is given, the people will, I believe, pull through, but with a good deal of suffering 
and distress, and daooities and thefts have been exceptionally numerous during the last six 
weeka Still, I would, on the whole, recommend that no mure be done than is being done, 
except in the way of providing labor. It appears almost oortoin that we shall work fully up 
to the liberal allowonoe we have had for the road fund. This will perhaps sufiioe if the 
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snaRon iR honoeforth favorable and the aous crop a good onoi but if we have a eoanty rainfall 
during the next mouth the oous will be a very poor orop, and will thru extend by two months 
the period of soaroity, and at the same time diminish the labor in the market. 

8. The^ most convenient form of relief would be an allotment to be spent in digging 
wells, re-digging tanks, ami repairing irrigation embankments. The season for repairing 
tanks is past if rain henceforth falls freely, but in that case it will not be necessary, while in 
the latento country, if the rain does mt fall, tanks and wells might be dug for another month. 

9. If I have a further grant of Its. 20,U()0 to be spent on misuollaneous works of this kind, 
it will enable me to confer groat boons on places where the water-supply is deficient, and to 
alleviate much distress; at the same time I cannot s.iy that 1 think there will be actual 
starvation if not granted, only an increase of mortality duo to bad water and insuffioiont food. 

10. The thanas in which more work is wanted are .Ihargram, Heenpore Balbuney, 
Oarbeta, Heshporo, ChunJercona and the north of Debra. From every one of these I have 
received reliable infoimutiou that the poorer classes arc stinting themselves in food owing to 
want of employment. 

11. Prices show a slight bnt evident tendency to rise along the line from Orissa to 
Bankoora. Elsewhere they tt])pear to be stationary.

21. Several difRnult questions have been before the relief committee during the fort¬ 
night in consequence of the numerous applications for advances which have been nj^iide. 

22. The tussur weavers of Anuudporo have applied for advances, and both the Deputy 
Collootor of Tumlook, and tho special Deputy Colloctor, have independently recommended 
advanoes of seed-grain to be given to agrieulturists. 

23. Tho consideration of tho question was deferred till my return from Garbeta and 
Ghundercona, and it was then agreed that it w’os inexpedient, under all tho cireiimstanoes, 
to comply with the roqiie.st. Altough \'ery limited advanees were asked for, not espeed- 
ing lls. 2,000 in all, it might be accepted as cert.ain that if onoo started, such appHAtions 
would pour in, and would be xirged on by tlie m.'ibnjuus who would bo only too glad to bo 
relioved of tbo cliargo of making advanoes in so unprofitable a year. It is certain that there 
is abundance of seed-grain in tho Jislrict, and t.he committee considered it improbable in the 
extreme that any mubujun or Komiudar would allow the laud, to whiehhe looks forauiiicAime, 
to remain fallow for want of seed. 

24. For the present, therefore, tho committee have restricted their advances to distressed 
cloth-weavers. Their eireuinstanees are peouliar, a-s they h.avo had in one year to contend 
against high prices and fever, with a eoustautly declining ti'ade.

I visited tho Gluindcronna de]>ot during tho fortnight, and am satisfied that it Ls 
well and economically managed; 88 of the men ami women aro put to light labor, aud the 
entire body of recipients iire periodically overhauled, .'iiid such tus are able-bodied are sent off 
to some of tho relief works in the neighbourhood. Chunderoomi is by furfho most distressed 
place in the district, and its relief is very well organised. 

27. About 000 taiitoes in Cliundorooiia have received advances, and about 500 more 
must have them. Thoso who huvo received, are paying hack tho sums advanced satisfactorily, 
aud the accounts are clearly kept. 

28. About 250 tautecs iu other places, chieily Kherpai and Iladhanuggur have also 
received advtmees of thread. 

29. Of the 312 relieved at Ghundercona, 27 oamc from places outside the town limits.

I HAVE the honor to forward the usual fortnightly narrative of the state of crops, present 
and prospective, prices of food, weather, and general condition of the people, up to yester¬ 
day's date,. 

8. The yield of the boro dhan crop, grown in thanas Khanakool and Ampta in the 
Mohesrakha euh-divisidu, and in thanas Doomjoor and Juggutbullubpore in the Sudder sub¬ 
division, being the only present crop, was reported on in the last narrative. From the inform¬ 
ation then at my disposal, 1 was led to form a worse opinion of it in some respects than it 
perhaps deserved. 1 called on the Deputy Collector in cliarge of the Mohesrakha sub-division 
for lyeport of the careful enquiry about this crop, and I gather from what he says, that the 
very rad yield ascribed to the Khanakool thana was true only of the eastern portion of the 
thano. He puts it at 4 annas of a full crop. On the west, the crop is said to have been 
about 10 annas of a full one. In the Ampta thana he reports that the crop has been a 
4 anna one. 

3. In the Sudder sub-division, I have no reason to modify the opinion expressed in my 
last report as regards thana Doomjoor; whilst as regards thana Juggutbnllubpore, I learn from 
Mr. Beily, who saw the crop there about a month ago, and is in the constant receipt of inform¬ 
ation on the subject of crops throughout the district, that the yield may he put at the eame 
figure as in Doomjoor, or about 4 annas of a full crop. 

4. As regards the prospects of future crops, there is no doubt that the sowings have been 
much retarded hy the unusual character of the weather. The last week, however, of May 
shtrwed an improvement in this respect, Bix-tenths of an inch of rain having boen registered at 
head-quarters; and I am glad to observe that the Superintendent of Police speaks of there having 
been a slight fall of rain throughout the district on the 25th and 26th ultimo. I gather from 
his reports that the people are sowing the aons, and preparing the land for the amun crop, bat 
that much more rain is needed. The same is reported by the Deputy Collector of Mohesrakha, 
who adds that the aous is grown only in thana Ampta, and parts of thana Bagnou and 
Hbanakool, and dibat the amun is the staple crop of the sub-division, consisting of the above 
three thanas, and thanas Shampore and Oolooberiah. 

6. As respects the Sndder suh-division, four of its six thanas are town thanas. In 
the two country thanas, Doomjoor and Juggutbullubpore, I am informed that in the foamer, 
about half the land has been put under the plough, but scarcely any sown in the elaka of the 
station; whilst in the elaka of the Snnkrail outpost, about 10 utinas of the land has been 
ploughed and 2 annas sown. In the latter, about 4 annas of the land has been ploughed, 'and 
a small portion sown. The sowing is being kept buck for rain. 

6. Prices show by the last report received from the District Superintendent (up to the 
30th ultimo), a tendency to imiirovc in Shampore and Sankrail. In other places, they are 
nngbanged, except in Ampta, where they have risen from Its. S-fi to Its. 3-12-6 a' maund for 
common rice, in consequence of tiic recently-reported drain upon the stocks there The cheapest 
price is at Oolooberiah, where it is Its. 2-11 per maund, and the highest at Ampta as above, 
as may he seen from the following 

Price of common rice per maand. 
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7. The weather I have already noticed in paragraph 4. I may add that as I writ* 
a heavy thunder and rain storm is passing over this place. 

8. The general condition of the people of the district I have no reason to think nnsatis- 
factory, and indeed prices are not such as to make one suppose that it should be so. They are 
high, bat not abnormally so, as far as I can make out. There is at present no increase of 
crime whatever, nor have any reports of diatress reached roe. The Deputy Oolleotor of 
Mohesrakha reports, under date the 30th ultimo, that there ia at present no fesr of soaroity 
any where in the sub-division, and the same may be said of the Sadder sub-division. 
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9. The result of relief operations daring the fortnight tends to the same conclusion. 
In my last report 1 mentioned that I had requested the Mohesrakba sub-divisional 
officer to submit an account of the expenditure on this score in his sub-division, and 
I find now that up to tlie Slat ultiirio, out of Rs. 300 sent t» him, only Rs. 1-14-9 
has been spent dn relief. Several private individuals are snid to have done a good deal, 
but 1 do not gather that, the number dr description of the indigent thus provided for 
has been anything out of the common. I mentioned at the same time, that the expenditure by 
the District Superintendent up to the 15th of May had been Us. 21-1.6. I have since received 
from him statdtoents showing that up to the 29th he had been advised of an expenditure of 
Ss. 6 - 7-6 in the fortnight for the whole of the eleven thanas in the district, distributed 
amongst 63 persons, an avemge of about 4 persons a day. 

10 . I annex copy of a statement received from the Executive Engineer, showing the 
number of coolies employed on the district roads during the fortnight, being 396 in 9 II, against 
323 in the previous fortnight. They are all reported as being in good condition, and the 
increase in numbers seems to have no significance when contrasted with Mr. Well^ remark 
that coolies are scarce. 

11 . I come finally to the subject of land improvements under Act XXVI of 1871. 

On this matter a weekly statement is submitted t«) the Collector of Hooghly, from which 
I find that the total number of applications up to the 30lh of May w.ns 13, of which 8 were 
rejected, and 5 were pending, out of which 2 had been reported for sanction'to the Collector 
of Hooghly. As far as I have seen, the cases here are not really worthy of mention iji connec¬ 
tion with the subjects of this report. None of the proposals that 1 have looked into ore of 
more than personal, and none of them of agricultural, scope, but 1 mention the subject as it 
seems to be usual to do so. ^

I HAVE tho honor to submit my half-monthly narrative for the fortnight ending 25th 
May 1874. 

2. The weather was hot and dry till the lost day or two of the period under report. 
On the 2Sth, rain fell at Purulia, and yesterday we have hod showers here, and Inst aooounts 
from Falamow gave promise of rain about the some time. It will be of great benefit to the 
early sowings of summer rice, and to the earlier crops now on the ground. The area of the 
ground this year prepnred for early sowing considerably exceeds that of prgyious years. 

3. A small quantity of ohoena, and jethooa marua, to which artificial irrigation could be 
applied has been reaped; but the defidenoy of water, more or less felt in lul the districts, 
w'.littttjs against an abundant retun fznm these esrly crops. 
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4. I^oept in the Maubhoom diatriot, where cholera has appeared, wuming a aerioue 
panic amongst the oartmen, the health of the people has otherwise ]^n fUrvwough the 
mortuary returns of three districts, Manbhoom, lioharaugga and Singbhoom, give 192 deaths 
last month to 16(i during the same month in 1873. 

5. Hnzarechayh .—Since my last half-monthly narrative despatched from Govindpore on 
the 14th instant, 1 have visited the stations on the Grand Trunh Hoad up to Hozareebagh, 
and remained there four days in consultation with Mr. Beadon. 

6. The contemplated storage of grain at the chuttis was nearly completed, but there 
were no indications of distress amongst the people. A road hod been commenced as a relief 
work fromBuggodur, northwards, but Mr. Macortny informed mo that the people evinced very 
little inclination to work on it. No distress has appeared in and about the station of 
Harareebagh. The jungle-produce is still contributing largely to the stock of food now 
being consumed, but it is reported from some quarters that this has caused diarrhoea amongst 
the poorer classes. 

7. I am satisfied with the arrangements mode by Mr. Beadon for obtaining prompt and 
accurate information regarding the condition of the people. Weekly reports ore received 
from the police of all parts of the district, and these are supplemented by tne reports of four 
sub-divisional committees, embodying the infomation of 3U sub-committees. The portions of 
the district mfist affected by scarcity ore the northern parts of Khurrukdeah, including parts 
of the Bhunwar estate. The arrangements made to give relief were noticed in my last 
report, but Mr. Popp6, the manager of Dhunwar, who joined me again at Hozareebagh, was 
enabled to infprm mo that the change in the system of work ordered by me was being rapidly 
carried out. 

8. Whilst at llazaroebagh the following questions were discussed :—Loans of rice to 
cultivators and others for food. The rules for those advances now promulgated in Uazaree- 
bogh are briefly as follows:— 

Government rice may bo given os a loan to .substantial ryots to provide a stock of food 
for their family and farm laborers, to be paid for on or before the 31st March, at the rate of 
one rupee for 12 seers of eloan rifjo. (iuaiitity to be given not ordinarily to exceed 3 maunds, 
but if the form is extensive, and the number of hands employed above the average, up to 6 
maunds may be given. 

The zemindar or his agent, or tlu! thieeadai', to certify to the validity of the security. 

A larger ipantity of rice can be issued to a body of substantial ryots who agree to be 

£o(ms of rice may, in the same manner, be made to other persons who are sufficiently 
substantial to give fiur hope of repayment. Money advances direct to ryots for food or other 
purposes not to be given, but th('y may be made to zemindars under Government orders 
No. 1799 of 25th March last. 

9. Some soed-dhan is in store in the bbandars belonging to the Oovernment estates and 
estates under Court of Wards. The distribution of tliis at the usual rate of one maund for 
one and a half maund.s to bo repaid to the bhandar at the close of the harvest, has been autho- 
nsed. This is done to keep up stock iu bhundars, and to avoid discouraging the usual dealers. 
When the seed is all distributed, it was determined that money advances might be made in 

, such estates at 13 per cent. 

10. The rules issued for labor provided for the strict enforcement of piece-work for the 
able-bodied, and Government rice was to bo sold to the work-people at 11 seers for the rupee, 
this now being, and having been since January last, the prevailing rate. Considering the 
lauge stock in the_ hands of mahajuns, and the large sums advanced to such persons to 
stimulate importation, we did not rule that the work-people should be paid in rice; but imder 
orders of Government now received, this will be carried out in all places at whioh the Govern- • 
ment grain can be made available. 

11. The roads in progress—22 in all—will give employment for some months to come, 
but as minor works are wanted to employ people living too far from road-works, we propose to 
take up tanks likely to give good drinking-water if restored, and make wells where reqiued. by 
the public, to bo paid for from the Oovernment grant and donations of parties interested, if we 

. oan obtain any. A project of a large tank on the enoampiug ground at Chowparun has bera 
wmoved. I piopoi^ to allot to it lls. 1,000 of Government money. The zemindar, 
Baboo Namnarain Singh, has promised Us. 500, and the Deputy Commissioner will obtain 
more subsonptionB if possible. The estimate is Ks. 3,500. 

12. Belief centres fur distribution of food, cooked to .some, uncooked to others, have been 

r ed, but the numbers fed in each are quite insignifioant. In the Paohumba sub-division, 

» ore seven such places, and the aggregate of the persons fed amounted to 86 only, all 
beggars. At Koderma, 14 people ore fed gratuitously, and the same number are employed 
on bgbt lalwr. 

13. Mr. Boadon was of opinion that the 40,000 maunds of rice, to which quantity the 
Government have at my recommendation consented to raise the Hazoreebagh supply, would 
be suffioient. ]^e says, in a letter dated 23rd instant just received—“ 1 fi^ I would require 
Kb. 50,000 to complete the roads already undertaken; if the coolies are all to be paid in rice 
at 12 seers for the rupee, 1 think we should require 15,800 maunds for the coolies.” Aooord- 
iag to t]^ oalflulation the quantity sanotioned diould suffice. 

14i. On the whole, I oonolade that we are foirly ahead of distress in Hazaieebagh, and 
the amagamentB made ahonld, if nothing untoward osoor, enable na to keep so. 
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15. ^harduggah. —Of the suddor sub'diTuion of the Loharduggoh distrioit I 
nothing whatever to remark. 

16. For Falamow, the narrative* by the OfTiciating AasUtant Commissioner for the 
• No.a 8 i,datwiBSrdM»yi 87 i. fortnight ending the 16th instant.^received only yesterday, 

is appended. It will be soon from this that the number of 
persons employed on relief works have increased by 6,788 over tbo number exhibited in the 
previous fortnightly reiiort; and has now reached 24,000. 'JTiis involves a heavy expenditure; 
wd from alL that has boon reported during the last month from I’alnniow, I cannot think it 
18 neoessaiy that such an unlimited number should be employed. Feeling tliis, I, on the 18th 
instant, sent orders to l’alamow to lower the rates all round by one pice a head, and to 
enforce piece-work rigorously. Tlie Assistant Commissioiier, it will be seen, had already 
directed the reduction in the case of women, who floclmd to the works in Ldeutenant Qrey^s 
eirole out of all due proportion to the men; but as I found the cultivating season had actually 
oommenoed, and that tlie farmers would soon require the work-]ieople, 1 thought it best to 
direct a general reduction throughout I’alamow. From Mr. Forbes’s report it does not appear 
that the reduotion has driven one woman away from the work. It is probable that the piece¬ 
work, which I fear has been little tried in Palamow, will have a moro potent effect. We have 
been hooring for some time that the laborers, living on snob ehoap food as mohwa and jungle- 

E rodneo, were saving up their wages. Farmers and zemindars oomplain that they are not 
ard enough worked for the pay they get; and ns we do not wish to enter into a competition 
prejudical to tho interests of the employers, we must find the point at. wliiiih the laborers will 
only resort to us os a ph altir. 

17. Wlien in January bust arranging for the probable requirements of I’alamow, my 
first thought was, with reference to tho isolat,ecl position of the sub-division, to stimulate in 
every possible way the import,atiou of food-grain. With this view the assistance of tho 
most iniluoutial /.cmindars was invited, and the maliajuus euwuragcd to import to the utmost 
extent, and even the ordinary cultivators were moved to import on their own account with 
their own cattle. It is on this acoount that we have now a largo stock of rico in the countiy, 
and as represented in my letter No. ]8'2T, of the bSt.li instant, I was unwilling to outer into 
competition with the tinders by paying tho work people in rice; hut 1 find from letters sinco 
received, especially a demi-official from Mr. Bernard, that this has been determined on as a 
necessary policy, and 1 am sondiiig out orders to I’alamow to use U]) tho Government stores 
for payment of coolies without reserve, including the additional 10,(100 inaunds available at 
Dehri. 

18. The I’alamow Ghuritable Kcliof Gommitton has a loi-ge fund at its disposal—about 
Us. 10,000 available. They have only s^ieut lis. .'JOa against Its. 4(i2 of the previous 
fortnight, and the persons served are for tlie mo.st purl ordinary lK‘gg.ar.-<. If all goes well, 
another month will probably seo us nearly cle.ar of relief operations in J’alamow. 

10. ManhJiooiii .—1 have not. yet received a copy of the half-monthly report of the 
Deputy Gommissiouor for the fortnight ending IGth instant.

The division of Rughoonathporo imo two circles had 
boon dotermiued on before I left Munbhoom. 

21. Since my last report, (he District Suporiuteudeni of I’olice bos visited Burrabhoom, 
and though that largo per^unnah bos enjoyed iiarvests since lost famine, aud is said to have 
]rielded a 14-anna crop this year, and is known to have exported an immense quantity of 
groin, he reports that about 201 villages will require assistance, and groin is actually now 

being distributed as loans. Rice was selling in Burrah- 
• Januiu-y B/ . bboom ofler the liurvest* at 21 seers for tho rupee, and at 

tho present time the quotations are 16 seers. The villages in need of assistance are in tho 
IiHIh towards the south bordering on Biiighblioom. Tho only relief asked for is a loan of 
rice to help them through tho next month, or till the rains, when it is expected that the 
mahajuns now holding haok will resume the usual advances. 

22, During tho period now under review, the fiircumstances of tlie Khaspol porgunnah 
have been carofiwy probed and tested by tho District Superintendent, and he found that a 
oonsiderahle number of the cultivating classes were near tlie end of their resources and 
. yjaiind for loans of rice ; two feeding depots had been established in Khaspel, and road¬ 
works were going on, which provided for the laboring classes and paupers, but additional 
relief was required for some very poor Brahauna aadKaists who would not work. All thia 
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has been arranged by the Purulia oommittee and sub-oommitteeB, and the details will, I 
doubt not, .be i'ouiid in Colonel Bowlatt’s lost normtiTe which I have not yet received. 

23. ■ IjoanB of rice^continue to be given out rapidly. I do not know what quantity iB 
shown BH having been bo disposed of in Colonel Uowlatt’s report for the jbrtniglit ending 
16th instant. In my previous narrative I estimated that it would probably have reached 
42,000 maunds by that date. Shier that date, or during the week ending 23rd instant, tlie 
issues in loons have been—

Besides, rice has been sent for distribution to Burrahbhoom, Kagda and Kliospel. 

24. Tn the two llugliooiiathpore circles, tlio 10 depots were, at the close of last week, 
giving cooked food to 1,601 men, women and children, and uncooked food to 1,777 persons, 
nnd.supporting 191 by means of in-door work. 

25. The ehowkeedars throughout the district are having a hard time of it. They are 
ordinarily paid in grain or cusIl by the villagers, but this year it is found most difficult to 
realise their dues, and we uuunot expect them to work for nothing. I have therefore 
sanctioned a proposal of Colonel iiowlatt’s to give to each chowkocdor in the distressed tracts 
one maund of Qovemmeut ri(«. 

26. For cliowkeedars of Kh.aspel, the Manbhoom rural seleoted area for vital statis¬ 
tics, we have done a little more. 1 have sanctioned a payment from the Ghatwalli 
fund of foiu: auna.s to each chowkeedar as he comes to make liis weekly report, till the price 
of rice falls, or the sanction of Uuverumcnt bo obtained to another proposal for tlieir 
remuneration. 

27. Tho outbreak of cholera, reported to Oovnmmcnt in my letter No. 1400 of the 2.Srd 
instant, has added greatly to the difficulties of transport, doloiiel Ilowlatt, under date the 
26th instant, writes that the carl men were refusing to prnpee<l to Rughoouathprtre whore the 
disease is still bad. It is “less at Rnrrakur,” and not increasing in I’nrulin. Every effort is 
being made to settle with tlie eartmeii, and I trust the panic will soon subside, or that their 
fears may yiohl to some extra remuneration. In an cl i an emergeney the Deputy (lommis- 
sioner must exercise his influenee and authority both. 

28. A fair start has been made in providing employment for tho people on village 
tanks. Ill the Govindiiore circle, sites of eight shell works have been seleoted, and others 
have been started in other circles, of which I have no details. 

29. I Icam from Colonel liowlatt’s note of yesterday that refreshing rain has fallen at 
Purulia, and it is expected that this will greatly benefit and ai'cclernte tho sowings. 

.80. No graiii-i'obbories are reimi-ted to have taken place in Manbhoom. The grain 
carts are escorted hy men of the rural, Digw.ai’ee, or flliatw.alli jxdiee, who .are paid in 
(.iovernmeut rice for this extra duty. There have heeii a few cases of iiicoiidiarisra of 
granaries, in coiiscqiieiK'c, it is .supposed, of llie oivncrs refusing 1o advance or sell, and a 
report, has reached me tliat one of the wealthiest merchants of Manbhoom has, for the same 
reason, been brutally murdered. It is said he had 30,000 maunds of dhan. 

31. The latest information received of the number of laborers employed on local public 


works in Manbhoom was on the 9th instant—

Abundance or scarcity of supply in the Bazars, —As reported in my last narrative, the 
markets oontinue to be folly supplied. The agxionltural importen of the aub-diftriot have 
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now cloBed thbir operationR, to allow their hulloeks rest before the ploughing Beaaon oom- 
menoes, but supplies are being kept up by the local traders and outside importers. The 
amount of rice imported daring the last six or seven months by the local traders is enormous; 
>*Vey have all got &eir golahs lull. I have been again assured by trustworthy persons that 
Vn Garwa alone there is upwards of a lakh ofmaunds in store. None gf the local traders have 
as yet ofierod any of their stocks for sale, nor will they, it is said, until they have satisfied 
themselves as to the prospect of the coming harvest, that is, when the rice has been trans* 

K ' nted in August. In the meantime, outside traders, are proving equal to the occasion. 

ese will oontinue to import until the end of J uue, and by that time agiicultural operations 
will be in ful] work, and the people will bo in a measure iudepondout of the markets. The 
amount of mowha in the country is very large. This crop, ns I have said before, has been 
the saving of the country. It is now selling in the bazars at somothing less thau a maund and 
quarter per rupee. During the fortnight considerable exportations of mowha have token place 
to Shah^ad, and rice also has been sent there. Fur lloloiinjah and Japla, too, I have now no 
longer the fears I once hod, and if the rains fall propitiously, the people there will have no 
reason to complain. To give an example of the amount of grain now in the sub-district, I may 
state that 1 have been assured by several mahajuus that even in ordinary years their 
Bssameos, t. those who take loans of grain, &e., from them usually commence applying 
at this time of the yoar, but that up to date they have not received a single application. 
This they attribute pjxrlly to the fact of the people having imported largely on their 
own account, and partly to the mowha crop. The fact is, that the note of ,alarm that*was 
sounded throughout the country in December and Jajiuory last has been productive of 
immense good. Rumours reached the jieoido of a general famine throughout BeiTgal, and 
4aoh man strove to tho utmost of his power to secure fur himself a stock of food while he 
could. Both food and seed-grains have been largely imported, and I feel ooufidcut that when 
the time comes there will be no lack of cither. The peojilo seeking relief on the roads belong 
to the poorest classes, possessing no plough-cattle of their own, but who hare a small area of 
homestead land, and subsist by field-labor. To these of course importation on their own 
account was impossible. 

Kind andprici'H of grain sdfing at one or more uprrifird prinripat rnartn. —Tho following 
table exhibits the kind aud prices of grain selling at live of the principal marts. Prices have 
an upward tendency; but I am assured that the price of rico is not likely to rise much above 
ten seers per rupee. In my la.st narrative I stated that prices would most probably rise os 
iTnpnrt.iLf.innR declino and the season advaucos. They will probably reach their highest about 
tho middle of July, by which time the local traders, beginning to see their way, will commence 
to offer their stooKs in tho market, and prices will gradually go down.

h^ormation regarding the. amount amt kind of grain he/iered to he in doi'k, ifc. — I have no 
precise information on this head as I have already stated. From iiiformatiou 1 have been able 
to obtain, I gather that the amount of gi'oin in the country is now very largo, aud that oven 
a largo proportion of the agricultm'al classes have a larger stuck of rice in hand than they 
usually have. 

Sainfall. —There has been no rain during tho fortnight, but clouds still oontinue to hang 
about. The days are hot, and tho west winds have been blowing with considerable force, but 
the nights are extraordiuarily cool,—^towards morning quite cold, in fact. 

State of the Crops. —The sugai'cano, the only growing crop, is doing well; cucumbers, 
melons, and such like bruits, are plentiful. Tho people are beginning to employ themselves 
on their homestead and high class lands, laying dowu manure, and hedging, &n., and cotton- 
growers are busy burning their dalia lauds, and in a few cases dhan-soed has already been 
scattered on tho land in order to take advantage of the very first showers. 

Condition of the Veeple,. —I have nothing to add under this head beyond what I stated in 
my last narrative. I belieVo I may confidently assert that tlio condition of the people every¬ 
where tiupughout tlio sub-district is at present excellent, and that if all goes well within the 
next two or three months, they will hardly be sensible of the crisis through which they have 
passed. Tho mowha and the rehof-works have como to their aid so smoothly and easily that 
they have not had an opportunity of experiencing tho pressure of want.

The above shows an iucreaso of C,788 over the number exlilbited last fortnight. 
These people all belong to the satno (;lu.sst\s as tlio.^o who have been on the works all along. 
The uumlMirs of womt'ii are very largo in proportion to the men, hut this is easily aocouiited 
for. The men are cither engaged on he.oji.ari work, or are hired srirvants. and some are engaged 
in their own business. In ordinary (hues the women-filk, hclpeil out with what little the man 
can S])are from liis sennty wages and the jn-oduee of the homestead land, can earn a decent 
living by doing all kinds of household work for their ludters, and sometimes by field and 
harvest work. There eannot be a doubt tin'll these jieojile are obliged to frequent the relief 
works from necessity. They cultivate no land.s anil do not earn siitliciout to cnablo thorn to 
lay by a stock of food sullieient, at the best of times, to last, themmoro than a mouth at the 
very outside. As a rule, probably tliree to four days’ food is tlio most they ever have in the 
house. 

Supply of food thereat.— ?\m whole of the relief works contliuie to bo amply supplied 
with food-grains of various kinds. 

Condition of the lidinirrs .—The laborers everywliero continue to bo reported to bo in the 
Game good eoiiditiou as described in my la.st narrative. 

Mode of paijiiicnl .—No change lias as yet been introduced, but payment by piece-work is 
about to bo introduced. 

Rates of ircnjes .—It was brought to my notice by Ijioiitouant Grey, (hat the number of 
women on certain roads in his eirelo (^relief works Nos. (i and 11) was so great in proportion 
to male adults, that the qniiiitity of work done was very small in consequence, and lie was of 
opinion that if the wages of the women were reduced, a large number of f;hem would leavo 
the works. After due eonsideratiou 1 sanctioned a roduetiou of one pice in all wages, from 
pice downwards. Tlie results liave, however, not (ulfille.d Liontcnaiit Grey’s expectation, 
for the women still stick to the works notwithstanding the reduction. 1 however see no 
reason tor rescinding my order; on tho eontrary, with niowlia as cheap as it is, I think the 
reduction may bo e.xteuded to all roads wit h advantago. 

Arranyements for tools .—Tho wliolc^of tho tools indented for have new been received.

Apprn.rimntr amount of prirate food-sti/pfics .—As 1 Lave before stated, importation by 
agriculturists has now ceased ; but the trade continue their operations with vigour. I have 
no precise data to go iqi ni, but I am assured 1 hat tho su|i]il}' of food now in the country is quite 
equal to what it is in ordinary years,—some even say it is greater. 

Sujficirncy or olhin irisr of the. means of transport .—The transport ageney is quite equal to 
the demand.

With reference to tho 10,000 mauud.s of riec iiuleiited for by tho Commissioner of the division 
in bis No. 1007, dated liJth Ajiril, for storage in .lupla, and sanctioned by Government letter 
No. 2(126—8.R., dated 2ftli idem, 1 have already reported demi-ofSoially to Mr. Bernard 
that I have no need of this rioe. Ifrom further enquiries 1 have fuadc, 1 am confident that 
there will be no dearth of food in this tract, such, at any rate, as will necessitate the storing of 
0 . largo supply of rice on the part of Government. 1 have, or rather shall liavo shortly, 2,000 
mauuds in the capital town of the porgnnnah, and I Lave some 3,000 or 4,000 maunds 
within a day’s joumoy of any part of it, none of which I am inclined to think 1 shall bo 
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oomi^led to sell or distribute for the aUeriatioii of distress. I am ooufident that the trade, 
notvithstandiug the fours I was once led to entertoiu, will prove fullj equal to tho occasion.

As an appendix to my half-monthly nairailTe'despatched yesterday, I have the honor 
..oto submit eopy of a communication* from Captain Garbett, 
° i<.v ' ■ Officiating Deputy Commissioner, Singhbnoom, which 
supplies the information regarding the relief operations in that distri^ wanting* to complete 
my report 


2 . As I had anticipated, Captain Garbett writes from the Eolhan, thirty miles due south 
of Chybassa, and proposes some additional works which it is necessary to undertake, to help 
the people ofi to the early harrest. 

3. Amongst these the clearing out of a tank proposed for the town of Chybassa 
at a cost of Be. 1,000 has already been sanctionod in Government orders No. 8327—S.II., of 
the 26th instant. This, ho says, will give employment to the poor of some of the most doubtful 
tracts in the Eolhan, and he proposes to pay those who work at it in grain, which will of 
course, be approved. 


4. I have approved of his commencing the following works in the interim in anticipation 
of Govemnent sanction :—

5. The Officiating Deputy Commissioner finds that a considerable number of the 
Eolhan ryots are in want of seed-dhan, but they are averse to borrowing it from Govern¬ 
ment, fearing that something might happen which worJd render them unable to repay it when 
due, and they dread giving bou^. They have already shewn their honesty in working 
out the advances they roccived, and for which not even a receipt was token, and I have 
agreed to Captain Garbett’s proposal to trust to their honor. 

6. The Deputy Commissioner has stored in different places, paddy sufficient to meet 
these requirements, and hopes to have rice sufficient to pay tlie work-people. This stock 
was seoured early in the season, and wisely reserved till near its close. It now comes into 
use most opportunely.

Youk letter No. I8IT, dated 18th instant, has this moment reached me, and I lose not 
a moment in replying. The letter was received at head-quarters on the 2lBt. 

2. Up to the end of last month (April), the price of rice all over the district ranged 
from 20 to 24 seers for the rupee, llemembering that the rainy season was fast approaching, 
when all exportation from the district would absolutely cease, I began to hope that we were 
about to escape more fortunately than 1 hod dared even to dream. It is only sinoe the 
beginning of this month that prices have risen, and irith a very sudden bound. As rice is 
now selling at just half what it does in ordinary years, and since the people for the most part 
ere very poor, the present high prices are necessarily causing a good deal of pressure to the 
lower classw; but stw I do not consider that there ore any grounds for fearing that in this 
district wo shall have any thing like famine in its dreadful signification, destitution, misery, 
etarvation, death. My own idea is, that up to about the middle of June the price of rice will 
fluctuate between 14 and 16 seers for the rupee, and that after that it will settle at 16 seers 
till the next crops are ready. 

3. With reference to paragraph 2 of your letter under reply, before leaving Chybassa 
I wrote to you soliciting sanction to expend Bs. 1,000 in eloaring out the Chybiwa lake or 
big tank. Around Chybassa lie two or three of the most doubtful tracts in the Eolhan, 
and the work 1 wish to undertake will give employment to sqoh as need it. I am actually 
expending on it what money I con out of the town funds, but the amount will not exceed 
Bs. 200. When this is finished, and pending reply to n^ application, or in ease such 
application is refused, I have made arrangements to spend Its. 600 out of private funds. I 
can give any amount of employment at Chybassa if necessary, and you may rest assured 
that work viw not be allowed to come to a stand-still for want of money ponding sanction 
from proper authority. 

4. I have been out on tour in the Eolhan for the last week or 10 days, inspecting 
the works, and making personal enquiiies into the present oondition of the people, lamm 
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opinion that gome further asnetaiice is necegsary, and have accordingly made airangements to 
set agoing at once the following hredi vorks 

(a),—^A small resenroir at Gamaria to cost about Bs. 100. Gamaria is a market village, 
and a tank in the villas is much required. There are a great number of poor villages round 
about and the work.vriU give employment to those who require it. ’ 

(4).— A small rosemor at Joypore, in a vqry advantageous site, to cost Bs. 150. This 
work is also much required to give employment to surrounding villages. 

(c).—Clearing out two old tanks at Juggemathpore. This Juggomathpore is a largo 
market village; il has several large tanks which have all silted up, and are in a very 
filthy condition. Aroimd and in the neighbourhood of Juggemathpore u’o some of the 
trwts which suffered most severely from deficient rainfall, and the clearing out of these tanks 
will give ample employment for miles around. I bog to bo allowed to spend Bs. GOO on the 
works. 

(<0-—About five miles north of Juggemathpore I have a rosorvofr in progress (at 
Kol Koohra)„ This work, if thoroughly done, would cost, I estimalc, Bs. 100; I have oiJy 
allowed Bs. 200 for it, but as I find further assistance is much required in 1 hose parts, I propose 
spending up to the full amount required to complete tho work. 1 have made arrongomonts 
accordingly. 

(e).—There is a small reservofr being constmeted at Karigooria. Bor Pir (Kaira 
Manki). The work will cost Ks. 150 to 200. I have raised tho Government contribution 
to Bs. 100. 

6. Tlio above works aro all sitimted in tracts which sultbred most last season. •They 
will, I think, meet j)rGSont requirements. If not, there aro a number of old tanks and now 
sites on which 1 can set work agoing on tho shortest possible notice. So far as I can judge, 
I do not tliinfc it will bo nonessary to give further assistance in any other (juartor iu South 
Xolhan, but I have intelligent and reliable men out, and if the necessity does arise, there 
will bo no delay in rendering tho requisite assistance. To-moreow I start for Kotogurh and 
Jaradah, and if I find it necessary, 1 will set fresh works agoing in tho.so parts of tho Kolhan. 
After which I send back my oamp to head-quarters, and proceed myself as light os possible 
tlirough Saranda Pir to Bbipa, and thence ria Paxohat to Cbybassu. 

6, With reference to the latter portion of jjamgraph 2 of j’^our letter under reply, I 
Lave the honor to inform you that I have already made arrangements to advance 313 maunds 
of seed-grain to ryots in this portion of tho IColhau. This grain 1 am advancing out of 
Government stores. As tlie mutter was immediate 1 have ventured to act on my own 
rosponsibility, but feeling certain at the same time that you would at once accord sanction on 
report. I ha'^o experienced the greatest dillicultics in the matter of these seed-grain advances. 
The lIoB, simple nooplo, and in tlieso parts half wild, cannot understand the offer to supply 
thorn with what they require, and their minds are filled with tho strongest suspicions. One 
of these is that, in offering them those grain advances, Govemmont liave the afler-intention to 
take their children to (1181.1.01 countries. Then, also, they arc very tearful lest by any 
misobonoe they should be unable to repay wliat they borrow, and liave the greatest horror at 
tho possibility of their cattle being sold up to satisty the claim against them. With those 
thoughts ami these suspicions tlu?y obstinately refused to have anything to do with the 
advances olibred, and yet 1 con assort with the utmost positivencss, a positivnness arising from 
tiio oiroumstoiKM} that 1 personally mode a house-to-house inquiry in some 2(1 village.-, and 
.caused similar enquiries to be made in a large number of ether villages by good and roliablo 
men, that seed-grain was absolutely needed by a largo number of the ryots. 1 have bwn 
reduced to all manner of expedients to gain over the people, to dismiss their idle suspicions, 
and to make them believe that nothing was intended beyond their own bouelit. Finally, 
before 1 could induce them to talre what they^ iu all truth had absolutely needed, I had to 

» promise them that I would bo personally responsible if, by any miseliauct!, tbo.y should bo 
unable to repay next season. I.'bo ice thus broken, I trust the people will freely oome 
forward for what they reqidre. But I solicit instnictious witli rei'ercnco to future advances. 
On what terms and conditions am I to moke such advanees 'f On what security, if any ? 
Within what time must repayment bo made ? ’Whilst soliciting instructions I trust 
I shall be pardoned venturing tlie opinion that those advaiicos should bo made without any 
conditions whatever on mere receipts. Tho llos are so pecuhar, so delicate to deal with, 
that I feel quite certain if wo venture any formalities with rofereuco to these advances, and 
annex any condition, however simple, we shall bo defeating oui’ object. Tho Government 
must trust to their honor; advance them what is necessary without security ; and recover when 
and how we can, or else leave them to struggle through as best they can. Tho Mooiidas 
ore for the most part nearly as poor as their ryots, and if wo attempt to moke tho Mankios 
Beonrities, the people will hold back from making their wants known. 

7. I have tho following rice in store:—Bs. 1,000 worth at Jyut gutli and Juggernalhporo 
2J)00 mounds paddy at Gamaria; 1,502 maunds poddy at Cbybossa ; 200 mounds at 
Sarjamhata (Koldiha Pir); 1,750 mavmds at Uldpa. If noeejsary, rice can fie purchased at 
jyutgurh from Keonjur, which will be cheaper than getting it from Manbhoom. But I 
don’t anticipate it will be necessary to buy any more rice for Government. I am expending a 
portion of the Dhipa rice in wages on the Dhipa reservoir. I also solicit sanction to do likewise 
on the works iu these parts. From late resolutions Government appears to dosiro it. In antioi- 
patioD of your sanction, 1 have made arrangementa to pay wages iu grain. In fact, this must 
be done in those traots. Of theE«tlhan;thepooplQ'w’outworkforpioo. Whilst on tho subject, 
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I also bug boing allowed, if my s,p])lioation regarding the digging out the Chybasea lake be 
sanctioned, to jiny v ages at Chybaesa also in grain. At head-quaiteia, peotde ore of oouraa 
ready and billing mongh to woif for piee, but if we pay in pain we ehall be certain to get 
only thow to work who really require ossistwoe. 

8. The circuit-house bunguow will be ready for oooupation by the beginning of July.

With reference to parairraph 8 of Government Circular No. 164— S. B. dated 16th 
January last, I have the honor to submit my fortnightly narrative ending the 30th ultimo. 

* A, — StaTB or THE COUNTKV. 

1 am happy to say that I am still able to report a continued change for^the better in 
the general stale of the country since the date of my last narrative. The only drawback to 
this improvement is, I retirct to state, a rather severe outbreak of cholera, which, spreading 
from Burrakar, has now made its appearance more or less over the whole of the north and 
eastern part of the district, between Burrakar and Baghunathpore, where at one time it 
threatened to. put a stop altogether to the transport of the Government rice. It has fortunately 
abated^ and the cartmen who had deserted have again I'cturued to work. In other places, 
however, where it has made its appearance later, it is still causing a large number of deaths, 
which altogether up to the present date arc reported by the police to amount to 193. 

Small.pox, which not long ago was very prevalent, has, I am glad to say, almost 
disappeared, and in every other respect the health of the |)eople is very satisfactory. The 
showers of lain which have fallen lately, wilt, 1 trust, soou restore the district to its usual 
healthiness. 

From Govindpore the relief oflicer, Mr. H. W. Mackenzie, reports:—“Since the 
submission of my 1n.st narrative there is decidedly a change for the better in the general 
state of the country. This has, in niy opinion, been in a great measure brought .ihout by the 
loaning out of the Qoveniment grain to cultivators, as the large cultivators, who have obtained 
a good supply, are able to helo their poor friends and relatives. Besides this, the traders 
and others who had closed their shops to the public, with the view of making their own 
terms, finding themselves frustrated, owing to the distribution of the Government rice, have 
again opened out their stores, and arc selling at what in these times of scarcity may be 
considered moderate prices.” 

From llughunathpore Captain Samuclls writes;—“The eoudition of the people is 
satisfactory, and it is a pleasure now to go from village to village, and find the people 
contented and happy. It is admitted on all sides that the system of relief by advances of 
Government grain to ryots has saved many and many a household from starvation and 
death; and I am myself satisfied that it has done more good, and in a less ohjectionable form 
as to its demoralizing effects on the people, than any other form of relief which has been 
adopted,” 

In the Piirulia circle the state of the people is not quite so satisfactory, as the distribution 
of Government grain commenced there later than at Govindpore and llughunathpore; owing 
to the unfortunate outbreak of cholera, the arrival of grain at Purulia was fur some days 
suspended, but it is now coming in again pretty freely, and loaning out is proceeding 
rapidly, so that large numbers of those reijairing rice will soon be supplied; in fact, the 
wants of those villages which have suffered the most have already been nearly met. The 
relief officer, Mr. IJare, reports-tbat “ during the lost fortnight the system Laving been adopted 
of first distributing to the most distressed villages, an immense amount of help has by 
this means been rendered, and this form of relief has extended beyond the actual ryots, 
for, 1 have ascertained, the regular laborers dependent on the cultivators are in many 
places being supported by them with the borrowed grain.” 

The repnrts from the Munbazar circle are also reassuring, hut, from the extreme difficulty 
of transporting grain to that part of the district from Knghunathpore, unavoidable delay 
must take phiee before sufficient grain can reach those parts. Distribution has, however, 
commenced at Kenda and Bagda, and a small quantity of rice has reached Manbazar. Great 
efforts are being made 1.0 supply that part of the district with what is required, and now that 
Mr. T. D. DeDomhol, the relief officer, has joined, everything will be done that can be 
accomplished, hut the diflicullies are great. 

The distrerereiiortcd in Burrabhocin has been relieved by the despatch there of rice from 
Purulia, and more^is being forwarded. Woik has been started on the Burrabhoomiand Purulia 
road, okse to Burrahazar, which will he the means of relieving those in want of work. 

The tendepey to spread, however, still goes on, and distress is even now reported 'from 
Patkum and Jhalda, where the crops were excellent. It is confined, I am happy to say, to very 
small numbers, and will he met hy giving labor on tanks in those villages where the distress is 
greatest. The distress is entirely due to over-exportation and the refusal of the mahajans 
to make the usual advances. 

All the relief officers report that the stocks of grain in the hands of the mahajans are 
far leaa't'ais year than ordinarily, and that at present they all refuse to make advonoee; so 
that for ihe present all those cultivators who nave not got a teserva of food of thair own 
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Hoadt ,—The average numbera employed on the roads np to the SSrd May, np to which 
date only are the returns correct, was 14,202, being an increase of 1,233 over that reported in 
the last narrative. Where the fall of rain has been sufficient, some of the laborers are leaving 
the works on the roads, \yhich is good sign, showing that work will be forthcoming as soon 
us the rains properly set lin. The total employed by Government on relief works was therefore 
16,025. A list of all the Government relief woyks called for in the letter of Officiating 
Secretary to the Government of liengal. No. 144—T. P., dated the 5th May, is annexed.

leaving only 1,521 at burrakar on lliat date. The above aoconnt is not quite correct, as the 
grain is not received or despatehed by weight, but it caniiul he fur wrong. 

From Oovindiiore grain is again transpurted to Jhcria,Tundili, Kalras, and Nowagurh by 
means of carls sent in to tiovindnore from tho.«o places. The store .at. Ingiinporc is kept there 
to loan out rice to tiic people of Nortiiem Chaiirui-i pergunnah, and is tioc removed elsewhere. 
P'rom Itnghnnuihporc grain has lo be sent our, to 7 other loaning stations in that circle, and 
also to I’urulia, Lndhurka, Kenda, Ibigda, Manhazar, and Kha’.ru, all which is managed by 
carts being sent from those |)laees to fetch it. P'roni Purulia again, grain is forwarded to Arta, 
in Khasp.'iid and llurrub.izur, wiiere ul.^o loaning out to the eultivaiors has been going on 
during the last fortnight. It is now .also being forwarded out to ail the group or sub-circle 
centres from the main golahs in e.aeh circle. 

As yet, not much (iidieultv has been met with in proenring the rcqni.sitc amount of carriage 
required to disiribuie the grain to all these various places, but the outbreak of cliolerii, which 
took place at the begiiiiiiiig of the fortnight, tlireutencd at one time to put a slop to all onr 
carting operations; for some days the earLmcn refused to move, aud a general panic was 
imminent. But most (bttnnately the disease abated, and confidence was gradually restored, 
so that altogether not more than u week’s cartage was lust. In consequence of the 
above state of affairs, the grain at burrakar, instead of being carted to Uughniiuthpore, has 
been .stored in large qiiatitiiies on the bank of. the Bamoodur river, and for some time 
difficulties were raised to its being carted on to Hugunathjiorc by Captain Samnells, the relief 
officer there, who uniiertoolc to do it, as this, it was stated, would interfere with the enutraet 
which had been made by Captain Grtiiit, at Burrakar. Tlic ditlieiilty has, however, 1 am glad 
to say, keen got over, and I have no doubt that the energy and tact displayed by Captain 
Samuells will soon etialile liim to cart in all that now lies cx]iuBed on the banks of the river, 
'i'lic delay that this diflieulty caused is much to be regretted, as it, added further to the 
uhstrucliun in the moving oi the grain that hud been caused by the outbreak of cholera. 


D,—Stoiiaob of Govkunmbnt Chain. 

The preparations for the storage of Covernmeiit gmin have now been completed at all 
the main golaii .stations, and minor golabs are now being built wherever required, and will soou 
be got ready ; wherever suitable 1 uildiiigs are procurable, tliese have been made use of, and as 
they will onU be required for a short time, tlie expense of eonstmoting more than could not be 
done withoui has been avoided. At hut few of the golahs is there any quantity of grain in Store, 
as it is taken up by the eultivaiors as last as it is received, in fact the receipts have 
bardiy kepi jaiee with ilie deniamls, wliieli was of course to be cxpeuteil, as every man wanted 
to be served first; by distributing I lie rice at a large number of places simultaneously, 
overcrowding bus, however, been jnevcultd, and not many have been detained away from 
ibcir villages more than a day or two.

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Applicotions for tnccavee advances have now almost ceased, and, under the orders of 
Government conveyed in the letter of the OIEciating Secretary to the Government of Bengal, 
No. 3669 of the 26th ultimo, to. the address of the Deputy Commissioner of Manbhoom,' 
all further advances under heading No. 3 will cease also. Some smay sums, due to persone 
who agreed to talfo their advances for land improvements by instalments, have yet to he paid, 
and one sain of Rs. 2,000, granted to ti4 aemindar of liheloidiha pergnnnah to assist his 
tenants, has not yet been drawn, but will be paid ou presentation of the necessary power of 
attorney. ;• 

The distribution of Government rice on loan to the cultivators and others on seenrity has 
proceeded fairly ^oU during the fortnight, and would have been greater, hud it nut been for 
the unfortunate causes of delay which have been adverted to in Chapter C. The total 
(inantity loaned out, as shown by the returns received up to the .SOth ultimo, now amounts to 
71,764 mounds, 28 seers, against 33,61S inaunds, 21 seers, as entered in my last report. The 
number of persons to whom these loans h.ave been made amounts to 25,760. They are still 
coming forward in large numbers in the lliighunalhporc, Purnlia, and Munbazar circles, but in 
Govindpore Mr. Mackenzie reports that “ instead of coming by hundreds, ns they used to, they 
now come by tens,” showing that tlie greater portion of those requiring grain have had their 
wants supplied. In the Govindpore sub-division, liowever, tlie people mostly took the grain 
by instalments, and, as the first instuiroent must by this be pretty well expended, a fresh influx 
of applications will probably soon set in. , 

To save the entry of too rmicb detail, 1 will merely give the quantities of grain that have 
been loaned out to cultivators in each of the uiuiti eircles up to dale;—

P. (rt)—C hABITABLE llELtEF BY GovEKSMENT. 

Not much has yet been done in the way of distributing Government rice gratnitoualy, 
as the circle and group arrangemeuts have not yet been completed. All the relief officers 
appointed to the district have joined during the fortnight, and the work of grouping out 
the circles has been rapidly proceeded with and will shortly he completed. Until the group 
officers are ready to take over the care of those who have hitherto been receiving uncooked 
rice, I have directed that the distribution by the sub-eommitlees must coulinue ; us soon, 
however, as the group officers are ready to take eiiurge from the relief committees, the latter 
will cease giving out uncooked rice, iiiid confine their operations of relief to giving cooked 
food at the poor-huuscs. By this arrangement no break in the distribution of uncooked rice 
will take place, and the feeding at the poor.houses will go on us before. The change will 
be gradually made by the group officers taking the place of the sub*committees as soon as 
they are appointed, and rice has been stored in the group centres.

The above is, 1 consider, the best arrangement it is possible to make, and will, I have not 
the lea^t doubt, work well. 

In Govindpore the grouping of that circle has all been finished, except in pergnnnah 
Tundih and a part of pergunnah Nowagurh, which will be finished very shortly. The 
other 6 pergunnahs, and part of Nowagurh pergunnah, have been divided into E4 groups/' 
and officers ap))ointod. The (lersons selected all either live in the circle or near at hand. { 

The division of the whole of the Rughunathpore circle was nearly completed before it| 
was divided into two; it has been divided into 44 groups, of which 22 will be in the western;' 
and 22 in the eastern circle. All the group officers have been appointed. 

In the Purulia circle all the distressed pergunnahs, consisting of those noted in the margin, 
have been divided into groups or sub-circles, and officers appointed 
in all, except in pergunnah Khaspel; this, however, will now 
be done in a few days, as Rnhoo Jfodu Nath Chaudhuri, who 
only reached this station from Beerbhoom on the Slst ultimo, 
has now gone there with directions to appoiut the group officers at once. It was considered 
better this should be done by an officer on the spot than from a distance, and Mr. Hare and 
bis other assistants were busily engaged in attending to other pressing matters. Most of the 
groups in this circle have been supplied with a small store of grain, and the sub*committees 
relieved from distributing uncooked food. The work has been rapidly and well done. The 
persons selected as group officer arc mostly residents within the group, but as many of them 
cannot read and write, it has been found necessary to give them a mohurrir on Rs. 6 a month to 
keep the accounts, and in some few cases men have had to be sent out from Purulia on 
Bs. 10 a month, os no one fit for the office could be found on the spot. 

The sub-division of the Manbazar circle into groups hag nut yet been commenced. 
Mr. Dombol, the relief officer, only reached Purulia on the 27th ultimo, and Manbazar on the 
3Uth idem, but no time will be lost in currying out this arrangement, where required. Full 
instruct'ions were given by me to Mr. Domhol before leaving, and I have no doubt all the 
grouping will be finiKhvd very shortly. In the meantime, relief is being administered with 
the ample funds at their disposal by the sub-divisional and sub-committees. 

The orders to substitute payment in grain on Government relief works instead of in ooah 
are now in the bauds of all the relief officers, and I have no doubt but that in my next 

narrative I shall be able to report that a commencement has been made in paying the laborers 
in this way wherever Goverument grain is available. 


F. [ b ) —Chabitabui Relibf bt Rbueb Cohhittebs. 

This chapter is now added under orders contained in the letter of the Offloiating 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, No. 3216—S. R., dated the 19ih ultimo, paragraph b. 

Tlie charitable relief in this district is administered by the district relief committee, three 
aub-divisional committees, and thirty-four sub-committees, to which four are about to be added ; 
three have, however, been lately abolished, and the few frequenting them provided for elsewhere. 

These have all been arranged gradually as required and extended over the whole of those 
parts of the district where distress has shown itself. The form of retief offered baa been (1) 
cooked food consisting of rice, d&l with condiments and salt, besides which oil is oecasionally 
given to those requiring it to anoint the body, without which the health of the natives of this 
country would suffer; (2) the distribution of uneooked rice to persons of respeotability, who 
object, from one reason or another, to partake of cooked food; and (3) the providing of 
employment by assisting the meaner class by advances of money, of ootton given out to women 
to spin, and giving light labor iu excavating tanks, sweeping up the depdts, providing leaves 
and bringing iirewood to the depdts, all of which is paid for in food, either cooked or 
UDCooked, according to circumstances. 

The persons who have chiefly resorted to the poor houses have been the beggars, 
consisting of the lame, holt, blind, and kpers, who unfortunately abound in this distriot. 
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and who, in wamns of plenty, manage to piok np a precariona livelihood in the tovna and 
villages, but who, on accoant of the scaroity and high price of food, have thia year been nnable 
to proonre enoogh to kMp body and soul toother; large nnmbem of these unfortunates 
would inevitably have died off, had food not been supplied them at the relief oentres. 

Those who have been supported on uncooked food are mostly poor widows and children 
and destitute persons, whose caste usages and feelings precluded their attending and taking 
cooked food at the poor-houses. 

The silk weayers in several villages have been assisted by loans of money, and cotton is 
given out to the poorer class of women, who are willing to spin it into thread, for which they 
are paid in rice. A large number have also been employed in light labour gangs in cleaning 
ont tanks, and in various other ways. 

Classified as directed in the orders of Government and the notification of thp Central 
Relief Committee, dated the 14th March last, the sums spent in providing relief under these 
forma have up to the 30th ultimo been, in the Bugbunathpore relief circle, as follows

The test of obliging persons desirous of relief to partake of cooked food has never lieeu 
rigorously exacted in this district, and, under the late orders of Government on this subject, 
the system hitherto in force will be continued. It is found ncceiiBary to adapt the system of 
relief to the locality in which it is given, in some places cooked I'lrad will not be touched, wen 
by the lowest of the low, whilst in others again it is preferred to the offer of raw rice. It is 
stated by the relief officer of the Piirulia circle that he had to close the kitchen at Ghonga, in 
Cham, as no one would partake of the cooked food, whilst at ^ndali in Kassaipr, not more 
than 15 miles distant, he has been applied to hi have cooked food distributed instead of 
uncooked, as was being done, as the people would prefer having their rice (tooked for them, and 
so save tlie expense of fuel and platters. He also relates that he established a cooking place for 
the Bhnmijis living among the jungles in pergunnah Bakab, and appointed their Pator, or 
priest, to cook for them; he says:—“ They were apparently highly delighted with the idea, and 
1 went away under the impression that the Bhumij hotel, as the institution was immediately 
dabbed, conveniently and centrally situated os it was, would certainly be a great success. 
The next report 1 received from my assistant, however, informed me that the whole thing was 
an utter failure, and that not a single Bhumij would go for cooked food," which is the more 
extraordinary as these people were evidently in groat distress, and no one but Bhnmijis were 
to be allowed to go to the hotel. They have now been supplied with rice unoooked. 

Under the several relief committees there are also 10 minor relief works now under 
construction. These consist of tanks intended to supply good wholesome drinking water to 
the villagers where they are being constructed. The sums expended up to date in carrying 
on these works amount to Rs. 38,401, ”

I HAVE the honor to forward to you the accompanying copies of, and extracts from reports 

which 1 have received from various sonroea, 
togctlier with certain statements called 
fur by Government which show tho oundi. 
(ion and prospects of the crops and people 
in this district on the Slst May, and to 
add the following few remarks. 

2. Bain has been general and copions, 
so much so that I cannot help thinking 
that the monsoon has broken, though 
Mr. Liebert, a gentleman of great ezpe* 
ricncc in this district, thinks we shall have 
a fortnight's more line weather before the regular rains set in. However, this may be, the 
whole country is being sown with every description of crop (dhan, makai, marua, goondlee, 
Ac.) and more lands are being ploughed for cnltivation. 

3. Mr. Campbell, who has favored me with a long report, the plums of which I have 
extracted, states that people in his snb-division have awoko to the advantage of taking 
advances under tho Land Improvement Act, and I hope this may be so, for outside the Bqghur 
Estate alone can this process go on, for the reasons I have given before. But I am inclined to 
fear that these applications for money are made with the desire of getting money rather 
than of improving land. Money has at present such a power for him that hath to lend, that 
many will apply for loans, but I am not sure that they will be im ready, when they find that 
the works they engage to make will be insisted on, nulese indeed here, too, they can effect 
a saving, and ntilise the money at a high rate of interest. 

Mr. Campbell does not give an enoouraging repsrt of the condition in which be found the 
people of Kurgalee when he went amongst them, but he has jndicionsly and fully relieved 
them, and with their reservoirs repaired by advance-money from tho Government Improvement 
Funds, they ere now placed in a position to oultivata their lands with every probability 
(hnmanly speaking) of good crops at the next harvest. At the time Mr. Campbell was at 
uhnawar, there were some 7,000 relief laboieis working there far and near, and it speaks well 
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for the conditaon of thh ^^le thot Mr. Cemibdl conld eome aeron only « vt 
•iauiation,’' a lad from Kheamee who waa erawHag into tha baaar ae Be left it. Shal 
bang well-looked after by Mr. Tobin, and 1 bare no fun of any djwtha in that qn 
irilloe aeen that all iqiota ap^ of tiie unproTeident in the oondition and prr~^ 


ftoin the eoath there are no evil reporte ah dl j Mr. Davie, aa viee*cbainm I 
bead-quartera aub-committee, recavea reporta from hia twelve local aab^minitteoa, and 
me folly iiiormed both by hia weekly police repoita, and by hie committee aommary i 
reporta it reoeivee. The total amonnt utherto expended in charitable relief in thir 
diviaion ia Ra*. 190. 

From Chattra, and the weat, I learn that the last cold-weather harvest was bettai 
was expected; the early rice on the 30th May waa being sown. The fall of rain in. t 
“ Nichatter" aa the fortnight extending from the 28rd May to the 6th Jane is looked up^ 
extremely fortunate. Practical experience teaches the people that rain now, followed^ 
fortnights aun before the regular rains break, leads to the best results hereafter, and is a -', 
sign of there being sufficient rain at the time it is most required. I shall look forward W"' 
interest to the development of this theory, and trust Mr. Licbert’s forecast of the weath^ 
may prove true. The rain that has fallen has improved every thing from sugarcane to grazin,^ 
grass, and the fruit crops, except the mangoe, are very good. 1 have no lists of tha peopK 
employed on the relief works oouduoted by the Extra Assistant Commissioner, but 1 anbmit 
a Btatem&nt elsewhere of the road work population, supplied by Mr. Pereira. No severe distress 
is to be found any where. Pressure exists in pergunnahs Chai and Kendi, but proper arrange¬ 
ments have been made by the relief committee to meet distress in all its forms. Hice ranges 
from 10 seers to 12 seers to the rupee. While importation from the south is going on, exporta¬ 
tion to Gya has ceased. The relief committee can purchase rice more cheaply at Chattra than 
at the Government store at Champarnn which is SO miles oil*. Several zemindars however 
have taken money advances of seed-grain, on condition of helping their ryots, at favorable 
terms. The funds at the disposal of the relief committees are Rs. 1,336 ; up to the l&th May 
Bs. 03-12 had been expended. The form in which relief is given is shown in Baboo Hurrihur 
Chum’s letter which forme an enclosure to this report. 

From the Burhee and Grand Trunk ftnad 1 have the following information, through 
Mr. McArthy, relief superintendent. He writes on the 30th May : “ Cultivators are steadily 
employed in their fields where rain has fallen, but west of Bursotc where there has been little, 
if any rain, employment is naturally less full and general. The poorer classes are, perhaps, 
becoming more pinched for food, but not to any serious extent; a relief work to be sWted in 
this neighbourhood will attract and provide for all the really indigent. 

Cattle, though somewhat thinner than usual, are looking fairly well on the whole, and 
there has been no scarcity of cattle-food. 

“ The recipients of gratuitous relief are slightly on the increase. Light labor is exacted 
at Koderma, Boggodhur and Burhee, but the relieved (at Burhee especially), are fit only for a 
very small amount of labor.” 

The price of rice on the Grand Trunk Road, he stati's, varies from 12| seors per rupee 
at Doomree, to 11 at Burhee ; on the whole he considers that some improvement is visible 
daring the past fortnight. 

From Koderma, Mr. Tobin reports favorably. People there speak of the provision made 
by Government, and say that had the roads not been made many would have died, and this is 
especially true when we remember that in times of scarcity the great mortality occurs after¬ 
wards, wheu disease breaks out among enfeebled frames. But there is no occasion to undertake 
any detailed search such as the search prescribed by Government letter No. 3216—S.B, ** The 
roads in course of construction have,” writes Mr. Tobin, ” been quite sufficient to relieve all 
distress which was found to exist earlier in the year.” 

Advances of food-grain are being given to the ryots in that part, at the rate of 12 seers 
per ruj^, to be repaid by March Slot, the ryots being in most cases security for each other. 

Fieee-work has now entirely superseded daily lalmron the Joy nagger road, and the result 
is, that whereas there were at one time 2,000 laborers on the road, there are now only a few 
hnndr^s. No payments in cash have been made on this road since May 23rd, the Govern¬ 
ment instructions on this point having been at once carried out on roeeipt. 

Some days ago, the natural supply of rice in the Koderma Bazar failed ; the bunniahs were 
at once supplied with rice from the Government store at 12 seers per rupee, bonds being 
tsken from them to sell it to the public at 11 seers. 

About Koderma, sowing is being rapidly prosecuted; there is evidently no lack of seed-grain 
in the district, and the mahujuns supply it on their usual terms. Some of the marua is already 
above ground, and it, os well at the makai, is looking exceedingly well. Government rice is 
being transported from the Grand Trunk Road, to be stored at Murkutcho and Joy nagger, for 
rayment to the coolies who will be employed on the road that will shortly be commenced 
between those two places; as well as for advances to those ryots for whom it may be 
neoessaiy. The average numbers employed each day amounted to 1,513 up to the 31et ultimo. 

From the statement supplied by the district committee’s Engineer, it will be seen that on 
the road cess works that are in his hands, there has been a daily average of 12,474 laborers^ ud 
the oolumn of remarks shows whpt progress is being made. Payments in grain have not 
been altogether introduced, but an attempt is being made to do so. Mr. Campbell at PaohomU 
has cDga^ to arrange for payments in grain entirely from 1st of this w on t**.

.nms cannot be got from the charitable relief committee. Mr. Campbell thinks that 
ukdiba there are nearly 1,000 recipients of charitable relief, bat he can give no exact 
Figures for five places give 646 recipients. He considers the interest taken by 
jndent gentlemen is flagging, and that they are careless, and this is not surprising 
lering the comparatively sUght pressure that is on the land. 

Itogether I consider that scarmty and ('anger for this year are passed, and \t will now 
endeavour to push on the works taken in hand to completion, and to dispose of the rice 
works, rather than the money which has been sanctioned. 


narrative of tie icardtg and distress in Hazaredagh for the week ending %^rd Mag 1874, 

f Sub-inspector, Khooswakt Eoy, in charge of Hazareebagh police station, writes on 
the 23rd May: The state of affairs has remained unchanged ; the mhowa crop is qiute over. 
Themowhnyy«*<and/b/Zwi look very promising; thisy will be ripe in a few days. The 
po()r, people eat the jungle-productions and exchange them for grain. There is no palpable 
increase in the number of beggars.

May 1874, 

Sub*inspector, Shaik Imdad Ali, in charge of Gomia police station, writes on the 80th 
May: No perceptible change in the physical condition of the people during the week. No 
crop is due now; the people arc living mostly on the mohwa they have gathered of late; 
lice is selling at 13 seers for the rupee as in the previous week ; a little rain has fallen and the 
sowing has been commenced' Tlie mohwa,/ruif is being used by the people, but the produce 
is small. 

Sub-inspector, Imdad Ali Khan, in charge of Ramghur police station, writes on the 3Qth 
May 1874 : The physical condition of the people generally has continued unchanged during 
the week; owing to the exports of grain towards the town of Hazareehagh and the district 
of Oya, rice is selling at 13 seers with an upward tendency. Mohwa is selling at 14 pussarees, 
or 42 seers pucca; only a two-anna crop of mangoes is expected this year; it bos commenced to 
ripen. The people are collecting shell-lac from the jungle. They exchange it with the 
bunniahs at the rate of 6 pylns of rice for one of Inc, and its ordinary price is Rs. 20 per 
maund. This will help the poor during the present crisis to a certain extent. Seria (fruit of 
the ski tree), and keynd are being very largely used by the people. They also sell those for pice 
in the bazar, but the support from them is small and will not last long. The sugarcane is 
thriving well and is expected to yield well; it will not be due till January or February next; 
a little shower of rain bos fallen, and about two-annas of the culturable area has been sown with

Sub-inspector, Khalic Alam, in charge of Pughur police station, writes on the 80th May

are drawing great support from them. There is no change from the previous week to be 
recorded. 

Sub-inspector, Walait Hossein, in charge of Chuttra police station, write on the 30th May; 
No deatlis during the week under review from starvation, nor any change in the physical 
condition of the people; a little rain has fallen in some places; dhan and gondlee are being sown. 
The rain has set in in proper time and is highly favorable to agriculture. Rice is selling ol 11} 
seers for the ruppee. Nothing else of importance to note. Mohwah is selling at one maund 
and five seers for the rupee, whereas in the corresponding month of the past year it sold at two 
maunds.

Riee w.as sidd at 1:J seers on the last Sunday at the Paeliumba 
market. It is being imported from the cast. On the 26th, 27lli and 2Sth, good showers of 
rtiin fell. The fields have been mucli benefited by them ; dliim, maki.'i, mama and gondlee are 
being sown. The poor people have finished their store of mohwa. They are now drawing their 
support from the coal pils; cooked fond is issued to the iiieapahle jioor, whoaiv unfit for labor; 
uncooked rice is given to those who do not aceept the former on aecouut of caste prejndiecs. 

Siih-in«ppctor Nojeel Khun, in clurge of Kliar.ikdiha police station, writes on the 
fiOth M.ay IS74 : No deaths from starvation ; a large numljer of the poor have lieen employed at 
the great reservoir at Bhanwar; rain has fallen in several jdaces, and the dhan and other 
bhadio croi's have been sown. Nothing else of iniporlaiice to note. 

Soh-inspeetor Torah Aii, in charge of Gaw.an pidieo station, writers on the 30th May: 
On the 281-3 May a dreadtul hailstorm took place in two villagc.s which lie towards the south 
of tliPOutpo.st Satgawan. The hailstones weighed some 31b and otiiers lib ! ! ! Tliey greatly 
injured the maiigoo and the mohwa fruits. Tne tiled rooi's li:ivo h '(m considerahly damaged ; 
almost all the tiles on them have been smashed. Owing to insntlieient food, tho people seem 
to liave suffered in physical strength. No crop is due now. Main fell on 24th to 26th; in 
several idaccs in the jurisdiction of tlie tioliee station tiie p.-ople have eonimcnccd sowing seed-; of 
dliaii, &c., and Iranstilanting ninni;i.

]. Sinfe of the Country .—The zemindars towards D iomrpc assembled at various points, 
consider that the mowha crop will afford sullieieiit suh-istenee to the poorer classes for the 
ensuing month at all events, but they auiieipulc pressure afterwards. There is none, or very 
little, however, at present. 

2. In the neigiibouvhood of Bngodhur the villagers stand very much in a similar 
position; if they are not aetnally belter off, they are certainly more independent. A 
relief road was opened at Rngodhur (tho first portion of the road to Giridlii), but seldom 
mote than 50 persons (men, women, and children,) could he found for employment. They cmild 
not be induced to attend before 7 a. m., and seldom commcnci-d work before 8 o’clock. They 
took from 2 j) to 3 hours for dinner and sleep, and on one occasion, when they were told each 
person would receive one pice less heoausc they did not commence work until near 9 o’clock, 
they all struck work, and marched off to their houses.

8. Grain Trade, east. —Tiiere is a steady and considerable flow of oil-seeds towardsSSrs 

east; the return oarts bring back salt generally, of which condiment the monsoon supply field, 
now being sent up for storage. anc 

9. The people throughout are hopeful and helpful; ploughing and manuring is goin^ ol 
steadily ; where opracticable, bunds arc being repaired and strengthened for the coming raithe 
for which the people are making the ordinary preparations in ieuciug in fields, repairs tn 
houses, &c. 

19. Grafttifous Relief. —^Thc recipients are few, and these were very much reduced by the 
first attempt to introduce some slight labor test, such as the making of chope rope, with the 
usual prejudice against anything new. The people at each depot, nearly one and all, positively 
refused to accept relief on these terms (set'cral also object to cooked rice) ; but a few are coming 
bai;k, and no doubt t his forms a pretty fair test of the people’s wants: as where there is most 
pressure for food, as in the ncighbonrhood of Koderrna, not only do they resort freely for em¬ 
ployment on the road, but they made no objection to the %'ciy slight labor test exacted. 

11. Summary. —To sum un : tbc country lying to the north of the Grand Trunk Rond is 
the only portion of my sub-division which at present shows anything like real want, and is 
the only portion which so far would seem to require Government .assistance (or seed-grain. 
There can be little doubt but that as the zemindars become better acquainted with the liberal 
terms on which this will he advanced by Government, hundreds will take advantage of Govern¬ 
ment liberality, who are in no real want whatever of such assistance. Until lately no enquiries 
were made or anxiety evinced l>y zemindars concerning seed-grain, where, as lately, it is the 
first subject introduced, and the last relinquished, owing, doubtless, to the desire to get as much 
as they can of Government rice on the most favorable terms.

3. The Baisakhce mowha fell till tbs end of the first week of this month, and it is now that 
the season of the wild products, called candi and sar.ay, has arrived. At some of the villages of 
this and the Gudee of Sulgawan, the joth wu crops, such as niaukai, murdwu, eheena, cakree, and 
Bugaroane, have been well cultivated where there arc water sources.

$nt I regret to state that theie is no suflivient work for the poor at Satgawan, and 
t1]^ they have to sutfer to a certain extent. I am going to report this matter to the 
lional Qfllcer at Pachnraba. 

have lately received 999 bags of rice from the Relief Committee at Pachumba, 
folly stored them in a-house within the componnd of the Estate Office.

2. In 1, 2, and 3 Sub-Committees’ di.striets poor-bonses are established, where cooked 
gratuitous food is distributed to ])ersans who are incapable of working, and a list of villages 
has been givem to each member of the circle of every Siib-Comoiittee, who inspects the villages 
personally, or tlirongii his responsible agents, and they keep a diary and send a cojiy of those 
diaries to me every Saturday, from which it appears that members attend to their duties with 
punotuality and care, and where the trace of pressure has been found, and measures of relief 
have been proiiqitly adojited according to circumstance-'. They always enquire iuto the con¬ 
dition of people and crops and supply of grain, and every particular of the villages. 

3. Several sorts of light works have been undertaken to alford labor to persons who 
are incapable of hard labor. Women of good family, who cannot serve out of doors, have been 
supplied kvitb cotton .and some pecuniary advance to return it in thread; and weak people of 
good family, whose caste feeling prccindes tliem from applying for cooked food, or who from 
social usages are unable to come iqnm the relief work, like Brahmins and other castes, have 
been supplied with rice and d&l uncooked daily ; and those who live at a little distance from 
relief'grain-houses have been supplied with rice and dal at once for 15 days’ consumption ; and 
very old women of good family, who have no male adult, have been supplied with rice and d&l 
daily through village agency. 

4. 1 shall be able to send you a detailed list of the exact number of persons who have 
been relieved in the several ways under each beail, within a week. 

5. From the prneeeuiugs of the Sub-Oommittees of lluntergunge aud Khiinda it appears 
that there is no necessity to adopt atiy measure of relief in those places. As for the professional 
beggars, ordinary piivutc charity is suflicient to support, them. Diaries, which are weekly 
received from each member, show ilut favorable circum.^tances <>£ his lurcle. 

U. Pioper arrangement bus Iieen iiiuilc fur inspection from village to village, and every 
endeavor is being made by me to obtain inf.>rmaliou of all the circumst.'inces of my jurisdto- 
tiun, and measures are promptly adopted when pressure is reported. No death has been caused 
by starvation.

charitable relief under each head, and aecuuuts up to a later date shall be forwarded with other 
details within a week. 


Extract from the Pachnmba Extra Assistant Commissioner’s Letter No. 1Z9, dated 31s/Ifay, 1874. 

I STARTED again for Diiunwar and the western portion of the district for a period of 
ten days, and was perpetually in the saddle moving about from village to village and making 
the most uiiiiute enquiries into the stale of the people themselves, as well as into their food 
and seuil stocks. For the first few days my attention was particularly devoted to the 
Governmeut Estate of Kurgalee. 1 visited almost every village in the estate, and actually 
went into the majority of the houses of the ryots, and J.lic result of these enquiries was such 
as to lead me to the firm conclusion that the people hod no stock of fond except a few raaunds 
of mowha; that this their stock of seed was barely half the quantity required for cultivating 
purposes; and that they were then rapidly consuming what seed they had. This led me at once, 
and without reference to you, to make advances of Government grain to the ryots in quantities 
of about Rs. 2 in value to each ryot, so as to remove the temptation from the ryots ot 
consuming what little seed they had. In this way I disposed of rather more than 100 maunds 
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of GovermneTit rice. Prom Kurfrnlec I proceeded to Gndee Morna, and visiting eWp^Qpig 
en route ca;ne round via Beruce and Seerauda to Tara, and then on to the Qovcrutn 

of lloomah. ^rhee 

2. The result oT the enquiry hnn been to aaeure me that the storks of seA^ 
hands of the ryots is very very di-rieient, and that beyond a few maunds o^L^ 
they have no stock of food to (;o on with. I never made>Bu detailed and searo^^^ 
enquiry into the food-supplies of the ryot elass in any other year, but my recollection 

to me instances in tvhich in other years 1 liave found at least two bands of ^ 
murwa, or both, containioff, say, three kntcha mounds, or in kdts, in the hSusea of 
ordinary ryots; while this yetir, in all the houses I visited, I did not see a single baud 
grain in any one house. Tlie inosl 1 saw were n few jivlas reserved for seed in a gurha 
month closed up with mud, or else tied up in folds of sal leaves, Notwithstundin<; this 
defieienc/ in the stoek of food-grain, the aetnal present physical condition of the pet 
surprisingly satisfactory ; they are not omaciated, they do not, look starved, and the pro 
who show signs of weakness from short food is wondorfnlly small. I only came across oi. 
of real emaciation in u lad from Khesmee, who wiis crawling into Dhnnwur ba/.ar us I let, ' 
and in one oiit-of-1he-w;iy village iieir iSuriinda 1 saw two little ehihlnn who sho\ 
undoubted sIl'Iis of slarvaliun in their faces and bodies. The village children as a rule \ 
fairly nourished. ‘ e 

3. I cannot hut think that at this present moment the prospects of the people ha\ 
advanced materially for the better daring tlie )iast week. This is owing mainly to ttiv 
favorable rainfall which has been general during the last ten days, and to the rules no\^ 
in force for advanees for food. Last Monday, which was the first or second d.iy of the Hoht>, 
lifehallor, had, 1 fonnd, hceii fixed ipion in a large miiulier of villages, as a propitious day foi, 
S iwing by the Hruhinins, and oil the Saturday and Sundav previous, and on Monday itself,; 
there was genera! rain, whieh was iniich waiilcd, and sowings of dhan hroadcasi have hceiv 
very general throughout the week. Murwa, too, has 1 ecu sown for scedings, and also a good- 
deal of goondiv ; ploughing has been going on so briskly that 1 have been eonsideralily pat 
aliont for eUrts f;;- grain dcspatcli'-s, the call lor hullock.-: f-ir the plough being so urgent. This 
will have the ellect (d raising tlie liopes of the people and keening up th'ur spirits, ami will, I 
doubt not, tend to make the mahajiins more liheral in giving loans of seed-grain to the ryots. 
The grain advances, for wliiidi in I'achumba alone 1 have reircived some odl) applieulioiiB 
during tiie last lour da\s, will give the (leople a stock of food I'or immeiiiatc u.se, and to some 
extent make them independent of the niahajun and iii.s exorhilant demand.s. 

4. I'lices have U'lt risi'ii very much during the week ; the range has been for rice from 
13 .seers in Klmiukdiha, to lX’|, ]2, and 11 A in I'achundia and I’algniige, to lUl and lUj in 
Gawau and Glioranjee, and lor otiier food-siqiidies as fdlows .—

I am afraid, however, that a considerable (|nantity of this will not come into tlie market, as it in 
the main consists of importations by tlie Ifengal Coal (.'orrqiany and tlie iiailway Company, for 
disposal to their own colliers; sneli a ili.s ribution will, however, relieve the miiiketa great deal, 
and there is no doubt that the pre.sence of the grain so near I'aeliuiiilia will have the tendency 
to keep down the juices in tlie maiket here. It is very eotnmon to hear the tiadors express 
themselves to the clfeet tliat the existence of the store.s of Goveriimeiit grain in dilferent parts 
lias bad that tendency ail along. The, bazars si ill eonf iiine to he fairly su|i|>lied with food. I 
iintieed in my last rejiort the delieieney of siijijily in Gawan bazar; the report lor the week 
Bueeecding my report, however, shows that the snpjilyhad nearlv attained to its normal amount. 
The last reports from that lliuiia, 1 would tneiifiuii, have not been favorable, and there is a cry 
for work and to oj en the lice store there. I am iinjiressing on Mr. I’arkiiison the necessity 
of moving on to that p.art at an early date. I projiose starting for Gawau inyscif early this 
week, to sec matleis for myself. 

5. The Ktngahad road, as you are .aware, was originally elarlcd by me on the 21st April; 
I made over elinrgi; of the road to the Belief Ofiicer, Cajilaiu I’reston. At that time there 
were rather over 2d(i people employed on the road daily. This Tiumher gradually incre-iscJ 
as the niowha jdekiii-,' c-.:asi d, ai.d during the week ending 7th May, there was u mean daily 
av'cruge ol 3C.‘}'7. 'Ihl.-! rose for the week ending Idlli to 7.»S’5. In the meantime I had sent 

«int 50 hags of riec to .Ltengahad for sale to the 1.11101-017, as prices there were rising to 0 seers; 
the very next day it so bappened that (biptaiii I’reston ran sliort of money, and proposed to 
the laborers to juiy them in grain ; ut.this they demurred, but finding objection useless they 
agreed to fake tlie grain. On Captain I’reston representing this to me, and adding that the 
eiiiilies said they did not want rice hut jiic-, I at once ordered the daily wages system 
liitlierto in force to he stopped, and jiieee-work lo bo given at 3 aiiiitas per 101) cubic feet. On 
the 15th and JCth no laborers came to the works ; on the 17tli some came., and for the three 
duy.c, 17til, l3th and lOth, the.duily average fell to 3C, and these were a lighl-labor gang on 
daily wages. 
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e total receipts of grain hare, as per the memorandum furnished with mj last demi* 
een about 29,250 maunds. Of this rather more than 15,000 has been despatched to the 
load, the balance having been distributed over the sub-division. Mepns of trans- 
not very readily available, and it is with difficulty I could procure a daily avertfge of 
This difficulty will increase as the soason advances, and the cattle are wanted for the 
I am {berefore making preparatiot^s for additional storage room in Pachumba and 
BO that I may be ready to receive the additional allotment sanctioned. My first 
luilour, however, will be to send forward rice to the pilgrim road for issue to the Executive 
igwer, and my next to store at least 2,000 maunds in the parts to the west and south of 
niwar, whero'I expect largo calls for advances. I have selected Nownghur as the most 
e site fur a goluh, and steps are being taken for the building. The rice is willingly 
by the ryots at the sanctioned rates; but I have to-day come across some bags which 
»eea utterly ruined by salt water, and consist of a hard conglomerated mass of rice, dhan, 
ildew. • 

Advances for land improvement have begun to come on me in a perfect flood. This 
eat pity, for.lihe season is far advanced, and the time taken in the necessary inquiries 
formalities is so much valuable time wasted. The people did not believe in the intentions 
vernmeut in this matter, and it was not until tliey saw one man on whom I had to 
B the advance actually get the money that they began to believe the intention was a 
I one; then every one took it into bis head to think that he had, or must l^uve, an abar to 
ake or repair.

Paka. 6. Relief measures have been commenced at four places, viz. Hazareebagh, Eachak, 
Kandwa and Simeria, and tbmigh the sub-committees of Gomca, Jbeonra and Muboodib 
'have been supplii^d with bot h rice :ind money, nothing has been done there up to date, and no 
reports have yet been received from Jhoomra and Mahnodib. No regular relief operations 
have been commenced at Mondoo, Uumgnrh, Oola, Pcterhnr and Kusmar for want of rice. 

7. Here it is necessary to add that though no gratuitous relie.l’ could be given at the 
last-mentioned places, the works on the roads from Gola to Peterhar and Kishoungurh to 
Gomea, which are under my charge, as also the road from Kamgurh to Joynuggur under 
Mr. Pereira, have afforded ample laltor to the working class of those quarters. 

8. The accompanying statement will sliipw that on an average Cl’5 persons were daily 
fed np to 23rd ultimo at each of the reliid' centres where poor-houses have already been 
opened, at a cost of Rs. l!)U, the eporations being limited to the lust month only. 

9. In some places llie cost, in consideration of the few persons fed, would appear rather 
immoderate. The reason is th.nt t' ls being the first return of the kind, the cost of carriage of 
grain from Government depots to ijic relief centres and other contingencies have been included 
therein. 

10. With regard to the 2 p.> 1 paragraph of your letter under reply, I beg to inform you 
that the duties of ihe sub-cnnimittecs are, for the prc-sent, confined to the feeding of the poor 
who are destitute of any means ami who resort to the ])oor-house for relief. Instructions will 
now be issued for scarehing out and relieving the special eases mentioned by yon, but consi¬ 
dering the extensive jurisdiction of each sub-committee, I fear the benevolent intention of 
Government is not likely to be earried out witlmut paid agency, of which wc have none in 
our circle. 

11. The general condiiion of the people througlmut the jurisdiction entrusted to this 
committee is so good that 1 do not appruitend that there wiil bo any occasion for some time' 
to oome to appoint any paid agency.

I BAVE the honor to report, for your infi>rmM(ioii, the measures that have been token to 
guard against distress in that p-art of the district which is under ray care, and also the way in 
which the Government orders for pay irient of laborers in grain and for piece-work have been 
carried out. 

The relief stations at Koderma, Joynnggor and Mtisnoodco are resorted to only by the 
wholly infirm or partly inlirm, and most of these pay, in some measure, for their support by 
making ropes from ehope, which is bought from the relief committee, for the purpose of 
making out roads. This occupation in so far successful that at Musiiuodee, where relief by 
light labor alone is given, the expenses in relief for the past four weeks have been Rs. 31-2-0, 
while the income from the manuiactnre has been Rs. 30-8-0. 

The roads in course of construction between Burheo and Oawan, and Joynugger and 
Koderma, have been quite sufficient to relieve all distress which was found to be existing earlier 
in the year. Men have already begun to come in for food advances, and they are being given to 
the applicants on the terms moutioncJ in your instructions, chiclly on the principle of mutual 
security. Some zemindars arc coming for money advances in order to supply their ryots with 
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Becd’grain. These 1 nm giving, understanding that their ease oomea within the L viHnm

is under my direct management, and no wages it) cash have been paid since the 23^„ 
when the orders of Government as to grain payinent were received and put into im^gQgjig 
execution. The system on which the road-work is now carried on is as follows, jgj, 
are three sectional sirdars, thoroughly reliable men, having been tested by servic^ 
sight; these men divide the coolies in the morning into bands of 1 DO (4Cf'diggers 
basket laborers), giving each band into the charge of a mate, and marking out to tfaj)j 
the amount of work his party must do in the day. The mate then has to divide his p^g^gj 
four sections of 2,'3 meu each, and allot to each section onc-fourth of the work ontrus'o^ 
him. At 'evening pay tickets (of C pice and 4 pice) are distributed by the sectional i ,j 
to the coolies in the parties under him, though he has not to do so till the allotted wor| 
been completed. . 

From 12 to 3 the next day the laborers arc collected in lines, and rice, according to \ 
value of the tickets held l^y thorn, is distributed by measure. This system will be also inta 
duced on the Markueho road, which will be begun in a few days, as the Joynugger road,'as fa 
as tlie earthwork is concerned, will be complete in three days- 

I regret to have to report that the natural supply of rice has failed at Koderma. I have 
accordingly civen orders for the stile of Government rice to the bunias of that place at 12 seere 
per rupee, ready money, bonds being taken from them to sell it at 11 seers to the public. 

I am iu argent need of money for advances in cash to the zemindara, and trust that 
Bs. 2,000 may be at once sent out. A large amount of rice should be stored at Koderma before 
the rains set in, as much is required for the payment of laborers, food advances, and sale to banias. 

I shall be glad to receive the metal tokens which are being constructed iu the jail, as 
some trouble is caused by the use of authenticated paper tickets.

3. With regard to paragraph 5 of the Government letter and paragraph 3 of your letter 
under acknowledgment in my last fortnightly report, dated 30th ultimo, the numbers recciv- 
ing gratuitous relief arc given in puragra|iii Ci for the three ])rinci]>al relief stations in this 
sub-division, which I here beg to supplement with fuller details. I would here premise, 
however, that fortunately distress hitherto has been neither widespread nor biting, conse¬ 
quently the total number relieved is comparatively insignificant. 

4. Orders have been issued for the formation of sub-circle committees at Danooa, 
Gharparan, Burhcc, Sukroij Bnerkotha, Luekeehagb, Bugodhur, Bugrow, Gamo, and Doomree, 
but nothing worth record has hitherto been elicited. As tbisre is little distress, so there is little 
to report; and though there may occasionally be found peiqde here and there who are somewhat 
pinched fur food, there is nothing like widespread general distress. 

5. The relieving stations already established are Chowparnn, Burhee, Koderma, Joynuggur* 
Musnodee, Burkatta, Bugodliur, and Doomree. Buh-relicf stations have also more or less recently 
been established at Dhanooa, Seekroij and Luekeehugh ; these arc precautionary measures, 
intended to provide against the requirements of extended relief, should such become necessary 
at any future period. 

6. Tlie following figures are given from the reports received up to the latest date, but in 
order to give a general idea of the total number of meu relioveil during the month of May, 
deficiencies of date have been supplemented by taking the daily average of the iiumber 
received for the full month of 31 days.

%he facts together again for easy reference in your oirioe, and in the Seerctariat, in 
®*’^anca with the orders of Government, conveyed in the Btli paragr.iph of No. 3^16—8.R., 
o'^lffth May 1874. 

OH the action lahen for the gratuHoae retuf of the dkireeml in the Hazareebagh dutrict, 
f fur thefortmght ending 31«/ Mag, 

The whole district is now divided into four relief sub-divisions;— 

1. Hazareebagh. 3. Burbcc. 

2. Fachumba. 4. Cliattra. 


In the Sudder sub-division it lias, as 3 -et, been found necessary to institute gratuitous 
relief at llnzarecbagli, Semcna, Tandwa, and Kchak only. Prep.arations have, however, been 
made to have relief ready in case of need at .Mahoodilt, Jboornra, Goomoa, Maiidoo, (iola, 
Kamgnrtb, Petnrbar and Kusmar. At the four first mentioned stations, the numbers applying 
for relief have been small, their total daily average not having been more than 613. The 
cost incurred has amounted to Rs. 190, the chief item being the cost of eonve}'anee of grain 
to the different stations. The oi)erations of the sub-coinmittei’s have as j et been confined to 
assisting the poor and destitute who resort to the poor-house for relief. 

At Pachumba, in addition to the relief stations mentioned in my last report, new centres 
have been organised and started at Gawan and Satgawaii, under the .supervision of the Manager 
of the Gawan Estate, At Gawan, tlie daily avor.age of those relieved has been from 9 to 10, 
while at Satgawan it lias been from 20 to 22. I have received no returns or report from 
Pachumba as to the action of the original relief snb-eonimittees at the several stations for the 
past fortnight. Mr. Campbell oan get. no returns, and says tliat the members of the local 
suh-conimiltces are becoming apathetic and careles.s. 

Tn the Burbne sub-division, the imposition of a light labor-test had the efl'ect of causing 
an immediate reduction in the nuraher relieved at the stations along the Grand Trunk Koad, 
viz., at Dooniree, Buggodhnr, Burkutta and Unrhee. It has not, liowevor, had this effect at 
Musnoudee, Joynugger, .and Koderma, where it 1ms now been acted upon for some time, and 
where the numbers of those relieved remain continually at the same avemgo. At Musnoodec 
no absolutely gratuitous relief has as yet been given at all; it did not appear necessary to the 
Assistant CummisKioaer to institute it, as almost all who ajijilied were eiiual to the task of 
some light work. These laborers are therefore relieved iii grain. Besides tliese stations, there 
are in the Burhee siili-division, Gujhundee (wliern no uistrihiitioii of relief has been yet 
necessary), Sukrej and Lucheebagh j at the two latter places sub-relief stations have been 
opened within the la.st fortnight, and slight relief given from them. Oeeasioiial relief has also 
been given at Dbunooa and Mnrkuteho.

At the three former stations the distribution of gratuitous relief has been commenced, 
while at Kiinda and Huntergunge it has not been found noeissary. In the ease of 
those whose customs prevent them from eoming to tiie poor-house, food and work is supplied 
in their houses daily ; in some cases a fifteen days’ supply of fooil i.s given at one time. Owing 
to the accounts not yet having been sent in by the sub-divisional committees, it is impossible to 
shew in this report the expenses up to date.

I HAVE the honor to submit my narrative of scarcity for the fortnight ending 31 st 
May 1874. f, 

1. Ahundance or srmrUi/ in the tmzar .—There is sufTioient grain in most of the prmoipal 
marts of this district to meet adequately aU local wants. Itioo of common and medium 
qualities is generally procurable. From this general rule must be excepted thanos 
Kaligunge and Nakasipnra in the Sudder sub-division ; Tehatta and part of Karimpore in 
Meherpore, and lhana Jaguli in llanaghat, whoro it is reported that local supply 4 not 
adequate to meet the roqiiisito demand. In Kaliguiigo and Tehatta, prices have risen Ansi- 
derably, and far beyond a duo proportion to the rest of the district. This evidently ^ K>W8 
that the stocks are extremely small, and I doubt whether the local trade is doing enouc 1 to 
keep up the local supply. Permission has been obtained from Government for me tc’^ Wd 
money, in order to stimulate trade. I have abstained os long as possible from using )his 
power, but I believe I shall find it necessary. The stocks which the well-to-do people, and 
substantial ryots have been kee)>ing, has not been as yet exhausted. Boro dhan, which 
yielded a tolerable harvest, has done some good to the ryots, but the quantity grown here is 
very limited. The rubbee crops which have now come into the market, have helped to keep 
prices steady.

It appears, then, that the price of common rice is highest in thana Xaligungo, in some 

g urts of which it has gone up to 4 Its. per maund. The price of rice has risen in sub-division 
ongong, while in all other sub-divisions it has remained nearly stationary. It is anticipated 
that the price will continue to rise steadily till the next noun harvest is reaped. 

3. No additional information has been received us to the stuck of groin in hands of 
private individuals. 

4. State of the crops. —Jally dlian, which is expected to yield a fair outturn, is the only 
standing crop nearly ai>proachiug maturity. The late opportune showers have been general, 
and of great benefit to the agricultural class. Aous dlion, which had bc6n largely cultivated 
and sown is doing very well. I am told that a little of the land which had been 
prepared has been left unsown fur want of seed, and that it has been found necessary 
in occasional instauccs to re-sow, as the seed first sown failed to germinate through the drought. 
The sowing of omun dhan has also commenced. Sugoi’cauc and indigo are doing very well. 

5. Kain has been abundant in nearly all jiarts of tho district, with the exception of the 
southern po,iion of Kauagliat, of Bongong, and in port of (lliooadanga; but still more rain 
is required. From the unsettled state of the weather it is to bo hoped that tho rains will 
soon reguliu'ly set in. So far tho [irospoets for next season aro promising. 

G. No special cases of misery or starvation have yet been reported here. The number 
of grain-thefts reported by the police during tho fortnight is eight, which ooourrod in the 
folmwing sub-divisions:—Sudder, tlireo; Meherpore, two; Oliooadaugn, two; and Bongong one. 
At Alamdanga a case is said to have occurred on the 29th ultimo, in which grain valued at 
Hs. liJO was looted by a mob. Tho Deputy Collector, however, does not mention it in his 
report. I have asked him to give me the jiarticulars. 

7. Generally speaking, abkari revenue has not been as yet materially aifected b^ tho 
rise in the juh* of fbr)d-grain.s. There has been some decrease of revenue in sub-divisions 
hanagUat and TvousUtea. In Bongong, Ghooadanga, Sudder, and Meherpore, there has been 
no great full in excise roveuuo. 

8. C'uinlllion of the Peo/i/c .—Generally speaking, the condition of the’J>eople, with the 
exception of tho iuh.abitauts of those parts which have boon rocoguised as dis^ssed tracts, is 
not bad. As tho greater portion of the agricultural classes subsist on paddy lent by the 
raahdjuns, they do not greatly i ool tho inoroase in price of the food-grains where tho mahajuns 
have stocks. It is the middle-class people, whose oliief possession is their respectability 
that have begun to feel the distress most; but oven they are said to bo better off than they 
were in 1866 at the time. I’rofbssional beggars oi'o daily increasing, and private ohaiity has 
so far relieved them, except the distressed ports. 
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CoHdUim\ of any S/mial r»w<.—(’holera, wliioli lately was very prevalent in the 
tracts, has now difiappeorod in certain portions of sub-division Meherpore, where it 
is stillj^aging. The escavation of many of the Liovernment and tuccavee tanks has been 
finished, and the peoplo are now hotter off so far os diinkiug-vvutcr is concerned.' No serious 
diffieifity has been mot with in procuring seeds for aous sowings,* which have nearly been 
completed. Ovei'seer Bubu Itadhagobind, Hoy reports that a fow plots of ground in thana 
Kahgunge have not been sown for want of seed. I regret that I ha^e received intelligence 
that signs of distress have appeared in eertam portions of thana Kai-impore, in Meherpore. 
I have requested the now sub-divisional officer of Meherpore to visit the locality. Unfortu¬ 
nately, owing ta recent changes, 1 have lost the advantage of the late sub-divisional officer’s 
exp^once. In addition to the relief works already oomraeuced in the shape of digging 
tanlts and in repairing and constructing roads, the sub-committees arc gradually extend- 
iud relief operations in the distrc.ssed tracts. I’addy-hasking and jute-spinning 

ha^ been introduced. The number of persons on the (iovoniraent works in .the 
diftTOSsed tracts has increased much. Those who are unabln to do enough to bo put on 
piece-work are becoming specially numerous, and I think that the time for giving gratuitous 
relief has now come. 1 hope to visit the Nahasipara, Xaligungo and Tehatta thauas 
before I furnish my next report. The next three months will necessarily be a period of 
much anxiety, for though hitherto the .state of tho district has been bettor than was 
jterhaps expected, it must not bo forgotten that till the ne.xt crops come in, in August and 
September, we eon get no addition to imr food-supply. 

10. liclicf irorkK. —The construction and repair of roads nro going on in nearljf all tho 
sub-divisions, cxjiecting Suildcr, where tho construction of kucha roads has been jiut a stop to. 
The excavation of Governmeut tanks, and of those undertaken by private individuals who 
have obtained loans from Goverument arc going on well, as a rule, though tlie cxcoptious are 
more numerous than I like to sec. The oflioers arc, however, doing their best to stir up the 
borrowers, and in one iiisium* of conspicuous failure, I have called ou a person to show cause 
why ho should not refund the amount borrowed. The late rains temporarily .stopped the 
work of a feU’ tanks but now work is going on again. As the season is far advanced, no 
fresh loans are uow being given. The number of men employed duriug the week ending 
Saturday last, on Govcruieut tanks is .‘5,017, and the total number of laborers employed duriug 
tho fortnight may he roughly estimated at 8,0(10. 

11. t Generally speakiug, export and impoi-t trades appear to have 

been earned on niucli as befoi'e. In sub-division lianagliat, some two thousand mauudsuf rice, 
and 850 maunds of jmddy are said to have been imported. The export lias nearly kept pace 
with tho imjiorl, being some 1,800 maunds. The export has boon made tollooghly, Goaluutlo, 
and Sahobgungo. Dealers from Moorshodahad have continued to export paddy from 
hlehorpore and Chooadanga suh-divisious. The rice exported from Ilougoug generally passed 
through sub-divisions llanaghat and Sudder, to the localities chiefly ou the other side of 
the Hooghly. 

12. C/iiiritM> rr/iff. —The different modes of relief already reported in my previous 
reports are all being curried on, of the tliree sorts of relief, viz., eottoii-spiuning, jute-spin¬ 
ning and paddy-husking. It has been found that paddy-husking is more temunerativo than 
the other two sorts of rehrf. The number of recipients of such relief is much greater in 
Tehatta and Kaliguiige tlianos than in Nakasiparu. To the first two thanas nearly It^'. .‘l.i'OO 
has already been sonf to curry on the work, but to the last only Hs. Clin bus been sent for 
this purpose. Besides those who arc receiving relief in the above shapes, there are more than 
1,600 invalids, who are even really unfit for these works, and are lieiug relieved by tank 
works and roads, and do nothing, or next to nothing but get daily pay. These persons are 
properly speaking sulyoets for gratuitous relief, and I hope after visiting the spot, and 
seeing that the maeluuery is sufficient for the pm-poso, lo commcnco gratuitous relief for 
them. As the sub-eommittees reports have not yet come in, I regret that 1 cannot give 
more details.

A.—SiATB OP THE Country. 

It is DOW necessary that the whole of the Julpigoree district be classed as distressed, the 
scarcity in the south being the result of bad crops and export; in the north, of export only. 
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The condition of the two parts of the district is so distinct that they musi bo considered 
separately. 1 will therefore first allude to the state of the district exclusive of that portion of 
Hoiia lying south of the new Mackligunge and Atwari feeders. 

This pint of the district contains north Uoda and Itoikantpore, the IVestem Dooars and 
Fa) gram. • 

The estimated outturn of crop in these tracts put in January lost at—

This rice crop was not all which the people had to depend on in all these tracts; jute is 
extensively grown in the Dooars and Fatgram; tobacco is a large and valuable crop, and in 
all, vegetables, such as onions, potatoes, &c., arc extensively grown. The people are remarjhbly 
well off, and there was every reason to hope that distress would not bo felt in these tracts, v 

A source of danger, however, early developed itself, and an export trade on a scale never 
before known here s)irang up. Easily accessible from Kissengungc in Purncak; from Kungpore, 
Dinageporc, and Darjeeling, traders from all these ])luees poured into this district. These 
traders were willing to give what appeared to the people of a district where rice is always very 
cheap fabulous ]>iiecs, and there began an eager rash to convert rice into money. Cloth 
merchants who pever before tboiight of grain trade, left their cloth business and started as 
rice dealers; even pure agriculturists, bitten with the mania, went about from bat to biit huying 
where they could cheap, and selling to beparies, who were willing to buy at rates always in 
advance of the local bazar rates. 

There was as much emulation among beparies as .amongst the people of the district, and 
they seemed always to be prepared to bid each other out of tlie field, and thus ran up prices 
greatly. 

Gradually, and surely, rising prices all over the district reached 112 seers per rupee. At 
this rate they stood pretty firm for .some little time, when about the first week iii May they 
began to rise more rapidly, suddenly, towards tlic ir.idille of the mouth, rtinniug up to S seers, 
and in some places even 7 or 0 seers per rutiee. The rise at the last w.as general and most 
sudden, at all parts of the district, Titalya, Seliigoice, Jiilpigorec, in the Dooars, and Fatgram 
8 seers per rupee was the gcner.il t]untaLion, while here and t here it was still higher. With this 
rise came rc]iorts of disires.s, and of small supply of rice in the hats. Everytliing seemed 
lo indicate that the golali.s of the di.striet must he empty. About this time I lirst heard, 
while in South Foda, a rumour of some grain-rohheries having occurred in the Kungpore 
district, and uneasine.ss was expressed by traders who e.'imc from Kungpore into the south of 
Hoda to buy grain there. 1 next heard sninc rumours of such cases about Meckligunge, and 
then on the I4th three cases of graiii-daeoity occurred on our border at Chusahhundcr. From 
Chiisahhunder these offences seemed to sweep up into the Dooars, ‘i.'i case.s of grain-robbery 
or golab looting taking place in tlie Dooars on the ISth, IDth, and 20lh. I speak here of the 
Dooars north and west ot Chusabliundur only. A few eases also occurred in the eastern or 
Bura sub-division portion of the Dooars. 

Just at the same time a few cases also occurred in Boda and Boyknntpore. 

Suddenly cropping up, simultaucoiis with the rise in price of rice in all these tracts, and 
these offences being committed mainly against exporters, it seemed as if the food of the district 
was exhausted. 1 took immediate steps lo throw parties of police and sowars in all the 
disiurbed tracts ; a detachment of the Gooch Bchar regiment which was here I used for the 
same purpose. The Commissioner telegraphed to Biixa for a detachment of the regiment there. 
1 went myself through all thoso jiarts where such offences were then being said to be com¬ 
mitted, and 1 made several arrests myself on strengtli of complaints made to me. The 
District Superintendent of Police was at once ordered out to investigate different cases, 
and 1 am glad to be able to say that, after tlie 20tli, these oll’enccs entirely ceased, and 
the confidence of the people was restored. It was while this was occurring that I wrotl to 
the Commissioner and asked him to apply to Government for one lakh muunds of rice for the 
district. This be did. 

I found on eurpiiry that these offences were not committed by starving people. Churabhan- 
dar, Saptibary. aud B.'ikali are known in tbc district as the refuges of bud characters from 
other places ; first on the borders of the Cuoeh Bchar independent State, and close to the 
wildp of the Dooms, these tracts iorm a convenient bahitut fur those who may have to 
bolt at a moment’s notice. 

The inliabitants of the Western Dooars are an easily excited people. Under the Bhootia 
rule they were aecustumed to the constant commission of such offences as dacoity, grain- 
tbofis, &c., and 1 believe that what 1 have described above, eoramenced by the agency of 
budmasbes, but gathered str -ngth in the Dooars, owing to tbc nature of the inhabitants and to 
their being apt for the moment to forget that they now live under British and not under 
Bhootia rule. The result of the investigations have been, so far, the challaning of 23 cases 

will) 1Z3 prisoners ; of these 1 have, up to 30th May, disposed 
cuses, given various seiitencee ranging from two to 
live years, aud 1 would take this opportunity of pointing out 
the urgent need here of a competent full-puwcred assistant to help me iu judiciu work, ibr 
which my very many other duties at this time leave me but little leisure. 
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To pve confidence to the people in some of the hftts in the Dooars and oq this side, I 
sent tiovernioent rice to them, and sold it in small (quantities at 10 se^rs per rupee. The effect 
of this and of the other steps taken, was most satisiactory. The confidence of the people 
was rapidly restored, and prices have fallep and are falling all over the north of the district. 
At Jnlnigorec itself, rice is now sold from 10 to 11 seers i>cr rupee, in the Dooars from 12 
generally to 1C seers in some places, while atTitaiya and Sunnaseekatta, it is now 10 and 11 
seers per rupee. 1 have just returned from a rapid tour through the north of the district and 
the result is fflftst reassuring ; I find that notwithstanding all the export, there is still a 
fair supply of grain in the country, several large jotedars holding quantiti(!s such as 
10,000 maunds in their gulahs. This is dhan, not rice, the latter never being stored here ; still 
thoi^h there is this supply, and though alarmed at what they heard of the looting, jotedars who 
had.locked np their dhan have now taken to advancing it to their ryots. I do not‘believe, we 
can stand fuHher exjiort, and the export trade is in places starting up as vigorous as ever. 
Last Monday wlmn at Itiijgunge hat, I found some 200 or .*100 huparies lining the approaches 
to the hilt buying up all the rice as it was being brought in. 

Although the state of the nortli part of the district is thus found to be so mnch better than . 
we had feared, it is still distressed; that is, there are people in it who need aid; these arc Tantis, 
Haries, and others who arc not agriculturists, and in the Dooars the Meches; ({t Sunnassikitta 
there is a large Tanti population. 1 visited them in their haries; they told mo they were linrdly 
pressed owing to the high rate of rice, and that they could nut now gel more than i^s. 5 for 
cloth they could formerly sell at Bs. 8, and that with rice at 8 seers per rupee they would 
starve. The day I was there, owing to the ap]>earance of Goverumciit rice in ilic golah at that 
place, the price in the baxar had fallen to 10 seers per rupee, and the Tuiitis said at that rate 
they could get along. 

Some of the Meches on the very border of the district under the Bhootnn Hills are suffering 
from the want of rice; this is owing to traders not having gone up to them this year with 
rice as usnal. 

I have directed the Mynagoree Thesildar to send up rice to these people, and told off an 
elephant for this purpose. Tiie Meches will, I believe, gladly buy the rice, hut if necessary 
advances will Iw m.ado. 

Of the 1,00,000 maunds wc have applied for this part of the district, the Commis¬ 
sioner hoe since telegraphed to say we shall need 5(l,0(i0 only, and of these 20,000 maunds arc 
to be sent to South Boda. 

Itegarding the state of South Boda I will make no report; the Commissioner has just 
returned from those parts, and informs me that as his report is going in at once, it is needless 
for me to say anything on this bead.

To—The Offg. Secretary to the Govt, of Bengal, Scarcity and Relief Dept. 

Continuing my narrativa of scarcity of the 17th ultimo, I have the honor to report as 
follows:— 

1. The sudden rise in prices that appeared in the ne-irest part of the Terai, and in 
North Julpigoree'and the Dwars, showed itself also in the hills at Darjeeling, and, as I learn, 
in Puriieah and llungporc; one cause of it, as given to me Ly culiiv.itors, was fear lest the 
bhadui crop should turn out a failure. This is generally epulirmed to roe. 

2. The extreme rise to 5^ and 0 seers the rupee in South Boda, which I reported in my 
telegram dated 19th May, wa.s almost certainly caused hy this, as the crops tliere suffered 
for want of ruin, which has since fallen sufficiently and has been succeeded by easier prices, viz., 

7 to 71 seers. * 

3. Tiic growing sense of insecurity against plunder had, however, much to do with it. 
Immediately after roy last report bringing the great rise to notice, a wide-spread and sudden 
increase of grain robberies broke ont in the Mynagodee Dwars. Byaparis first, then open * 
hats, and finally mahajans golas, were plundrTcd, and for three days there was something like 
terrorism in this Dwar. The people who began this were found to be from* one spot, round 
Bakali, which has alwavs been known for its bud character. They used no tteapons, 
and in the attack two of the rioters were killed and others wounded by the goladar’s men. 
Elsewhere no houses were broken. The effect was sufficiently bad to oblige me to call a detach¬ 
ment of fifty sepoys down from Buxa, who marched through Mynagoree to .lulpigoree.. The 
alarm of the people was unquestionable, and ihongh the pidice, under Captain Money’s 
energetic and excellent dispositions, did in a very few days arrest the supiiosed ringleaders and 
a large number of rioters, the tone that the latter and their friends adopted was so hot that 
nothing less than the pre.-:cnce of the military would have sufficed to restore confidence to the 
property-holding classes and traders. The Dwar plunders were followed in a day or two by the 
plunder of two hats, one near tiilligoree and one south of the Titulyuh road, and a great increase 
of dacoities and grain robberies in Boda. 

4. The ab.seuce of a regiment from Julpigoree, where one has so long been stationed, had 
no doubt something to do witli the outimrst iu the Dwars. A few sowar orderlies posted at 
the hats, and the appearance of an European Inspector and some police from Darjeeling at 
Silligoree, restored confideiiee on tlie west in a certain degree. But coming hack three days 
ago from Boda, I found the people at the hfils 1 jiassed through e.agcr to know if the sepoys 
wore really coming. The Byaparis, who supply our own hats in Boda from the north were 
plainly diffident of ordinary police protection. Humours of ihreutencd attacks on the 
(touch Bcliar golas were readily listened to in Boda, and I hud to reassure the people 
by sending the Treasury Guard of Cooch Behar sepoys to show themselves at several hats 
there. 

5. Captain Money and Mr. Kenny from Buxa have been about the Dwars, and have 
fully s.'itisfied tliemsclves that tlicre are suffiident stocks tliere for all usual needs. I have been 
almost across the Mynagorce Dwar myself, and agree with them. Mr. Smith has examined the 
east end of Couch Behar for the same purpose and is likewise s.atisfied. Ciovernment rice that 
was sent to several hats in the Mynagorce Dwar, which iiad heoti closed, sold at the end of the 
day at rates rather dearer than local rates in the early liay; this did much to restore confidence 
by filling tbe deficiency of the day’s sapplics. The bats are all open now and rates there are 
almost us easy as they were before tbe panic. They fluctuate a good deal still, but 10 and 11 
seers is not far from tbe average. Kelief works were offered iu practical form to the Dwars, 
but the people wholly declined them, and no further nieasnre.s arc now necessary except 
perhaps aii.oug the Mi’ches, to whom food has been sent; result not. yet known. The people in 
the Dwars arc in ordinary good condition. 

(i. Captain Money luis just now returned from inspecting the northern part of Julpigoree 
up to Silligoree and Titalyali. Ills fortnightly report now being written will be full. I will only 
say that be finds stocks to be considerable, thougb nut so good by any raegns a.s in tbe Dwars. 
There is not as yet any sign of physical distress. The rates are decidedly easier than in the 
panic, and are showing sustained improvement, and I believe that confiiicnce is very generally 
and completely restored. I do not think there need be the siiiallest doubt tlial this is due in the 
main to tbe active measnres we have taken. Prompt remitlauces of rice were made by small 
local purcbascs or by moving of stocks in tlie division or by more uonsiderablc importations 
from I’lirncali, under the orders of Government, to a great many different places, to the extent 
of some 8,000 or 9,900 mannds. The whole distiessed part of the district of Julpigoree 
was touched in one way or another, at all important points, liy sucii response as the Government 
could I'ivc,.whether by laying down food on tbe spot or by the exhildtion ol strength, and 
I mu.st record roy appreciation of the rapid and efficient way in which Captain Money did 
this. I do not believe that measnres of mete repression would have worked such a speedy 
rG8ulii * 

7. The carriage arrangements for the transport of the 50,OHO niaunds of Purneah rice 
have been well carried out by Captain Money, and about 15,Util) uiannds have lieen received 
from Purueuli at Titalyali, ami despatched thence to the several go),is, eight or nine in number, 
in Bykuntpore and North Boda, iiioluding the golas at Snnyasikatta and Silligoree, on the 
Darjeeling road, besides^e golus on the lino of the railway extension. The rest is rapidly 
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romin<r in; owing, however, to the distrem which I found existing in Boda, I have diverted 
20,000 niaimds to that part of Julpigoree where it is likely to be greatly needed. 

8. For relief wo^a in North Julpigoree and North Boda, the following have been 
decided on:— 

—The railway and its extension to a po'int about 14 miles nortli-west of Julpigoree. 

Sarf.—A feeder from the station of Shikarpore to Ambarri H&t, and thence Sanyasi- 
katta. Shikarpore is about half way between Julpigoree and Siljigoreo. To this 
I request tanction. It is recommended by the Deputy Commissioner, and it seems 
the best tiiat can be devised. Its length is about twelve miles, and the earth¬ 
work alone will probably cost Ra. 8,000. 

8rd.—^The straightening and, where possible, the widening of the Tilalyah road. This 
'can be done to some extent without interfering with trade; Mr. Tyndal is 
preparing a rough estimate of it. The plans are all ready. In, anticipation of 
sanction, I have authorized him to proceed with the work. 

9. The Senokc road (from Julpigoree to the entrance of the Tceata valley into the hills) 
• must be abandoned ns a relief work, in order not to compete with the railway extension. 

,10. With referenee to this part of the relief programme, I should mention that some 
doubt exists whither the hill coolies will not flock down and take the work out of the hands 
of the pkinsmen for whom it is intended. As I have no reason to supimsc that distress is 
imminent in the hills, I have requested Major Lindsay not to employ hill coolies till further 
orders. He has beeu along the line .s.nd informs me tiiat the people appear ready to work. 

11. The really alarming rise of prices in South Boda to 5 J and 6 seers the rupee took 
me down there on the ,26th. I found that rates had generally improved under the growing 
relief operations, both in Boda, and at Durwaiiee in Rungporu, where Government, rice was 
selling in lU seers lots to the extent oi 400 mannds a day. This had greatly eased the 
markets near Boda. I mot numbers of common folk who had walked twelve miles to Imy their 
allowance, and 1 learn that they walk much further than this. Our own sales in Boda tire 
on a much smaller scale. Our golas, now nine in number, are situated within five or six miles 
of each other, and we have been selling hitherto at seven pice a seer, in two seers only nt a 
time; the object being to conAne sales to the locality. 

12. When 1 arrived on the 26th, rates in South Boda were generally about seven seers, 
hilt in one place near Gorain Hat it was apparently not more than si.x seers. 

13. The condition of the people in South Boda is decidedly worse than when I last 
saw it in March. .Mr. Bradbury, who has been there for the last fortnight, does not consider 
that there is any severe distress; but my own observations arc that there is severe distress 
over the Debigunge and Sonaliar Tokes and a great part of Mulkatlalia. In the rest of 
Mulkadaha, of wiiicli Gosaiii Hat may be taken as a centre, I saw, after 1 left Mr. Brndliury’s 
tint, a great many itascs of unmistakeable emaciation among eliildren. This is the worst part 
of the district. In Debiguuge and Sonabar I lliought tlie children generally looking out of 
condition. The stores oi grain arc few and small in these parts; Mr. Bradbury cannot see 
what it is that the people live upon, except that they do live. The supplies at the hats are 
extremely small, and of imports there is little or nothing to speak of. The large hats in 
Rungpore, to the cast of Boda, are fairly well supplied, but precariously so, with imports from 
the Myiiagorce Dwar and Cooeh Buhtir; and the large hats at Baiikwa and Saldanga, near 
the centre of south Bodti, are fairly well supplied from local stocks. This is also the case at 
Chakla Boda, and at the hUt marked Pochagnr on the map, and at Chilahati, north of Deiii- 
gunge. But south of Stinkwa there is a much greater dearth of rice, and mneh less ho()c of 
imports than 1 had thought was the case. 

14. The relief given is by niiraurous relief works, and by sales under the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner and by ebarituble committees and advances to jotedars, under Mr. Bradbury. Four 
charitable comniittcc.s have been started, and eleven more are being formed. But. the progress 
has been very slow. Mr. Bradbnry himself is slow to believe in the presence of famine, and 
bis advances to jotedars have been doled out with too iiiueh reluctance, (tidy about &:i0 
maunds have been issued to ISO tenants up to the 25th ultimo. 1 have impressed upon him 
the urgency of the ease, and have made him an increased assignment of 17..5I)0 maunds from 
the 20th March, to he issued to j 'tedars. One difiiculty of making advances in this way, on 
which we have hitherto relied, is that of late years the class of intermediate tenants between 
the jotedars and the soil, viz., tbo ehukaneedars, has greatly increased. Kor these the jotedars 
are very unwilling to accept responsibility. For their own adhaidars (or bhagi cultivators) the 
jotedars generally answer, and any aid given to the former helps the latter. But the 
ehukaneedar is in an unhajipy position. He has agreed to pay in cash instead of kind, and the 
jotedar gives him no aid. 1 found near Gosain Hat that these men foruied a large part of the 
population, and it w.is essential to relieve them agriculturists. I aiieordiugly assigned a 
further quantity of 9,000 maunds to this p'urpose, anil Apoted the Naib of'flodii to see to the 
distribution of it among the most needy ebukaneedam by way of advance, liegnining at Gosain 
Hftt. But the great absence of imports into south Bu48i*'Bh0W8 tiiai a-eimetderable increase in 
our sales nrast be made. I have raised the quantify which may be sold to one person to fonr 
seers instead of two, and have reduced the price to six pice per seer, t.e., 10i| of clean rice per 
rupee. This is the rate at which rice is sold on the relief works, and^jiy having uniform rules 
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at the golae and in the works, temptations to personation of coolies is prevented. To avoid 
misunderstanding, I mnst mention that somj golas adjoin the relief works, Vfhere this is 
not the case, rice is sold on the works. Soles are now going on at all the golas in'south Boda; 
a maximum of 20 maunds a day, however, being fixed. I have not the exact figures before 
me, which will appear in the Deputy Commissioner's report ; but I estimate the sales on the 
whole at about 100 maunds a day. 1 have ordered the opening of a new gola near Gosain 
H&t. The reduction of price and increase of allowance to each person will, 1 trust, give great 
relief. 

15. The relief works at present going on are nearly exhausted; but several others are 
ready, and I have asked the Deputy Commissioner to open immediately one which will run 
through the length of the worst part round Gosain Hat. Those that 1 inspected seemed 
fairly well managed, considering the great want of supervision and the raw material with 
which the Deputy Commissioner has hitherto had to contend. Fortunately thh works are 
all small and scattered, so that the men have never got. into masses. The villagers complained 
that two seers h day was nut enough for many of their families, and as they can earn more than 
that in wages at our present very reasonable rates of pay, four annas per 100 cubic feet, 1 have 
increased it to four seers. I had hoped that the advances to cultivators would have suificcd to 
meet their needs, and that the relief works might be managed on strict subsistence principles, 
i.e., without allowing them to become to any class an attraction ; and two spers was fixed as 
the maximum in order to effect this. They are certainly not an attraction, as there |inB never 
been any rush at any of them; and as the advances to cultivators are nol so forward as 1 
wished, I have made the rule more liberal to the extent above mentioned. 

16. All relief work is done on the task ststem, except drehsings and elopings, or where 
the ground is too broken to measure. 

17. The men at work are almost all in normal condition, hut they include many who 
from their physique would not generally be seen at contract work. They are none of them 
so weak os to call for a separation of classes, and in few coses only did 1 notice any that looked 
in worse than ordinary condition, considering their age and their marks of habitual hard 
livelihood. 

18. With the increased sales, increased advances, the extension of charitable relief, 
and tbe continuance of the present supply of work, 1 hope that we shall come through well. 
1 have no doubt on this except as to the Gosain Hat part, where emaciation has commenced.

Oil la cnnaiderably cheaper 
ihttii it waa Inat year. Jute in the north of the diatriet haa failed to a partial 
extent, and in aonie phieea t'reah aowinga of it are lating inade. Mangoes ere 
pleiitifnl and eheaii. ainl are of nnieh aaaiatanee to the people aa a feud article.

Correspondence regarding the redaction of tlie Pilot Service. 

1. The scheme, as originally described, provided for bringing about ten 
retirements among Service Pilots, and thirty umong Licensed Pilots; but in fact 
so many are not required. The object is to bring the number of Running 
Pilots down to seventy. For the lust year or two the vacancies which have 
occurred have not been filled up, and when the first retirement on bonus took 
place, the number of Pilots was in excess of seventy by thirty-one only. 
Fourteen Pilots have already been permitted to retire on bonus. The same

—The ('oramissioncr of the Riijshahye division has brought to the riotiec 
of the Lieutenant-Governor that RaiDiiunput Siug Baiiadoor, of Azcetngnnge, in tlic district 
of Moorshedabad, has distinguished himself by the public spirit with which he has come 
forward to the relief of the tenantry on his extensive estates. In Dinagepore, besides 
contributing two-thirds towards the cost of digging two tanks, it is represented that the Hai 
is having a third tank excavated at his own expense, and that he has also agreed to bear the 
whole cost of repairing an embankment and cleaning out two tauks in thana Oungarampore. 
It is also reported that, besides postponing the collection of rent on his own zemindaries, 
he bus entirely remitted the rents of such of his tenantry as are unable to pay. In the 
distr'et of Riiiigpore ho lias also suspended tlic eolleetion of rents; while in the district of 
Moo.'shedabad, in which he usually resides, his measures for the relief of general distress 
arc said to have biu.n undertaken on a very extensive and liberal scale. 

The Licutenaiit-Governor has read these reports witli much .satisfaction, and he thinks 
tliat the marked public spirit displayed by this zemindar iu the present crisis is deserving of 
eommendatiou.

12. The Chuirinan read a letter from the Treasurer of the Manchester Famine Committee, 
forwarding a copy of two resolutions passed at a meeting held on 30th April 1874. 

The resolutious were—“That the funds already raised, or hereafter to be raised, in 
Manchester ought not to be used as a substitute for those means which Government is hound 
to employ to meet the crisis in India, hut should he devoted to purposes which Government by 
the general rule of distiibution cannot meet That the Manchester Fund be forwarded to the 
Central Relief Committee at Calcutta, with a special request that the distribution he regnlated 
by a strict regard to tbe preceding resolution.” 

Resolved, that a letter be addressed to the Secretary to the Manchester Fund, stating 
with reference to the fact that the Committee had undertaken all charitable expenditure uuder 
(^)i (c), (d), that the Committee think that tbe views of the Manchester subscribers will be 
met by the appropriation of the subscriptions to the abovenamed purposes. 

Resolved also, that .a telegram to the same pnrport be sent to the same gentleman. 

13. The Chairman read a letter from the Chairman of the Glasgow Relief Committee, 
intimating that tbe Glasgow meeting of Ist May 1874 had resolved to send a farther sum of 
£5,000 to Calcutta, and mentiouing that tue money subscribed is intended for the relief 
of such as Goverumeut aid will not reach, and to supplement such Guvernmeut aid whets 
insufficient. 

Resolved, that a reply be sent in terms similar to that despatched to Manchester.

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DISTBIOT RELIEF COMMITTEE. 


Burdwan lloharajaVs Relief Operalione Statement for the fortnight ending IStA June 1874. 

Bdbdwan. 

Relief Home .—The numbers applying for relief have increased considerably during the 
last fortnight, and the daily average of people fed has been 1,151. But this'increase is dne 
partly to the numbers of Jnggcrnauth pilgrims daily passing through the town of Burdwan. 
No oases of acnte distress from the adjacent villages have presented themselves. Milk is given 
to each children as recpiire it, aou cloth has been distributed to a few people who were m 
urgent need of it. H.UUU manmis of rit^e have been received from Orissa, which will be 
employed partly for relief purposes ami partly (or the use of the employes of the Kaj, This 
will relieve the local market to aj considerable eaten t. 

CULNA. 

At the relief bouse at Culna 580 are d4i]y fed; in addition to these, advances of rice 
have been made to about 20 respectable people whose circumstances appeared to require it, 
and orders have been issued to extend these advances to all such respecta'ole people as may 
really nerd it. 

Relief Works .—The works on the tanks have been stopped, but road-work has been 
substituted. It is not expected, however, that there will be many applicants for Work on these 
roads, as the Executive Engineer of the district finds it difficult to go on with Government 
roads in the Culna sub-divisiun, owing to want of laborers. 

lluon-BooD. 

The number of people daily fed at the Bood-bood annaehotra has been fi'fa. Milk has 
been given to about 40 children, invalid diet is provided fi)r the sick, and advances of rice have 
been given to 12 respectable people. The former darogah has been removed and a new man 
appointed. There is u couipluiiit that no attention is ])aid to the sick at the annaehotra by 
the medical officer of the place, which, considering that cholera is prevalent, is rather a serious 
matter. 

Khadina. 

At Khadina, in Ilooghly, the numl)ers fed at the annaehotra have l)ecn daily increasing, 
the average for the last fortnight having been 425. Only one Brahmin woman receives 
advances of rice, as, though there are many applications for uncooked food, and orders have been 
issued to supply it in quantities of five days’ rations at a time, ail the applicants refuse to taka 
it unless it is carried to their bouses. 

A tabulated statement is annexed, showing the daily average of people relieved at each 
place.

STATEMl'^NT OP OI5.IJiCTS AND MASONS. 


In Calfulta, Madras and Dnmbay distresses for arrears of rent not exceedinff .a thousand 
rupws are ])rovided for by the Small Cause (’oiirfs Acts, VM of IS 1.7, .IX of 1850, section 89, 
and XXVI of 1801, section 4 But for the law rcsynlatinf' distresses for arrears exceedinff 
that sum, wo must look to tlie (’ommon Law and to the scries of antiquateil Statutes on this 
subject, eleven in number, which, from the foundation of the Mayors’Courts in 1720, have 
heon deenud in force in tlic Presidency Tomis. 

* This is obviously inconvenient, and the ja'imary object of the present Bill is to extend the 
present law as to distri^sses for arreavs not exceediuff a Ihousand mjH.!es to arrears exceeding that 
sum, and thus to render it. jiossible to ie))cal expressly the Statutes above referred to. It will 
be found that so much of the law as is now useful and in atdive operation has been embodied 
jn the present BUI. 

The opjwrtunity has been taken to amend the arrangt^nUnit .and wording of tlio j)rescnt 
law relating to distress for arrears not cxee<'ding a thousand rujiees and to define the powers of 
bailiffs to force ojien places.
